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VIIT..-GENERAL PROGRESS AT THE MusEUM, BLOOMSBURY. 


The purchase from the Duke of Bedford of the houses 
and gardens immediately contiguous to the Museum premises 
on the .east, north, west, and south-west, for the sum of 
200,000/. granted by Parliament, has been completed. 


The total number of visitors to the Museum in the year 
1895 amounts to 542,423, a falling off of more than 36,000 
from that of 1894, which, however, was more than usually 
high. 

The total number of visits of students to the Reading 
Room during the year was 194,924, being 8,000 less than 
that of 1894, The daily average was 643. 


The average numbers of persons in the room counted at 
certain hours in the afternoon were :—

The number of volumes supplied to readers was 1,405,866, 
as against 1,470,191 in 1894. 

There was generally a reduction in the numbers of visits of 
students to the several Departments. 

The collections of antiques and ornaments in gold and 
silver, and of engraved gems, have been re-arranged in the 
new Gold Ornament Room, which has been thrown open to 
the public. The exhibition has been largely supplemented 
by loans from Sir A. Wollaston Franks, k.c.B. 


A more scientific arrangement of the sculptures from the 
site of the Temple of Diana at Ephesus has been taken in 
hand, and has made good progress. 


The excavations commenced in Cyprus in 1893-94, with 
means placed at the disposal of the Trustees by the bequest 
of the late Miss: Emma T. Turner, have been continued on. 
the ancient site of Curium with important results, remains of 
the Mycenzan period having been recovered in addition to 
other antiquities of value and archeological interest. 


Two purchases of more than ordinary interest and im- 
portance were made from funds specially voted by Parlia- 
ment. The correspondence and papers of Admiral Lord 
Nelson, which were in possession of Viscount Bridport, were 
secured for 3,000/.; and the very choice cabinet of drawings 
by Old Masters and of early Italian and German engravings, 

formed 
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formed by the late’ Mr. John: Malcolm, of Poltalloch, passed 
into the hands of the:Trustees for 25,0001. 


Presentations of Museum publications, including repro- 
ductions of prints and of drawings by Old Masters and casts 
of antique gems, have been made to Free Public: Libraries, 
Local, ,Museums, .and Art. Schools throughout the United 
Kingdom. | .

THEM, in the Year 1895. (Bloomsbury.) 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTED BOOKS. 


I. Arrangement.—-The works added to the collection during 
the past year have, as far as possible, been placed on the 
shelves of the Library according to the system of classifica- 
tion adopted in the Museum. 


The press-marks, indicating their respective localities, have 
been marked on the inside and affixed to the back of each 
volume ; also on the title-slips. 


The total number of these press-marks amounts to’ 
78,946; in addition to which, 47,613 press-marks have been 
altered, in consequence of changes and _ re-arrangements: 
carried out in the Library; 36,472 labels have been affixed. 
to books and volumes of newspapers, and 90,668 obliterated 
labels have been renewed. 


The process of attaching third-marks to the books in the-. 
New Library, with the view of accelerating their delivery~ 
to readers, has been continued; 20,687 books have been. 
thus marked during the year, and the corresponding altera- 
tions, amounting to 53,823, have been carried out in the 
General, Gallery, and Hand Catalogues; 1,222 volumes of 
country newspapers have also been numbered, and for London 
and country newspapers 2,835 index-slips have been written. 

The number of stamps impressed upon articles received. 
has been 409,739. 

About 2,800 presses of books and newspapers have been 
dusted in the course of the year. 


II. Catalogues. — (a) Cataloguing. — 49,444 titles have 
been written (the term “title” applying equally to a main 
title and to a cross-reference). Of these, 38,460 were written 
for the General Catalogue, 2,586 for the Map Catalogue, and 
8,398 for the Music Catalogue. 


(b) Printing.—39,961 titles and 861 index-titles for the 
General Catalogue, 1,004 titles for the Map Catalogue, and 
8,512 titles for the Music Catalogue have been prepared for 
printing during the year, and 39,789 title-slips and 861 
index-slips for the General Catalogue, 1,004 title-slips for the 
Map Catalogue, and 8,512 title-slips for the Music Catalogue 
were printed off. 


Progress has also been made in printing the whole Cata- 
logue in alphabetical sequence from the beginning. With 
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the exception of the headings “ England,” “ France,” “ Ger- 
many,” “Great Britain,’ and.‘ Liturgies;” and part’ of the 
heading “ Bible,” the Catalogue, at the end of 1895, was either 
printed or at press as far as the heading “ Schoquius.” 

One hundred'‘and seventy-eight manuscript volumes have 
been prepared and sent to press during the year, and 19 
printed parts, representing 158 manuscript volumes, have 
been delivered by the printer. 


(c) Incorporation.—(1) General Catalogue.—37,988 title, 
slips and 638 index-slips have been incorporated into’ each 
of three copies of this Catalogue. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary, in order to maintain, as far as possible, 
the alphabetical arrangement, to remove and re-insert 23,078 
title-slips in each copy, and to add to each copy 258 new 
leaves ; while, in the preparation of the manuscript volumes 
for printing, it has been necessary to remove and re-insert 
31,740 title-slips in one copy only. 

The system of fortnightly incorporation, introduced in 
1889, has been carried out with perfect regularity during the 
past year. 


(2) Hand Catalogues.—The number of new entries made in 
the Hand Catalogue of ‘ Academies” was 163; in that of 
“ Periodical Publications,” 527; in that of Maps and Charts, 
1,619; and in the Hand Catalogues of London and of Country 
Newspapers, 1,251 and 1,584 respectively. ps 

(d): Map Catalogue.—2,586 titles have been written for the 
Map Catalogue, and 1,983 title-slips have been incorporated 
mto each of three copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 2,414 title-slips 
in each copy, and to add to each copy 53 new leaves. 


(¢) Music Catalogue.—s,398 titles have been written for 
the Music Catalogue, and 11,040 title-slips have been incorpo- 
rated into each of two copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 10,407 title- 
slips in each copy, and to add to each copy 194 new leaves. 


(f) Shelf Catalogue.—For this. Catalogue, in which the 
title-slips, mounted on cartridge paper, are arranged in order 
of press-inarks, about 60,900 have been so mounted, and about 
160,250 have been incorporated into the boxes. 


(g) Catalogues of Books of Reference in the Reading Room. 
—The additions and alterations in each of the three inter- 
leaved copies of the Catalogue of Books of Reference in the 
Reading Room, which are requisite in order to record the 
changes in this collection by the addition of new works, and the 
exchange of old for new editions, have been made. The number 
of additions to each copy has been 62. 


The 
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The collection of books-in the galleries of the Reading 
Room has continued to receive additions’ by the incorporation 
of new works of interest and importance, and the substitution 
of new for older editions. The number of additions to each 
of the two interleaved copies of the Catalogue of this collec- 
tion has been 149. 


Ill. Binding.—The number of volumes and sets of 
pamphlets sent to be bound in the course of the year has been 
12,065, including 2,517 volumes of newspapers. In conse- 
quence of the frequent adoption of the plan of binding two or 
more volumes in one, the number of volumes returned 
has been 8,413; in addition to which 384 pamphlets have been 
separately bound... 173 volumes have been repaired at the 
binder’s. Besides this, the following binding work has been 
done. in, the Library itself : — 4,848 volumes have been 
repaired ; 381 broadsides, &ec., have been inserted in guard- 
books; and 1,835. volumes: have been formed, in a light 
style of binding , of reports, time-tables, parts of periodicals, 
&c.; the plan introduced in 1892, and extended in 1894, of 
carrying out. such work in. the Library still proving very 
satisfactory and economical. 

The following maps, charts, &c., have also been bound or 
mounted during the year:—25 atlases, 6 volumes of the 
Ordnance Survey of Towns, 54 volumes of the 25-inch 
Ordnance Survey, and 2 volumes of the 6-inch Ordnance 
Survey have been bound; 47 sheets of the l-inch (and under) 
Ordnance Survey, 56 sheets of the English Admiralty Charts, 
101 sheets of the “‘ Hydrographie Francaise,’ and 250 
general maps have been mounted on linen, and 332 maps, &c., 
mounted on cards. 


IV. Reading Room Service——The number of volumes 
returned to the General Library from use in the Reading 
Room has been 898,428; to the Royal Library, 19,520; to the 
Grenville Library, 1 242 ; ; to the Map Roon, 3, 753 ; to the 
presses in which books are kept from day to day for the use 
of readers, 477,439 ; and to the Oriental Department, 5,484; 
making a total amount of 1,405,866 volumes supplied to 
readers during the year. The number of readers during the 
year has been 194,924, giving an average of about 643 
daily, the room having been open on 303 days, and an 
average of. over seven volumes daily for each reader, not 
reckoning those taken from the shelves of the Reading Room 
by the readers themselves. 


Newspaper Room.—The total number.of readers during the 
year has been 13,031, giving a daily average of 43. The 
number of volumes replaced after use was 41,031, giving a 
daily average of over three volumes to each reader, not 
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reckoning those, chiefly Parliamentary Papers, taken from 
the shelves of the Newspaper Reading Room by the readers: 
themselves. 


Map Room.—288 visitors have been admitted to the Map. 
Rocin for the purpose of special geographical research. 


V. Additions.—(a) 34,337 volumes and pamphlets (includ- 
ing 58 atlases, &c., and 1,391 books of music) have been added 
to the Library in the course of the year, of which 7,288 were: 
presented; 11,867 received in pursuance of the ‘laws of 
English copyright, 166 by colonial copyright; 544 by inter- 
national exchange ; and 14,472 acquired by purchase. 


(b) 70,394 parts of volumes (or separate numbers of 
periodical publications and of works in progress) have also: 
been added, of which 1,267 were presented ; 37,241 received 
in pursuance of the laws of English copyright, 227 by 
colonial copyright; 318 by international exchange; and 
31,341 acquired by purchase. 


(c) 926 maps, in 5,795 sheets, have been added to the: 
collection in the course of the year, of which 550 maps, in 
702 sheets, were presented ; 200 maps, in 4,420 sheets, received 
under the provisions of the laws of English copyright, 3: 
by colonial copyright ; and 173 maps, in 670 sheets, acquired 
by purchase. 


(@) 4,793 pieces of music, each complete in itself, have 
been acquired by copyright during the year. 


(c) The number of newspapers published in the United. 
Kingdem, received under the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act during the past year, has been 3,098, comprising 
205,646 single numbers; 1,191 of these newspapers were: 
published in London and its suburbs; 1,456 in other parts. 
of England and Wales and in the Channel Islands; 253 in 
Scotland, and 198 in Ireland; 5 volumes and 10,082 numbers: 
of old newspapers, belonging to eight different sets, have been. 
purchased; 151 sets, containing 23,222 numbers of foreign 
and colonial newspapers, have been presented ; 84 sets, con- 
taining 18 volumes and 19,022 numbers of modern foreign and. 
colonial newspapers, have been purchased ; and 9 sets, eon- 
taining 2,221 numbers, have been received by colonial copy- 
right. 


(f) The number of distinct works comprised in the 34,337 
volumes and pamphlets, the. 70,394 parts of volumes, the 
926 maps, and the 4,793 pieces of music already mentioned 
amounts, as nearly as can be ascertained, to 34,316. Of 
these, 6,468 were presented; 15,291 acquired by Engish. 

copyright 
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copyright, 169 by colonial copyright ; 380 by international 
exchange ; and 11,988 by purchase. 


(g) 8,148 articles have been received in the Department 
not included in the foregoing paragraphs, comprising 
broadsides, Parliamentary Papers, and other miscellaneous 
items. The addition of this number to those already given 
produces a total of 121,948 articles received in the Depart- 
‘ment in the course of the year. 


Acquisitions of Special Interest.—The most remarkable 
acquisition made during the past year has been the highly 
amportant one of no less than 1,014 editions and translations 
of the “ Imitation of Christ” ascribed to Thomas a Kempis, 
Aneluding all those in the celebrated collection of the late Edmund 
Waterton, Esq., of Walton Hall, Yorkshire, which were not 
already in the Museum. By this acquisition the existing 
collection has been more than trebled. Another purchase of 
similar character and great interest was effected at the sale 
of the library of the late Rev, W. J. Blew, exceedingly rich 
in service books and liturgical works, many of which were 
acquired for the Muscum. The most important of these was 
the Trondhjem Missal, Copenhagen, 1519, an almost unique 
‘book. The following also are worthy of special mention: the 
Bamberg Missal, Bamberg, 1490; the Narbonne Missal, 
Lyons, 1528 ; the Palencia Missal, Palencia, 1568 ; the Sarum 
Manual, Rouen, 1516; and the Geneva and Jaen Breviaries, 
Lyons, 1513, and Seville, 1528. More remarkable than any of 
‘these is one of the most celebrated of ancient missals, that 
of the Church of Uzés in the south of France, printed at 
Lyons by Johann Neumeister and Michel Topié, in 1495. It 
is peculiarly interesting as containing the “Prosa edita a 
venerabili fratre G. de Madagoto, episcopo; cardinali de 
-palastrino,” one of the first examples of music printed from 
cast types. The only other copy known, that in the Diocesan 
Museum of Nimes, is exceedingly imperfect. Another 
valuable aequisition in this department is the Breslau Missal, 
printed at Cracow for Johann Haller and Sebastian Hyber, 
1505, a very fine and very rare book, remarkable for the 
subsequent insertion of a leaf containing an episcopal monition 
to the clergy, assuring them of the correctness of the text. 
‘The Pars Astivalis of the Breviary of the Church of 
Ratisbon, Erhard Ratdolt, Augsburg, 1488, on vellum, is also 
to be named among important liturgies added to the 
Library. | 


Five separate books have been acquired which possess 
extraordinary literary aswell as bibliographical interest :— 


1. The first edition of Amadis of Gaul, printed by Geor 
Coci at Saragossa, 1508. The existence of any edition of this 
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fountain of chivalric romance earlier. than the Roman.of 1519 
(recently acquired by the Museum atthe Turner.sale), though 
conjectured, was unproved until the discovery of this identical 
copy at Ferrara in 1872... There are rumours of the existence 
of an imperfect: copy, but, se-far as is positively known, this 
copy is unique. It.is im splendid condition, and is a memo- 
rable acquisition in every: point of view. 


2. Even greater literary interest attaches to a very small 
book, the “ Questio florulenta ac perutilis de duobus elementis 
aque et terre,’ Venice, 1508, attributed to Dante. When 
this tract was reprinted by Torri in 1843 only two copies 
were: known, and one of them was at the time mislaid. Five 
copies are known, at present. Dante’s authorship has been 
disputed, but the work, is,always included in the collective 
editions of his writings. 


3. One of the most precious of early English books, so 
rare that its existence has been questioned, has been obtained 
in the first edition of Shelton’s translation of Don Quixote, 
1612. Only one other copy is certainly known at present, 
that in the brary of Lord Ashburnham, from which, by his 
Lordship’s favour, the missing title page and first leaf have 
been supplied in facsimile for this copy. 


4. By a remarkable coincidence, at the very time that this. 
almost unique copy’ of a translation of Don Quixote was 
purchased, the opportunity offered of acquiring one hitherto: 
absolutely unknown, the first edition of Oudin’s Version of 
the First Part, Paris, 1614. All biblographies state this 
translation to’ have been first published in 1616, but the date 
1614 here appears in the privilege, as well as on the title 


page. | 
5. The first extant edition of the French version of Calvin’s 


Catechism, 1549. An earlier edition, printed at Strasburg in 
1545, is lost. 


Purchases of miscellaneous books of early date, or otherwise 
of special bibliographical interest, have been numerous. They 
include: Boethius’ Commentary on the Topica of Cicero, 
printed in 1484, probably at Rome, by Oliverius Servius de 
Tolentino, a printer who is not known to have produced any 
other book with hisname. ‘Datus, Aliqua Documenta, Arnald- 
us de Bruxello, Naples, 1472; Caraccioli’s Sermones, 1473, 
same place and printer; the first French edition of Rodrigo 
Sanchez de Arevalo, Le Miroir de la Vie Humaine, Lyons, 
1477, a book of great rarity and one of the first French books 
with a date; Breviarium Historiale, Poitiers, 1479, the first. 
book printed at Poitiers; Boutillier, Somme rurale, Paris, 
1488; Cicero de Rhetorica Inventione, Zarotus, Milan, 1474; 
Flors de Virtuts, Barcelona, 1495; Valencian Confessional, 

Valencia, 
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‘Valencia, 1493; a translation of Aristotle's Ethics, Seville, 
1493; the editio princeps, of the Enchiridion of Sextus 
Pythagoraeus, edited by Laurentius Abstemius at Fano in 
1502; Celadenus’s, Oration on the death of Pope Alexander VI., 
Rome, 1503, most interesting, unique, and. unknown. to-his- 
torians until the acquisition of this copy; Leonardo’ Dati, 
Spera Volgare, Florence, 1514; Tolosani, Compendio di Spera 
et Machina di Mondo, same place and date, a book remarkable 
on,many accounts, and especially for having been published 
as a contribution to the reform of the calendar projected by 
Pope Leo X.; Michael Vratislaviensis, Introductorium 
Astronomiz ‘'Cracoviense, Cracow, 1507; Reisch, Margarita 
Philosophica, Fribourg, 1503; vellum’ copies of Sannazaro’s 
Areadia, Naples, 1504, and Bembo’s Rime, Rome, 1548 ; 
Capitoles de Cortes, 1525 and 1535, Lisbon, 1539; the French 
romance of Jason, Alain. Lotrian, Paris, about 1530; Cabega 
de Vaca’s ‘ Relacion,’ Zamora, 1542, the only other known 
copy of which is in the Lenox Library at New York ; Calvin's 
Sermons, Geneva, 1562; Spangenberg’s Postilla on the 
Gospels, translated into Slovenian by Jurisic, Laybach, 1578, 
the one perfect copy out of the only four known; Alvarado, 
Vocabulario en lengua Mixteca, Mexico, 1593, with MS. 
additions ; the first edition of Moliére’s Les Facheux, 1662 ; 
Le Dépit Amoureux, 1663; Le Médecin Malgré. Lui, 1667; 
and Le Bourgeois Gentilhomme, 1671 ; Gazeta de Montevideo, 
1810, the first example of printing in that city, except for some 
broadsides printed during the English occupation in 1807; 
“The Gallery of Fashion,” published in monthly parts by 
N. Heideloff from January 1794 to March 1803, a splendid 
book of costume, with numerous additional plates inserted in. 
this copy. | 

‘The most important acquisition in early English books is 
one of the highest interest, being the only known copy of the 
first edition of a book by Bunyan, “Christian Behaviour ; or 
the Fruits. of True Christianity. By John Bunyan, a 
Prisoner of Hope. London [1663].”. This isthe third of those 
of Bunyan’s books which were composed in prison, and its 
existence was unknown until this copy was discovered some 
years ago in a chest of old books at Cranbrook, in Kent. An 
unknown) edition of Coverdale’s New Testament, 1538, has 
likewise been purchased, and the ‘“ Pathway to the pleasant 
Pasture of delitesome and eterna]] Paradyse,” printed by 
it. Bynneman about 1574, a book of the greatest rarity. An 
almost unique acquisition, unfortunately imperfect, is Hart’s 
“ Methode to read English,” 1570, one of the earliest works 
on phonetic orthography.. Two very rare books of the 
seventeenth century have been acquired besides the Bunyan, 
‘Posies for Rings, Handkerchers, and Gloves,” 1645, and 
Grantham’s translation of the first three books of the Iliad, 
1660-63. With these may be mentioned two rare American 
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books, Cotton Mather’s “ Briefe Discourse,” 1691, and Chief 
Justice Sewall’s “ Phenomena quedam Apocalyptica,” 1693; 
also a curious contemporary ballad on the Battle of Dettingen. 
Among rare modern books, the most remarkable are R. L. 
Stevenson’s second production, ‘The Charity Bazaar,” 
privately printed at Edinburgh, and his “Not I,” and 
“‘Moral Emblems,” printed at his private press at Davos, 
1881. 

The additions of curiosities include three of especial 
interest: 1. An original wooden block, from which a block 
book, the ‘Speculum Humane Salvationis,” was printed 
about 1480. 2. A proclamation by Queen Mary, lst September 
1553, complaining of the impoverishment of the Crown by the 
bad government of the Duke of Northumberland ; but, never- 
theless, remitting the subsidy granted by the late Parliament. 
No other proclamation by Queen Mary is known toexist in print, 
except those in the collection of the Society of Antiquaries. 
3 Acopy of the “Solemne League and Covenant,” ordered 
by the English Parliament, on 29th January 1644, to be fairly 
printed in a fair letter, and hung up in every church in the 
éingdom. As the royal authority is recognised in the title, 
it hecame unserviceable upon the abolition of monarchy, and 
dts speedy disappearance accounts for its extreme rarity. 
Among the names of members appended are those of 
Cromwell, Selden, Pym, the Vanes, and other distinguished 
men of the period. Several important purchases have been 
made of books enriched with MS. notes, especially La 
Fontaine’s copy of his romance, ‘‘ Les Amours de Psyché et 
-de Cupidon,” with numerous alterations in his own hand- 
writing for an intended new edition, which were never made 
in print, and exist only in this copy; one of the only six 
copies printed of a memoir drawn up by Voltaire during his 
litigation with the Curé of Moens, dated Ferney, 25th May 
1761, signed by bim and with additions in his handwriting ; 
Wilkes’s copy of the Letters of Junius, copiously underlined 
by him; Allan Cunningham’s edition of Burns’s Poems, 
with copious MS. notes, mostly unpublished. With these 
may be mentioned an unique proof copy of a clandestine 
reprint by M. Ponlet-Malassis of three juvenile poems by 
‘Victor Hugo, entitled by the editor “Satires Jacobites,” 
which were stopped at press; also numerous proof sheets of 
_ the Edinburgh collected edition of De Quincey’s works, with 
copious corrections by him; and several numbers of “The 
Westmoreland Gazette,’ the newspaper he conducted at 
Kendal between 1816 and 1820. 
- Among interesting collections which have been purchased 
may be mentioned chap-books in French, Italian, Portuguese, 
Catalan, Provencal, and Bohemian, an important series of 
tracts relating to the history of Geneva; and a large col- 
Jection of editions of the works of Gay. ; 
2) Donxtions.— 
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Donations.—The most remarkable donation of the year 
hhas been one for which the Museum is indebted to M. Léopold 
Delisle, Director of the Bibliothéque Nationale, who, having 
discovered the. two leaves missing from the Gaignat copy of 
the block-book of the Apocalypse printed at Mentz about 
1465, now in the British Museum, obtained the authority of 
the Minister of Public Instruction to present them to the 
Museum, in recognition of the services rendered by the 
Manuscript Department in assisting in the restoration to 
France of some leaves of a mutilated MS. 


The following donations and bequests also are of especial 
interest. 


An extensive set of colonial newspapers. chiefly for the 
year 1893. Presented by the Royal Colonral Institute. 


A bequest of upwards of 250 books and pamphlets relating 
to the organ, being a collection formed by the late Colonel 
Lewis Conway-Gordon, of the Royal Engineers, and presented 
after his death to the Museum by his widow, Mrs. Conway- 
Gordon, in accordance with his wish. The portion of the 
collection already in the library has, with the assent of Mrs. 
Conway-Gordon, been presented by the Museum to the Royal 
College of Music. 


Upwards of 250 pieces of music, being part of a collection, 
bequeathed by the late Sir George Scharf, k.c.B., to 
W. Barclay Squire, Esq., of the Department of Printed Books, 
and presented by Mr. Squire, in complianceavith the testator’s 
wish that such pieces as were not already in the Museum 
might be deposited in the Library. 


The first poetical composition of Christina Rossetti, 
addressed to her mother, 27th April 1842; printed at the 
private press of her uncle Gaetano Polidori. Presented by 
W. M. Rossetti, Esq. 


A pass granted by the Duke of Cumberland during the 
Jacobite Rebellion of 1745, Fort Augustus, 29th May 1745, 
accompanied by a MS. letter by Sir Walter Scott. Presented 
by Robert Marshall, Esq. 


Maps.—The principal accessions to the collection of maps 
have been as follows: [Hemispherium Australe.] A map of 
the Southern Celestial Hemisphere. With Monogram of 
Albert Diirer ; circa 1527. 


Britanniz Insule que nune Anglize et Scotia Regna con- 
tinet cum Hibernia adjacente nova descriptio. Venetiis apud 
Joannem Andream Valvassorem cognomine Guadagninum, 
A.D. 1556. An exceedingly rare map, engraved on soft metal, 
and having the appearance of a wcod-cut. ; 
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Nova totius Galliz descriptio.. Hoe opus Joannes Andreas 
Vavassor [sic] dictus Vadagninus fecit, 1536, Venetiis.. A rare 
map of France; engraved, from wood blocks, in four sheets. 

La nobilissima et grande Citta di Pariggi. G. Bata»Maza fee. 
Donato Rascicotti forma. [15707] Not mentioned in Bon- 
nardot’s ‘‘ Anciens Plans de Paris.” 

Two finely coloured engraved planispheres of the Northern 
and Southern Celestial Hemispheres, executed by Augustine 
Ryther, one of the first English engravers, to accompan 
Thomas Hood’s work, entitled ‘‘ The Use of the Celestial Globe 
in Plano.” London, 1590. Unique, and containing the 
earliest known representations of three of the new Southern 
Constellations. 

Music.—The accessions to the collection of Musie, though 
not very numerous, have comprised some works of great. 
rarity, among which may be mentioned copies of the “ Nuove 
Musiche” of Caccini, published at Florence in 1614 (a 
different work from the ‘“‘ Nuove Musiche”’ of 1601); “ Arie a 
una voce,” by Stefano Landi, Rome, 1620, bound in vellum 
stamped with the arms of Pope Paul V.;. “ Varii Capricci 
e Canzonette,” 1641, and “ Canzoni Spirituali,” 1640, by 
Pietro Paolo Sabbatini; “Intavolatura de li Madrigali di 
Verdelotto,’ an arrangement by Adrian Willaert for a single 
voice, with lute accompaniment, of a selection of Verdelot’s 
Madrigals, published at Venice in 1540; the only complete 
copy known of the 2nd Book of Madrigals of Paolo Isnardi, 
Venice, 1577; the 4th Book of Madrigals of M. A. Ingegneri, 
Venice, 1580; the 4th Book of Madrigals of Tiburtio 
Massaino, Venice, 1594; Contratenor and Bass parts of the 
Sth, 9th, llth, and 15th Books of Chansons; printed by 
Pierre Attaignant, at Paris, betwen 1540 and 1544, and a fine 
copy of the original folio edition of Heinrich Schiitz’s Psalms, 
Dresden, 1661.

The acquisitions during the past year have been of unusual 
interest and importance. 


The fine collection of Greek papyri already in the Depart- 
ment has been further enriched by the results of Prof. Flinders. 
Petrie’s discoveries in the Fayyam, which include portions of 
Euripides’ lost play of ‘‘ Antiope” and of Plato’s ‘“ Phzedo,” 
both written in the third century B.c., and consequently 
the earliest known manuscript remains of Greek classical 
literature. These, with one hundred and ten other Greek 
papyri of a valuable nature, and of the same date, were 
presented by Jesse Haworth, Esq., and EK. Martyn Kennard,

The Centenary Exhibition in the King’s Library in 1894 
of works and relics of Edward Gibbon, the historian, led to 
the purchase, early in 1895, of his will, bills for books, and a. 
catalogue of his library written on the backs of playing-cards, 
all of which are autograph. These were obtained from 
Mons. W. de Charriere de Sévery, of Lausanne, a descendant. 
of W. de Sévery, Gibbon’s friend and co-executor. Subse- 
quently, the Trustees also acquired from the Earl of Sheffield 
the whole of the autograph MSS. of Gibbon which had 
belonged to his grandfather, the first Earl, the historian’s 
most intimate friend. They include six autobiographical 
sketches with variations, five journals, ten miscellaneous 
works, and six volumes of correspondence, together with 
correspondence of the first Lord Sheffield and others. 


By a special grant of Parliament, the Trustees purchased, 
in the course of the year, from Viscount Bridport, the greater 
portion of his large collection of the papers and corre- 
spondence of Admiral Viscount Nelson, in sixty volumes, 
comprising upwards of six thousand letters, together with 
eight autograph diaries and a quantity of miscellaneous 
matter.

DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS. 


I.—ARRANGEMENT AND CATALOGUING. 


A second edition of the guide to the exhibition in the public 
gallery, with the engravings shown on the swing frames in- 
cluded, has been prepared and issued. 

The collection of niello plates and sulphurs has been care- 
fully cleaned and returned to the exhibition case. 
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The metal engravings by Augustin Hirschvogel, Jost 
Amman, Hans Lautensack, Franz Brunn, Hans Ladenspelder, 
and other German artists of the 16th century, have been 
mounted and arranged in ten solander cases. 


The entire collection of prints illustrating the history of 
costume has been sorted and combined in one classified series, 
and arranged in twelve solander cases. An index to the con- 
tents of the books of costume has been prepared. 


The various drawing-books published by English artists 
during the first half of the present century have been brought 
together and formed into a distinct group. 

The various collections of proof woodcuts by Thomas 
Bewick, from the Birds, Quadrupeds, and Fables of Alsop, 
have been examined and incorporated in one series, - and 
impressed with a special stamp, and the work of mounting 
them bas been taken in hand. The preparation of an index 
to the series has also been commenced. 


The miscellaneous collection of London topography has been 
sorted and arranged as a supplement to the Crace collection. 


The revision and re-arrangement of the genera] collection 
vof prints after Italian masters, which included the removal of 
the reproductions of drawings and their formation into a 
distinct class, has been completed. 

The collection of prints after Raphael has been re-classified 
and arranged in five portfolios. 

Three hundred and fourteen duplicate prints have been set 
aside and incorporated with the collection of duplicates. 

The preparation and transcription for press of a general cata- 
logue of the collection of English portraits has been continued. 


The final revision of the expanded index of artists of the 
French School has been completed, and the manuscript handed 
to the printer. 


The task of accurately comparing the woodcuts by Diirer 
and other early German masters, presented by Mr. Mitchell, 
with those previously in the Museum collection, with a view 
to the formation ot a single complete series from the two 
sources, has been commenced; notes to serve in the prepara- 
tion of a future catalogue being taken. 


The etchings by Rembrandt, and artists of his school, have 
been marked off in copies of the catalogues by Bartsch and 
Rovinski. 

The work of marking-off in an interleaved copy of Bartsch’s 
“- Peintre-Graveur” all items described therein which are in 
the possession of the Department has been commenced. 


A list has been drawn up of all the prints possessed by the 
Department of which there are duplicates in the Malcolm 
collection 

The preparation of a catalogue of all the English mezzotints 
contained in the Department has been continued. 


The 
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The catalogue of all the modern engravings printed in 
colours contained in the Department has been transcribed. 


All books of prints and books of reference recently acquired 
have been indexed and placed on the shelves. 


The second copy of the index of books of prints has been 
corrected and completed. 

One thousand two hundred and one prints and drawings, 
recently acquired, have been incorporated with the collections 
to which they severally belong. 


Seven thousand five hundred and fifty prints, drawings, &c., 
recently acquired, have been impfessed with the departmental 
stamp and references to the Register. 


The Mitchell collection of woodcuts, numbering one thousand 
two hundred and ninety items, has been impressed throughout 
with a special stamp. 

Four thousand three hundred and sixty-six items have been 
entered in the Register of Acquisitions. 

Fifty-one drawings and nine hundred and five prints have 
been placed on sunk mounts, and eight hundred and sixgy- 
eight prints have been mounted in the ordinary manner. 


The number of students admitted to the Print Room during 
the year ending 31st December 1895, was 5,966. 


Two hundred and thirty-three applications were made for 
leave to photograph objects in the collection, and 2,356 photo- 
graphs were taken. 


IJ.— ADDITIONS. 


In the chapter of acquisitions the year 1895 has been probably, 
taking quality and quantity together, the richest in the annals 
of the Department, at any rate during the present century. 
The total number of prints and drawings acquired was 7,721. 
First came the munificent gift by Mr. William Mitchell of his 
collection of German and other woodcuts, including a series 
of those by Albert Diirer, which is almost complete and quite 
unrivalled in quality and condition. Next followed the pur- 
chase from Colonel J. W. Malcolm, of Poltalloch, of the entire 
cabinet formed by his father, the late Mr. John Malcolm, con- 
sisting of probably the richest collection of drawings by old 
masters brought together by any private amateur since Sir 
Thomas Lawrence; together with a collection of early Italian 
and German engravings which, though smaller in number, is 
of the highest quality. Thirdly, Sir Wollaston Franks has 
added to his many benefactions by presenting to the Depart- 
ment of Prints and Drawings, in two successive gifts, an 
extensive and interesting collection of rare title-pages, book 
illustrations, woodcut portraits, ec. Fourthly, by the bequest 
of the late Lady Charlotte Schreiber, the Department has 
become possessed of her very compreh ensive and valuable 
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collection of playing-cards, with the exception of those items 
of which duplicates were already in the Museum collection. 


The contents of the first three of these acquisitions are 
summarized below. The work of sorting and classifying the 
fourth had not been completed at the close of the year 1895; 
a summary of its contents is in consequence deferred until the 
annual return for 1896. 


SETS AND COLLECTIONS. 


THE MITCHELL COLLECTION. 


A collection of 1,290 early woodcuts, chiefly German,

18 by Hans Springinklee, including 14 proofs of illustrations 
to “ Hortulus Anime”; seven by Wolfgang Huber; 36 by 
Hans Baldung; seven by Johann Wechtlin; 19 by Hans 
Sebald Beham ; 43 by Lucas Cranach, including an unique 
impression of the St. George, printed in gold on a blue 
ground; 60 by Albert Altdorfer; 40 by Hans Burgkmair ; 
317 by or attributed to Hans Holbein; nine by Urs Graf; 
12 by Heinrich Holzmuller; 14 by J. von Calear; five by Jost 
Amman; 11 by Anton von Worms; 16 by Lucas van Leyden; 
six attributed to Geoffroy Tory; one attributed to Marie de 
Medicis; the large view of Venice by Jacopo de Barbarj, 
first state; nine by Niccolo Boldrini; five by “I. B. with 
the bird ;’ three by Francesco de Nanto; 43 in chiaroscuro 
by Ugo da Carpi, A. Andreani, A. da Trento, G. B. Coriolano, 
A. Campi, A. Ghandini, and G. Bianchini; and 78 by other 
minor and anonymous artists. Presented by William Mit- 
chell, E'sq. 


THE MALCOLM COLLECTION. 


This collection consists of 940 drawings, 24 pages cut from 
iJuminated MSS., and 312 engravings. The drawings 
are subdivided into schools, numbering approximately 460 
of the Italian, 355 of the Flemish and Dutch, 36 of the 
German, 65 of the French, and 24 9f the Spanish. Like all 
collections, it contains a certain proportion of second rate 
pieces and copies; but the general average is extremely high, 
and among the authentic and standard examples by great 
masters are included the following :—In the Italian schools, 
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at least one or more each by Fra Angelico, Filippo ‘and. 
Filippino Lippi, Verrocchio, Botticelli (whose “ Abundance” 
is perhaps the most beautiful Italian drawing of the fifteenth 
century extant), Ghirlandaio, Perugino, Pinturicchio, Luca 
Signorelli, Timoteo Viti, Antonello da Messina, Carpaccio, 
J. de Barbarj, etc.; with five or six by Leonardo da Vinci and 
his immediate scholars. (including the master’s celebrated 
early “ Head of a Warrior in fantastic armour”), 20 by 
Michelangelo, 15 by Fra Bartolommeo, 10 or 12 by Raphael, 
four or five by Correggio, as many by Titian; with others 
too numerous to mention by anonymous, subordinate,. and 
later masters. In the Flemish and Dutch schools, 10 or 12 
unusually fine examples of fifteenth century work, including 
the famous portrait formerly in the Mitchell collection, and 
attributed to Van Eyck; two first-rate examples of the elder 
Brueghel, five or six by H. Goltzius, six or eight studies by 
Rubens, 10 or 12 by Van Dyck, two by Snyders, four or five by 
Teniers, eight by Bakhuisen, including some of his finest 
work; 12 by Berchem, two by Both, one of which, from the 
Nieuwenhuys collection, is probably his finest extant drawing ; 
five by Cuyp, seven by Everdingen, four by Van Govyen, 
two of particular interest by Van der Heyden, six or seven 
by Karel du Jardin; five by F. and W. Mieris, 10 or 12 by 
the Ostades, about 20 by Rembrandt, four by Ruysdael, 
three fine architectural drawings by Saenredam, two by 
Esaias and eight by Adrian van de Velde, ete. Among the 
works of the German schoo! are several anonymous of the 
fifteenth century ; two by Martin Schongauer, and 12 by 
Albert Diirer, two by the elder and two or three by the 
younger Holbein; among the French, 25 of fine quality by 
Claude Lorrain; four or five by Nicolas Poussin, and 14 by 
Watteau. 


The engravings are, almost without exception, rare 
examples of the finest quality and in perfect preservation. 
They include 10 prints in the primitive manner known as. 
the maniere criblée, 25 fine Italian nielli (or more properly 
prints in the niello manner) by the master known as Peregrino 
da Cesena; the celebrated set of the 50 so-called “Tarocchi 
di Mantegna,” by a master of the Ferrarese school working 
about 1470, formerly belonging to M. Galichon; the equally 
famous and almost unique Florentine set of 12 Sibyls in the 
“fine manner,” attributed to Baccio Baldini; the large Assump- 
tion of the Virgin engraved in the “ broad manner,” on two 
plates, from the design of Botticelli; with picked examples. 
by other primitive Italian engravers as Mantegna, Mocetto, 
Robetta, Barbarj, and Campagnola; and 40 of the finest 
works of Marcantonio in perfect condition. The primitive 
German engravings include rarities like the “ Three living 
and the three dead Kings,” by the master of the Amsterdam 
Cabinet; a contemporary copy of the unique “Arms of 
Charles the Bold,” by the master of the Banderoles ; 17 small 
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prints from a set of the Passion by the master of the St 
Erasmus; five pieces by the master E. S. of 1466; 12 by 
Israel van Meckenem, 64 by Martin Schongauer, all in the 
most brilliant state; nine by Lucas van Leyden, 65 by 
Albert Direr, and 14 by the Behams and the other little 
masters. Finally, of seventeenth century work, the collec- 
tion contains 18 picked early states of etchings by Van Dyck, 
and 28 by Rembrandt.

DEPARTMENT OF EGYPTIAN AND ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES. 
l.—Arrangement, Cataloguing, ete. 


Egyptian Antiquities :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Egyptian Collection has 
been continued, and a number of important objects acquired 
during the year have been incorporated and exhibited. 

Five hundred and sixty-six labels have been written and 
painted, and attached to objects in the exhibition cases; five 
hundred wooden labels have been prepared ; one hundred and 
sixty-nine oak plinths and pedestals have been made; three 
frescoes have been repaired and mounted; one hundred and 
ninety-one objects have been cleaned and mounted; labels 
have been affixed to the sarcophagi in the basement. Twenty- 
seven ostraka have been joined. 

Nine hundred and eighty-six objects of the various collec- 
tions, and three hundred and thirty-three scarabs have been 
registered and catalogued. 

The Egyptian text of the Book of the Dead from the 
Papyrus of Ani, with interlinear transliteration and trans- 
lation, running translation, introduction, &c. has been pub- 
lished. The section of the General Guide describing the 
antiquities in the Department has been revised and enlarged, 


Two papyri have been transcribed. 
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Assyrian Antiquities :— 


The general re-arrangement of the tablets has been con- 
tinued. The contents of the cases in the Nineveh Gallery 
have been revised and re-arranged and classified, and the 
labelling of the tablets has been continued. The contents of 
the case containing the cylinders and tablets of the later 
Babylonian Empire have been re-arranged and labelled. 

Five hundred and sixteen tablets have been repaired; one 
hundred and two tablets have been cleaned ; one hundred and 
eighty-four “joins” have been made ; and two thousand four 
hundred and thirty tablets have been arranged in numbered 
boxes on shelves. About fifty blocks for raising the inscribed 
cylinders have been made; fifty-five weights, bricks, figures, 
&e. have been mounted on plinths or pedestals; and the 
large Assyrian cylinders have been mounted on new and 
improved pedestals. The case list for the Assyrian room 
has been continued, and the Babylonian cones have been 
remounted. 

About three hundred and sixty tablets of the Spartali IT., 
88-5-12, and 91-5-9 collections have been copied and cata- 
logued; thirteen hundred and twenty-one tablets of the 
91-5-9 collection have been registered; three thousand six 
hundred and seventy-one tablets of the Kouyunjik collection 
have been verified with the registers, and found to be correct. 

Twelve sheets of the fourth volume of the Catalogue of 
the Cuneiform Tablets in the Kouyunjik Collection have 
been passed for press. 

Twenty-three paper impressions of inscriptions have been 
made. 


Students :— 


One thousand seven hundred and thirty visits have been 
made to the Egyptian and Assyrian Department by students 
and others; and fourteen thousand five hundred and sixty 
objects have been issued to them for study.

The sculptures and architectural remains of the temple of 
Diana at Ephesus have been put together and erected in the 
Ephesus Room ; progress has been made in restoring an Ionic 
capital from the archaic temple at Ephesus; moulds have 
been made from the column and entablature of the Mauso- 
leum, and from three marble heads ; the Erechtheum column 
has been set up ona marble plinth; eight new plinths of 
variegated marble have been placed under sculptures; a 
head has been restored and mounted, and'‘an archaic head 
restored; five sculptures and four inscriptions have . been 
mounted on plinths, and 16 inscribed lead, tablets on slate ; 
26 vases, five terra-cottas, eight bronzes, and a series of 
objects from Cyprus have been cleaned and repaired; 22 
frescoes and four drawings have been mounted and framed ; 
1,980 gems and rings have been re-mounted on velvet-covered 
blocks, and 30 gems in silver-gilt settings ; the table-cases in 
the Gold Ornament Room have been fitted with. new locks, as 
also the cases in the vestibule, where the collection of objects 
in silver has been arranged, and a series of frescoes placed on 
the walls; the mounting of gems, rings, and gold ornaments 
in the new Gold Ornament Room has been completed, and 
the room thrown open to the public; two upright cases in the 
Fourth Vase Room have been re-arranged ; two cases in the 
Ktruscan Room have been fitted up for the collection of 
bronze mirrors, one for the collection of Greek and Roman 
weights and miscellaneous antiquities, and one for the exhi- 
bition of antiquities excavated at Curium in Cyprus; the 
Departmental library has been re-arranged and re-catalogued 
in the old Gold Ornament Room, the presses re-numbered, and 
the room opened to students; the collection of terra-cottas 
has been re-arranged and numbered ; 120 bronzes have been 
catalogued ; 356 objects registered ; 375 written, and 797 
printed labels prepared and attached to objects ; nine sets of 
duplicate antiquities from Amathus have been selected for 
presentation to local museums; 43 drawings have been made for 
the Vase-Catalogue, of which Vols. III.-IV. have been nearly 
completed ; progress has been made with the Catalogues of 
Sculpture (Volume II.) and of Bronzes.

L—Arrangement. 


Medieval Room.—The old wall-cases at the west end and 
on the northern side of this room have been taken down, and 
new cases of an improved pattern have been erected in their 
place. This operation entailed the removal of the arms and 
armour, Oriental and European metal work, the series of clocks, 
and the greater part of the astrolabes, and similar instruments. 
A portion of these were exhibited in the Asiatic Saloon, among 
which were all the clocks and astrolabes, quadrants, &c. 
During the meeting of the Geographical Congress the whole 
of this last class was carefuily labelled; and a list was made 
of them, which was printed. by the Congress. On the com- 
pletion of the new range of cases, the whole of the objects to 
be placed in them were cleaned and arranged on the new 
tittings which had been prepared for them. This work has 
only been completed during February of the present year 
(1896). 


Asiatic Saloon.—The collection of Japanese sword-guards 
on loan, which had been exhibited in two table-cases in this 
saloon, had to be removed to make room for the astrolabes, 
&ec., and have now been replaced. 


Anglo-Saxon Room.—In consequence of the transfer to the 
British Museum of the large and important collection of 
Saxon antiquities from Faversham, bequeathed to the South 
Kensington Museum by Mr. Gibbs, a re-distribution of the 
contents of this room had to be made owing to its small size 
and already crowded state. This re-arrangement, has now 
been accomplished, and the Gibbs Bequest has been displayed 
in two of the wall-cases and a table-case. 


Ethnographical Gallery.—The various sections of this 
gallery have been examined from time to time, and the more 
perishable articles protected from moth or decay. The 
objects not under glass have been cleaned and examined, and 
the re-arrangements rendered necessary by fresh acquisitions 
or new information have been effected. 


The glazed ends of the table-cases in this gallery have been 
covered with paper where necessary, and specimens have been 
placed on exhibition in them, 


Five new frames of small objects. have been mounted, 
labelled, and exhibited. 

Shelves have been added to the sections of New Ireland, 
New Guinea, Marquesas, and North Africa.

Gallery of Religions.—In this gallery a _ considerable 
number of specimens have been incorporated, involving re- 
arrangement of the objects. 


Gold Ornament Room.—The transfer of the collections 
from the old room to the new one has been completed, and the 
new room opened to the public. Fittings have been made for 
all the cases, the collections arranged in them, and a number 
of labels written for the objects. 


A. large series of drinking vessels of all periods and of 
various materials, deposited on loan by Sir A. Wollaston 
Franks, has been arranged in three wall-cases. 


The registration of current acquisitions has been continued, 
und 598 objects have been registered, and 286 ethnographical 
objects, have been drawn and described for the Slip 
Catalogue. 

Seventeen tablets and fifteen mounting boards have been 
covered with paper, and 1,752 objects have been mounted. 
Twenty-one boards and six tablets have been made. Sixty 
plinths have been made, and objects mounted on them for 
exhibition. } 

Fifty-one labels have been painted ; eighty card-labels with 
duplicates have been printed with the hand-press, and a large 
number written; 300 tickets and 116 headings to slips printed. 
Fifty-eight numbers have been written upon exhibition 
cases. 

During the year there have been 1,578 visitors to the 
Department.

DEPARTMENT OF CoINS AND MEDALS. 


1.—Eahibitions. 


In preparation for the exhibition to the public of selections 
of the finest and most interesting specimens of the various 
series of coins and medals, four new upright exhibition stands 
have been provided and placed under the windows of the 
Medal Room Corridor. ' 

In these cases will shortly be placed an extensive repre- 
sentative series of the Anglo-Saxon, English, Seottish, and Irish 


coinages, in chronological order, ranging from the wes 
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issues down to the present day. These coins have already 
been chosen, and the work of arranging and labelling them 
has been commenced. 


Il.— Registration and Arrangement. 


1. Greek Series :-— 


680 coins, of various parts of the Greek world, recently 
acquired, have been registered and incorporated. 

The work of writing and placing beneath the coins tickets 
giving references to the published Catalogues of Greek Coins 
has been continued, as follows:—Tvroas, 179 tickets; lonia, 
2,225 tickets (completing these volumes). This work, which 
extends over 17 volumes, has now been brought up to date. 

36 coins, hitherto classed as uncertain, have been identified, 
and incorporated in their proper places. 


The following series have beenremoved to fresh cabinets, and 
these parts of the collection have been expanded to admit of the 
incorporation of new acquisitions :—Cilicia, Eastern Asia 
Minor, Syria, Kings of Egypt, Alexandria, Cyrenaica, 
Carthage and neighbourhood, Electrum series, Persia, Alliance 
coins, Cistophori, False coins and Electrotypes of Spain, 
Gaul, Britain, Northern and Middle, and part of Southern 
Italy. ' 

The collections, at present unarranged, of Greek and Roman 
leaden tessere, have been placed together in a _ separate 
cabinet. 

The following collections have been examined, and, where 
necessary, selections have been made of coins desirable for the 
Museum :—Two large series of coins and rubbings from 
Smyrna; the Earl of Ashburnham’s collection; a series of 
coins, chiefly of Northern Asia Minor; a small series, chiefly 
of Pisidia ; a collection of Greek coins of all classes, belonging 
to Lord Grantley ; the greater part of the Montagu Collection 
of Greek coins. 

The coins of Lycia, Pamphylia, and Pisidia, in the Biblio- 
théque Nationale at Paris, have been carefully examined, for 
the purpose of obtaining additional information for the 
catalogue of the coins of these districts, and casts of some of the 
rarer coins not represented in the British Museum have been 
obtained. 

In preparation for the Catalogue of Greek Coins, the work 
of re-arranging the various series in chronological order, and of 
weighing the specimens in gold and silver, has proceeded as 
follows :— 

For the Catalogue of Lycia, Pamphylia, and Pisidia :— 
The coins of Aspendus, Attalia, Perga, Side, Sillyum, and 
Trebenna in Pamphylia; Adada, Amblada, Andeda, Antioch, 
Apollonia, Ariassus, Baris, Ceraitz,. Comama, OConana,

For the Catalogue of Galatia, Cuppadocia, Armenia, and 
Syria :—The coins of the Kings of Cappadocia, Armenia, and 
Commagene; of the Kowdy of Syria, and Commagene in 
' genere ; and of the cities of Germe and Tavium in Galatia ; 
Cybistra, Tyana, and Cvresarea in Cappadocia; Antiochia ad 
Orontem, Laodicea, and Seleucia in Syria; Antiochia ad 
Euphratem, Doliche, Germanicia Ceesarea, Samosata and 
Zeugma in Commagene ; Bercea, Cyrrhus and Hieropolis in 
Cyrrhestica. 

In preparation for the Catalogue of Caria, Cos, khodes, 
&e., the casts made for illustration have been arranged on 45 
plates. 


2. Roman Serves :-— 

50 coins, recently acquired, have been registered and incor- 
porated. . 3 

39 specimens of Becker’s forgeries of Roman gold coins, 
bequeathed by the late Mr. Hyman Montagu, have been 
registered and incorporated in the collection of false coins. 

A hoard of bronze coins, chiefly of Carausius, found at 
Croydon, has been examined, and a selection made. 

All the Roman gold coins and Medallions, about 1,300 in 
number, in the collection of the late Mr. H. Montagu, have 
been examined. 


3. English Series :-— 


284 coins, medals, tokens, tickets, and counters, recently 
acquired, have been registered and incorporated. 


1 English Medal, 3,233 Tavern Tickets, and 1,340 Miscel- 
laneous Tickets, from the Freudenthal Collection, have been 
incorporated. 

The work of writing and placing beneath the specimens 
tickets referring to the published volumes of the Catalogue 
of English coins has proceeded as follows :—Vol. I. 2,169 
tickets (completing the volume); Vol. II., 90 tickets. 


The coins of the reign of James VI. of Scotland have been 
re-arranged. 

The series of Tavern Tickets, and the collection of Miscel- 
laneous Tickets, have'been re-arranged with heading-cards. 


Electrotypes of silver, billon, and copper coins of England, 
from James I. to Victoria, and of Scotland, from David I. to 
James VI., have been made for exhibition. 


The following collections or catalogues have been examined, 
and selections have been made:—A series of groats of 
Henry VIII.; a hoard of 95 Anglo-Saxon coins, found at 
Douglas, Isle of Man; a large hoard of English coins (5,725 
pieces, chiefly half-crowns, shillings, and sixpences, ranging 

from 
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from Edward VI. to Charles I.), from East Worlington, near 
Lapford, Devon; and the first portion of the Sale-catalogue 
of the Anglo-Saxon coins in the Montagu Collection. 


A series of 98 English Historical and Portrait Medals, 
ranging from the time of Henry VIII. to the end of the last 
century, has been selected to be electrotyped for presentation 
to local Museums, and full descriptions for the printed labels 
have been prepared. 


4, Medieval and Modern Series :— 


92 coins and medals, recently acquired, have been regis- 
tered, and 97 incorporated. 

94 French jetons, 7 tokens of Gibraltar, and 118 coins of 
the South American States, from the F reudenthal Collection, 
have been incorporated. 

The coins of the Knights of Rhodes and Malta have been 
transferred to a new cabinet, and fresh heading-cards and 
external labels written. 

The coins of the South American States have been re- 
arranged. 

The expansion of the collection of French jetons in three 
cabinets has been completed, and heading-cards have been 
written. 

The series of medals of Portugal, Spain, Mexico,’ and 
Poland, and part of the series of Dutch and Flemish medals, 
have been re- arranged in chronological order, with suitable 
heading-cards and labels, in the new Medal-cabinets. 


5. Oriental Series :— 


396 coins recently acquired have been registered, and 675 
incorporated ; and, of the Cunningham Collection, 1,178 have 
been registered and incorporated. 


The Japanese series has been arranged in one cabinet, and 
the cabinets containing the coins of Japan, China, Corea, 
Siam, Burma, &c., have been labelled. 

The series of iarins, or pieces of fish-hook money used on 
the Persian Gulf, has been arranged and incorporated at the 
end of the Oriental series.

IV.—Acquisitions, 1895. 


The total number of coins and medals added to the 
National Collection during the year is 1,278, viz.: 146 of 
gold, 513 of silver, 609 of bronze, and 10 of other metals. 


Of these, 253 have been presented or bequeathed, viz., 54 
of gold, 51 of silver, and 148 of bronze and other metals.

REMARKABLE COINS AND MEDALS. 
Among the acquisitions of the year the following are 
worthy of special notice :— 
1. Greek Serves :—- ? 
(a) Archaic Coins, B.c. 700—480. 
Olynthus (?) in Macedon.—An archaic tetrobol. Obverse, 


Naked horseman riding to the front. Of this type only one 
other 
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other specimen is known (Revue Numismatique, 1883, Pl. ii. 
6). An example of the skill with which a Greek die-en- 
graver, as early as the sixth century, B.c., was capable of 
grappling with the technical difficulty involved in presenting 
in low relief by means of different planes a horse and rider 
facing the spectator. 


Eretria (2?) in Euboea.—An unpublished archaic didrachm. 
Obverse, Cow with letter E beneath; reverse, incuse square 
diagonally divided. This coin, presumably of Eretria, is more 
ancient than any other inscribed specimen of the city. 


Cnossus in Orete.—An early fifth century silver stater. 
Obverse, Minotaur ; reverse, Labyrinth in Swastika form with 
star in centre, and four deep incuses at the corners. Fine 
and unpublished (cf. Svoronos, Nwmismatique de la Creéte.. 
Pl. iv. 24). 


Phocaea vn Ionia.—An archaic electrum hekte (} stater) in 
perfect condition and unpublished. Obvevse, a recumbent 
lion with a seal (phoca), the emblem of Phocaea, above his 
back. 


Samos (?).—An extremely archaic electrum stater, dis- 
covered in the island of Samos. There are two similar speci- 
mens in the French collection at the Bibliotheque Nationale 
(cf. Num. Chron. 1875. Pl. ix. 1, and Rev. Num. 1894, p. 150). 


Chersonesus of Caria.—A unique silver coin of Aeginetic 
weight (90-4 grs.) and of archaic style. Obverse, lion’s head 
as on the coins of Cnidus; reverse, +EP and bull’s head 
facing. 


Posidion in Carpathos.—A very rare and fine archaic 
stater of the sixth century, B.c. Obverse, two dolphins with 
a smaller dolphin beneath (cf. Head, Hist. Num. p. 535). 
Purchased at the Carfrae sale. 


Camirus in Rhodes.—A small archaic electrum coin of the 
sixth century, B.c. Obverse, a fig-leaf, the characteristic type 
of the ancient city of Camirus; interesting as the only 
specimen of the archaic electrum currency of the west coast. 
of Asia Minor which can be assigned to any place south of 
Miletus. 


Lydia.—An electrum stater of the eighth or seventh 
century, B.C., the obverse type of which consists of the two 
guardian lions of the goddess Kybele standing face to face 
on their hind legs in heraldic fashion on either side of a 
column. The resemblance of this schema to that of the 
famous lion gateway of Mycenae is suggestive, as it seems to 
show that this design was, like most other coin-types of the 
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earliest period, also used as a royal or sacred emblem and 
signet on the coins. 


Lydva.—A fine silver stater of King Croesus (B.¢. 568-554) 
of the usual Lion and Bull type. lat 


(b) Transitional, fine art, and later coins, B.c. 480 to 
Imperial times. 


Evyx wm Sicily.—Two tetradrachms struck towards the 
close of the fifth century, B.c. One of these has on the 
obverse a victorious quadriga, and on the reverse the legend 
ERVKINON and a figure of Aphrodite seated, holding a dove 
and with a winged Eros standing before her. The other, 
which is of rougher work, has the same reverse type, but on 
‘the obverse, in place of the chariot, a dog before three stalks 
of corn, a type which occurs at the neighbouring city of 
Segesta, where the dog symbolizes the River Crimissus. The 
combination of these types on one coin proves close commer- 
cial relations between the two cities of Eryx and Segesta. 


Istrus in Mesia Inferior.—A remarkable silver drachm. 
“The very high relief and fine style of the heads of the 
Dioskuri on this coin, and the well-defined incuse square on 
the reverse, show that it belongs to the end of the fifth 
eentury. It is thus quite a hundred years earlier than any 
of the other coins of Istrus in the Museum collection. Pur- 
chased at the Carfrae Sale. 


Philippi in Macedon.— A. beautiful goid stater of the time 
‘of Philip of Macedon, struck before his death in B.c. 336. 
‘The style of the head of Herakles on the obverse is freer than 
on any hitherto published specimens. The town of Philippi 
had, during Philip’s reign, the unique privilege of autonomous 
coinage of gold as well as of silver. 


EKurea or Eureae in Thessaly.—An extremely rare bronze 
coin of the best period cf art (B.c. 400-344). Obverse, a very 
refined head of a Bacchante, full face; reverse, EYPEAIQN 
Vine-branch with grapes and small letter A.. Eurea is an 
entirely unknown Thessalian town, the existence of which 
was for the first time established by a coin, probably from 
the same die as the present specimen, in the collection of the 
Hermitage Museum at St. Petersburg. 


EBurea (2) 10 Thessaly.—Another Thessalian bronze coin, 
evidently from the same “find” as the preceding, scarcely 
inferior to it in style, and quite unique. Obvev'se, head of 
Zeus of excellent Thessalian work; reverse, a vine-branch 
accompanied by the letter A. If it is not a coin of Eurea, it 
must have been struck at some city in the immediate neigh- 
bourlood of that town. 

Melitaea 
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Melitaea in Thessaly.—A fine and very rare fourth century 
bronze coin, having on the obverse a head of Zeus, and on 
the reverse MEAI and a Bee (Mé\irra) a “ type parlant ” in 
allusion to the name of the city. 


Pharsalus in Thessaly.—A bronze coin of the first half of 
the fourth century, B.c., and of a type new to the Museum. 
Obverse, head of Athena Itonia, with a figure of Skylla on 
her helmet, and the letters TWH beneath. Reverse, OAP= 
Thessalian rider brandishing a whip. 


Pheneus in Arcadia.—A beautiful and apparently unique 
silver coin of early fine style. Obverse, Ram; reverse, 
Naked Hermes with petasos hanging behind his neck, seated 
on a stone pedestal, Hermes was the god chiefly worshipped 
at Pheneus, and festivals in his honour, called Hermaea, were 
held there. 


Cyzicus in Mysia.—A rare electrum stater, having on the 
obverse a bearded figure of Herakles naked, kneeling and 
holding club over right shoulder, and the horn or cornu- 
copiae of Pluto on his left arm. This type of Herakles hold- 
ing the horn has been only recently elucidated (cf. Roscher, 
Lexikon, p. 2187). Presented by H. Weber, Esq., M.v. | 


Ionia and Caria.—A very interesting hoard of 13 gold 
Philippi discovered in the lower Maeander Valley, the adjunct 
symbols of which prove that they must have been struck at 
various Asiatic cities more than a hundred years after Philip’s 
death, B.c. 336. This “find” of Asiatic gold Philippi, a class 
of coins hitherto quite unknown, sheds an entirely new light 
on the very fragmentary history of the Greek cities of 
Western Asia Minor during the first half of the second 
century B.c. The existence of Ionian, Carian, and other West 
Asiatic imitations of Alexander’s silver tetradrachms, dating 
from the third and_ second centuries, B.c., has long been 
recognised, but that late imitations of the gold Philippi were 
issued at cities of Asia Minor concurrently with the silver 
Alexandrine tetradrachms is now for the first time re- 
vealed. 


Caria.—A tetradrachm of Hekatomnus, the father of 
Mausolus, Satrap of Caria. The only other known specimen 
of this coinage is in the Royal Coin-cabinet at Berlin. It was 
first published by the late M. Waddington (Revue Numis- 
matique, 1856, p. 60). On the obverse, is a lion and the 
inscription EKATOM ; and, on the reverse, a standing figure 
of the Carian Zeus Labraundos, carrying a double-axe 
(Labrys) over his shoulder, and resting upon a long spear. 
This coin was struck by Hekatomnus between B.c. 395 and 
377 at the city of Mylasa, the original residence of the 
Satraps of Caria. 

0,97. F2 Chalcetor 
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Chalcetor (2) in Caria.—A small bronze coin of the fourth 
century, B.c. The site of this town has been recently 
identified at the modern Kara-Koyoun, a few miles south of 
Euromus. It is, however, still somewhat doubtful whether 
the coins belong to Chalcetor, or to the small island of Chalcia. 
off the west coast of Rhodes. 


Gordiuteichos in Caria.--A bronze coin probably of the: 
second century B.c. Obverse, Head of Zeus; reverse, 
FOPAIOTEIXITON, Cultus-statue of Aphrodite with out- 
stretched arms. One specimen only of this coinage, now im 
the Lobbecke collection, has been hitherto published 
(Zeitschrift fur Numismatik, Bd. xv., p. 45, pl. Ill. 14). 
The goddess on the reverse is probably the ‘tutelary divinity 
of the neighbouring city of Aphrodisias. 


Hydisus in Carva.—-A. unique bronze. coin of the first: 
century, B.C., having on the reverse a bearded standing figure 
in military costume, perhaps one of the numerous Carian 
local gods all identified by the Greeks with Zeus, but dis— 
tinguished by the addition of some local epithet. Hydisusis - 
placed by Kiepert about 25 miles south-east of Alabanda. 
Neither coins nor inscriptions of this town were previously 
known. 


Plarasa and Aphrodias wn Caria.—A silver drachm 
apparently of the first century, B.c. OUbverse, Veiled head of 
Aphrodite; reverse, Eagle on thunderbolt and the name of a. 
local magistrate, MYQN KAAAITITIOY. 


Cos.—A large bronze coin of Nikias, a tyrant of Cos, of 
whom we know little, except that he ruled the island 
shortly before the time of Augustus. Obverse, a portrait of 
Nikias. 


Lycia.—A new variety of the extremely rare drachm of the 
Lycian dynast Kheriga (circ. B.c. 410). Obverse, Head of 
Athena; reverse, in Lycian characters, Arinahe (the native 
ethnic of Xanthus) and Kheriga; type, Athena armed with 
spear and shield, and seated on a rock. The name of the 
Lycian dynast who struck this coin occurs also on the great. 
stele of Xanthus. 


Phaselis in Lycia.—A very interesting silver stater dating 
from the second century B.c. Obverse, Head of Apollo; re- 
verse, Letter @, Athena with thunderbolt and aegis, stand- 
ing on the prow of a ship, beneath which is a magistrate’s 
name. 


Aspendus in Pamphylia.—Five silver staters impressed 
with countermarks, probably those of bankers, in the fourth 
century B.C. 

Cilicta.— 
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Cilicia.—Four silver staters of the Persian Satraps of 
Wilicia, Datames, B.c. 378-372, and Mazaeus, B.C. 362-328. 


Cappadocia.—Twenty-three drachms of Ariarathes IV., 
‘B.C. 220-163, and later Cappadocian kings, bearing various 
rare dates and monograms. 


Cappadocia.—A drachm of Ariarathes IX., B.c. 100-87. 
‘Struck in the ninth year of his reign. 


Arabia.—Thirteen silver Himyarite coins from the famous 
hoard discovered at San’4 in 1877 (B. V. Head, Num. Chron. 
1878, pp. 273-284, and 1880, pp. 303-310). No coins of this 
class were known before the San’4 find, and none have since 
come to light. These coins together form a highly interesting 
series of the money of the Himyarite kings of Southern 
Arabia (Yemen) during the first century B.c. The heads 
represented on the earlier specimens are probably copied from 
‘those on the coins of the contemporary Nabathaean kings of 
Northern Arabia, and those on the later varieties from the 
Roman coins of Augustus., The reverse type, owl on 
amphora, is borrowed from the latest Athenian coinage in 
silver, which came to an end in B.c. 88. All these coins bear 
Himyarite monograms, apparently signatures of mint officials 
responsible for the exact weight and purity of the silver. 
In addition, the specimens which seem to be the earliest in 
date bear also an inscription in an unknown character which 
is certainly not Himyaritic, and of which, up to the present 
time, no satisfactory explanation has been suggested. (See 
Revue Numismatique, 1893, pp. 176-189). ; 


Arabia.—A small silver coin of the Himyarite dynasty of 
Southern Arabia reading, in the native character, Amdan 
Jehun Yanaf Raidan. 


(c.) Coins of Imperial Times. Augustus to Gallienus 
and Salonina. 


Ephesus vn Ionia.—Bronze of Severus Alexander ; reverse, 
‘EMECION MONQN TIPQTON ACIAC, city goddess seated, 
resting on long torch and holding out two shorter torches to 
the cultus-statue of the Ephesian Artemis. A new type and 
a fine specimen. 


Mylasa in Caria.—Bronze of Caracalla; reverse. Zeus 
standing, holding patera and sceptre, with a stag at his feet, 
doubtless the local Zeus of one of the villages belonging to 
the territory of Mylasa. 


Tabae in Carvria.—Bronze of the time of Domitian ; obverse, 
bust of the city goddess of Tabae, with polos or ‘kalathos 
upon her head; reverse, ALA OP [Apiov] 1€ [owvoc], altar 
ot the ieee ct 
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Tralles in Lydia. — Bronze of Domitian; reverse, 
KAICAPEQN AAPACIOC, Zeus Larasios seated. The 
epithet is probably derived from the name of some neigh- 
bouring village. Tralles from the time of Augustus to that of 
Domitian bore the name of Cesarea. 


Metropolis in Phrygia.—-Bronze of Herennius Etruscus, 
bearing on the reverse the name of a magistrate with title, 
Towrog aoxwy, and a figure of the Ephesian Artemis. 


Synnada and Hierapolisin Phrygia.——An alliance coin of 
the time of L. Verus. Reverse, CYNNAAEQN JIEPATTO- 
AITQN OMONOIA. The gods of the two cities, Apollo and 
Zeus, face to face. A coin of the highest rarity. 


Arycanda, Cyane, Limyra, and Olympus in Lycia.— 
Four bronze coins of the time of Gordian. The divinity on 
horseback on the coin of Arycanda is a strange combination 
of Herakles, Helios, and, perhaps, Ares. In some of 
his attributes he resembles the Phrygian and Carian god 
S6zon. 

Amblada «in Pisidia.— Bronze of Geta; reverse ; 
AMBAAAEQN AAKEAAIMONIQN warlike divinity. In 
field, trident and urn. Legend, ®IAAPTEMIA|OC 7]. 
Unique. 


Codrula in Pisidia — Bronze of Caracalla; reverse, Heler 
of Troy standing between the Dioskuri with their horses: a 
type which clearly indicates a Lacedaemonian foundation. 


Cestyus in Cilicia. --Bronze of Faustina; of this town, 
which is mentioned only by Ptolemy (V. 8. 5), only one 
other coin is known ( Zeitschrift fur Numismatik XVIL. 14). 


Coropissus im Crilicia.—Bronze of Valerian; reverse, 
KOPOTTEICCEQN THC [KHTQN MHTPOTTO], Perseus 
and Andromeda standing face to face with hands joined and a 
dead sea monster (xijroc) at the feet of Perseus: extremely 
rare (Zeit. f. Num. XIII. 73). 


Caesarea im Cappudocia.—Twenty-nine Imperial silver 
coins and a series of bronze coins exhibiting many new 
varieties. of the type representing the famous volcano, Mount 
Argaeus, at the foot of which the city stood. 


Antiochia in Syria.—A series of silver and bronze coins 
comprising many finely preserved tetradrachms, including 
an excellent example of the one with the portraits of Antony 
and Cleopatra. 


29. Roman Series :-— 


An unpublished aureus of Marcus Aurelius; reverse, 
Victory turreted, holding a garland. Struck A.p. 166, on the 
occasion of the triumph of Aurelius and Verus after their 

victories 
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victories in Asia. From the hoard found on the Aventine 
Hill in 1894. 


Two finely-preserved aurei of L. Verus from the Aventine 
hoard, one, with the reverse, Victory inscribing a shield, the 
other commemorating the restoration of Soaemus to the 
throne of Armenia in A.D. 164. 


An aureus of Sept. Severus; reverse, Fides holding figure 
of Victory and standard. 


An unpublished aureus of. Gallienus commemorating the 
celebration of the Decennalia. 


A half-aureus of Probus; reverse, Mars Ultor. A denomi- 
nation of the coins of Probus new to the Museum collection. 


A solidus of Diocletian, struck at Thessalonica, and a 
similar coin of Maximianus Herculeus, both commemorating 
the celebration at Rome of the Vicennalia on 20th November, 
A.D. 303. 


32 bronze coins of Carausius, from a hoard lately discovered 
near Croydon. Presented by Thomas Rigby, Esq. 


39 counterfeits of Republican and Imperial aured, struck in 
gold from the dies made early in the present century by 
Becker, the skilful German forger of antique coins. Be- 
queathed by the late Hyman Montagu, EHsq., ¥.S8.A.

GENERAL: 
Visitors. 


The number of visitors to, the Natural History Museum 
during the past year reached a total of 446,737 persons, giving 
an average attendance on open days of 1,436 persons, and 
showing an excess of more than 33,000 over the total in 
1894. This is the largest attendance recorded in any one year 
since the opening of the Museum to the public on April 18th, 
1881. 


Swiney Lectures. 


The use’ of the lecture-theatre at the South Kensington 
Museum was again granted, by the kindness of the Lords of 
the Committee of Council on Education, for the delivery of 
the annual course of lectures on Geology on the Swiney 
Foundation. The lectures, 12 in number, were delivered by 
Dr. J. G. Garson in October, the subject being “The 
Geological History of Man.” They were attended by a total 
of 2,736 persons, or an average of 228 at each lecture. 


The Trustees have appointed Dr. R. H. Traquair lecturer 
for the three years 1896-98. 


In consequence of the difficulty experienced in obtaining 
candidates for the Lectureship, representations were made last 
year to the Scottish Universities Commission, then sitting; 
with the view of widening the qualifications, the terms of 
Dr. Swiney’s will restricting the appointment to Doctors of 
Medicine of the University of Edinburgh. An Ordinance, 
concurred in by the Trustees, has since been issued by the 
Commissioners and submitted to Parliament, by which it has 
been made competent for the Trustees to appoint to the 
Swiney Lectureship any graduate in any Faculty in the 
University of Edinburgh who has obtained his degree after 
examination. : 
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New Whale Room. 


The Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury having 
authorised provision being made in the financial year 1895-96 
for the proposed new room for the exhibition of Whale 
skeletons, allusion to which was made ina former Report, the 
erection was commenced, early in the autumn, of a temporary 
iron building, 120 feet long and 45 feet wide, situated at. 
the rear of the north-west corner of the main structure. 
The building will shortly be ready for the reception of 
specimens. 


Expedition to the Salvuges. 


In the early summer Mr. W. R. Ogilvie Grant, an Assistant 
in the Zoological Department, received special leave of absence 
to enable him to visit the Salvage Islands, a group of small 
uninhabited islets north of the Canaries, with the object of 
making a collection of specimens of their fauna and flora. 

The collections brought home by Mr. Grant, the details of 
which will be found in the Departmental Reports, were of con- 
siderable interest, and included a fine series of Bird-skins, 
mostly Petrels. 

Mr. Grant was accompanied on his expedition by the Hon. 
Cecil Baring, who very materially aided him in obtaining the 
specimens. 


Expedition to the Amazon. 


Messrs. Siemens, Bros., and Co., Limited, having kindly 
offered a free passage out and home to a Museum officer on 
board their cable-ship ‘“ Faraday,” which they were sending on 
a cable-laying expedition up the Amazon as far as Manaos, 
the Trustees have deputed Mr. E. E. Austen, an Assistant in 
the Zoological Department, to accompany the expedition with 
the view of obtaining specimens for the Museum. It is ex- 
pected that collections of considerable scientific interest will 
be brought home by Mr. Austen. 


Presents. 


The total number of separate presents reported as received 
in the Museum during the year amounts to 1,225, many of 
them comprising a large number of specimens. The details of 
all the more important of these will be found in the Reports 
of the Keepers of the several Departments, but the following 
are mentioned here also as being of special interest :—

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CENTRAL HALL. 


A second case, illustrating variation under domestication 
(that of the pigeons being the first) has been added to the series 
in the entrance hall. This contains two groups, one of the 
domestic fowl, in which the wild original form, the common 
jungle fowl of India, is shown together with the two most 
remarkable deviations from the normal condition in opposite 
directions, produced by careful selective breeding ; the Japanese 
long-tailed fowls, in which some of the feathers (the coverts) 
are upwards of nine feet in length, and fowls without any 
trace of tail, even the bones being absent. The birds of the 
latter race exhibited are from Holland, having been presented 
by Herr A. J. Bicker Caarten. The second group illustrates by 
prize specimens the changes that have taken place in the 
canary bird since its first introduction from its native islands 
nearly 400 years ago. The group of wild birds exhibited were 
obtained in Madeira by Mr. W. R. Ogilvie Grant in April last. 
For assistance in procuring the domestic birds, the Museum 
is greatly indebted to Mr. W. H. Betts, Honorary Secretary of 
the Bird Cage Club.

I1—Arrangement and Conservation. 


The usual precautions have been taken for the preservation 
of the collection. All acquisitions have been registered and 
entered in the Catalogues and manuscript lists, and finally 
incorporated with the collection. 


Mammalia.—As a result of the rapid growth of the 
Zoological Collection since its transference from Bloomsbury, 
it has become necessary to convert the pavilion at the end of 
the Osteological Gallery into a store-room for the reception of 
the study collection of large mammals, which has been crowded 
out from its place in the basement by the increasing require- 
ments of the Entomological Section. The cases in which this 
series was stored have, therefore, been transferred from the base- 
ment to the Osteological Saloon. They are now arranged in 
four blocks of one tier each, which, with the addition of some 
new cases, will allow room for the re-arrangement and 
extension, which the congested condition of most of the 
groups required. Space has been also provided for future 
additions. 


These alterations entailed the removal of the large skeletons 
which had been exhibited in the pavilion. Some are now in 
the public Osteological Gallery, while three—an elephant, a 
rhinoceros and a musk-ox—have been transferred to the 
Geological Department for exhibition together with the 
extinct forms. 


It is expected that the temporary iron-building intended 
for the exhibition of the Cetacea, and which is now almost 
‘yeady for the reception of this collection, will shortly be 
handed over to the Trustees by the Office of Works. 


Upwards of sixty blocks for mounting the horns. of the 
Ruminant Mammalia have been prepared, and the names of 
the specimens, localities, donors, &c., written upon them. 


Of the more important objects which have been mounted 
for exhibition the following may be mentioned :— 


A common Gazelle (Gazella dorcas) and an Aoudad 
(Ammotragus tragelaphus), both from near Biskra in 
Algeria; a Loder’s Gazelle (Gazella lodert) from the Tunisian 
Sahara;. and a specimen of Cervicapra bohor from East 
Africa. . 


Aves:—The collection of skeletons of Birds has been 
removed from the studies in the basement to the north- 
west corridor, and has been temporarily arranged in 

systematic 
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systematic order on racks, preparatory to the final classi- 
fication and arrangement in proper cabinets and boxes, in 
juxtaposition with ‘collection of skins of the same class; 


The collection of Ducks has been arranged and labelled in 
accordance with the Catalogue of Birds prepared by Count 
Salvadori; the Petrels have been catalogued and arranged by 
Mr. Osbert Salvin, F.R.s.; and the Gulls and Terns ‘by’ Mr. 
Howard Saunders. 


The Herons have also been catalogued and arranged, and 
the whole of the Plovers and Sandpipers catalogued and 
placed in glass-topped boxes, 


A group illustrating the ‘‘showing-off” of the male of the 
Great Bustard (Otis tarda) has been mounted; the specimens 
having been presented by Abel Chapman, Esq. 


A group illustrating the nesting habits of the Pied Hornbill 
of South Africa has also been mounted, with a section of the 
tree in which the female was imprisoned by the male bird. 


The Godwin-Austen Collection and the Shelley Collection 
have been registered and incorporated in the cabinet series of 
skins. 


Reptiles, Batrachians and Fishes— Among the mounted 
specimens added to the exhibited collection may be, men- 
tioned :—— 


A large Indian Monitor (Varanus salvator); a gigantic 
Sea perch (Hpinephelus. lanceolatus) from Aden; a. large 
Sea-perch (Lpinephelus venadorum) from West Mexico; a 
large Tunny (Thynnus vulgaris) from Plymouth. Additions 
have also been made to the case containing the Batrachians, 
which is now placed in the passage between ane Bird and Fish 
Galleries. 


Mollusea.—The collections of Land and Freshwater Shells 
collected by Mr. H. H. Smith, in St. Vincent, Grenada, and 
the Grenadines, under the auspices of the West India Com- 
mittee of the Royal Society and the British Association have 
been worked out, and reported on. This work has neces- 
sitated the examination and identification of the terrestrial 
and fluviatile mollusca of several of the adjacent islands of 
the Lesser Antilles. 


An important series of deep-sea Molluscs from the Bay of 
Bengal and the Arabian Sea has also been named and described, 
and small series from Kolguev: Island, Central Africa, and 
New Guinea have been identified. The species of the genera 
Clea, Nassodonta, Niso, Amphidromus, and Heterodonas 
have been critically examined and determined. With the 
exception of a selection which has been mounted for exhibi- 
tion in the table-cases, all the acquisitions have been mounted 
in glass-topped boxes. 
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A very fine example of the rare Pleurotomaria adan- 
soniana, and a Ceylonese pearl-oyster (Meleagrina furcata), 
with pearls im situ in the soft parts, haye been placed on 
exhibition. 


Crustacea.—The manuscript catalogue of Cancroid Crabs, 
which was begun last year, has been completed ; and one of 
the Grapsoidea has been commenced, the families Pinno- 
theride and Gecarcinide being already finished. 


Avrachnida.—The Spiders of the sub-order Mygalemorphe 
have been identified and a complete catalogue of all the 
described species has been prepared, and a similar catalogue 
of the family Heteropodidw has been commenced. A large 
part of the important collection of Burmese spiders presented 
by Mr. E. W. Oates has been registered and incorporated. 
The Ticks of the family Argasidew have been worked out in 
connection with various accessions to the group which required 
identification. 


Myriopoda.— Various accessions inthe Myriopoda have been 
examined and determined, and reports have been written 
upon the Chilopoda of Central America, and upon the 
Chilopoda and Diplopoda obtained by the officers of H.M.S. 


“ Penouin ” during her cruise in the Chinese Seas. 


Insecta.—Several small collections of Insects of various 
orders, such as Dr. Anderson’s, from Hadramaut, Arabia ; 
Mr. Cator’s from Borneo ; Mr. E. Ernest Green’s from Ceylon ; 
and Mr. Scott Elliot’s from Ruwenzori, and Mr. Fabrega’s 
from Costa Rica, have been examined, and in large part 
determined and incorporated. 


A number of specimens of Cetonzide from the Pascoe 
collection have been incorporated with the general collection. 


The re-arrangement of the Coleoptera of the family 
EHumolpide and the incorporation of specimens belonging 
to this family contained in various accessions have been 
commenced. 


The Longicornia of the sub-family Clytinew contained in 
the Pascoe Collection have been incorporated with the general 
collection ; and a number of Longicorns from Penang and 
elsewhere, which were contained in small boxes forming part 
of the Pascoe collection have also been incorporated. 


A number of species of the genus Glenea have been care- 
fully compared with Thomson’s types, which were lent for 
the purpose by M. René Oberthiir. 

The collection of nests of social wasps has been carefully 
examined, specimens extracted from them, and the species 
determined. All the nests have been numbered, and the 

specimens

specimens taken from them marked to correspond. <A 
number of nests have been mounted and placed in a table- 
case to illustrate the different methods of building. 


The Butterflies of the sub-families Acreime and 
Elymniine, as well as of the genera Neptis, Athyma, 
Charaxes, Euralia, Hypolimnas, Cyrestis, Terinos, Cethosia, 
Cupha, Atella and Cirrochroa have been re-arranged; the 
specimens of Old World species from the magnificent collec- 
tion of Messrs. Salvin and Godman, as well as all previously 
unnamed series in the Museum, being determined and incor- 
porated. 

Four collections received from British and East Central 
Africa, obtained by Messrs. A. Whyte, Alexander Carson, 
Consul Alfred Sharpe and Mr. Scott Elliott have been 
worked out, reported on, and incorporated. 


The inter-leaved Catalogue of Butterflies has been brought 
up to date, so far as the re-arranged parts of the collection 
are concerned, and the preparation of a Slip Catalogue of the 
subfamily Pierine, with a view to the re-arrangement of 
this large group, commenced. 

A series of Butterflies has been prepared and placed in a 
table-case, with explanatory labels and drawings illustrating 
the characters used in their classification. 

The determination and bibliography ot Walker’s types has 
been continued. 

The duplicate and unincorporated Heterocerw have been 
placed in their families, and the following collections have 
been incorporated :— ; 

The Moore collection of Geometride, and other specimens 
remaining over after Mr. Warren’s arrangement ; the Moore 
aud Ragonot collection of Pyralidw belonging to the sub- 
families Phycitinw, Anerastinew and Galleriane and other 
specimens ; several collections of Heterocera from the 
Oriental region; the Thyridide and seven sub-families of the 
Pyralide have been arranged ; Colonel Yerbury’s collection 
of Heterocera from Aden; and the Geometride, Pyralide and 
allied families of Heterocera of the collection from the Lesser 
Antilles presented by the West Indian Exploration Committee 
have been worked out and incorporated. 

Continuous progress has been made in perfecting the new 
collection of British Diptera; the British Muscine having 
been identified, labelled and entirely re-arranged. 

Numerous accessions belonging to the stride, Hippo- 
boscide, Syrphide and Conopide have been studied, 
mounted, labelled and incorporated. 


The species of Glossina (the Tsetze flies) have been 
examined, named and mounted. 
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The interesting genus Cuteterebra has been worked out 
and,'with its allies, made the subject of a paper; and the 
arrangement of ‘the sub-family Cutiterebiine has beeu 
completed. 

The collection of Phasmid@ has been revised and most of 
the new species described ; and a working catalogue of the 
Locustide, preparatory to the re-arrangement of the family, 
commenced. 

The Cicadida have also undergone reyision. 


Anthozoa.—During the preparation of a second volume of 
the Catalogue of Madreporaria by Mr. H. M. Bernard, all the 
specimens referred to have been critically studied and deter- 
mined, and a considerable number of photographs have been 
taken to illustrate the work. 

In the Coral Gallery the cases have been painted and 
cleaned, and the specimens have been dusted and mended. A 
series illustrative of the life history of Fungia has been set 
out ; specimens showing the characters of Turbinaria have 
been mounted and placed on exhibition, and various labels 
descriptive of the salient points of these genera have been 
prepared. The specimens of Porites, Astreopora and Alveo- 
pora selected for exhibition have been remounted. A fine 
Madrepora has been added to the splendid series of that 
genus now in the gallery, and the large collection of corals 
made by Mr. Saville Kent has been macerated and cleaned. 


Spongiida.—Manuscript catalogues of the sub-orders 
Choristida and Lithistide of the Spongida Tetractinellida 
of the species of the order Carnosa and of the Monazonide 
Spintharophora have been prepared.

A.—VERTEBRATA. 


Fossil Mammalia (Gallery No. 1).—A plaster cast of the 
cranium of a primitive man (Pithecanthropus erectus) from 
Java, has been presented by the discoverer, M. Eugene Dubois, 
and is exhibited in Table-case 1. 

A fine collection of flint implements, found associated with 
the bones of extinct animals at Crayford and elsewhere, has 
been presented by F. C. J. Spurrell, Esq., F.a.s. This collee- 
tion is of particular interest, because’ in several cases the 
flakes struck off in making an implement have been collected 
on the spot by Mr. Spurrell, and united so as to re-construct 
the original block of flint and show the method followed by 
the workman in shaping a hache. Several of these blocks, 
and many of the separate implements, are exhibited in Table- 
case 1. 

Wall-cases 1 and 2 have been partly re-arranged for the 
reception of various specimens from caves. 

In Wall-case 5, a skull of Rhinoceros leptorhinus (Spur- 
rell Coll.) from Crayford ; and also a very fine one of R. anti- 
quitatis, from Siberia, have been mounted and labelled. The 
latter is accompanied by one of the horns. 

The collection of Pliocene mammals from Samos (Forsyth 
Majox, Coll.). has been distributed, and wall-cases 14 and 16 
have been partly re-arranged for the reception of the speci- 
mens. 

A selection of blocks containing the remains of various 
Pliocene Mammals from Olivola, Carrara Mountains, is exhi- 
bited in a table-case in the middle of the Gallery. 

A fine skull of Tvtanothervum from Wyoming, North 
America, has been mounted, and is exhibited in a separate 
glazed case. 

Skeletons of the Indian Elephant, Indian Rhinoceros, and 
Musk Ox, have been placed in the Gallery for comparison with 
the fossil forms. | 

In Wall-case 29, newly written or printed labels have 
been prepared and placed with the specimens of Mammoth 
tusks, We. 

The total number of Fossil Mammalia registered is 244. 


Aves (Gallery No. 2).—In this eroup the additions during 
the year have been very few. The arrangement of the 
Dinornithide in Wall-case XVII. has been completed and 


each specimen mounted and provided with a printed label.

Table-case 12, has also been partly re-arranged, and some 
specimens illustrating the structure of the metatarsus and 
the tibia, together with the feathers of the Moa, have been 
exhibited in it. 

Some remains of the large extinct rail, Diaphorapteryx 
Hawkinsi, are shown in Table-case 124. 

The number of Avian specimens registered is 5. 


Reptilia (Galleries Nos. 3, 4, and 5.)—The whole of the 
Table-cases in Gallery No. 4 have been shifted and re- 
arranged so as to bring them more in harmony with the 
arrangement of the larger objects in the Wall-cases belonging 
to the same genera. 


The coloured reproduction of the skeleton of Pelagosaurus 
typus, which formerly occupied a separate case in the 
middle of the Gallery, has been placed in Wall-case No. IT. 


Some remains of a gigantic Dinosaur, Bothriospondylus 
madagascariensis, recently described by Lydekker, have 
been registered and mounted, and are now exhibited in Wall- 
ease III. In the same case some additional vertebre of 
Ornithopsis have also been mounted. 

The collection of the late J. W. Hulke, Esq., F.R.s., recently 
presented by Mrs. Hulke, has been registered and distributed 
in the collection ; selected specimens being mounted and ex- 
hibited in Table-case 16, and in Wall-cases ITI. and V. 


The collection of the Rev. P. B. Brodie, M.a., F.G.s., has also 
been dealt with, and selected specimens exhibited in various 
cases. 

A coloured re-production of [guanodon bernissartensis, 
from the Brussels Museum, has been mounted in the middle 
of the Gallery. 

The re-arrangement of Wall-case VII. has been finished, 
and the whole of the remains of the Mosasauride are now 
exhibited in it. 


Wall-case No. VIII. has been completely re-arranged, and 
in it the remains of Rhynchocephalia, Proterosauria, Meso- 
sauria, &c., are exhibited. 

A fine skeleton of anew Theriodont Reptile, Cynognathus 
crateronotus, recently described by Professor Seeley, is 
mounted in a separate glazed case in the middle of the Gal- 
lery. Other new Theriodonts have been placed in Table- 
case No. 17. 

All the specimens in Table-case 7 have been re-tableted 
and provided with printed labels. 

Wall-case No. X. is under arrangement for the reception 
of mounted skeletons of Plesiosawrus, from the Oxford clay 
(part of the Leeds collection), and other Plesiosaurian re- 
mains. 

The number of reptilian remains registered during the past 
year is 3,699. ; 
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Fossil Fishes (Gallery No. 6.)\—Much re-arrangement has 
been necessitated vy the acquisition of the Ward and Davis 
Collections, and by the publication of Part III. of the Cata- 
logue of Fossil Fishes. 

The Ostracodermi (except those mounted in the Wall-case), 
have been removed from the series of ganoid fishes and re- 
arranged in two small Table-cases at the entrance to the Gal- 
lery. The specimens have been re-labelled, and all important 
recent acquisitions have been incorporated. 


The Vleuracanth Elasmobranchs have been removed to 
enother small Table-case in the centre of the Gallery, and 
arrangements are being made to transfer the Acanthodians 
to two similar small Table-cases. 

The Chimeeroids are now entirely confined to Table-case 33 
and the Dipnoi have been removed to Table-case 34. Table- 
cases 35 and 36 are thus devoted to the Crossopterygian 
Ganoids, which have hitherto been represented only in the 
W all-éases. 

Several fine examples of Platysomide have been added to 
Table-cases 39 and 40. 

Table-cases 40 to 48, containing the Mesozoic Ganoids com- 
prised in Part III. of the published Catalogue, have been 
entirely re-arranged, also in great part re-tableted and re- 
labelled with printed labels. The drawers beneath have been 
correspondingly re-arranged. 

All the catalogued specimens in drawers have been 
labelled. 


Wall-cases VIII. and IX. have been re-arranged to accom- 
modate the Palzoniscide, Platysomide, Catopteridz, and 
Lepidotus. Many specimens have been framed, and a large 
part of the new fitting is already prepared. 


A fine new specimen, probably the branchiostegal apparatus 
of Gyrosteus mirabilis, from the Upper Lias of Whitby, has 
been framed and glazed and fixed on the wall between Wall- 
cases VI. and VII. 


The portrait of Louis Agassiz has been framed to be uni- 
form with the other portraits, and labels have been affixed 
both to this and to those of the late Earl of Enniskillen and 
the late Sir Philip de Malpas Grey Egerton. 

The original restored drawings of Mesozoic fishes, repro- 
duced by photography in Part III. of the Catalogue, have 
been framed for exhibition in the Wall-cases. 

The Ward, Davis, and Brodie Collections, besides numerous 


other acquisitions, have been registered during the. year. 
The total number of Fossil Fishes registered is 1,481. 


A MS. Index to the register-numbers, mentioned in the Catalogues of 
Fossil Vertebrata, has been completed, except that referring to the recently 
issued Part III. of Fossil Fishes, which is now being prepared. 
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B.—INVERTEBRATA. 


Mollusca.—Cephalopoda (Gallery 7).—A short account of 
“ Ammonites and their allies” has been prepared, and _ is 
exhibited with accompanying figures and illustrative speci- 
mens in Table-case No. 57. 

Four Teuthidew, four Cretaceous Nautili, one Jurassic 
Nautilus, twenty-two Ammonites and one Actinoceras, 
have been named and mounted upon tablets. One large 
Baculites, one Ammonites, and two Jurassic Nawtili have 
been mounted upon blocks and labelled, and added to the 
series in the Wall-cases. 

Two Baculites, nineteen Hamites, three Turrilites, two 
Anisocerus, two Crioceras, twelve Ancyloceras, three 
hundred and sixty Ammonites, and two Temnochedlus, 
have been mounted upon Tablets and placed in the Table- 
cases. 

_ During the past year the number of fully named and 
labelled specimens added to the Wall- and Table-cases in 
Gallery VII. was 438. 

The total number of Cephalopods registered during the 

year amounts to 763. 


Mollusca.—Gasteropoda and Lamellibranchiata (Gallery 
No. 8).—In this Gallery the Foreign Collections of Tertiary 
Mollusca have continued to occupy attention. A great 
number of the larger specimens have been mounted on blocks, 
with printed labels attached to each specimen, and arranged 
in order in Wall-cases I., II., and III.. The smaller speci- 
mens are fixed upon tablets with written labels giving the 
name, formation, and locality to each, and placed upon the 
slopes. | 

As many as 3,675 specimens have been so mounted and 
displayed in the Wall-cases, whilst 1,385 named specimens 
have been arranged in glass-covered drawers beneath the 
Table-cases, for study and reference purposes. 

Additions have been made to the exhjbited series of British 
Mollusca, &c., from the following Collections, namely :—the 
“Ogle Collection” of Tertiary Mollusca from Barton and 
Bracklesham ; the ‘“ Caleb Evans Collection” from Cretaceous 
strata; the “ Jesson Collection” from the Greensand of Cam- 
bridge, and the Oxford Clay, Northampton; the ‘Monk 
Collection” from the Inferior Oolite, Yeovil, Se. 

Of Foreign Mollusca may be mentioned a collection of Mada- 
gascar fossils from the Rev. Richard Baron, F.L.S., F.G.S., 
described by Mr. R. B. Newton, F.c.s. A series of fossils 
from South Africa, part of the “Fraser Collection.” <A 
selection of these specimens has been placed in the Wall- and 
Table-cases, and the remainder in glass-topped drawers 
beneath the Table-cases. 
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The Inferior Oolite Gasteropoda are mounted and exhi- 
bited in Table-case No. 93, and eontinued in a small Table- 
case close by, placed in the centre of the Gallery. 


Brachiopoda.—A number of Permo-Carboniferous Brachio- 
pods from the Arctic and Australasian regions, obtained by the 
early explorers, as well as some more recently obtained, have 
been studied with a view to identify the “types” or figured 
specimens. 

An examination has also been made of various Silurian 
and Devonian Brachiopoda lately obtained from Devon- 
shire. | 

The registration, mounting, and arranging of the “ David- 
son Collection ” of Brachiopoda has been proceeded with, and 
during the past year 3,387 specimens have been registered, 
named, and mounted, making with those previously treated, 
a total of 15,463 specimens. 


Bryozoa.—The whole collection of Jurassic Bryozoa has 
been re-arranged ; ninety-one specimens have been mounted 
in glass-topped boxes for exhibition in the new Table-cases ; 
five hundred specimens have been arranged in nineteen 
drawers in a case in No. 9 Gallery. The remaining reserve 
collection has been assorted and placed in the drawers beneath 
Table-cases 84 and 85, Gallery IX. 

Nine hundred and twenty-nine specimens of Bryozoa from 
other geological horizons have also been registered. 


Crustacea.—Some British Carboniferous Trilobites from 
the River Hodder, Stonyhurst, have been added to the eol- 
lection ; also some specimens from the Culm of Devonshire. 
Crustacea and Insecta registered 916. 


Annelida.—The collection of Annelida has been finally 
arranged in Table case 79 and Wall-case 15a, and also in 
thirty four drawers of Table-case No. 79. 

The number of Annelida registered was 1,762. 


Echinoidea and Asteroidea, &e. (Gallery No. 8).— 
Various additions to the Echinoid, Asteroid, and Ophiuroid 
- collections have been received, registered, Jabelled, and incor- 
porated in the Collection during the past year. 

The number of specimens registered was 455. 


Crinoidea, Cystoidea, &e.—A detailed examination and 
description has been made of the rare fossil Crinoid Uinta- 
crinus socialis from the Upper Cretaceous beds of Western 
Kansas, recently purchased. Two hundred and eighty-seven 
specimens of Criniodea and thirty-three of Cystoidea have 
been named and labelled, and added to the Collection. 

The number of specimens registered was 320. 


Actinozoa-zoantharva (Gallery No. 10).—The number of 
fossil Corals registered was 232. 


Protozoa.—The number of specimens registered was 441.

Fossil Plants (Gallery No. 10.).—The number of specimens 
registered is 337. 

Rock-specimens, &c. (Gallery No. 11).—The number of spe- 
cimens registered during the past year was 21.

Slips have been prepared for 60 Maps, and for Books and 
Serials, 1,247. 

Additional shelves and presses have been added to the 
Library to accommodate the rapidly-increasing number of 
Books. This has necessitated a re-arrangement of the books, 
which has entailed the re-press-marking of a large number of 
volumes. 1,523 volumes have already been re-marked, and of 
pamphlets, 2,450. 

The catalogue slips have also been altered, so as to corre- 
spond with the new press-marks.

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DEPARTMENT OF MINERALOGY. 


The Staff and its Duties. 


The staff of the Mineral Department consists of the Keeper, 
three Assistants, four Attendants and one Boy-Attendant. 
The duties are generally distributed as follows :— 


Three Assistants.—To one is assigned most of the physical 
and executive work relating to the collection of mineral 
species ; this includes the preliminary examination of speci- 
mens submitted for purchase or exchange, the registration 
and incorporation of those recently acquired, the determina- 
tion of the physical and geometrical characters, and the 
preparation of species-, variety-, and locality-labels. 

To a second is assigned similar work relative to the speci- 
mens of rocks. 

To the third is assigned the chemical analysis of both 
minerals and rocks. 

Though a mineralogist can no longer satisfactorily attempt 
to keep abreast of scientific knowledge and undertake original 
research in more than one of the three main branches of the 
subject (physical, petrological, and chemical), such a sharp 
limitation of the work of the assistants would be contrary to 
the interests of the Museum; hence, as far as possible, it is 
arranged that each assistant has the opportunity of acquiring 
a general knowledge of the specimens preserved in the 
department, and of thus becoming more useful than he other- 
wise would be during the absence of his colleagues. 


Four Attendants.—One is specially employed in the prepara- 
tion of thin sections of minerals and rocks for examination 
with the microscope; a second is charged with the arrange- 
ment and cataloguing of the departmental library; the 
two others with the more mechanical work of the chemical 
laboratory, the packing and unpacking of specimens, copying, 
&e. 

One Boy-Attendant.—The boy-attendant is charged with 
the sale of the departmental guides, attends on the superior 
officials as required, and does a large part of the simpler 
mechanical work, such as the filling of trays with cotton- 
wool. 

The general duties of dusting the cases, assisting in the 
Gallery, &c., are also performed by the attendants and boy- 
attendant. 

General. 

Quantitative analyses of two new Brazilian minerals, dis- 
covered and presented by Dr. E. Hussak—namely, Lewisite, 
a titano-antimonate of calcium and ifon, and Zirkelite, a 
titano-zirconate of caleium—have been completed, and the 
results have been published ; a quantitative analysis has also 

been 
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been made of a zeolite from the Faroes, and a partial one of a 
pseudomorph after Pyrrhotite. 

One hundred and thirty-three doubtful minerals have been 
qualitatively analysed and determined. 

Descriptive catalogues of the specimens of Enargite and 
Fire-blende have been prepared, and that of Bournonite has 
been brought up to date. 

Goniometric and optical determinations have also been made 
on specimens of Aragonite, Wulfenite, Plagionite, Wolfram, 
Rhodonite, Anhydrite, Crocoite and Pyrites. 

The Pseudomorphs have been examined, and various doubt- 
ful specimens have been optically and chemically determined. 

The registration and labelling of the rock-specimens 
belonging to old collections have been completed, and the 
duplicates have been at the same time set aside. In this 
connection, and for the slip-catalogue of the rock-sections, 
285 micro-sections have been examined. 

One hundred and forty-eight micro-sections of minerals, 
rocks and meteorites have been prepared, and six large speci- 
mens have been cut and polished. 

New editions of the Student’s Index and the Introduction 
to the Study of Minerals have been issued, and a new Guide- 
book—namely, “An Introduction to the Study of Rocks,” 
pp. 118, 8vo., 6d.—has been published; a series of rock- 
specimens, to illustrate the latter, has been in course of 
selection and arrangement in six window-cases on the northern 
side of the Gallery; further, the series of typical rocks 
referred to therein has been largely extended, and now occu- 
pies all the 11 window-cases on the southern side of the 
Gallery. The re-arrangement and extension have been ren- 
dered feasible through the addition of a new table-case and 
a new window-case to those already in the Gallery, by the 
condensation of the Organic Compounds into a single table- 
ease, and by the transference of the Crystal Models in part 
to a wall-case and in part to drawers. 

The topographical arrangement of the reserve specimens of 
each mineral species has been continued and completed. — 

The mounting of 111 large specimens of minerals on sepa- 
rate polished stands, the labelling, and the arrangement of 
these specimens in a long wall-case in the Pavilion, have been 
completed. 

The compartments containing drawers in the cases of the 
Gallery have been rendered more dust-proof, and many of the 
cases have been re-polished. 


Resignation of Assistant. 


The Department has to regret the loss of the services of 
My. H. A. Miers, First-Class Assistant for the past 13 years, 
as a consequence of his election to the Oxford Professorship 
of Mineralogy, ‘an office now involving residence in the 
University. |

DEPARTMENT OF BOTANY. 


During the past year 17,720 specimens have been named, 
mounted, and incorporated into the general Herbarium. These 
have been derived from many sources, and have proved to be 
additions to all parts of the Herbarium. 


In the progress of the work the officers of the Department 
have been occupied as follows :— 


Mr. E. G. Baker has principally been engaged in incorpo- 
rating with the general Herbarium the Polypetale collected 
on Mount Kilimanjaro by Dr. Volkens ; in Bulgaria by Block ; 
at the Cape by Schlechter ; in Costa Rica by Polakowsky ; in 
Armenia by P. Sintenis; and in laying in portions of the 
Herbaria of Welwitsch, Beddome, Miers and Shuttleworth. 
The incorporation of Leguminose, made in various parts of 
Europe and West Asia, by various collectors, mentioned in 
last year’s Report, has also been continued. 


The 
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The African species of the genus Hii0sema have been revised, 
and several novelties described and published. Several new 
species of Malvacee have likewise been published during 
the year. The plants of the natural order Dipterocarpec 
have been re-arranged and revised with the assistance 
of Sir D. Brandis, who spent some time in this country 
in order to monograph the Order. The genus Delphinium 
has also been re-arranged in accordance with the mono-, 
graph of D. Huth. The above, together with the usual 
attendance on visitors, and the working out of a small 
portion of the collections made by Mr. Scott Elliot on his 
Ruwenzori Expedition, have constituted Mr. E. G. Baker’s 
duties for the year. 


Mr. Britten has incorporated additions to the Herbarium 
in the Monopetalous Orders, especially in Rubiacew, Acan- 
thacee, Scrophularinee, Bignoniacew, Asclepiadacew and 
Apocynee. A large number of species in these Orders have 
been determined. Tropical African plants have received 
special attention; the East African collections received from 
Berlin have been laid in, as well as many of the plants col- 
lected by Dr. Gregory and Dr. Donaldson Smith ; a good deal 
of time has also been spent on Mr. Scott Elliot’s collections. 
Among other collections wholly or in part incorporated may 
be mentioned those of M. Bang from Bolivia, Dr. Haviland 
from Borneo, and J. M. Wood from South Africa. Mr. 
Britten has devoted much time to the Departmental] Library, 
and to matters arising in connection therewith. 


Mr. A. B. Rendle has incorporated with the general 
Herbarium the following collections :—Apetale, Monocotyle- 
dones, and Gymnosperme collected in Greenland by Harz, 
in Galicia by Block), in Bulgaria by Stribrny, in Armenia by 
Sintenis, in Asia Minor and Persia by Bornmiiller, in 
Formosa by Henry, in Borneo by Haviland and Hose, in 
the Straits Settlements by Ridley, in Kashmir by Duthie, in 
Tropical Africa by Volkens, in South Africa by Schlechter, 
in Australia by Mueller, in Canada and Vancouver Island 
by Macoun, in California by E. P. Greene and others, in Texas 
by Heller, in Mexico by Pringle and Palmer, in Hawaii 
by Heller; Apetale collected in Paraguay by Morong, in 
Jamaica by Fawcett and others; a collection of Potamogetons 
(European) from Tiselius, of Orchids from Wood (Natal), and 
King (Calcutta), of Nepenthes from Lobb (Borneo and 
Malaya). In the group Apetalw some work has been done on 
the Natural Orders NVyctagineew, Amarantacee, Chenopod- 
iacee, Polygonacee, and Huphorbiacee, much material 
hitherto undetermined (chiefly African) having been worked 
up and incorporated, and the African genera revised accord- 
ing to recent monographs. This included the determination 
in part of the Tropical African collections of Gregory, W. E. 
Taylor and Scott Elliot. Forbes’ Malayan plants of this 
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group, hitherto undetermined, have been sorted and incor- 
porated. The Orchids collected by Scott Elliot on his 
Ruwenzori Expedition have been worked out, and the results 
published in the Journal of Botany. In connection with 
large additions trom King (Calcutta) and Ridley (Singapore) 
the Indian and Malayan Palms have been revised, and to a 
great extent also the Orchids. Several South African genera 
of the latter Order have been re-arranged in connection 
with work done by R. Schlechter. Some time has_ been 
devoted to the grasses of the tribe Panicew, and the large 
genera Paspalum and Panicum have been completely 
re-arranged and the material worked up as far as possible. 
New and doubtful species of Convolvulacew (chiefly 1pomaea) 
from Gregory and other African collectors were worked up, 
and the results published. Donaldson Smith’s Somaliland 
plants have also been in part worked out. In connection with 
the British Herbarium a selection has been made from the 
Monocotyledons of various collections and the additions 
incorporated. 


Mr. Gepp has during the year 1895 continued the revision of 
the Moss-Flora of the West Indies, and in connection with it has 
revised the genera, Calymperes, Syrrhopodon, Macromitrium, 
Schlotheamia, Raphidosteguum and LIsopterygium. He 
edited for publication the unfinished manuscript of Spruce’s 
“ Hepaticw Elliottiane,” in connection with which he revised 
the genera Metzgeria and Microlejyeunea, and published some 

additional notes thereon. He has named collections of 
Cryptogams from India and East Tropical Africa, and the 
fossil plant-remains in some peat from the South Coast. 
Among other genera revised were Ptychomitrium, Orthodon, 
Meteorium, Papillaria, Neckera, Sematophyllum.  Con- 
siderable progress has been made in the preparation and 
arrangement of the exotic Lichens, and 4,000 specimens 
have been mounted and incorporated in the collection. Of 
Muscinece 1,000 specimens have been mounted and incor- 
porated. 


The Keeper of the Department has continued to take 
charge of the collections of Algz and Fungi and has incor- 
porated considerable additions to both groups and revised a 
number of genera. 


In addition to the voluntary assistance constantly given by 
competent botanists engaged in research in the Herbarium, 
the Department has to acknowledge special voluntary work 
on the part of Miss A. L. Smith and Miss E. 8. Barton, who 
have freely given their services as expert botanists in naming 
large series of Fungi and Alge. 

Progress has been made by Mr. Barber in the illus- 
tration of plant morphology in the Central Hall, and the 
exhibition of British Fungi has been greatly advanced, 
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The Kiitzing collection of Diatoms has been cleaned and 
mounted. 


The collections have been enriched during the year by 
several] especially noteworthy additions. 


Mr. Arthur Lister had added to his previous gifts the 
farther one of 832 microscope slides of Mycetozoa and 397 
herbarium specimens, as well as 112 exhibition specimens and 
36 coloured drawings by Miss Gulielma Lister to illustrate 
the British representatives of this group. The latter series 
have been placed in a table case in the gallery. 


A collection of nearly 3,000 drawings of British Fungi by 
Mr. Edwin Wheeler, of great botanical value, has been 
generously presented by Messrs. Edwin and Henry Wheeler. 
The drawings are of particular importance as accurate records 
of the colour characters of the larger Fungi, which are so 
dificult to preserve suitably in a herbarium. 

A present of much value and interest, consisting of 146 
microscope slides, illustrating his researches on Archegoniate 
plants, has been made by Professor D. H. Campbell of the 
Leland Stanford University, California.

The first half, consisting of 5,000 specimens, of the 
Stephani collection of Hepatic has been acquired by 
purchase. A very large number of these are type specimens, 
since Dr. Stephani has described nearly every important 
foreign collection during the last twelve years. This purchase 
has greatly enriched an important section of the Herbarium, 
and, happily, at a time when increased study is being given 
to the characteristics of the Hepatice.

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VIII.— GENERAL PROGRESS AT THE MUSEUM, BLOOMSBURY. 


The total number of visitors to the Museum in the year 
1896 amounts to 581,906, the highest number reached since 
1890. This increase is partially accounted for by the admis- 
sion of visitors on Sunday afternoons since 17th May, 30,136 
persons having been thus admitted. On the other hand, the 
number of evening visitors has further diminished since 1895 
to 29,769. 


The total number of visits of students to the Reading Room 
during the year was 191,363, being 3,600 less than that of 
1895, which again was lower than that of 1894 by 8,000. This 
diminution of numbers muy perhaps, in some degree, be ac- 
counted for by the growth of local libraries in the metropolis, 
which have satisfied the requirements of students who 
would otherwise have had recourse to the British Museum. 
The daily average was about 630. 


The average numbers of persons in the room, counted at 
certain hours in the afternoon, were :—

These figures show the same fluctuations, on aslightly lower 
scale, as those of 1895, which were 354, 265, 182.113, 124, and 
90. 

Although the number of readers has declined, the number 
of vclumes supplied to them is larger than that of 1895, being 
1,428,535, as against 1,405,866. 


There has again been a slight reduction of the total number 
of visits of students to the several Departments, the number for 
this year being 37,130, as against 37,560 in 1895. A consider- 
able decrease in the number of visits in the Galleries of 
Sculpture is compensated by an increase of nearly 1,000 in 
the Department of Manuscripts. 


No very large works have been undertaken on the fabric 
of the Museum ; but it may be noticed that the substitution 
of skylights for windows in the Egyptian and Babylonian 
Rooms on the upper floor, commenced two years ago, is in 
progress ; which, when completed, will add materially to the 
wall-space available for exhibition cases, as wel] as improve 
the light in the several rooms. 


The re-arrangement of the sculptures from the site of the 
Temple of Diana at Ephesus has been almost completed. 


Excavations 
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Excavations have been carried on, with means placed at 
the disposal of the Trustees by the bequest of Miss Emma T. 
Turner, at Enkomi, near Salamis. in Cyprus, on the site of a 
cemetery of the Mycenzan period. The antiquities discovered 
are both numerous and important, including a large propor- 
tion of gold ornaments. The operations of this year have 
exhausted the Turner bequest. The sum of 2,000/., so generously 
bequeathed by Miss Turner, has enabled the Trustees to 
undertake, since 1893, three successful excavations in Cyprus, 
viz., at Amathus, at Curium, and at Enkomi, with the result 
that the Museum collections have been enriched by most 
valuable and interesting remains, largely illustrating the 
history of the art of the early inhabitants of the island. A 
catalogue of the antiquities thus discovered is being prepared, 
and will be published without delay. 


Among the more important purchases attention may be 
drawn to the following :—A series of Egyptian sculptures of 
extreme antiquity, dating back to about 3700 B.c.; two bronze 
tablets inscribed with archaic Greek inscriptions in the 
Locrian dialect; a remarkable sarcophagus of terra-cotta, 
painted with battle scenes, &c., from Clazomene, in Ionia, 
of the sixth century B.c.; a large selection of Greek, Roman, 
and English coins, acquired at the sales of the Montagu and 
Bunbury collections ; a MS. copy of the Gospels, called “‘ The 
Gospels of St. Grimbald,” written and ornamented early in the 
eleventh century in the Monastery of Newminster at Win- 
chester; a portion of the original letters of the Family of 
Paston; the literary correspondence and papers of the his- 
torian Edward Gibbon, whose autobiography and journals 
were purchased in 1895; the military correspondence of 
General Viscount Hill, chiefly during the Peninsular War, 
including a large number of despatches and letters of the 
Duke of Wellington ; a drawing by Michelangelo Buonarroti, 
one of the finest extant works of the master. 

Gifts of Museum publications, including reproductions of 
prints and drawings by old masters, and electrotypes of British 
historical medals, have been made to Free Public Libraries, 
Local Museums, and Art Schools throughout the United 
Kingdom.

THEM, in the Year 1896. (Bloomsbury.) 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTED BOOKS. 


I. Arrangement.——The works added to the collection during 
the past year have, as far as possible, been placed on the 
shelves of the Library according to the system of classifica- 
tion adopted in the Museum. 

The press-marks, indicating their respective localities, have: 
been marked on the inside and affixed to the back of each: 
volume ; also on the title-slips. 


The total number of these press-marks amounts to- 
90,605; in addition to which, 54,288 press-marks have been 
altered, in consequence of changes and_ re-arrangements 
earried out in the Library; 34,498 labels have been affixed 
to books and volumes of newspapers, and 102,634 obliterated 
labels have been renewed. 


The process of attaching third-marks to the books in the 
New Library, with the view of accelerating their delivery 
to readers, has been continued; 25,736 books have been 
thus marked during the year, and the corresponding altera- 
tions, amounting to 55,494, have been carried out in the 
General, Gallery and Hand Catalogues; 662 volumes of 
country newspapers have also been numbered, and for London 
and country newspapers 2,675 index-slips have been written. 

The number of stamps impressed upon articles received 
has been 407,101. 

Over 3,000 presses of books and newspapers have been 
dusted in the course of the year. 


II. Catalogues. — (a) Cataloguing. — 58,039 titles have 
been written (the term “title” applying equally to a main 
title and to a cross-reference). Of these, 39,134 were written 
for the General Catalogue, 2,263 for the Map Catalogue and 
11,642 for the Music Catalogue. 


(b) Printing.—41,088 titles and 1,059 index-titles for the 
General Catalogue, 2,370 titles for the Map Catalogue and 
6,687 titles for the Music Catalogue have been prepared for 
printing during the year, and 40,979 title-slips and 558 
index-slips for the General Catalogue 2,362 title-slips for the 
Map Catalogue and 6,687 title-slips for the Music Catalogue 
were printed off. . 

Progress has also been made in printing the whole Cata- 
logue in alphabetical sequence from the beginning. With

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the exception of the headings “ England,” “ France,” “ Ger- 
many,” “Great Britain,” “ Liturgies,” and part of “ Bible,” 
the Catalogue, at the end of 1896, was either printed or at 
press as far as the heading “ Taylor.” 

One hundred and _ sixty-five manuscript volumes have 
been prepared and sent to press during the year, and 22 
printed parts, representing 179 manuscript volumes, have 
been delivered by the printer. 


(c) Incorporation.—(1) General Catalogue.—39,698 title- 
slips and 532 index-slips have been incorporated into each 
of three copies of this Catalogue. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary, in order to maintain, as far as possible, 
the alphabetical arrangement, to remove and re-insert 24,718 
title-slips in each copy, and to add to each copy 281 new 
leaves ; while, in the preparation of the manuscript volumes 
for printing, it has been necessary to remove and re-insert 
37,448 title-slips in one copy only. 

The system of fortnightly incorporation, introduced in 
1889, has been carried out with perfect regularity during the 
past year. 


(2) Hand Catalogues.—The number of new entries made in 
the Hand Catalogue of ‘“ Academies” was 256; in that of 
“ Periodical Publications,” 745; in that of Maps and Charts, 
1,757 ; and in the Hand Catalogues of London and of Country 
Newspapers, 1,650 and 1,025 respectively. 


(d) Map Catalogue.—2,263 titles have been written for the 
Map Catalogue, and 2,338 title-slips have been incorporated 
into each of three copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 3,655 title-slips 
in each copy and to add to each copy 34 new leaves. 


(e) Music Catalogue.—11,642 titles have been written for 
the Music Catalogue, and 14,112 title-slips have been incorpo- 
rated into each of two copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 11,299 title- 
slips in each copy and to add to each copy 182 new leaves. 


(f) Shelf Catalogue.—For this Catalogue, in which the 
title-slips, mounted on cartridge paper, are arranged in order 
of press-marks, about 54,930 have been so mounted, and about 
149,650 have been incorporated into the boxes. 


(g) Catalogues of Books of Reference in the Reading Room 
—The additions and alterations in each of the three inter- 
leaved copies of the Catalogue of Books of Reference in the 
Reading Room, which are requisite in order to record the 
changes in this collection by the addition of new works, and the 
exchange of old for new editions, have been made. The number 
of additions to each copy has been 28.

rzThe collection of books in the galleries of the Reading 
Room has continued to receive additions by the incorporation 
of new works of interest and importance, and the substitution 
of new for older editions. The number of additions to each 
of the two interleaved copies of the Catalogue of this collec- 
tion has been 149. 


Ill. Binding.—The number of volumes and _ sets of 
pamphlets sent to be bound in the course of the year has been 
11,939, ineluding 2,462 volumes of newspapers. In conse- 
quence of the frequent adoption of the plan of binding two or 
more volumes in one, the number of volumes returned 
has been 7,926; in addition to which 226 pamphlets have been 
separately bound, and 277 volumes have been repaired at the 
binder’s. 

Besides this, the following binding work has _ been 
done in the Library itself : — 4,603 volumes have been 
repaired ; 2,162 broadsides, &e., have been inserted in guard- 
books, and 3,790 volumes of reports, time-tables, parts of 
periodicals, &e., have been formed, in a light style of bind- 
ing, 

The following maps, charts, &ec., have also been bound or 
mounted during the year:—25 atlases, 40 volumes of the 
Ordnance Survey of Towns, 57 volumes of the 25-inch 
Ordnance Survey, and 2 volumes of the 6-inch Ordnance 
Survey have been bound; 122 sheets of the 1-inch 
Ordnance Survey, 74 sheets of the English Admiralty 
Charts, 17 sheets of the ‘“ Hydrographie francaise,” and 
214 general maps have been mounted on linen, and 328 
maps, &c., mounted on cards. 

Three thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven pamphlets, 
forming part of the collection of pamphlets relating to the 
French Revolution, 1789-1815, have been arranged in 143 
classified volumes and sent for binding. 


IV. Reading Room Service.-—The number of volumes 
returned to the General Library from use in the Reading 
Room has been 889,524; to the Royal Library, 21,415; to the 
Grenville Library, 1,374; to the Map Room, 3,928; to the 
presses in which books are kept from day to day for the use 
of readers, 508,758 ; and to the Oriental Department, 3,536; 
making a total amount of 1,428,535 volumes supplied to 
readers during the year. The number of readers during the 
year has been 191,363, giving an average of about 630 
daily, the room having been open on 304 days, and an 
average of over seven volumes daily for each reader, not 
reckoning those taken from the shelves of the Reading Room 
by the readers themselves. 


Newspaper Room.—The number of readers during the 
year has been 12,741, giving a daily average of 42. The

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number of volumes replaced after use was 40,826, giving a 
daily average of over three volumes to each reader, not 
reckoning those, chiefly volumes of Parliamentary Papers, 
taken from the shelves of the Newspaper Reading Room by 
the readers themselves. 


Map Room.—298 visitors have been admitted to the Map 
Room for the purpose of special geographical research. 


V. Additions,—(a) 36,609 volumes and pamphlets (includ- 
ing 83 atlases, &c., and 1,714 books of music) have been added 
to the Library in the course of the year, of which 5,423 were 
presented, 12,618 received in pursuance of the laws of 
English copyright, 999 by colonial copyright, 630 by inter- 
national exchange, and 16,939 acquired by purchase. 


(b) 65,330 parts of volumes (or separate numbers of 
periodical publications and of works in progress) have also 
been added, of which 2,559 were presented, 36,623 received 
in pursuance of the laws of English copyright, 278 by 
colonial copyright, 298 by international exchange, and 
25,572 acquired by purchase. 


(c) 1,233 maps, in 6,239 sheets, have been added to the 
collection in the course of the year, of which 501 maps, in 
885 sheets, were presented ; 490 maps, in 4,352 sheets, received 
under the provisions of the laws of English copyright, 5 
by colonial copyright, and 237 maps, in 997 sheets, acquired 
by purchase. 


(d) 5,396 pieces of music, each complete in itself, have 
heen acquired by copyright during the year. 


(e) The number of newspapers published in the United 
Kingdom, received under the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act during the past year, has been 3,343, comprising 
210,844 single numbers; 1,294 of these newspapers were 
published in London and its suburbs; 1,586 in other parts 
of England and Wales and in the Channel Islands ; 261 in 
Scotland, and 202 in Ireland; one volume of an old news- 
paper has been purchased; 176 sets, containing 23,949 
numbers of foreign and colonial newspapers, have been 
presented ; 84 sets, containing 12 volumes and 20,268 numbers 
of modern foreign and colonial newspapers, have been pur- 
chased; and 8 sets, containing 1,465 numbers, have been 
received by colonial copyright. 


(f) The number of distinct works comprised in the 36,609 
volumes and pamphlets, the 65,330 parts of volumes, the 
1,233 maps and the 5,396 pieces of music already mentioned, 
amounts, as nearly as can be ascertained, to 38,504. Of 
these, 5,189 were presented, 16,878 acquired by English 
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copyright, 980 by colonial copyright, 381 by international 
exchange and 15,078 by purchase. 


(g). 4,075 articles have been received in the Department 
not included in the foregoing paragraphs, comprising 
broadsides, Parliamentary Papers, and other miscellaneous 
items. The addition of this number to those already given 
produces a total of 116,255 articles received in the Depart- 
ment in the course of the year. 


Acquisitions of Special Interest. — No opportunity of 
enriching the Library by purchases on an extensive scale has 
occurred during the past year, and the additions of chief 
importance have been early productions of the press. The 
most remarkable of these is Macho’s French Bible, or rather 
abridgment of the Scriptures, printed at Lyons for Bartho- 
lomew Buyer about 1477; one of the rarest and most 
important of old French books, the first containing woodcuts, 
the first in which the place of imprint is specified, and 
preceding the first actual translation of the Bible into French 
by more than forty years. Only five other copies are known, 
and only one of these is perfect. The shght imperfection of 
the present copy is owing to two duplicate leaves having been 
bound up by mistake, and the right leaves omitted. 

Another acquisition of unusual importance is the edition of 
Cicero’s Offices printed at Rome by Sweynheym and Pannartz 
in 1469, one of the few works of those printers hitherto 
wanting to the Library. 

A fragment of the Doctrinale of Alexander Gallus, one 
of the early productions of the Dutch press printed at 
Utrecht before 1470, is remarkable for its extent, four leaves, 
and for its unusually fine condition. The edition of Aurelius 
Victor and Sextus Rufus, printed at Naples by Sixtus 
Riesinger, about 1470, is a book of great rarity, and the copy 
now acquired is further remarkable as containing a letter of 
presentation written at the time of publication. An edition 
of the Epistle of Rabbi Samuel Marochitanus to Rabbi Isaac 
has also been purchased, which, although considered by Salva 
to have been printed at Valencia in 1475, is in all probability 
a production of the Neapolitan press of about the same 
period. Other Italian incunabula of especial interest are : - 
Trez, Letiologia, Milan, 1485, remarkable for its unique title- 
page ; the first edition of the first Italian translation of Saint 
Jerome’s Lives of the Fathers, Venice, 1475 ; the Sermons of 
Saint Augustine, Modena, 1477; the Psalter of Saint Bona- 
ventura { Pavia, 1480]; Luca Pulci, Pistole, first edition, 
Florence, 1482; Merula, Bellum Scodrense, about 1473 ; 
Ferettus, De elegantia lingue Latine, Forli, 1495, one of 
the only two books executed by the printer ; and Francesco 
da Siena, Consiglio contra lo morbo pestilentiale, Cagli, 1475, 
one of the only three books printed there during the fifteenth 
century. 
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The acquisitions of remarkable early French books, or 
books printed in France, include a rare Cistercian Breviary, 
Paris, 1506; Chemin de lospital, Lyon, 1505 ; Treize elegantes 
demandes damour, Paris, 1530, a version of a portion of 
Boccaccio’s Filocopo ; Vergier Spirituel et Mystique, Anvers, 
1535; Histoire de Guillaume de Palerme, Lyon, 1552; Du 
Bellay, Recueil de Poésies, Paris, 1553; Du Boulay, Le combat 
de la chair et de l’esprit, Paris, 1549; four very rare Calvinistic 
tracts, printed at Geneva about 1550; Traité des Dames, 
Paris, 1579; and Foreadel, Ciuvres Poétiques, Paris, 1579, 
the last and only complete edition, and a very beautiful book, 

Among interesting Italian acquisitions not already named 
among incunabula may be mentioned Gazoldus, Anthropo- 
viographia, [Bologna, 1512 ?], erroneously referred by Brunet 
to an earlier period; Guidiccione, Novella, Bologna, 1547, a 
book of great rarity ; and a copy on vellum of a Bull of Pope 
Pius V., August 16, 1567, extending the privileges of the 
Mendicant Friars, with a spirited portrait of the Pope, in an 
engraving representing him delivering the document to the 
Mendicants. 

The purchases of rare books printed in the Spanish Pen- 
insula have been especially numerous and important. They 
comprise the first Spanish translation of Cesar, Toledo, 1498; 
Gundisalvo de Villadiego, Tractatus de irregularitate, Sal- 
mantice, 1496; Michael Albert, Repertorium de pravitate 
hereticorum, Valencia, 1494; F. Ximenes, Sanctos Angeles, 
Burgos, 1490; Lucius Marineus Siculus, De Hispaniae Laudibus 
[Salamanca ? 1497 ?], suppressed in this first edition, no other 
copy of which is known; Silva, Segunda Comedia de Celes- 
tina, Medina del Campo, 1534; Ortega, Arithmetica, Barcelona, 
1512; Fasciculus Mirrhe, Burgos, 1511; Las Sergas de 
Ksplandian, a continuation of Amadis of Gaul, first and 
extremely rare edition, executed by Antonio de Salamanca, 
the printer of the Roman edition of the Amadis; Fernandez 
de Heredia, Obras, Valencia, 1562, extremely rare; Jarava’s 
translation of portions of the Scriptures, bound up with 
Brucioli’s Orationi into a charming little volume, with a — 
lettering showing it to have been the companion of some 
persecuted Huguenot; acollection of villancicos or Christmas 
carols of the seventeenth century; Alfay, Poesias Varias, 
Zaragoza, 1654, containin» in this copy two lyrics by Gongora 
which are almost always wanting. Two valuable Portuguese 
books have been acquired in the Letters of Jesuit Missionaries, 
printed at Coimbra in 1562; and the Prima e Honra da vida 
soldadesca no estado de India, Lisboa, 1680, an anonymous 
and very rare book, written at the zenith of the Portuguese 
power about 1570, exceedingly interesting for the light it 
throws on the relations of the Portuguese with the natives. 
The chief purchase among Spanish-American books has been 
that of the Mexican Gazette from 1784 to 1817, important for 
the history of the country. 

Purchases 
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Purchases of German and Netherland books have not been 
numerous, but include three of especial interest : Soliloquium 
venerabilis Bonaventure [Strasburg, about 1470]; Ursulen 
Schifflin [Strasburg, 1486], the first edition of the Legend 
of St. Ursula; and Gemma Frisius De Principiis Astronomiae 
et Cosmographiae, Lovanii et Antverpiae, 1530, written 
to illustrate a set of globes, now lost; only two other 
copies of the book itself are known, both in public libraries A 
German translation of Apuleius, 1538; and Pellicarius, Der 
heiligen Aposteln Ankunfft, Wittenberg, 1531, are remarkable 
for their illustrations. 

Among purchases of exceptional literary interest are that of 
the edition of the Hikon Basilike regarded by Mr. Almack as 
the first; of the extremely rare first American edition of 
Burns, Philadelphia, 1788 ; and of the first editions of Molicre’s 
George Dandin, Monsieur de Pourceaugnac, and Les Femmes 
Savantes. 

The most remarkable addition to the library in early 
English literature is one of a set of poetical productions 
of the greatest rarity, and indeed most probably unique ; 
George Tooke’s “ Belides,” “ Eagle Trusser,” ‘“ Anne Dicata,” 
“ Tragedie of Floris,” “ Legend of Britomart,’ very singular 
poems, privately printed in 1647. Turberville’s “ Tragical 
Tales,” printed by Abel Jeffs, London, 1597, is also highly 
interesting; and other valuable acquisitions are Mathias 
Brothyel’s Pronostycacyon, 1545; All the examinacions 
of the Constante Martir of God, M. John Bradforde, 1561 ; 
Calvin’s Short Instruction against the pestiferous errors of 
Anabaptistes, 1549; and Godwin’s Melissa Pontificia, 1620. 

The principal collections acquired by purchase comprise one 
of 135 editions cf the Imitatio Christi; anumber of proclama- 
tions and other broadsides issued at Naples before and after 
the revolt of Masaniello ; proclamations of the time of Charles 
the Second, and broadsides of a later date relating chiefly to 
trade and industry ; and tracts concerning the civil wars in 
France in the early part of the seventeenth century. 

Several very interesting curiosities have also been acquired. 
The most important is Horne Tooke’s Journal during his 
imprisonment in the Tower, kept upon the blank leaves of 
an interleaved copy of his “ Diversions of Purley,” which also 
contain numerous philological notes and corrections for the 
forthcoming edition. Upon being transferred to Newgate, 
Tooke characteristically discontinued the journal. Very 
curious, too, is Voltaire’s ‘“ Discours en vers” on the events 
of the year 1744, in three states—as a manuscript in the 
writing of his secretary, as a prooi, and as_ published; all 
with corrections in Voltaire’s hand. A somewhat similar 
curiosity is “La Création d’Eve’ by Patris; including in 
one cover the unique vellum copy, one of the two printed 
on tinted paper, and one of the ordinary copies, of which 
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not more than a dozen are believed to exist. The Museum 
has also acquired the proof of James Hogg’s ‘“ Chaldee 
Manuscript,” which created so great a sensation in the early 
days of Blackwood’s Magazine, with copious MS. additions by 
Hogg, none of which were printed; the proof-sheets of the 
correspondence between Burns and George Thomson, anno- 
tated by the latter; and the first volume of Sir Richard 
Burton’s “ Abeokuta,” with corrections by himself for a 
second edition. 


Donations.—Among these are to be particularly men- 
tioned :—A set of engravings prepared for the “édition de luxe” 
of the works of Frederick the Great (1846-57), and com- 
pleting the publication. Presented by H.I.M. the Emperor 
of Germany. 

Geschichte der gross-herzoglich-hessischen Fahnen und 
Standarten, an illustrated work prepared by command of 
H.R.H. the Grand Duke of Hesse, by whom it ix presented to 
the British Museum. 

A most remarkable proclamation of Henry VIII. for 
diminishing extravagance in living :—Prouysion made by the 
King’s hyghnes and his counsayll for puttynge a parte the 
excessyue fare and redusynge the same to such moderacion as 
folowyngly ensueth.

Barrett’s History of Bristol, bound in nine volumes, and 
interleaved with water-colour and pencil drawings, chiefly 
executed by Miss Sarah 8S. Fripp, engravings, lithographs, 
and other illustrations of Bristol, and accompanied by a 
collection of Bristol] municipal seals. Presented by the Artist, 
Miss Sarah S. Fripp. 

An extensive collection of colonial newspapers, for 1894; 
presented by the Royal Colonial Institute.

With the arms of, and dedicated to, 
Matthaeus Lang, Cardinal Archbishop of Salzburg. 


Music.—The additions to the collection of music have 
been especially important. Chief among them are the Bass 
Part-Books of the following works printed at Venice by 
Ottaviano Petrucci in the first decade of the sixteenth century: 
** Misse Alexandri Agricole”, 1504, ‘“ Misse De Orto”, 1505, 
and “ Misse Gaspar,” 1506; of the last two only one other 
copy of the bass part is known to exist. The following rare 
Spanish musical works have also been acquired: ‘“ Tractado 
breve de principios de canto llano,”, by Juan Despinosa 
(probably printed at Toledo, about 1525) ; “ Libio de Musica de 
Vihuela de Mano, Intitulado, El Maestro. Valencia, 1536, by 
Luis Milan ; ‘‘ Poema Harmonico,” Madrid, 1695, by F. Guerau ; 
and a ‘‘ Manuale Chori,” printed at Salamanca in 1506, by 
Johannes de Porro. A number of rare musical works which 
formed part of the Borghese Library have also been secured ; 
several of these are believed to be unique. Among them are 
a set of “ Canzonette a tre voci,’ by an anonymous composer, 
who styles himself <“ L’Affetuoso,’ but is believed to 
be Tomaso Pecci, These books are engraved and probably 
appeared at Siena about 1610. Equally rare are the 
“Vivezze di Flora e Primavera,” 1622, the ‘ Virtuoso 
Ritrovo,” 1626, ‘‘ Principiante Fanciullo,” 1625, and 
“ Dialoghi,” Concerti, ete.” 1625, of Adriano Banchieri; 
the “ Amorosa Schiera,” of Orazio Tarditi, 1628; the lst and 
5th Books of the .“ Diversi Scherzi” of Antonio Cifra, 
1613-17 ; an undescribed edition of the First Bookof Madrigals 
of Orlando di Lasso, Venice, 1584; and hardly less rare than 
these are Kapsberger’s “Libro Primo d’Intavolatura di 
Chitarone,” Venice, 1604, and J. U. Steigleder’s “ Tabulatur- 
Buch,” Strasburg, 1627.

Among the older Manuscripts acquired during the year one 
of the most important is the so-called Gospels of St. Grim- 
bald, a fine copy of the Four Gospels in Latin, written and 
illustrated early in the 11th century in the Monastery of 
Newminster (afterwards Hyde Abbey) at Winchester. It is 
decorated with miniatures of the Evangelists and elaborate 
borders in gold, silver, and colours in the best style of English 
art of the time. At the end is a copy of a letter from Fulk, 
Archbishop of Reims, to Alfred the Great, recommending 
Grimbald, a monk of St. Bertin, who was invited by Alfred 
to England and became first Abbot of Newminster. 

Another acquisition of geat historical value comprises the 
military correspondence, letter-books, and other papers of 
General Rowland Hill, lst Baron and Viscount Hill, chiefly 
during the period of his service in the Peninsular War and as 
second in command of the Army of Occupation in France in 
1815-1818. A large number of autograph despatches and 
letters addressed to him by the Duke of Wellington are in- 
cluded. 

The purchase of the Autobiography and Journals of 
Edward Gibbon, the historian, forming a part of the famous 
Gibbon Collection in the possesion of the Earl of Sheffield, 
was recorded in the Report for 1895. The remainder of the 
same collection, consisting of eight volumes of Gibbon’s 
literary correspondence, together with a number of autograph 
essays and other papers, has now been secured.

DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS. 


1.—ARRANGEMENT AND CATALOGUING. 


The collection of playing-cards bequeathed by Lady 

Charlotte Schreiber has been examined, and all the items 
required for the Department selected, duplicates being re- 
turned to the executors. 
_. The task of accurately comparing the early German wood- 
cuts presented by Mr. W. Mitchell with those previously in the 
Museum has been completed, and a single series has been 
formed from the two sources; those by Diirer have been 
mounted and permanently arranged in chronological order, in 
nine solander cases. 

The large English historical prints, hitherto preserved in 
five antiquarian solander cases, have been removed from their 
mounts and distributed with the works of the painters and 
engravers, a list of them having previously been drawn up 
for the purpose of reference. 

A quantity of slight sketches by W. Blake, W. B. Cooke, 
J, Cristall, T. Gainsborough, J. Hoppner, and J. Jackson, 
forming part of the general collection of English drawings, 
have been removed from their mounts and arranged in albums 
for the sake of economizing space. | 
. The work of mounting the collection of proof woodcuts. by 
Thomas and John Bewick has been continued, and completed 
so far as all the important series are concerned.’ 
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The large collection of engraved title-pages presented by Sir 
A. W. Franks has been incorporated with that already 
possessed by the Department, and the whole arranged 
according to places and dates of publication. 

The collection of etchings by foreign artists working im 
England has been re-arranged in three portfolios. 

The collection of the works of Robert Graves, A.R.A., has: 
been re-arranged. 

The important collection of water-colour drawings of old 
buildings in London, by J. Wykeham Archer, has been re- 
classified, and a new index to it has been prepared. 

The contents of one of the albums of Hollar’s works have 
been re-arranged, recent additions being incorporated. 

The contents of severa] cases in the gallery of the students’ 
room, chiefly volumes of reproductions, have been classified 
and re-arranged in order to provide space for future 
additions. 

All books of prints and books of reference acquired during 
the year have been indexed and placed. 

The expanded index of artists of the French school has 
been printed and publisbed. Two copies of it have been cut 
up, mounted on sheets, and bound in two volumes, to form 
the working index of the Department. 

The preparation and transcription for press of a general 
catalogue of the collection of English portraits has been 
continued. 

The preparation of a descriptive catalogue of the collection 
of English Drawings has been commenced and carried down 
as far as the name Copley. 

The preparation of a catalogue of all the English mezzotints 
contained in the Department has been continued. 

Catalogues have been prepared of all the books in the 
Department containing woodcuts of the German school, and 
of the German woodcuts placed with portraits and historical 

rints. 
i All the prints described in Bartsch’s “ Peintre-Graveur”’ 
which are possessed by the Department have been marked off 
in an interleaved copy of that work. 

A new index to the works of Marcantonio Raimondi, 
Agostino Veneziano, and Marco da Ravenna has been pre- 
pared, with a key to the numbers in Bartsch. 

The preparation of slips for an index to the collection of 
foreign Portraits has been commenced. 

The catalogue of the collection of English mezzotints has 
been transcribed in slip form. . 

A list has been drawn up from the marked copy of Chaloner 
Smith’s “British Mezzotinto Portraits” of all the prints men- 
tioned therein, which are required to complete the Museum

The collection of Playing Cards bequeathed by Lady 
Charlotte Schreiber, briefly referred to in the last annual 
report, has now been sorted and registered. It consists of 158 
Italian, 394 German, 207 French, 172 English, 55 Spanish, 
59 Swiss, 18 Dutch, 14 Flemish, 4 Russian, 3 Swedish, 3 Por- 
tuguese, 8 American, and 41 Oriental packs, together with 
upwards of 200 uncut sheets, 28 original wood blocks, many 
prints cut from books, wrappers, advertisements, and prints 
relating to cards; in all 1,686 items.

> I.—Arrangement, Cataloguing, ete. 


Egyptian Antiquities :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Egyptian Collection has 
been continued,,.and a number of important objects acquired 
during the year have been incorporated and exhibited. 

Four hundred and twenty seven labels have been written 
and painted, and attached to objects in the exhibition cases; 
one thousand and four labels have been prepared for writing ; 
two large cases have been fitted with trays to hold tablets ; 
one hundred and forty ‘“ angle-blocks,” and one hundred and 
two pedestals, stele frames &e., have been made; one 
thousand four hundred scarabs, figures, and other objects, 
have been cleaned and mounted; fittings have been built 
into one table case, and the great exhibition case in the 
second Northern Gallery has been fitted with trays. 

One thousand four hundred and eight objects of the various 
collections have been registered ; seven hundred and nineteen 
scarabs have been catalogued ; two hundred and ninety-five 
Coptic and other ostraka have been copied and collated. 

~The section of the General Guide describing the antiquities 
in the Department has been revised and enlarged. The 
won of the papyri for publication has been continued. 


Assyrian Antiquities :—. 


~The general re-arrangement of the tablets. has been con- 
tinuetl The re- -arrangement; classification, revision, and 
labelling of the contents of the cases in the Nineveh Gallery 
have been completed, and large general labels have been 
affixed to the cases. The contents of the case containing the 
cones, mace-heads, figures, &c., of the earlier Babylonian 
Empire have been re-arranged, classified, and labelled. 

Three hundred and four “ case-tablets,’ and tablets have 
been repaired; four hundred tablets have been cleaned ; 
about one hundred and fifty “joins” have been made; one 
boundary stone has been repaired ; one hundred and thirty- 
four ‘“case-tablets” have been opened ; metal stands have 
been made for fifty-four stone tablets, and other Babylonian 
antiquities ; sixty-two figures, &e., have been mounted on 
stone plinths ; six pedestals have been made for the inscribed 
eylinders ; ventilation shafts have been cut in the Assyrian 
basement, behind the slabs, &c. 

_ .,'The-case list for the: Assyrian. room has been continued, 
and a list of the tablets exhibited in the Ninevah Gallery has 
been made. 

About four hundred and nine tablets of the various 
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Babylonian collections have been copied for purposes of 
publication. 

Thirteen hundred and eighty-six tablets of the various col- 
lections have been registered ; two thousand four hundred and 
thirty-two tablets of the Kouyunjik Collection have been 
verified with the registers, and found to be correct. 

The fourth volume of the “Catalogue of the Cuneiform 
Tablets in the Kouyunjik Collection,’ and the first two 
parts of a publication containing Cuneiform texts entitled, 
‘Cuneiform Texts from Babylonian Tablets, &e., in the British 
Museum,” have been issued. 

Twenty paper impressions of inscriptions have been made.

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DEPARTMENT OF GREEK AND ROMAN ANTIQUITIES. 


I.—Arrangement, Cataloguing, ete. 


The re-arrangement of the Ephesus Room has been nearly 
completed; an archaic Ionic capital from Ephesus has been 
restored and erected in the Archaic Room, and part of another 
placed under glass; 22 sculptures, two mosaics, and one 
inscription have been repaired and mounted. 


Moulds and casts have been made from four fragments of 
the Erechtheum, the figures of Cecrops and his daughter in 
the west pediment of the Parthenon, a stelé in the Phigaleian 
Room, the Ionic capital from the archaic temple at Ephesus, 
and four Aretine vases. 

The pedestals and plinths of the Ephesus, Nereid, Mauso- 
jeum and Archaic Rooms, as also the mosaics on the North- 
Western Staircase, have been cleaned; 74 vases, 21 terra-cotta 
reliefs, and the collection of objects in gold, porcelain, ivory, 
and fragments of pottery from Enkomi in Cyprus, have been 
¢leaned and repaired. 

The terra-cotta reliefs in the Etruscan Saloon have been 
re-arranged and re-mounted ; four cases have been prepared 
and fitted up with velvet for the gold ornaments from 
Cyprus ; 25 vases have been mounted on plinths, and a series 
of gems and rings on velvet-covered blocks; progress has 
been made in mounting on tablets the collection of surgical 
instruments and other small objects in bronze ; a plinth has 
been prepared for a glass shade in the Etruscan Saloon; 
60 wood and 7 ebonized labels have been prepared; wall- 
eases 19-25 of the Etruscan Saloon have been fitted with 
shelves and papered. 

The walls and ceilings of the Second, Third, and Fourth 
Vase Rooms have been painted and decorated ; the walls and 
ceilings of the North-West Staircase painted ; five drawings 
have been framed and placed in the Sculpture Galleries: the 
vases in the First Vase Room have been re-numbered; a series 
of duplicate antiquities from Curium in Cyprus has been 
presented to Eton College; 1,996 bronzes have been eata- 
Jogued and 128 fac-similes of bronze stamps made; 532 
objects have been registered ; 467 descriptive titles written 
and attached to objects. 

Volumes III. and IV. of the Vase Catalogue, and a 
publication entitled “White Athenian Vases,” have been 
issued ; the section of the General Guide describing the 
antiquities in the Department has been revised and. enlarged, 
and progress has been made with the Catalogues of Vases 
(Volume I.), Sculpture (Volume II.), and Bronzes.

{X. Excavations at Enkomi, near Salamis, in Cyprus, were 
carried on between March and September 1896 with the fund 
bequeathed by Miss E. T. Turner, supplemented by a contri- 
bution from the grant for purchases. The site was a cemetery 
of the Mycenzean period, and yielded a considerable collec- 
tion of Mycenzan and early Cypriote objects. The chief 
groups of objects found are :-— 

(1.) Gold ornaments, including stamped diadems and mouth- 
pieces, earrings, necklaces, finger-rings, and pins. 
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(2.) Ivory reliefs, with hunting-scenes, groups of animals, 
ete. 

(3.) Hematite and other cylinders; in two instances with 
cuneiform inscriptions. 

(4.) Porcelain objects, including vases, plates, and rhytons, 
in the form of human and animal heads. 

(5.) Fictile objects of the Mycenzan period, including 
vases with chariots, stags, bulls, and marine creatures, such 
as the cuttle-fish, together with numerous “false amphore ; ” 
and other characteristic forms. 


(6.) Vases of the early Cypriote wares. 


A special publication describing the excavations carried on 
under the Turner bequest at Amathus (1893-4), Curium 
(1895), and Enkomi (1896) is in preparation.

DEPARTMENT OF BRITISH AND MEDIZVAL ANTIQUITIES AND 
ETHNOGRAPHY. 


L—Arrangement. 


Medieval Room.—The re-furnishing of this room is in 
progress. The completion of the wall cases on the northern 
side in February of the past year, has already been recorded. 
The old cases on the southern side have now been taken 
down, and the erection of others of the new pattern is in 
progress. It was found necessary, in order to make the final 
arrangement of the objects easier, to make detailed notes of 
all measurements, and of the construction of the old fittings. 
The specimens removed have been in part stored in cupboards 
and drawers; but as many as possible have been kept on 
exhibition in the wall cases and central cases of the Asiatic 
Saloon. 


Anglo-Roman and Anglo-Saxon Rooms.—A considerable 
improvement has been made in these rooms, both as to ap- 
pearance and for the greater safety of the collections, by 
replacing the old covers of the table cases by others of the 
new pattern. 

The principal objects from the Gibbs Bequest have. been 
re-mounted on velvet covered tablets. 


Pre-historic Room.—A series of modern examples of stone 
implements in their handles, &c., has been arranged in a 
frame and exhibited in this room, with labels showing their 
relation to the similar implements of early times. 


Ethnographical Gallery.—The various sections of this 
gallery have been kept under careful observation, and many 
| of

of them have been cleaned, and in some instances re-arranged. 
The specimens not protected by glass have been twice cleaned. 
Explanatory labels have been prepared for native methods of 
manufacture, ¢.¢., bark-cloth ; of the methods of producing 
fire; the use and distribution of peculiar weapons, &ec. In 
addition to these general labels, a great number of card labels 
have been written for individual objects. 

The upper range of wall cases has been continued over the 
North Asiatic section, and two collections, from the Maldive 
Islands and from the Gilyaks of the River Amur, have been 
arranged in the new cases. 

A very large series of beads and minute ornaments from 
Kumassi have been arranged. 


American Room.—A number of the smaller objects in this 
room have been arranged afresh, mounted on boards and 
labelled. - 

The registration of current acquisitions has been continued 
and 956. objects have:been registered, and 532 ethnographical 
objects have been drawn and described forthe Slip Catalogue. 
One hundred and twelve old acquisitions have been catalogued 
on slips. One hundred and thirty-six mounting boards and 
tablets have been made, and 51 have been covered with paper. 
One hundred and four blocks and plinths have been made; 
10 stands for alabaster slabs, and 26 block labels have been 
made. 

One hundred and fifty ethnographical objects have been 
mounted, and 1,054 antiquities have been mounted on tablets 
for exhibition. 

One hundred and seven labels have been painted ; and 2,010 
labels and headings of catalogue slips have been printed with 
the hand press in the department. 

During the year, there have been 1,307 visitors to the 
studies of the department.

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DEPARTMENT OF COINS AND MEDALS. 
l.—Eahibitions. 


In preparation for the exhibition of a representative series 
of Anglo-Saxon and English, ete. Coins, 528 electrotype 
facsimiles have been arranged and mounted in chronological 
order (in the window-cases), extending from the beginning 
of the series down to the end of the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 


II.— Registration and Arrangement. 


1. Greek Series :-— 


493 coins have been registered, and 15 incorporated. 

The coins of ancient Cyprus, of Barata in Lycaonia, and of 
Hierocesarea in Lydia, have been rearranged, in accordance 
with the latest attributions; the coins of Chalcis sub Libano 
have been removed to Coele-Syria; four coins, hitherto classed 
as “uncertain of Peloponnesus,’ have been placed under 
Colophon ; a series of tetradrachms has been transferred 
from Antioch in Syria to the mints of Tyre, Sidon, etc.; a 
series of coins issued at Babylon by Alexander and his 
successors has been collected under that mint; and the 
Imperial coins formerly ascribed to Epiphanea in Syria have 
been removed to the Cilician town of the same name. 

The Greek coins in the Montagu Collection and in the two 
portions of the Bunbury Collection, as well as a series of 
Cypriote coins, have been examined, and selections made for 
the Museum. 

The series of Alexandria, of Perseus, King of Macedon, 
and of the Kings of Thrace have been examined in answer to 
the queries of various foreign scholars, and, where necessary, 
casts have been supplied. 

The collection of sulphur-casts of coins of Pheenicia, 
Alexandria, etc., illustrating the work of Mionnet, has been 
incorporated with the other casts, which are now arranged 
in 14 cabinets. 

The manuscript bibliography of Greek Numismatics has 
been brought up to date. 

In preparation for the Catalogue of the coins of Galatia, 
Cappadocia, Syria, ete., the following series have been 
arranged in chronological order, and the specimens in silver 
weighed :—Chalcis, Palmyra, Antioch ad Orontem, Apamea, 
Balanea, Emisa, Epiphanea, Larissa, Paltus, Rephanea, 
Rhosus, Nicopolis, Gabala, Seleacia Seleucidis, Laodicea ad 
Mare, Capitolias, Demetrias, and Heliopolis. 

Casts have been made for the illustration of the Catalogue 
of Lycia, etc., and arranged on forty-three plates. 


2. Roman Series :— 


38 coins and medals have been registered and incorporated. 
The series of silver coins from the beginning of the Empire 
ee 
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to A.D. 296, has been rearranged under Emperors, with a 
subordinate arrangement under mints; labels have been 
affixed to the trays and cabinets. 

The collection of gold coins in the Montagu Collection, and 
a collection of coins found in England, have been examined, 
and selections made for the Museum. 

A large collection of photographs of portraits on Roman 
Republican and Imperial coins has been arranged and 
mounted for use in the Department. 


3. English Series :— 

279 coins and medals have been registered, and 44 incor- 
porated. 

The work of writing tickets referring to the published 
volumes of the Catalogues has proceeded as follows :— 
Catalogue of English Coins, Vol. II., 4206 tickets (com- 
pleting the volume); Medallic Illustrations of British His- 
tory, 168 tickets. 

Thirty admission tickets of Vauxhall, etc., have been 
removed from the King’s Cabinet, and incorporated in the 
general collection. 

The following series of silver and billon coins, formerly 
exhibited, have been restored to their places, electrotypes 
having been made for exhibition:—Scottish coins from 
Charles I. to Anne, and Irish coins from Sihtrie III. to 
Edward IV. 

The following series have been examined, and selections made 
forthe Museum :—The second and third.portions of the Montagu 
Collection ; a hoard of gold coins from Bransdal, Yorks; and 
(in part) a hoard of silver from Crediton, Devon. 

528 descriptive labels have been written for the Exhibition 
of Electrotypes. 


4. Medieval and Modern Series :— 


8 coins and medals have’ been registered: and incor- 
porated. 

526 coins of Russia, from the Freudenthal Collection, have 
been incorporated in the general] series, the expansion of 
which has been begun. 

The rearrangement of the Dutch and Flemish Medals has 
been completed; and the Swedish Medals have been removed 
from the King’s Cabinet, and rearranged with fresh heading- 
cards and labels. ; 

A list, with drawings, of monograms and initial letters on 
Medizeval and Modern German coins has been made as a help 
to identification. 


5. Oriental Serves :— 
1,443 coins from the Cunningham Collection, and 136 from 
the Bhagvanlal Collection, have been registered and incor- 


porated. 
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483 tickets have been written, giving references to the 
Catalogue of Moghul Coins, and 300 to the Catalogue of 
Oriental Coins, Additions, Vol. I. 


The issues of the Local Indian Mints, the lead coins of the 
Andhras and Western Kshatrapas, from the Bhagvanlal 
Collection, and the coins of the Kshatrapas of Surastra and 
Malava have been rearranged. 


. 6—Re-arrangement. 


The remainder of the Greek Series, the whole of the 
English Colonial and the Oriental Series, and part of the 
Medieval Series, have been removed to new or repaired 
cabinets. 


113 cabinets have been polished and repaired. 


Brass label-frames have been affixed to the cabinets through- 
out, and the contents of 144 cabinets have been noted on 
labels.

IV.— Acquisitions. 

The total number of Coins and Medals added to the 
Department during the year 1896 is 1,492, of which 300 are 
of gold or electrum, 881 of silver, 300 of bronze, and 11 of 
other metals. 

Of these, 387 have been presented or bequeathed, viz.: 3 of 
gold, 106 of silver, 271 of bronze, and 7 of other metals. 7:

Owing to the dispersion, at several public auctions during 
the year, of two of the most extensive collections of rare 
Greek, Roman gold, and English coins, ever formed by private 
individuals, viz., the collections of the late Mr, Hyman 
Montagu, and of the late Sir Edward H. Bunbury, Bart., the 
most valuable additions of any one year of the present 
century have been made to the Department, although 
numerically they are not in excess of the average.

REMARKABLE COINS AND MEDALS. 
1. Greek Series :—- 


(a) Europe. 

Britain. — A gold stater of Eppillus, a British Chief, 
who ruled in Kent, son of Commius, and brother of Tin- 
commius and Verica. The only other specimen of this coin 
is in the collection of Sir John Evans. 


Britain.—A gold stater of Epaticcus, son of Tasciovanus 
and brother of Cunobelinus (Cymbeline), King of the Central 
Districts of Britain. 


Britain. — Various other rare coins of Tasciovanus, 
Cunobelinus, and of the Iceni. 


Central Italy.—An extremely rare Quincussis, B.c. 350-300, 
of oblong form and weighing 27,627 gers. (formerly in the 
Pembroke Collection). The type of this ponderous coin is a 
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Bull in high relief on both sides. Only two other specimens 
are known, one at Paris and one at Berlin, the latter recently 
found at Bruna, near Spoleto. Bequeathed by the late Sir 
Edward H. Bunbury, Bart. 


Rhegium.—A tetradrachm, B.c. 466-415, in beautiful con- 
dition, formerly in the Northwick Cabinet. Beneath the 
throne of the seated figure (Dionysos?) on the reverse is a 
rose-bud and an artist’s signature (K.E. retrograde), perhaps 
standing for K[parjoirmoc] 'E[wotea]. Kratesippos was an 
engraver whose name occurs at full length on a somewhat 
later coin of Rhegium. 


Terina.—A silver nummus of the period of early fine art, 
B.c. 440-400. On the reverse is an exquisite winged figure 
holding a wreath and a caduceus, and seated on an over- 
turned amphora. 


Agrigentum in Srceily.—Two very rare silver coins, B.C. 
472-415, bearing marks of value standing respectively for 
Pentalitron and Pentonkion. 


Eryx in Sicily.— A specimen of the excessively rare 
tetradrachm from the Duca Tagliaria Find. Obverse, hound 
in front of a stalk of corn with three ears, inscription, 
IPVKAZIIB (retrograde). Reverse, Aphrodite seated, holding 
dove ; before her is a youthful Eros with uplifted arms. The 
inscription has been recently interpreted Irukazije=’EpuxaZin 
or ’Epvukain, a feminine adjective formed from the name of the 
town. (Kinch, Die Sprache der Sicilischen Elymer. See 
_Lertschrift fur Numismatik. Band xvi., p. 187.) 


Messana in Sicily.—A didrachm of archaic style, a deno- 
mination new to the Museum and apparently unpublished. 


Nazxus in Sicily.—A drachm of early transitional style, 
B.c. 461-415, of great rarity and in fine condition. From the 
Northwick Cabinet. 


Syracuse in Sicily.—A variety, new to the Museum, of 
Kimon’s masterpiece, the tetradrachm, with the head of the 
nymph Arethusa facing, with dolphins swimming among the 
flowing locks of her hair. This coin was struck in B.c. 409 
(see Num. Chron. 1891, p. 274). The artist’s signature is 
partly legible on the exergual line beneath the chariot on the 
reverse. 


Syracuse rn Sicily.—A beautiful medallion (dekadrachm) 
by Euainetos, but unsigned, with mint-marks under chin 
and scallop behind head. 


Panticapweum inthe Tauric Chersonese.—A very large 
gold stater of the usual types. Obverse, head of a satyr. 
Reverse, lion-headed gryphon. The late style of this coin 

proves 
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proves that the old types remained unchanged at Pantica- 
pum for a considerable time. 


Byzantium in Thrace.—A splendid specimen of the very 
rare tetradrachm ; Obverse, Head of veiled Demeter; reverse, 
Poseidon seated. Magistrate’s name, ET! OAYMMPIOA- 
QPOY. As Olympiodorus was one of the “ Prostate” of 
Byzantium in B.c. 221 (Polyb. iv. 50) the date of the issue of 
this coin can be fixed to a year. From the Thomas and 
Northwick Cabinets. 


Odessus in Thrace.—An extremely interesting tetradrachm 
of the highest rarity, dating from about B.c. 200. Obverse, 
Bearded head with flowing locks of hair, bound with a taenia, 
round which a fillet is twisted ; reverse, Bearded figure draped 
holding phiale and cornucopie. Inscr. OEOY MEFAAOY 
OAH, and in the exergue a magistrate’s name, KYPZIA. 


Lysimachus.—Seven. varieties of the Lysimachian gold 
stater, struck at different mints. The first of these, from the 
Thomas Collection, is a specimen of rare beauty. Another, 
from the Northwick Cabinet, was struck at Ephesus between 
B.C. 295 and 281, while Lysimachus was master of that city. 


Amphipolis in Macedon.—A_ tetradrachm, circ. B.c. 400, 
having on the obverse a fine head of Apollo, three-quarter face 
towards right. From the Bowen Collection. 


Chalcidice in Macedon.—Federal Coinage, B.c. 392-879. 
A tetradrachm, with a head of Apollo of unusual beauty 
on the obverse, and with a Lyre on the reverse. 


Alexander the Great.—Ten new varieties of the gold 
stater and fifty of the tetradrachm, several of which are 
unique and many of great rarity. 


Demetrius Poliorcetes, B.c. 306-283.—A very rare gold 
stater of the Alexandrine type, with the monogram of his 
father Antigonus in the field. 


Phere wn Thessaly.—Alexander the Tyrant, B.c. 869-357 (?). 
A drachm. Obverse, Head of Hellas in myrtle wreath ; 
reverse, ANESANAPEIA [dpayun], Lion’s head. On the 
obverse is a magistrate’s name, ENNOIOS. From the 
Photiades Collection. 


Epirus.—A silver stater of Alexander, son of Neopto- 
lemus, B.C. 342-336, a coin of excessive rarity. 


Thyrrheium in Acarnania.—A silver stater of the Federal 
type, struck after B.c. 167, with the magistrate’s name, 
=ENOMENHE, probably an ancestor of the Xenomenes of 
Thyrrheium who entertained Cicero when he passed through 
the town, B.c. 51-50. 
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‘4 tolia..—A silver coin of the League, B.c. 279-168, in fine 
condition and very rare. Obverse, Head of Aitolos; reverse, 
AKtolos standing with foot on rock. 


Carystus in Hubea (?).—An archaic stater of Alginetic 
weight of the 8th(?) century B.c. Obverse, Cock; reverse, 
Incuse square divided into triangular compartments. This 
very rare, if not unique, coin is probably the specimen from 
the Santorin Find. (See Num. Chron., Ser. III., Vol.-IV., 
p: 276.) 

Athens.—Two very remarkable archaic tetradrachms from 
the Bunbury Collection. Presented by Hermann Weber, 
Esq., M.D. 


Athens.—Sixty-five tetradrachms of the later style. All 
new varieties. 


Athens.—A gold stater of extreme rarity, struck at Athens 
in B.C. 87-86 by Aristion, one of the’ partisans of Mithra- 
dates the Great, who, in addition to his own name, placed 
also upon the coin the complimentary inscription, BAZIAE 
MIOPAAATHE and the symbol or signet of the king, a sun 
between two crescents. 

This specimen came from the Photiades Collection, and only 
two others are known, one in the Paris (De Luynes) Collec- 
tion, and the other in the Royal Museum, Berlin. 


Lacedemon. Nabis, tyrant, B.c. 206-192.—A tetradrachm. 
Obverse, A life-like portrait of Nabis, laureate, to the right ; 
reverse, BAIAEOX (sic) NABIOZ. Herakles, naked, seated 
on rock covered with lion’s skin, his right hand resting on 
club. This remarkable coin is unique and of great historical 
interest; first, on account of the portrait, the only one 
extant, of the famous tyrant; and next, on account of the 
reverse inscription, from which we learn a fact mentioned by 
no historian, viz., that Nabis assumed the title of king. The 
form NABIO* is also new, as all the writers give the 
genitive as NaPidoc. This is not an engraver’s blunder (like 
BAIAEOS for BAZXIAEOS), for it occurs also on the 
only other known coin of Nabis, a specimen far less in- 
teresting than the present one, asit lacks the portrait and 
the title of “king.” (See Lambros’ Peloponnesus, p. 89.) 


Pheneus in Arcadia.— An extremely rare silver stater 
(cire. B.c. 362). The type of the reverse refers to the myth 
of the rescue of the infant Arkas by Hermes, who carried 
him to the nymph Maia on Mount Kyllene to be reared. 
(Apollod. ITI., 8, 2.) 


Crete.—Twenty-four rare staters and drachms of various 
cities in this island. 


Phestus in Crete.—s.c. 400-300. <A silver stater. Obverse, 
Herakles contending with Hydra, the group being repre- 
sented 
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ented as seen from the front, and not, as on other Museum 
specimens, from the back. 


(b.)- Asia. 


Bithynia.—Nicomedes II., B.c. 149-95. <A tetradrachm, in 
fine condition, dated A. S. FOP (= 173 = B.c. 140). Pre- 
sented by Sir Henry Bunbury, Bart. 


Parium in Mysia.—A tetradrachm cire. B.c. 150, of which 
only one other variety is known, now in the collection of Corpus 
Christi Coll., Cambridge. Obverse, Head of veiled Demeter ; 
reverse, Apollo ’Axraioc standing between flaming altar and 
omphalos. The magistrate’s name is ANAPONIK[OZ]. 


Ephesus in Ionia.—A gold stater, the second which the 
Museum has been able to acquire of the six which are known. 
These coins were struck during the revolt of Asia against 
Roman rule between B.C. 87 and 84. 


Miletus in Ionia.—A tetradrachm of Attic weight struck 
shortly after the liberation of many cities of Asia after the 
defeat of Antiochus in Bc. 190. Only one other specimen of 
this coinis known (Hist. Num., p. 505), and the two examples 
bear different signatures. 


Alabanda in Caria.—A very fine example of the silver 
coinage of Alabanda, struck before Antiochus had changed 
the name of Alabanda to Antiochia. 


Cnidus in Caria.—An excessively. rare tetradrachm of the 
end of the 4th century B.c, bearing a head of Aphrodite 
Kuploia on the obverse, accompanied by her symbol, the prow 
of a galley. Reverse, Forepart of Lion and magistrate’s name, 


KAAAI®PQN. 


Cnidus in Caria.— tetradrachm of the highest rarity 
struck after B.c. 300; obverse, a head of Aphrodite, differing 
in every detail from the preceding, and accompanied by a 
helmet as an adjunct symbol and signed, [OEJYMEAQN. 


Cos.—A remarkably fine specimen of the very scarce series 
of tetradrachms, of which only eight varieties are known, 
struck between B.c. 300 and 190; obverse, Head of youthful 
Herakles of fine style; reverse, Crab and magistrate’s names 
PFNOZIAIKOZ. 

Rhodes.—A gold stater of the Lysimachian regal type. 
Legend on reverse, AYZIMAXOY and Rhodian magistrate’s 
name, APIZTOBOYAOZ. Symbols, Rose of Rhodes and 
Trident of Byzantium. This highly interesting gold coin, of 
which only one other example has come to light (that in 
the De Luynes Collection at Paris), is copied from the gold 
staters of Byzantium of the 3rd century B.c., which are them- 
selves copies of the coins of King Lysimachus. The Rhodian 
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stater was probably struck between B.c. 190 and 166, and it 
serves to show how active was the commercial intercourse 
between Rhodes and Byzantium. It is recorded that Rhodes 
always made a point of asserting the right of free access for 
her trading vessels to the ports of the Euxine Sea without 
payment of dues to the city of Byzantium on passing through 
the Bosphorus. 


Rhodes.—A half-stater in gold, B.c. 189-166. Obverse, Head 
of Helios facing; reverse, P—O Rose in incuse square, signed 
ANTAIOZ. No other specimen of this denomination has 
been published. 


Phaselis vn Lycta.--An archaic silver stater struck in the 
6th century B.c. Obverse, Prow of galley fashioned like the 
forepart of a boar. Presented by Sir Henry Bunbury, Bart. 


Side in Pamphylia.—A silver stater of the 4th century B.c. 
Obverse, Athena standing; reverse, Nude figure sacrificing. 
Legends in characters resembling the Aramaic. Side was 
originally a Greek city, but the native element in the pupu- 
lation little by little overwhelmed the Hellenic, and the 
Pamphylian language and alphabet had supplanted the 
Greek before the time of Alexander the Great. 


Syria.—Antiochus III., the Great, B.c. 222-187. An 
interesting tetradrachm figured in Num. Chron. 1883, Pl. 
v. 8. Presented by Sir Henry Bunbury, Bart. 


Syria.—Alexander II., Zebina, B.c. 128-123. A unique 
gold stater of very fine work. Obverse, Portrait of the king; 
reverse, BAZIAEQZ AAEZEANAPOY OEOY ENIGANOY= 
NIKH®OPOY, Zeus enthroned to left, holding Nike and 
resting on lotus-headed sceptre. This splendid gold piece 
is of great value, both historical and numismatic, for it 
represents the statue of Zeus in the temple of Antioch, 
holding the golden Victory which Alexander Zebina, when 
hard pressed for funds, melted down to coin into money for 
the payment of his army, “Jovis solidum ex auro signum 
Victoriae tolli jubet ” (Justin, xxxix. 2, 2). 


Syria.—Seleucus II., Kallinikos, B.c. 246-226. <A gold 
stater of very great rarity with a portrait of the king on the 
obverse. 


Egypt.—Ptolemy I., Soter, B.c. 323-284. <A very beautiful 
gold pentadrachm, weighing 275 grains, with a fine portrait 
of the king. Presented by Sir Henry Bunbury, Bart. 


Cyrene.—A very fine gold stater struck between B.c. 431 
and 321, with a representation of a quadriga driven by Nike 
and seen from the front, an extremely rare type. On the 
reverse is Zeus Ammon enthroned, and a magistrate’s name in 


the genitive case, [AZTONOZ. 
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2. Roman Series: 


At the sale of the Montagu Collection of Roman gold coins, 
held in Paris in April, the British Museum acquired 133 speci- 
mens. Some of these are unique, and nearly all of them are 
of types not previously represented in the Museum. The 
following deserve special mention :— 


Cornelia gens.—Aureus. Obverse, Head of Jupiter ; reverse, 
CN. LENTVL. Eagle. A unique coin, formerly in the 
Borghesi Cabinet. 


M. Antony.—Aureus of the Sixth Legion struck during 
Antony’s residence at Alexandria. A very rare coin from the 
collection of Prince Hercolanv. 


M. Antony and his son M. Antony, junior.—An aureus of 
the highest rarity. 


Octavius Cesar III. VIR.; B.c. 44-29.—Aureus. Obverse, 
Head of Octavius; reverse, Two hands joined, and Moneyer’s 
name, C. VEIBIVS VAARVS. 


Interregnum, A.D. 68.—Aureus struck in Spain. Obverse, 
MARS VLTOR, Head of Mars; reverse, SIGNA P. R., Roman 
Eagle between two Military Standards, and an Altar. From 
the d Amécourt Cabinet. 


Titus Cesar.—a.D. 71-79. Aureus with reverse type, Con- 
cordia seated. Extremely rare and interesting numismatically 
as having been struck at Ephesus. From the d’Amécourt 
Cabinet. 


Sept. Severus and Caracalla.—Aureus with heads of the 
Emperor and his son on the obverse, and on the reverse a 
Victory; commemorating the Parthian Campaign. 


Geta, Cesar.—Aureus, A.D. 205-208, with reverse type, 
Sept. Severus and his two sons, Caracalla and Geta, on horse- 
back. 


Uranius Antoninus, A.D. 222 ?—An aureus with the re- 
verse type SAECVLARES AVGG, andacippusinscribed COS I. 
A unique and unpublished coin of an Emperor not mentioned 
under this name by any historian. 


Uranius Antoninus.—Another aureus, also unpublished. 
Reverse, VICTORIA AVG. The acquisition of these two speci- 
mens completes the series of the known coins of this Emperor. 
No other Museum possesses them all. 


Diocletian and Maximian I.—Aureus with portraits of the 
two Emperors. 


Constantine the Great.—A gold medallion struck at Ostia 
with the Emperor as ‘ Princeps Juventutis’ on the reverse. 
From the @ Amécourt Cabinet. 
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Constantine the Great.—A gold medallion. Reverse. Two 
Victories supporting a shield inscribed VOT X, above which 
is a cippus numbered MVL XX. 


Fausta, Wife of Constantine the Great.—A gold medallion 
with the portrait of the Empress on the obv., and, on the rev. 
the Empress seated nursing the infant Constantine I]. A 
nimbus which encircles her head is supported by two female 
figures, while below are two genii, each holding a wreath. 
Inser. PIETAS AVGVSTAE. A medallion of the highest 
interest, and in beautiful condition. From the d’Amécourt 
Cabinet. 

Crispus Cesar, A.D. 317-326. A gold medallion. Obverse. 
Portrait of Crispus. Reverse. FELIX PROGENIES CON- 
STANTINI AVG. The Empress Fausta standing facing be- 
tween Crispus, her stepson, and her own son, Constantine, 
junior, who join hands while she places one of her hands on 
the shoulder of each of them. 


Constantine II., Cesar, a.D. 317-337.—A gold medallion 
commemorating his victories in Sarmatia. Type, Constantine 
II., with globe and sceptre, placing his foot upon subject 
and suppliant Sarmatia. 


Constans, Augustus, A.D. 337-350. — A gold medallion, 
struck to commemorate his victories in Gaul and Britain. 

On the reverse is the Emperor, holding a trophy and a 
shield, standing between Gallia and Britannia, represented 
as two prostrate captives. 


3. English Serves :— 

At the three sales of the Montagu collection of English 
coins, the Museum acquired 104 specimens in gold, and 356 in 
silver, many being great rarities. The following may be 
specially mentioned :— 

Four Gold Sceats, the earliest coins of the Anglo-Saxons, 
corresponding in type and fabric with the Merovingian 
“«trientes.” 


Peada, King of Mercia, a.p., 655-657.—A pale gold sceat 
with the King’s name in Anglo-Saxon Runic characters. 


Offa, King of Mercia, A.D. 757-796. — Eighteen silver 
pennies, four of which bear the head of the King. 


Cynethryth, Widow of Offa, a.D. 796.—A silver penny. 


Baldred, King of Kent, a.D., 807-825.— A penny of a very 
rare type, found in Ireland. 


Jaenberht, Archbishop of Canterbury, A.D., 766-790.—A 
penny with his name on the obverse, and that of Offa on the 
reverse. It was during Jaenberht’s episcopate that Kent 

was 
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was conquered by Offa, and it was by his authority that this 
archbishop was allowed to issue coins. 


Aethilheard, Wulfred, and Plegmund, Archbishops of 
Canterbury, A.D. 793-914.—Nine pennies. 


Beonna, king of Hast Anglia, Cire. A.D. 760.—A silver 
Sceat with inscr. partly in Runic characters. 


Halfdan, King of Northumbria, a.p. 875-877.—A unique 
coin of the highest historical importance as it was struck in 
London in A.D. 872, when Halfdan held the city for a short 
time before his assumption of regal power in Northumbria. 
The monogram of the name of London on the reverse was 
afterwards copied on the coins of Alfred the Great. 


Ecgbeorht, king of Wessex, A.D. 802-—839.—A unique penny 
figured in B. M. Cat. Vol. II., p. 4. 


Alfred the Great, King of Wessex, A.D. 871-901.—A unique 
penny struck at London (B. M. Cat. IJ., p. 35) and another, 
also unique (abid. p. 34), of the same type as the coin of 
Halfdan above described. 


Aethelstan, King of Wessex, A.D. 925-940.—A unique 
penny struck at Darenth in Kent, and another struck at York 
with a view of the tower of the Minster. 


Eadmund, King of Wessex, a.D. 940-946.— A unique penny 
of the Exeter Mint. 


Eadwig, King of Wessex, A.D. 955-959.—Two unique 
pennies, struck at Exeter and Hereford. 


Eadgar, King of England, A.D. 959-975.—Three unique 
pennies of the Dover, Newport (Shropshire?) and York 
Mints. 

Eadweard II, (the Martyr), a.p. 975-979.—A unique penny 
of the Canterbury Mint (B.M. Cat. IL., p. 192). 


Aethelraed ITI., A.D. 979-1016.—Twenty-eight pennies of 
new types and various mints. 


Onut, A.D. 1016-1035 ; Harold J., A.D. 1035-1040; Hartha- 
enut, A.D. 1040-1042; and Hadweard the Confessor, A.D. 
1042-1066, and Harold JJ., 1066.—A large series of coins 
bearing names of Mints and Types new to the Museum. 


Harold II., A.D.’ 1066.—A penny struck at Chelsea, the 
only coin known of this mint. 


William the Conqueror and William Rufus.—Many new 
varieties of silver pennies. 


Henry IJ.—A unique penny of Chichester. 
0.125, Stephen. 
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Stephen.—-One of the two known pennies of the mint of 
Castle Rising. 


Matilda, daughter of Henry I., wife of the Emperor 
Henry V., and mother of Henry II. A penny struck at 
Oxford, during the Civil War, on which Matilda is styled 


“ Imperatrix.” 


Edward III.—Six rare varieties of the Noble, including 
one struck at Calais, and a unique Half Noble of the 3rd 
coinage. . 


Henry IV.—An extremely rare Noble of the heavy coin- 
age, with a flag at the stern of the ship on the reverse. Also 
a Noble of the light coinage struck after the 13th year of 
his reign. 


Henry V.—A unique Noble of the first issue. 


Henry VI.—Two rare Nobles of the “ Pine-cone—Rosette ”’ 
and “ Pine-cone—Mascle” issues. Also a very rare Groat of 
the light coinage, struck at York. 


Edward IV.—Rose Nobles of Coventry and York, and a 
Half-Rose Noble of the latter mint. 


Richard III.—A unique Angel struck by Richard III, 
but bearing the name of his nephew, Edward V. A full 
description of this remarkable coin is published in the 
Numismatic Chronicle, Ser. IIIL., vol. xv. p. 117. 


Henry VII.—A groat of the London mint with mint-mark, 
Rose and Sun, the badge of Edward V. and Richard III. 
Also a London Half-groat of the 3rd coinage with m. m. 
Lis. 


Edward VI.—A groat of his Ist coinage with m. m. 
Arrow on both sides. 


‘: Hlizabeth.—A ‘“ Fine” Sovereign of the 2nd issue, A.D. 
15841601, the obverse side of which is from a die belonging 
to the Ist issue. 

From the Henderson collection. 


Elizabeth. — A gold Ryal with mint-marks, Trefoil and 
Crescent. Extremely fine and of great rarity. Also two 
patterns, believed to be unique, for a milled Half-Crown and 
a milled Shilling respectively, together with many other rare 
coins of the same reign. 


James I.—A very rare variety of the Angel. 


Charles J.—A unique pattern gold Five-Broad (7.e. 5 Unite) 
Piece, generally known as the “Juxon Medal.” It has on the 
obverse 
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obverse a bust of King Charles in armour wearing a falling 
lace collar and searf across the chest, and on the reverse 
the royal arms with the legend FLORENI CONCORDIA 
REGNA. The dies were sunk by Thomas Rawlins, chief 
engraver to the royal mint during the latter part of Charles’s 
reign, and it is the largest of a set of patterns in gold and 
silver struck shortly before the outbreak of the Civil War. 
In addition to the great value of this piece as a unique gold 
pattern it has always been prized by collectors as especially 
interesting on account of a more or less credible tradition, 
handed down through many generations, that it was given to 
Juxon, Bishop of London and Lord High Treasurer (and later 
Archbishop of Canterbury) by King Charles himself on the 
scaffold. In the middle of the last century this medal was 
in the possession of a Miss Henrietta Gythens of Gloucester, 
a descendant of Thos. Juxon, an elder brother of the Bishop. 
This lady bequeathed the medal by Will to the Rev. James 
Commeline, Vicar of Haresfield, in the following terms :—“and 
whereas I am also possessed of a gold medal of King Charles 
the First, which was given by his said Majesty King Charles 
the First upon the scaffold to my great great Uncle, Arch- 
bishop Juxon, now I hereby give and bequeath the said medal 
to Mr. James Commeline.” From Mr. Commeline it passed 
to his son of the same name, Rector of Red Marley, who died 
in 1834. In the following year it was sold by the son of the 
preceding to Lieut.-Col. John Drummond, and from him it 
passed successively through the cabinets of Mr. Cuff, Mr. 
Thos. Brown, Mr. Edw. Wigan, Mr. 8. Addington, into that 
of the late Mr. H. Montagu. Owing to the lberality of a 
private individual this unique pattern has been acquired for 
a sum considerably less than that for which it was sold by: 
auction in November 1896, and it is now exhibited in the 
Gold Ornament Room. 


Charles I.—A unique pattern for a gold Broad piece, by 
the engraver Rawlins ; a proof gold Unite, m.m. Harp, from 
the Brice collection; a pattern Broad piece by Briot, date 
1630; also a pattern Shilling by the same engraver with a. 
bust of the King in armour and bare-headed. _ 


Charles I.—A gold Unite (1645) of the Bristol mint. 
From the Edmonds, Shepherd and Brice collections. 


Charles Tech unique gold Half Unite (1644), struck at 
Oxford with the “ Declaration.” 


Charles I.—Two silver pound pieces of 1648, struck at 
Oxford and Shrewsbury, and two Half-pound picces of 1642, 
also from the Shrewsbury Mint. 


Charles IJ.—An unpublished variety of the Five-Guinea 
piece of 1669. 
0.125. F Charles 
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Charles I1.—The “ Reddite” Crown in pewter by Thomas 
Simon. 


William and Mary.—A unique Five-Guinea piece of 1694.

STATEMENT of ProGress made in the ARRANGEMENT and 
DESCRIPTION of the COLLECTIONS, and Account of 
OBJECTS added to them, in the Year 1896. 


GENERAL. 
Visitors. 


The number of visitors to the Natural History Museum 
during 1896 was 417,033 on week-days and 36,923 on Sundays, 
making a total of 453,956, as compared with 446,737 (on 
week-days only) in the year 1895. The average attendance 
for all open days, including Sundays, during the year was 
1,316; that for week-days only, 1,336, as compared with 
1,436 in 1895. 

The Trustees were glad to meet the wishes of Parliament 
as to opening the Museum on Sunday afternoons, in 
accordance with the resolution agreed to in the House of 
Commons on March 10th, and arrangements were made to 
this effect for the first time on Sunday, May 17th, when 
2,398 visitors attended. Since this date the Museum has 
been open regularly on Sundays from 2 or 2.30 to 4, 5, 6, 
or 7 p.m., according to the season of the year, and the 
average attendance up to the end of the past year was 
1,119. In order to relieve the Commissionaires, the Trustees 
decided to make use of the services of Police Constables for 
warding the galleries on Sundays; and it should be noted 
that the attendance of all persons employed in the Museum 
on Sunday afternoons is entirely voluntary, and quite distinct 
from the duties of the staff employed on week-days. 


Swiney Lectures. 


As in the preceding three years, the annual’ Lectures on 
Geology on the Swiney Foundation have been delivered, by 
consent of the Lords of the Committee of Council on Educa- 
tion, in the Lecture Theatre at the South Kensington Museum. 
The lecturer, Dr. R. H. Traquair, chose as the subject of this, 
the first, of the three courses to be delivered by him, “The 
Geological History of Vertebrate Animals.” The lectures, 
12 in number, were delivered during the month of October, 
and were attended by 1,952 persons, or an average of 163 
persons per lecture. 
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Amazon EHxupedition. 


The collections brought home from Brazil by Mr. E. E. 
Austen and Mr. F. O. Pickard Cambridge (to whom Messrs. 
Siemens, Bros., & Co. gave an invitation to join their 
cable-laying expedition up the River Amazon, on the under- 
standing that all specimens collected by them should become 
the property of the Trustees) proved to be of considerable 
scientific interest and were valuable additions to the Museum 
collections. 

The Trustees have returned their special thanks to Messrs. 
Siemens for the friendly interest they have shown in the 
Museum. 


Conway Spitzbergen Expedition. 


Special leave of absence was granted to Dr. J. W. Gregory, 
an Assistant in the Geological Department, to enable him to 
accompany Sir W. M. Conway on an exploring expedition to 
the interior of Spitzbergen, on the understanding that all 
the specimens obtained by Dr. Gregory should become the 
property of the Trustees. 

Dr. Gregory, who was away for four months, made good 
use of the opportunity afforded him, and brought home 
important Zoological and Geological collections. 


Hualey Memorial. 


A proposal by the Committee of the Huxley Memorial 
Fund to place a statue of the late Professor Huxley in 
the Museum has been agreed to, subject to the Trustees’ 
approval of the statue. The full-sized model for the statue, 
which is being executed by Mr. Onslow Ford, R.a.,will shortly 
be completed. 


Purchases. 


Important collections have been acquired by purchase, 
among which special mention may be made of the collection 
of Fossil Plants of the Coal Measures formed by the late 
Professor W. Crawford Williamson; the fine series of Birds, 
chiefly Woodpeckers, brought together by the late Mr. Edward 
Hargitt ; the Steere collection of Birds from the Philippine 
Islands; a fine collection of Fossil Bird-remains from 
Patagonia, collected by Senor Ameghino ; the Power collection 
of British Coleoptera and Hemiptera; and the collection of 
Oriental Hymenoptera formed by Colonel C. T. Bingham. 
The details of these and of numerous otherimportant purchases 
made during the year will be found in the reports of the 
Keepers of the several Departments. | 
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Bequests. 


Under the will of the late Mr. Henry Seebohm, the 
zoological department has been enriched by that well-known 
Ornithologist’s magnificent collection of Birds’ skins, com- 
prising some 16,950 specimens, and including 235 skeletons. 

By the bequest of the late Mr. F. C. 8S. Roper, the Trustees 
have become the owners of a valuable cabinet of slides of 
Diatomacee, with the two quarto Catalogues belonging 
thereto. 


Presents. 


The total number of separate presents received in the 
Museum during the year amounted to 1,518, many of them 
comprising a large number of specimens. The details of all 
the more important of these will he found in the Reports of 
the Keepers of the several Departments, but the following 
are mentioned here also as being of special interest :— 


From His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales.—An Indian 
Elephant, being one of the four brought home by His Royal 
Highness in 1876. The animal was caught in the Nepal Terai 
and presented by Sir Jung Bahadoor to the Prince during his 
visit to India. It was selected as a remarkably handsome 
animal, and was supposed at that time to be about six years 
old. On the Prince’s return to England it was deposited in 
the Gardens of the Zoological Society of London (May 17, 
1876), where it remained until its death (March 8, 1896), 
at which time it was full grown. Its height was 9 feet

From Sir Douglas Brooke, Bart.—A valuable series of Deer 
and Antelopes from the collection of the late Sir Victor 
Brooke. 


From Lady Prestwich.—The entire collection of Fossils 
brought together by her husband, the late Sir Joseph 
Prestwich. Many of these are of historic interest, as being 
the material on which he based his numerous memoirs. :

Observatory at Madrid.—One of two small meteoric stones 
found at Madrid after the explosion of.a meteor over that 
city on the 10th February last year. The stone was much 
coveted for the Continental Museums, but Dr. Merino was 
prevailed upon to present it to London on condition that it be 
not broken up for distribution, and that some meteorite frag- 
ments be presented to him, in return, for the Madrid Museum, 
where the other stone is preserved.

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CENTRAL HALL. 


The progress of the educational cases in the bays of the hall 
has been steadily continued during the year. One side of the 
table-case in Bay VII. (east side), which was not previously 
occupied, has been devoted to an exposition of the characters, 
structure and classification of the Porifera or Sponges, 
copiously labelled and illustrated by specimens and diagrams. 
The series of Vevetable Morphology in Bays IX. and X. (east 
side) has received numerous additional specimens and explana- 
tory labels, as mentioned in the report of the keeper of 
Botany. To the illustrations of the Anatomy of Fishes in 
Bay V. (west side) have been added many beautiful specimens, 
which having been incorporated with the older ones has 
necessitated a complete re-arrangement of all the contents of 
the case. The series illustrating the dentition of mammals in 
Bay I. (west side), one greatly appreciated by students, and 
which was the first portion of this division of the Museum to be 
arranged (about ten years ago) has been thoroughly remodelled; 
additional specimens have been inserted where required, and 
all the old ones have been cleaned, their tablets re-papered, 
and the labels revised and re-printed. A portion of the series 
devoted to Bird anatomy (in Bay III.) has undergone a 
similar process. 


A case has been added to the series of illustrations of 
general Natural History in the middle of the Hall. Like 
that of the Ruffs, near which it is placed, it shows the life- 
history, as regards the seasonal changes of plumage in both 
sexes, of one species of bird, the common Wild Duck. There 
are twenty five individual specimens in the case, all mounted 
with the highest artistic skill, but no less than this number 
is required to show the remarkable modifications of plumage, 
often described in ornithological books, but difficult to realise 
without the assistance of the vivid ocular demonstration 
afforded by this series accompanied by the explanatory labels. 
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GENERAL LIBRARY. 


The additions to the General Library during the past year 
have been :— 


By purchase” - - - 362 volumes and 3 maps. 
By donation - - - 507 volumes and 16 maps. 
By transfer from other 
Departments - - 25 volumes. 
ToTaL - - 894 volumes and 19 maps. 


All these works have been catalogued, press-marked, 
and placed on the shelves. 


The extent of this collection on the 3lst of December was 
25,339 volumes and 3,797 maps. 


The accessions to the General and Departmental Libraries 
have also been catalogued as they came in. Altogether 3,033 
title slips have been written, 4,788 revised, and 146 re- 
written. 


The revision of the headings and cross-references on the 
title-slips, to bring them into uniformity, was completed 
early in March, and 644 slips were dealt with, making 
a total, with previous years, of 58,579. Subsequent revisions 
have been reckoned in the current work. 


The number of students and visitors, irrespective of the 
staff, making use of the Library during the year was 789.

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‘DEPARTMENT OF ZOOLOGY. 


I.—Arrangement and Conservation. 


A very extensive change is now being carried out through- 
out the exhibited collection of mammals and birds, which 
involves considerable labour on the part of the Museum 
staff of carpenters and attendants. The polished sycamore 
stands, which have been for very many years universally 
adopted throughout the Zoological Department of the 
Museum, have not been considered satisfactory. Their light 
colour and reflecting surfaces obtrude themselves upon the 
attention of the visitors, and do not harmonise with the 
general tone of the specimens. After many experiments o 
different colours and kinds of surface it was finally resolved, 
upon the recommendation of the late Lord Leighton, P.R.A., to 
adopt for the majority of the stands (though varied in 
individual cases) a dull surface of a dark brown, produced 
by staining the wood. The formal turned perches on 
which the birds and arboreal mammals were mounted, and 
which necessitated a perfect uniformity of position, are being 
replaced by pieces of natural branches, allowing the taxi- 
dermist far greater freedom and variety in mounting the 
specimens. 


The usual precautions have been taken for the preservation 
of the collections. All acquisitions have been registered and 
entered in the Catalogues and manuscript lists, and finally 
incorporated with the collection. 


Manmalia.—The exhibited part of the collection of 
Mammalia is now being entirely re-arranged, with the assist- 
ance of Mr. R. Lydekker and consequently very considerable 
changes have been made in the positions of the specimens, the 
numbers exhibited, and in the methods of mounting and 
labelling. Large numbers of specimens have been withdrawn 
as unsuitable for exhibition, and, so far as possible, fresh and 
better stuffed examples have been obtained to fill up all 
important gaps in the series. 


As by the new method of exhibition in each Order of 
Mammals, skeletons are shown side by side with the 
mounted animals, as well as illustrative extinct species, it 
has been thought better to bring together in one the two 
series of skeletons and stuffed specimens hitherto separa- 
tely exhibited in the Osteological and Mammal Galleries 
respectively. This combined exhibition will occupy the whole 
of the present Mammal Gallery and about half of the Osteo- 
logical Gallery, and it is proposed to utilise the further half 
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of the latter gallery for storage purposes and as a place for the 
examination of specimens and the accommodation of students, 
the present arrangements being very inconvenient in these 
respects. The re-arrangement of the Mammal Gallery is nearly 
completed, and that of the upper (the old Osteological) Gallery 
has been commenced. The former contains the specimens 
of Marsupialia, Edentata, Sirenia, Ungulata, Rodentia and 
Carnivora ; while the Insectivora, Chiroptera and Primates 
will be placed in the latter. 


For the new exhibition more than fifty Mammals have 
been mounted, of which the most prominent are: A Thylacine 
(Thylacinus cynocephalus), Koala (Phascolarctus cinereus), 
three-striped Phalanger (Dactylopsila tiivirgata), Babirusa 
(Babirusa alfurus), Musk Deer (Moschus moschiferus), 
Southern Giraffe (Giraffa capensis) head, Black Buck 
(Antilope cervicapra), Reed Buck (Cervicapra arun- 
dinum), Anoa (Bos depressicornis), Gayal (Bos frontalis), 
Indian Elephant (Hlephas indicus), Parti-coloured Bear 
(Aluropus melanoleucus), Leopard (Felis pardus), and Puma 
(Felis concolor). 


In the study series the method of keeping small skulls has 
been entirely changed, and the plan adopted of putting each 
skull in a glass tube by itself, instead of with others in a box. 
Such skulls now come in much larger proportionate 
numbers than used to be the case, and many hundreds have 
been cleaned, numbered, labelled, and put away in the col- 
lection. 


Aves.—Considerable progress has been made during the year 
with the registration and incorporation of recent accessions. 
The whole of the Steere collection of Philippine Birds has 
been incorporated, and much of the Seebohm collection has 
been registered. 


The Seelhohm Bequest consists mainly of Palearctic birds, 
including as it does the results of the many travels of its late 
owner in Siberia and various parts of Europe. This addi- 
tional material has supplied a great want in the Museum 
series, which was previously very deficient in specimens from 
the Palearctic Region. In addition to these much desired 
supplementa to the collection of Birds, the Seebohm Bequest 
contains a fine series of Japanese and Chinese species, the 
latter embracing all the Passerine Birds of the Swinhoe Collec- 
tion. The larger specimens from the latter, such as Birds of 
Prey, Cormorants, Herons, Wading Birds, &c., had been given 
by Mr. Seebohm to the Museum during his lifetime. The 
series of Pheasants and Thrushes, of which Mr. Seebohm had 
made a special study, are amongst the finest in the world. 

The 
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The re-organisation and classification of the Exhibition 
Series of the Class Aves has also been commenced, and con- 
siderable progress has been made with this work. Com- 
mencing on the north side of the Bird Gallery with the 
Ratite or Struthious Birds, the arrangement will proceed 
through the Tinamous, Game Birds, Pigeons, Rails, Plovers, 
Gulls, Petrels, and Ducks to the large saloon at the western 
end of the Gallery, where the Pelicans and Cormorants, and 
some of the Birds of Prey will be exhibited. On the south 
side of the Gallery will be arranged the remainder of the 
Birds of Prey, the Owls, Parrots and other Picarian Birds, 
as well as the Passeriformes or Perching «Birds, with 
which the arrangement will conclude on the left of the 
main entrance to the Gallery. A student, therefore, 
wishing to examine the higher forms of Bird-life, can com- 
mence on the left or south side of the Gallery and pursue his 
studies in regular sequence until he arrives at the Flightless 
Birds, or he may commence with the latter on entering the 
Gallery, and end with the highest forms of Passeriformes. 


Reptilia, Batrachia and Pisces._-All accessions have been 
registered, named and incorporated in the collection. The 
spirit has been renewed, or the bottles replenished when 
necessary, and the series of prepared skeletons of Reptiles 
and Fishes has been notably increased. A Schlegel’s Gavial 
(Tomistoma schlegelii), a large Sun-fish (Orthagoriscus mola), 
and a fine specimen of the Maigre (Sci@na aquilu) have 
been stuffed for exhibition in the British Gallery. 


The revision of the whole Reptile collection has been 
brought to a ciose, and the concluding volume of the Cata- 
logue of Snakes was published early in the year. 


Mollusea.—In “order to obtain sufficient space for wall- 
cases, and in view of a re-arrangement of the collection, an 
entirely different disposition of the table-cases in the Shell 
Gallery has been effected, and the whole of the exhibited 
collection has been primarily re-arranged in accordance with 
more modern views of classification. 


A commencement has been made of placing in glass-topped 
boxes all the fragile shells in the study collection, and most 
of the species of Limnea and Physa have been re-mounted. 
Nearly all the acquisitions of Mollusca have been placed in 
glass-topped boxes or mounted upon tablets, and a selection 
of the more important specimens has been put on exhibition 
in the table-cases. 


Several interesting collections of land and freshwater shells 
from the islands of Celebes, Selayar, Jampea, Kalao, New 
Guinea and Kolguev have been worked out and reported 
on. 

0.125. Arachnida 
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Arachnida and Myriopoda.—The South African Scorpions 
of the genus Opisthophthalmus have been identified and 
catalogued, and the species of Jschnurine and of the genera 
Uroplectea, Babycurus and their allies have been re-examined 
in the light of recent accessions. The spiders of the genera 
Lycosa and Nephila have been sorted, examined, and deter- 
mined, and considerable progress has been made with the pre- 
paration of a manuscript catalogue of the Heteropodide. The 
spiders of the family Ctenide@ belonging to the Museum collec- 
tion have been determined by Mr. F. O. P. Cambridge, who 
has also written a report upon the Amazonian Theraphoside. 


During the last three months of the year Mr. Cambridge 
has been employed in re-bottling and re-labelling the Key- 
serling collection of spiders, and has made considerable pro- 
gress with the work. : 


The Arachnida and Myriopoda obtained in Somaliland by 
Dr. J. W. Gregory, Mr. E. Lort Phillips and Dr. Donaldson 
Smith have been determined and reported upon. 


The species of Centipedes of the genus Alipes have been 
determined and catalogued. 


Insecta.—The large room in the Western Corridor in the 
basement, which was formerly occupied by duplicate Mam- 
malia, has been cleared out, cleansed, painted, whitewashed, and 
fitted up for the extension of the study collection of Insects. 
To this room the collections of Orthoptera, Newroptera, 
Hymenoptera, Diptera, and Rhynchota have been removed, 
the old Insect Room being now restricted to the large Orders 
Coleoptera and Lepidoptera, which previously had greatly 
needed extension. The assistants in charge of the Orders 
which have been transferred have neces®rily accompanied 
them to the new room, and thus space which has hitherto 
been greatly needed for the accommodation of visitors to the 
Insect collection has been gained. 


The cabinets remaining in the large Insect Room have been 
re-arranged in proper sequence. 


In the Insect Gallery an alteration in the position of the 
table cases has been made, which will facilitate the arrange- 
ment of their contents in a better order. This change has 
at the same time made the Gallery more convenient for visitors 
moving about, and will enable some wall-space hitherto 
unavailable to be utilised. Four new wall-cases have been 
fitted up. To one of these the nests and other specimens 
illustrating the habits of white ants have been transferred. 
The others are in course of arrangement. 


The series of Economic groups, which has proved very 
attractive, has been increased by the addition of the follow- 
ing 
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ing :—Oak with leaves rolled by a weevil, Attelabus curculio- 
noides ; Beech with hairy galls formed by a fly, Hormomyia 
piligera ; Currant and Gooseberry showing habits of Harle- 
quin Moth, Abraxas grossulariata; Oak with cherry-like 
galls of Dryophanta folic; Oak with club-galls of Andricus 
anflator; Oak with artichoke galls of Aphilothria gemme ; 
Oak with galls of Trigonaspis megaptera; Wild-rose with 
Bedeguar galls of Rhodites rose; Wild-rose with galls of 
Rhodites nervosus; Maple with galls of a mite, Phytoptus 
macrorhynchus; Elm with galls of a mite, Phytoptus 
ulm. 


A new system of indicating the contents of the Insect cabinets 
in the study collection has been applied to the Coleoptera. 
This greatly facilitates reference to the collection and saves 
much time and trouble. 


The collection of British Coleoptera formed by the late Dr. 
J. A. Power, which was purchased during the year, is in 
course of re-arrangement. The Carabide and a portion of 
the Hydradephaga, 3,387 specimens, have been re-mounted, 
labelled with their localities, and arranged in a new cabinet. 
This work has given great satisfaction to students. 


The Heteromerous Coleoptera, which greatly needed 
arrangement, have been mapped out in interchangeable 
drawers, and the specimens have been gathered together 
under their respective genera in regular sequence. The 
specimens of Heteromera in the Pascoe Collection have been 
incorporated, as well as portions of the Bates Collection, and 
other accessions to this group. 


The Hlateride contained in the Pascoe Collection have 
been added to the General Collection, and the unclassified 
portions of this large collection have been sorted, and in part 
incorporated. 


The re-arrangement of the Humolpide and the incorpora- 
tion of beetles of this family contained in the Baly, Godman 
and Salvin, and other collections, have been continued. 


The Longicornia of the groups Batocerides, Mesosides, 
Prosopocerides, and Sternotomides have been transferred to 
a new cabinet and re-arranged, and the specimens contained 
in the Pascoe Collection and in other recent accessions have 
at the same time been incorporated. 


A further small collection of Coleoptera sent froni Costa 
Rica by M. Pittier di Fabrega has been named and incor- 
porated. 

The collections of Coleoptera made by Colonel Yerbury at 
Aden, and by Mr. E. Lort Phillips in Somaliland, have been 
worked out, described, and incorporated. 

Numerous other small collections of Coleoptera recently 
acquired have been incorporated. 

0.125. A working 
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A working catalogue of the Butterflies of the sub-family 
Pierine has been completed, numerous species being simulta- 
neously identified. A preliminary arrangement of the large 
and difficult genus Teracolus has been made, and new species 
of Daptonura, Mylothris, Catasticta, Pieris, &e., have been 
described. 

The arrangement of the genus Ornithoptera has been com- 
pleted. 


Many genera of the Satyrinw have been re-arranged, and 
the accessions incorporated. To this group the Godman and 
Salvin Collection added nearly 1,400 specimens, and accessions 
from the Moore and Watson Collections have further ex- 
tended the series. 


Amongst the other groups of Butterflies re- ~arranged may 
be cited ‘Lethe, Melanitis, Satyrus, and Anes. 


Additional accessions have necessitated the expansion of 
many genera of the Vymphaline, Lenoniide, and Lycenide. 


The arrangement of the following groups of Heterocera 
has been accomplished :—the Scoparianc, Pyraustine, 
Phycitine, Sect. Il., and Anerastiane, while that of the 
Gallerianew is almost completed. Of the two first, classifi- 
cations have been prepared for publication, while the 
unfirished volume of M. Ragonot’s Monograph of the three 
last groups has been edited. 


The families Orneodide, Pterophoride and half of the 
Sphingide have been arranged, their representatives in the 
Godman and Salvin and Moore Collections being incorporated 
at the same time. 


The duplicates and unincorporated accessions have been 
sorted into families. 


The system of classification of the sub-families of 
Pyralide,—E pipaschiane, Endotrichine, and Pyraline, 
has been published. 

The collections of Moths made at Aden by Colonel Yerbury 
and Captain Nurse have been worked out and described, and 
many small collections from India, Ceylon, the Malayan 
Region, etc., have been similarly dealt with. 

Three large collections of Lepidoptera from Nyasaland have 
been worked out, reported on, labelled and incorporated. 

The collections of Forficulide and Phasmide have been 
revised, and most of the new species described, and the 
collection of Blattide is now under re-arrangement. 

The working catalogue of Forficulide, Blattide, Gryllide, 
and Phasmide has been brought up to date, and one of the 
Locustide prepared. 

The collection of Odonata has been revised and many new 


species described.

The collection of Fulgoride has been revised and re- 
arranged. 


The collection of British Gall-Flies and Saw-Flies (Cynipidee 
and Tenthredinide), formed by Mr. P. Cameron, and which 
was the ground work of his Monograph published by the Ray 
Society, was presented to the Trustees by Mr. F. Ducane 
Godman. The whole of the specimens have been cleaned, 
re-mounted where necessary, labelled with their localities, 
and arranged in a new cabinet. 


Various families of British Diptera (Conopide, Leptide, 
Bombylidw) have been revised and re-arranged, while the 
accessions belonging to them have been determined, mounted, 
jJabelled and incorporated. A number of genera of the 
Tabanide, Syrphide, and Muscide have been similarly 
treated, and the working out and arrangement of the families 
Ortalide and Trypetidw has been commenced. The unin- 
corporated accessions belonging to families from Pulicide to 
Syrphide have been sorted and arranged in drawers in sys- 
tematic order. 


Various genera of exotic Stratiomyide have been re- 
determined and re-arranged; while with the help of Mr. C. 
W. Johnson, of Philadelphia, Pa., notes have been made on 
the types of the North American species belonging to this 
family described by the late Francis Walker. 


The greater portion of the Diptera exhibited in the Insect 
Gallery has been examined and properly determined. 


A small collection of Diptera from Trinidad, obtained 
from a flower of Aristolochia gigas has been worked out, 
and the results published. 


Crwustacea.—The manuscript catalogue of Brachyura, which 
was commenced last year, has been completed, but requires 
revision before final arrangement. The accessions during 
the year have nearly all been determined and incorporated, 

A revision has been commenced of the microscopic pre- 
parations of “ Challenger” Amphipoda, many of which 
require to be remounted. Various Amphipoda have, from 
time to time during the year, been named by Mr. A. O. 
Walker. 


Vermes.—The exhibited collection of Annulata has been 
remounted, and numerous explanatory labels prepared. 

The collection of Polychewta has been enlarged by the 
addition of representatives of genera from the Mediterra- 
nean not hitherto contained in the _ collection, the 
determinations of the Zoological Station at Naples being 
accepted. 

Various earthworms have been determined by Dr. Benham, 
leeches by Dr. R. Blanchard, and land Planariaus by Professor 
Graff. 
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Echinoderma.—The accessions to this class have been 
determined, and entered in the manuscript catalogue. ° 


Anthozoa.—During the preparation of a third volume of 
the catalogue of Madreporaria by Mr. H. M. Bernard, all the 
specimens referred to, have been critically studied and 
determined. 


An entirely new method of mounting corals for.exhibition 
(in separate trays lined with velvet), has been applied to two 
cases, for which explanatory labels have been prepared. 
Another fine Madvrepora has been set out, and to the skeleton 
of Paragorgia arborea there has been added a fine mass 
showing the polyps 7 situ. 


Bryozoa, Hydrozoa, and Porifera.—The exhibited collec- 
tion of Bryozow has been remounted and relabelled. A 
manuscript list of the Calcareous Sponges in the coliection 
has been prepared, and lists of the genera of Meduse, 
Siphonophora, Hydrocoralline, Ctenophora, Hydroida, 
Bryozoa, Hexactinellida and Tetractinellida have also been 
compiled. 


Il.— Duplicates. 


Duplicates have been presented to the Imperial Institute, 
the University College Museum, Dundee, and the Museums 
of Oxford, Exeter, Ipswich, Warrington, and Gibraltar, as 
follows :—355 Birds, 178 Reptiles, 2 Batrachians, 1 Fish, 
253 Insects and a number of specimens of lacs, silks, ete. ;

lL—Arrangement. 


A.—VERTEBRATA. 


Fossil Mammalia (Gallery 1).—A number of Verte- 
brate remains from the Tor-Bryan Cavern, near Newton 
Abbot, Devon, have been mounted and arranged in Wall- 
case 2. 

The skulls of various extinct carnivores have been mounted 
on stands, re-labelled, and arranged in Wall-case 3. The 
entire series of remains of fossil Rhinoceros exhibited in 
Wall-case 8 has been re-mounted and re-labelled; and a fine 
set of bones of Zitanothervum, from the Oligocene of North 
America, has been added. 

In Table-case 5, specimens of the skull and feet of 
Mesohippus have been mounted and labelled. 

In Wall-case 13, the skull and feet of Poebrotherium, an 
ancestor of the camels, have been mounted and labelled, and 
added to the exhibited series. 


Bovide.—The specimens in Wall-cases 16 and 18 have been 
partially re-arranged, and in the latter case a fine skull of 
Bos primigenius from Twickenham (presented by Dr. J. R. 
Leeson, F.G.S.) has been placed for exhibition. 

In the Pavilion (Gallery No. 2.)—Two new Window-recess- 
cases have been added. In one of these are exhibited an 
tnteresting series of recently-acquired remains of various 
Edentates from Argentina, which have been mounted and 
labelled. In the other case are shown the remains of small 
Marsupials, including some interesting specimens from South 
America recently presented by Senor F. Ameghino; also a 
small] series of Mesozoic Mammals. 

The total number of Fossil Mammalia registered during the 
past year was 501. 


Aves (Gallery 2).—A very fine collection of fossil bird- 
remains, from Patagonia, is exhibited in a separate Table- 
case near the centre of the Pavilion. This collection is one 
of the most important additions that has been acquired by 
the Trustees for many years. It includes the types of most 
of the species of the gigantic extinct forms, so-called Stereor- 
nithes. The lower jaw of one of the largest Phororhacos 
longissimus is exhibited; it measures about 20 inches in 
length. A life-size model of the skull of this gigantic bird 
has been executed by C. Barlow, and is placed in a separate 
glazed case near the original specimens. The complete skull 
and mandible of a somewhat smaller species, Phororhacos 

inflatus, 
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inflatus, and most of the bones of the skeleton are here 
exhibited. The skull shows the remarkable characters of the 
beak, which is hooked, like that of a bird of prey, but is, at 
the same time, very deep and compressed. ‘There are also 
numerous bones of small extinct Carinate from South 
America. 

The remains of various Carinate birds from the Chatham 
Islands, from New Zealand, and Mauritius, have been mounted 
afresh and re-arranged in a new Window-recess-case in this 
Gallery. 

A new and very complete skeleton of Dinornis maxinvus 
has been mounted in Glass-case R. 1t was obtained from 
Invercargill, New Zealand. 

Wall-case 24 (Dinornithide), has also been re-arranged. 

The skeleton of Aptornis defossor (Owen), from New 
Zealand, has been mounted on a stand in a separate glass 
case on the north side of the Gallery. 

Number of Avian specimens registered, 282. 


Reptilia (Galleries 3, 4 and 5.;—In Wall-case 2, acast of the 
skull of the type-specimen of Televdosaurus Calvadosi has 
been mounted. 

In Wall-case’6, a number of specimens have been mounted, 
preparatory to the complete re-arrangement of the case. 

In Wall-case 10, a number of portions of the skeletons of 
various Plesiosaurs from the Oxford Clay (part of the Leeds 
collection) have been mounted and exhibited, including a 
very fine skull of Pliosaurus feroz. 

Wall-case 13 has been partly re-arranged. 

The specimens of Hypsilophodon Fox (Huxley), have 
been mounted, and are exhibited in a separate vlazed case. 

A skeleton of a recent Tortoise (Testudo pardalis), placed 
for comparison with the fossil forms, is shown in Wall- 
case 11. 

The total number of fossil Reptilia registered is 200. 


Fossil Fishes (Gallery 6.)\—Five additional small Table- 
cases, lettered D to H, have been placed in the centre of this 
Gallery, and all the more problematical early Palzeozoic fishes 
have now been removed from the regular series of Table- 
cases and arranged in the central row. 


The Acanthodians and small specimens of Arthrodira placed 
here have been re-tableted and re-labelled in accordance with 
the published Catalogue. 

The teeth of Carcharodon, in Table-case 26, have been re- 
arranged and re-labelled, and various recent acquisitions have 
been added thereto. 

The roofs of Wall-cases X. to XIII. have been glazed, and 
provided with fittings for the adequate exhibition of the large 
specimens of Mesozoic Ganoids, which have been arranged in 
accordance with the published Catalogue of Fossil Fishes. 
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A large number of these specimens have been framed for 
their better preservation, and the work is still in progress. 

The Cretaceous physostomous fishes, and some of those 
from the Eocene, have been examined in detail during the 
preparation of the Cataiogue, and the revision has involved 
a partial re-arrangement of Wall-cases XV. and XVI., and 
Table-cases 49-51, which will be completed as soon as the part 
of the Catalogue relating to them is in type. 

All acquisitions during the year have been registered and 
incorporated in the collection. 

The total number of fossil Fishes registered was 1,269. 


B. —INVERTEBRATA. 


Mollusca.-—Cephalopodu. (Gallery 7.)—A drawing of 
Puleoctopus Newboldi has been placed in Wall-case 1, and 
an example of Coccoteuthis hastiformis has been mounted on 
a tablet, with an illustrative figure, and added to the same 
case. 

Some examples of recent Cephalopoda have been placed in 
Wall-case No. 14, to illustrate the fossil forms. 

In Wall-case 14, twelve Oolitic Belemnites have been 
mounted and exhibited, and nine specimens of Acantho- 
teuthis and 100 Belemnites have been mounted and labelled 
in Table-case 58. 

Two Cretaceous Vautili have been mounted and labelled, 
and added to Wall-case 2, and one Nawtilus to Table-case 59. 

Four Baculites, six Scaphites, and four Cretaceous A ptycht 
have been labelled and mounted in Table-cases 60-62. 

In Table-case 63 three Cretaceous Ammonites, and three 
Aptychi, have been mounted on tablets and incorporated, and 
eleven Devonian Goniatites in Table-case 70. 

The labelling of the specimens in the drawers of Gallery 7 
has been completed. 

The acquisitions for the year, after being registered and 
labelled, have been incorporated in the collection. 

The number of Cephalopoda registered in 1896 was 1,051. 


Mollusca.—Casteropoda, Lamellibranchiata, ete. (Gallery 
8.)—Some additions have been made to the British Post- 
Pliocene (non-marine) Mollusca from the Lea Valley, pre- 
sented by Dr. F. Corner, and by a small series of specimens 
from the Happaway Cave, Torquay, presented by Mrs. Pen- 
gelly. See Table-case 104A. 

Rather more than 1,100 specimens of Mollusca from the 
Suffolk Crag (part of the Robert Bell Collection) have been 
carefully determined and labelled, and placed in glass-topped 
boxes in Table-case 1034, in the centre of Gallery 8. 

Upwards of 2,600 Foreign Tertiary Gasteropoda, from the 
Italian Miocene and Pliocene formations, and from the Eocene, 
Miocene and Post-Pliocene deposits of Australia, New Zealand, 

&c., 
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&c., have been determined, and the major part mounted upon 
tablets and arranged in Wall-cases 1 and 2. 

The revision of the British Lower Tertiary Pleurotome 
has been commenced. 

A very large number of fossil Mollusca from various for- 
mations (together with Brachiopoda, Corals, &c.) have been 
transferred from the Zoological Department. These have 
been carefully examined and assorted, and, as far as desirable 
incorporated in their proper places in the collection ; whilst 
the remainder have been placed with the duplicates for 
distribution. 


Brachiopoda.—A collection of 1,825 specimens of fossil 
Brachiopods, representing some 500 species, from various 
formations and localities, transferred from the Zoological 
Department, have been named and registered. (Several of 
these proved to be “types” which had been figured and 
described by Sowerby and Phillips). 

One hundred and sixty-one specimens have been added 
from the ‘‘ Pengelly Collection,” of which twenty-five proved 
to be ‘“type-specimens” figured by Davidson, and have been 
placed with the Davidson Collection of Brachiopoda. A 
small collection obtained by purchase from the Rev. P. B. 
Brodie contained three of Davidson’s type specimens. These 
have all been carefully marked and labelled. Other collections 
registered and incorporated are—A collection of Brachiopoda 
from the Permian of Sunderland ; a small collection from the 
middle Productus Limestone of the Salt Range, India, 
presented by F. G. Brook-Fox, Esq.; a large collection of 
Paleeozoic Brachiopoda from North America. 

Twenty additional genera have been added to the series 
exhibited in Wall-cases 10 and 11, as well as examples from 
the Mesozoic and Cainozoic periods not heretofore represented 
in the cases. 

The Davidson Collection of Brachiopoda is still under 
arrangement. During the past year the whole of the recent 
examples have been mounted in glass-topped boxes labelled 
and registered, and are now arranged in the Table-cases and 
drawers beneath them with the fossil forms (Table-cases 
13-15, Gallery 11). 


Bryozoa (Gallery 8). The whole exhibition series of 
Jurassic Bryozoa have been mounted with enlarged drawings 
in glass-topped boxes in Table-case 864 in the centre of the 
Gallery ; also a selection of the Cretaceous specimens. 


The “ Shrubsole Collection” of Paleozoic Bryozoa, acquired 
during the past year, has been carefully examined, and the 
series selected to be retained has been registered, mounted 
and exhibited in Table-case 86B in the centre of the Gallery. 
The collection includes the types described by Mr. Shrubsole. 
Specimens registered during the past year, 1257. 
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Insecta. The Fossil Insects in Table-case 85 have been 
re-tableted and arranged, and many additional specimens 
mounted and added to the series exhibited. 


Crustacea. The entire series of British Fossil Crustacea 
have been arranged and a large proportion remounted on 
tablets, named and labelled.

The fine series of British Wealden Cycadez and Conifers 
(mostly from the “Rufford Collection”) from Hastings, 
Sussex, has been mounted, named and arranged in the Table- 
cases and drawers beneath them in accordance with Mr. 
A. C. Seward’s Catalogue of Wealden Plants, Part JI. 

A very large Cycadean stem, obtained from the Purbeck 
beds of the Isle of Portland (nearly 4 feet in height), has 
been placed for exhibition between Wall-cases 13 and 14. 
This is the finest example of a Cycad hitherto obtained. It 
has been figured and described by Mr. A. C. Seward (Quart. 
Journ. Geol. Soc., Vol. liu. p. 22, pls. I-V.) under the name of 
Cycadeoidea gigantea. 


D.—GEOLOGICAL AND STRATIGRAPHICAL SERIES (Gallery 11).

“A Catalogue of the Fossil Bryozoa” (Part I), “The 
Jurassic Bryozoa,” by J. W. Gregory, D.Se., F.G.s., ete., 
commenced in 1895, was issued in May, 1896, pp. 270, with 
11 plates, and 22 illustrations in the text. 
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The Catalogue of Fossil Fishes (Part IV.) is now in 
preparation. 

Part III. of the Catalogue of the Fossil Cephalopoda has 
been completed in MS., and illustrations are now being pre- 
pared for the same. 

The MS. list of the types and figured specimens of Fossil 
Cephalopoda contained in the collection has now been com- 
pleted. They number 921. 

The “ Catalogue of the Tertiary Mollusca in the British 
Museum: Part I. Australasia,” by G. F. Harris, F.a.s., is pro- 
gressing towards completion ; 224 pp. have been set up in 
type, and eight sheets passed for press; most of the plates 
are also executed.

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DEPARTMENT OF MINERALOGY. 
The Staff and its Duties. 


The staff of the Mineral Department consists of the Keeper, 
three Assistants, four Attendants, and one Boy-Attendant. 
The duties are generally distributed as follows :— 


Three Assistants.—To one is assigned most of the scientific 
and executive work relating to the collection of mineral 
species ; this includes the preliminary examination of speci- 
mens submitted for purchase or exchange, the registration 
and incorporation of those recently acquired, the determina- 
tion of the physical and geometrical characters, and the 
preparation of species-, variety-, and locality-Jabels. 

To a second is assigned similar work relative to the speci- 
mens of rocks. 

To a third is assigned the chemical analysis of both 
minerals and rocks. 

Though a mineralogist can no longer satisfactorily attempt 
both to keep abreast of scientific knowledge and to undertake 
original research in more than one of the three main branches 
of the subject (physical, petrological, and chemical), such a 
sharp limitation of the work of the assistants would be 
contrary to the interests of the Museum; hence, as far as 
possible, it is arranged that each assistant has the opportunity 
of acquiring a general knowledge of the specimens preserved 
in the Department, and of thus becoming more useful than 
he otherwise would be during the absence of his colleagues. 

During the year one of the assistantships has been vacant: 
Mr. G. F. Herbert Smith, B.A., formerly Scholar of New 
College, Oxford, has lately been appointed to fill the vacancy, 
and will shortly enter upon his official duties. 


Four Attendants and One Boy-Attendant.—The general 
duties of dusting the cases in the gallery, assisting the officers 
in the arrangement of specimens, &c., are performed by the 
attendants and boy-attendant. 

Further, one of the attendants is specially employed in the 
preparation of thin sections of minerals and rocks for ex- 
amination with the microscope; a second is charged with 
the arrangement and cataloguing of the departmental library ; 
a third is specially responsible for the careful packing and 
unpacking of specimens received at the Museum for exami- 
nation, and gives assistance in the chemical laboratory. The 
boy-attendant is charged with the sale of the departmental 
guides, attends on the superior officials as required, and does 
a large part of the simpler mechanical work, such as the 
filling of trays with clean cotton-wool. 
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General. 


Descriptive catalogues of the specimens of Plagionite and 
Wolifsbergite have been prepared, and those of Iron Pyrites 
and Zinckenite have been brought up to date. Goniometrical 
determinations have been made also on specimens of Blende, 
Stibnite, Tetrahedrite, Enargite, Fluor, Cerussite, Calcite, 
Epidote, Wolfram, Anglesite and Vivianite. 

In the chemical laboratory sixty doubtful minerals have 
been qualitatively analysed and determined, and quantitative 
analyses have been made of two new Brazilian minerals of 
remarkable chemical composition—Derbylite, a titano-anti- 
monate of iron, and Zirkelite, a titano-zirconate of calcium 
(containing also thorium, cerium, iron and uranium in small 
proportion ). 

The selection and arrangement of the series of rock- 
specimens in six window-cases on the northern side of the 
gallery to form an “ Introduction to the Study of Rocks ” has 
been completed: upwards of 500 labels have been designed 
for these specimens and have been printed. 

The numerous gaps in the typical series of rocks occupying 
the 11 window-cases on the southern side of the gallery have 
been filled up with specimens. 

In connection with the slip-catalogue of the rock-sections, 
159 micro-sections have been examined. 

A microscopical examination of a group of rocks from the 
island of Fernando Noronha belonging to the Monchiquite 
group (Rosenbusch) has been made, and an account prepared 
for publication. 7 

Crystals and crystal-models have been selected and arranged 
in the two wall-cases at the western end of the gallery. 

The series of large specimens of minerals has been extended 
to fill the three wall-cases in the Pavilion, and it has thus 
become possible to adopt the same arrangement for the species 
as is used in the gallery; 57 large specimens have been 
selected, mounted on separate pedestals and labelled for this 
purpose. This re-arrangement has made it possible to place 
those large specimens of minerals, which remain in the glazed 
ends of the cases and on separate stands throughout the 
gallery, near the smaller specimens belonging to the same 
species. 

The larger rock-specimens, including the specimens of 
flexible sandstone, have been arranged in a wall-case at the 
eastern end of the gallery. 

The re-arrangement of the mineral specimens in the drawers, 
rendered necessary by the growth of the collection, has been 
continued. | 

One hundred and fifty-two micro-sections of minerals and 
rocks, and two of meteorites have been prepared, and a large 
specimen of fossil wood has been cut. 

The “Introduction to the Study of Meteorites” and the 

“ Introduction 
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“Introduction to the Study of Rocks ” have been revised, and 
new editions have been issued. 

Experiments have been made with a view to prevent the 
reflection due tu the glass of the window-cases of the gallery 
from interfering with the examination of the specimens. 


Departmental Library. 


To the Departmental Library have been added 151 separate 
works (in 171 volumes), 85 memoirs and pamphlets, and 25 
parts of works not yet completed. 

Of the above, 65 volumes and all the memoirs and pamph- 
lets were acquired by presentation or transfer; alleof them, 
including 805 plates, have been registered and stamped. 


Visitors. 


The number of visits recorded as made to the Department, 
for purposes of consultation or study, is 1,841; of these, 986 
were more especially for purposes of study.

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DEPARTMENT OF BOTANY. 


During the past year 19,438 specimens have been named, 
mounted and incorporated iito the Herbarium. The additions 
have been fairly evenly distributed over the collection. 


In the progress of the work the officers of the Department 
have been occupied as follows :-— 


Mr. E. G. Baker has principally been engaged in incorpo- 
rating with the general Herbarium Polypetale from Malaya 
and India presented by Dr. King, from Tropical Africa, 
presented by Dr. Engler; from the Pamirs, presented by 
Prof. Duthie ; and collections from California, Mexico, and 
Persia, by Geo. Hansen, Pringle, and Bornmiiller respectively. 
The incorporation of Leguminose mentioned in last year’s 
Report has been continued. The genus Polygala has been. 
revised and rearranged in accordance with Dr. Chodat’s 
Monograph. The genus Galactia has also been revised, and 
with the assistance of Mr. Britten, the natural order Lythracee 
has been revised and rearranged in accordance with Dr. 
Koehne’s Monograph. The British Polypetalw received 
during the year have been incorporated with the collection, 
anda few days were spent in the arrangement of an exhibi- 
tion of British-grown Woods in the Public Gallery. The 
Polypetale of Dr. Donaldson Smith’s collection from Somali- 
land and Lake Rudolph were identified, and a new genus and 
several new species described. 

Mr. Britten has devoted much time to helping Mr. Hiern 
in the preparation of the Welwitsch Catalogue, and to reading 
the proofs of the same for the press. He has worked at the 
Orders Bignoniacee, Rubiacee, Primulacee, Composite, 
Solanace, Labiate, Acanthaceew and others. He has also 
begun an examination of the Sloane Herbarium, and has 
made some progress in naming the important collection of 
drawings made during Cook’s First Voyage, and the speci- 
mens of the same in the Herbarium. He has also supervised 
the preparation of the Catalogue of the Departmental 
Library. 

Mr. Rendle has worked out and prepared a list with 
descriptions of new species of the Monocotyledons and 
Apetalous and Gamopetalous Dicotyledons of Dr. Donald- 
son Smith’s Somaliland collection ; of a small collection from 
the Philippine Islands by Mr. T. Whitehead; of Tropical 
African Convolvulacee collected by Dr. Gregory and others ; 
of Tropical African Asclepiadacew collected by Drs. Gregory, 
Welwitsch and Taylor; of the Chinese grasses of the section 
Panicee ; and of Dr. Welwitsch’s Tropical African grasses of 
the same section. In the course of this work the herbariam 

material 
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material of Ponicew has been revised and rearranged, and 
some time has been spent on that of Acanthucew and certain 
other natural orders. The genus Nuius has been revised, and 
the specimens compared with those in the Berlin and Caleutta 
Herbaria, kindly lent for the purpose. In addition to those 
referred to above, the following collections have been selected, 
laid out and incorporated: Gymnosperma, Monocotyledones, 
and Apetale from J. Macoun (Canada), Heller (Sandwich Is.), 
Rudge (Brit. Guiana), Volkens and others ( Eastern Tropical 
Africa), Bornmiiller (Persia), Ridley (Malaya), Macowan 
(South Africa), Christ (Europe), and from Minnesota; Gym- 
nosperme and Monocotyledones from G. Hansen (California), 
Marcus Jones (Utah Co.), Zenker and Stadt (Cameroons) ; 
Cyperacee from C. B. Clarke (Indian), and others ; grasses 
from Pringle (Mexico), and others. He has also superintended 
the removal of tree-ferns, Cycads, Palms, &c., from the large 
central cases in the Public Gallery, and their rearrangement, 
including the preparation of maps, sketches, &c. 

Mr. Gepp has continued the revision of the Moss-Flora of 
the British West Indies, and the determination of collections 
received from those islands, and also from India and West 
Africa. In connection with this work the following 
genera were revised: — Barbula, Fissidens, TIsotheciwm, 
Leucobryum, Macromitrium, Nanomitrium, Philonotis, 
Porotrichum, Rhizogonim, Schlotheimia and Thuidium. 
Considerable progress has been made in the mounting 
and incorporation of specimens in the collection. These 
additions amounted to 650 Mosses, 5,450 Hepatics, and 5,550 
Lichens, and came from the Herbaria of Wilson, Spruce, 
Stephani, Nolte, Ravenel and others. 

Mr. Blackman has been engaged in sorting and laying 
out the large collection of drawings of British Fungi, by 
Edwin Wheeler, some 2,200 in number; and in incorporat- 
ing them with the collection of similar drawings by Mr. 
Worthington Smith and others. He has also been en- 
gaged in arranging and superintending the arrangement 
of that part of the Index Museum in the Central Hall 
which is devoted to Botany. The case designed to exhibit 
the distinctive characters of Monocotyledonous plants 
has been begun with a series showing the differences 
between Monocotyledons and Dicotyledons, and a large 
collection has been made of other specimens, which will 
shortly be placed in the case. The series of large coloured 
drawings placed in the upper part of these cases, and 
exhibiting the microscopic structure of the chief organs of 
the higher plants, has been continued under his direction. 
He has been assisted in this work by Mr. J. Lloyd Williams 
and Miss Mitchell. 

The Keeper of the Department has continued to take 
charge of the collection of Algz, to which a considerable 
number of additions have been made. He has also superin- 
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tended the rearrangement of the Public Gallery, and has 
commenced a series of illustrations of plant adaptations, the 
cases showing Insectivorous Plants and the dispersal of fruits 
and seeds having been completed with the aid of Miss Frances 
Whitting. At the request of the Fishery Board for Scotland, 
he made an examination of the plant plankton of the coast 
of Scotland. He was granted eleven days special leave of 
absence by the Trustees, and in all spent six weeks at sea in 
pursuit of this investigation. He obtained numerous speci- 
mens, recorded a new mode of reproduction in marine diatoms, 
and established the fact that the minute crustacea (which are 
to a large extent the food of fishes) themselves feed on 
diatoms, as well as other points of scientific and economic 
interest. He has prepared a memoir on the subject, printed 
(but not yet issued) in the Proceedings of the Royal Society 
of Edinburgh, and a special account for the Annual Report 
of the Fishery Board. 

Progress has been made in the illustration of the British 
Flora by specimens and drawings. Mr. Worthington Smith 
and Miss A. L. Smith have added largely to the Basidiomy- 
cetes and Hyphomycetes respectively. 

The collection of slides of fossil plants and the very 
extensive collection of Diatoms are being permanently 
labelled, the latter collection being now rather more than 
half done. 

The late Freeman C. 8. Roper, of Eastbourne, for many 
years an authority on Diatomacee, has greatly enriched the 
collections by the bequest of his cabinet of Diatoms, consist- 
ing of 3,580 slides, 2 type slides and 41 herbarium specimens. 
Mr. Roper’s collection had been long known as one of the best 
private cabinets, since it contains much material prepared 
under his special direction. It has proved to be of great 
value even as an aldition to the magnificent series of slides 
already in the Department. 

The Linnean Society has presented 3,705 specimens cf 
Fungi and Lichens (from Weddell’s Herbarium) and the gift 
has made it possible to complete published sets by E. Fries, 
Mougeot and Nestler, Sternhammar, Th. M. Fries, Hepp, 
Anzi and Malbranche. 

The other additions to the collections by presentation have

The total number of visitors to the Museum in the year 
1897 amounts to 586,437, a slight increase on the number for 
1896, which a8 stated in the last Return was the highest 
number. reached since 1890. Of this total, the visitors on 
Sunday afternoons were 37,594; and the visitors in the 
week-day evenings, 26,254. The steady annual diminution 
of the number of evening visitors has satisfied the Trustees 
-that:they would not. be justified im continuing to incur the 
/ expense of keeping the galleries open in the evenings. From 

the commencement of the present year therefore this service 
has been abandoned, but the hours of day opening have been 
extended to 6 p.m. on week-days throughout the year. — 

The total number of, visits of students to the Reading Room 
during the year was 188,628, a further diminution by 2,735 on 
the number of 1896, which had declined from the totals of 
previous years. The daily average was about 624, as against 
630 in 1896, ngs v4 

The average numbers of persons in the room, counted at 
certain hours in the afternoon, were :—

?The number of volumes, &ec. supplied ‘to readers in the 
year was 1,419,159 as against 1,428,535 in 1896. 
There has been an increase in the total number of visits of 
students to the several Departments other than the Reading 
Room, amounting to 40,976 as against 37,130 in 1896. 


The substitution of skylights for windows which has been 
in progress during the last few years in the northern rooms 
on the upper floor has-been effeeted-in the Babylonian Room. 


The erection of a separate building for the accommodation 
of the bookbinders has been commenced to the north of the 
main building on a spare plot of ground acquired with the 
British Museum Improvement property in 1895. An inde- 
pendent range of workshops is also being erected on the 
western side of the Museum. These buildings will set free 
for storage a large part of the basement of the Museum 
hitherto occupied by bookbinders and other workmen. 


Excavations in Cyprus were resumed in November on 
Mycenean sites at Maroni between Larnaca and Limassol, 
and, more recently, near the Tekké or sacred tomb at Larnaca. 
They are stil] in progress, the results having been fairly 
successful. . 
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By the death of Sir Augustus Wollaston Franks, K.¢:B., 
the British Museum has entered into possession of one of the 
“most important bequests of recent times. The particulars of 
the collections thus bequeathed are set out in the reports of 
the Keepers of the Departments of: British and Medizval 
-Antiquities,and Ethnography and of Prints and Drawings 
(p. 45); but it should be here recorded that this bequest 
is only the conclusion of a long series of benefactions, Sir A. 
W. Franks having from his earliest connection with the 
Museum periodically made valuable gifts to the Trustees 
of objects of interest, not only to his own Department, but 
also to other Departments of the British Museum. 


Sir A.W. Franks entered the service of the Trustees in 
1851, and held the office of Keeper of the Department of 
‘British and Medieval Antiquities: and Ethnography*from 
1866 to 1896, whén-he resigned. In 1892 he was elected 
President of the Society of Antiquaries, and thus became also 
an. official Trustee of the British Museum. - n9 


Among the: more important acquisitions :of the year isca 
further series of Egyptian sculptures of great antiquity, 
supplementing those which were purchased in 1896. A most 
striking portrait statue of. an Egyptian official named An- 
Kheft-Ra, of the Fourth Dynasty, was presented by the Egypt 
Exploration Fund, and is a prominent object among the 
remains of the Early Empire, exhibited at the ontheel end 
of the Egyptian Gallery. The most valuable addition of 
literary interest is a papyrus, unfortunately much mutilated, 
of the first century B.Cc., containing poems of the Greek poet 
Bacchylides, the contemporary of Pindar; the text has been 
forthwith published, together with a photographic facsimile 
of the papyrus. Several books of rarity were purchased at 
the Ashburnham sale, including the “ Doctrinal of Sapience,” 
printed by Caxton in 1489. A further series of correspondence 
and papers of Admiral Viscount Nelson has been purchased, 
supplementing the collection acquired in 1895. 


Gifts of Museum publications, including reproductions of 
prints and drawings by old masters, and electrotypes of British 
historical medals, have been made to Free Public Libraries, 
Local Museums, and Art Schools throughout the United 
Kingdom.

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IX.—PROGRESS made in the ARRANGEMENT AND CATA- 
LOGUING OF COLLECTIONS, AND ADDITIONS MADE TO 
THEM, in the Year 1897. (Bloomsbury.) 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTED BOOKS. 


I. Arrangement.—The works added to the collection during 
the past year have, as far as possible, been placed on the 
shelves of the Library according to the system of classifica- 
tion adopted in the Museum. 


The press-marks, indicating their respective localities, have 
been marked on the inside and affixed to the back of each 
volume ; also on the title-slips. 


The total number of these press-marks amounts to 
77,366; in addition to which, 47,268 press-marks have been 
altered, in consequence of changes and _ re-arrangements 
carried out in the Library; 40,509 labels have been affixed 
to books and volumes of newspapers, and 105,022 obliterated 
labels have been renewed. 


The process of attaching third-marks to the books in the 
New Library, with the view of accelerating their delivery 
to readers, has been continued; 20,298 books have been 
thus marked during the year, and the corresponding altera- 
tions, amounting to 62,722, have been carried out in the 
General and Hand Catalogues; 2,698 volumes of country 
newspapers have also been numbered, and for London and 
country newspapers 4,726 index-slips have been written. 


The number of stamps impressed upon articles received 
has been 344,699. 

Nearly 3,000 presses of books and newspapers have been 
dusted in the course of the year. 


II. Catalogues. — (a) Cataloguing. — 42,828 titles have 
been written (the term “title” applying equally to a main 
title and to a cross-reference). Of these, 29,677 were written 
for the General Catalogue, 2,687 for the Map Catalogue and 
10,464 for the Music Catalogue. 


(b) Printing.—37,811 titles and 545 index-titles for the 
General Catalogue, 2,089 titles for the Map Catalogue and 
15,892 titles for the Music Catalogue have been prepared for 
printing during the year, and 37,071 title-slips and 854 
index-slips for the General Catalogue 1,055 title-slips for the 
Map Catalogue and 15,892 title-slips for the Music Catalogue 
were printed off. 


Progress has also been made in printing the whole Cata- 
logue in alphabetical sequence from the beginning. With

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the exception of the headings ‘“ England,” “ France,” “ Ger- 
many,” “Great Britain,” “ Liturgies,” and part of “ Bible,” 
the entire Catalogue was either printed or in the press at the 
end of 1897, while considerable progress has been made in the 
preparation of all the headings specified. 

Ninety-two manuscript volumes have been prepared and 
sent to press during the year, and 17 printed parts, repre- 
senting 120 manuscript volumes, have been delivered by the 
printer. 


(c) Incorporation.—(1) General Catalogue.—35,571 title- 
slips and 736 index-slips have been incorporated into each 
of the three copies of this Catalogue. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary, in order to maintain, as far as possible, 
the alphabetical arrangement, to remove and re-insert 41,187 
title-slips in each copy, and to add to each copy 1,152 new 
leaves; while, in the preparation of the manuscript volumes 
for printing, it has been necessary to remove and re-insert 
34,616 title-slips in one copy only. 

The system of fortnightly incorporation, introduced in 
1889, has been carried out with perfect regularity during the 
past year. 


(2) Hand Catalogues.—The number of new entries made in 
the Hand Catalogue of ‘ Academies” was 214; in that of 
“Periodical Publications,” 512; in that of Maps and Charts, 
2,205; and in the Hand Catalogues of London and of Country 
Newspapers, 1,100 and 3,626 respectively. 


(d) Map Catalogue.—2,687 titles have been written for the 
Map Catalogue, and 1,017 title-slips have been incorporated 
into each of the three copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 1,093 title-slips 
in each copy and to add in each copy 8 new leaves. 


(e) Music Catalogue.—10,464 titles have been written for 
the Music Catalogue, and 5,656 title-slips have been incorpo- 
rated into each of two copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 6,391 title- 
slips in each copy and to add to each copy 78 new leaves. 


(f) Shelf Catalogue.-—For this Catalogue, in which the 
title-slips, mounted on cartridge paper, are arranged in order 
of press-inarks, about 35,830 have been so mounted, and about 
147,300 have been incorporated into the boxes. 


(g) Catalogues of Books of Reference in the Reading Room. 
—The additions and alterations in each of the three inter- 
leaved copies of the Catalogue of Books of Reference in the 
Reading Room, which are requisite in order to record the 
changes in this collection by the addition of new works, and the 
exchange of old for new editions, have been made. The number 
of additions to each copy has been 26. 
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The collection of books in the galleries of the Reading 
Room has continued to receive additions by the incorporation 
of new works of interest and importance, and the substitution 
of new for older editions. The number of additions to each 
of the two interleaved copies of the Catalogue of this collec- 
tion has been 107. 


(c.) Publications.—A third volume of “ A Subject Index of 
“the Modern Works added to the Library of the British 
“ Museum, comprising additions made during the years 
“ 1891-1895,” and compiled, like the two preceding ones, by 
Mr. G. K. Fortescue, Senior Assistant Keeper in the Depart- 
ment, was printed and issued by the Trustees in the early 
part of last year. It is formed upon the same plan as the 
two former and contains about 47,750 entries. 


Another work prepared and published during the year, 
“ Facsimiles from early printed Books in the British Museum,” 
consists of reproductions, mostly by photo-lithography, of 
thirty-six “selected pages from representative specimens of 
“ the early printed books of Germany, Italy, France, Hol- 
“ Jand and England, exhibited in the King’s Library.” The 
permanent exhibition of books illustrating the history of 
printing, on view in the King’s Library, has been found of 
great value and interest by students able to consult it. In 
this publication an attempt was made to reproduce, at a 
moderate price, its most characteristic features, so as to make 
them available for comparison in other libraries, and for 
general reference away from the Museum. 


Ill. Binding.—The number of volumes and _ sets of 
pamphlets sent to be bound in the course of the year has been 
22,013, including 3,652 volumes of newspapers. In conse- 
quence of the frequent adoption of the plan of binding two or 
more volumes in one, the number of volumes returned 
has been 9,896; in addition to which 187 pamphlets have been 
separately bound, and 229 volumes have been repaired at the 
bindevr’s. 

Besides this, the followimg binding work has been done 
in the Library itself :—5,901 volumes have been repaired ; 
348 broadsides, &c., have been inserted in guard-books, and 
2,930 volumes of reports, time-tables, parts of periodicals, &c., 
have been formed, in a light style of binding. 


The following maps, charts, &c., have also been bound or 
mounted during the year:—36 atlases, 9 volumes of the 
Ordnance Survey of Towns, 59 volumes of the 25-inch 
Ordnance Survey, and 3 volumes of the 6-inch Ordnance 
Survey have been bound; 104 sheets of the 1-inch 
Ordnance Survey, 328 sheets of the English Admiralty 
Charts, 37 sheets of the “ Hydrographie frangaise,”’ and 
363 general maps have been mounted on hnen, and 295 
maps, &c., mounted on cards.

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IV. Reading Room. Service—The number of volumes 
returned to the General Library from use in the Reading 
Room has been 868,731; to the Royal Library, 21,633; to the 
Grenville Library, 1,606; to the Map Room, 3,545; to the 
presses in which books are kept from day to day for the use 
of readers, 518,506; and to the Oriental Department, 5,138 ; 
making a total amount of 1,419,159 volumes supplied to 
readers during the year. The number of readers during the 
year has been 188,628, giving an average of over 624 
daily, the room having been open on 302 days, and an 
average of over seven volumes daily for each reader, not 
reckoning those taken from the shelves of the Reading Room 
by the readers themselves. 


Newspaper Room.—The number of readers during the 
year has been 16,375, giving a daily average of 54. The 
number of volumes replaced after use was 47,252, giving a 
daily average of nearly three volumes to each reader, not 
reckoning those, chiefly volumes of Parliamentary Papers, 
taken from the shelves of the Newspaper Reading Room by 
the readers themselves. 


Map Room.—315 visitors have been admitted to the Map 
Room for the purpose of special geographical research. 


V. Additions.—(a) 26,929 volumes and pamphlets (ineclud- 
ing 124 atlases, &c., and 1,355 books of music) have been added 
to the Library in the course of the year, of which 5,962 were 
presented, 12,175 received in pursuance of the laws of 
English copyright, 718 by colonial copyright, 480 by inter- 
national exchange and 7,594 acquired by purchase. 


(b) 64,285 parts of volumes {or separate numbers of 
periodical publications and of works in progress) have also 
been added, of which 2,850 were presented, 37,319 received 
in pursuance of the laws of English copyright, 202 by 
colonial copyright, 3857 by international exchange and 
23,557 acquired by purchase. 


(c) 1,166 maps, in 5,222 sheets, have been added to the 
collection in the course of the year, of which 626 maps, in 
775 sheets, were presented; 333 maps, in 3,851 sheets, received 
under the provisions of the laws of English copyright, 14 
by colonial copyright, and 193 maps, in 582 sheets, acquired 
by purchase. 


(d) 4,922 pieces of music, each complete in itself, have 
been acquired by copyright during the year. 


(e) The number of newspapers published in the United 
Kingdom, received under the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act during the past year, has been 3,315, comprising 
209,752 single numbers; 1,239 of these newspapers were 
published in London and its suburbs; 1,603 in other parts 
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of England and Wales and in the Channel Islands; 270 in 
Scotland, and 203 in Ireland; 16 volumes of an old news- 
paper have been purchased; 194 sets, containing 21,569 
numbers of foreign and colonial newspapers, together with 
36 parcels of foreign and 31 volumes of colonial newspapers 
have been presented ; 84 sets, containing 12 volumes and 
22,626 numbers of modern foreign and colonial newspapers, 
have been purchased ; and 10 sets, containing 1,319 numbers, 
have been received by colonial copyright. 


(f) The number of distinct works comprised in the 26,929 
volumes and pamphlets, the 64,285 parts of volumes, the 
1,166 maps and the 4,922 pieces of music already mentioned, 
amounts, as nearly as can be ascertained, to 30,335. Of 
these, 5,666 were presented, 17,167 acquired by English 
copyright, 728 by colonial copyright, 352 by international 
exchange and 6,422 by purchase. 


(g) 3,492 articles have been received in the Department 
not included in the foregoing paragraphs, comprising 
broadsides, Parliamentary Papers, and other miscellaneous 
items. The addition of this number to those already given 
produces a total of 104,398 articles received in the Depart- 
ment in the course of the year. 


Acquisitions of Special Interest.—The number of remark- 
able books acquired during 1897 has been less considerable 
than usual, but several of the acquisitions have been of the 
very highest importance. 

One of the most important acquisitions has been a series of 
89 autotype facsimiles of printed proclamations of the 
Sovereigns of England from Henry VII. to Philip and Mary, 
made, by permission of the Society of Antiquaries, from 
the collection, in most cases consisting of unique documents, 
in the Society’s Library. To convey an idea of the importance 
of this collection, it will suffice to state that it contains thirty 
of the proclamations of Henry the Eighth, comprised in the 
Earl of Crawford’s list in the ‘“‘ Bibliotheca Lindesiana,” the 
Museum, until the reception of the facsimiles, having had only 
six; and that every known proclamation of Queen Mary 
exists as an unique document at the Society of Antiquaries, 
with the exception of one, likewise unique, recently purchased 
by the Museum. 

Five of the books acquired during the year are of exceptional 
bibliographical interest. They are :— 

I. The “ Doctrinal of Sapience,” printed by William Caxton, 
in 1489, purchased at the sale of the first portion of the Earl 
of Ashburnham’s library, a fine copy, perfect with the 
exception of two leaves supplied in facsimile. It need not be 
said that the acquisition of a Caxton by the Museum or any 
public library is a very infrequent occurrence. With the 
exception of two bought respectively in 1883 and 1890, and 
fragmentary leaves, some belonging to books otherwise 
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unknown, obtained in 1871, the Museum had acquired no 
Caxton for more than thirty years previous to the Ashburn- 
ham sale. The purchase of the “Doctrinal” is especially 
important, as none of the eleven known copies are likely to 
come at any time into the market. 


II. At the Ashburnham sale was also purchased Chaucer’s 
Troylus and Creseide, printed by Wynkyn de Worde, in 1517, 
the only important sixteenth century edition of a work of 
Chaucer’s in which the Museum library was still deficient. 


III. In the Malermi Bible, Venice, 1490, the Museum 
has obtained one of the greatest of bibliographical treasures. 
This Bible, so called from the name of the translator or editor, 
was first printed at Venicein 1471. In 1490 it was republished 
with a very great number of most elegant woodcut illustra- 
tions, the designs for which have been at different times 
attributed to various celebrated artists. Some of them were 
reproduced in the edition of 1492, but the edition of 1490 is 
the only one fully illustrated, and is a renowned example of 
Italian design at its best. Itis sorare that no copy is known 
to have previously occurred at any auction sale in England. 


IV. The purchase of a fine vellum copy of the Decretals of 
Boniface VIII., Petrus Schoeffer, Mentz, 1476, is of importance 
as completing the Museum set of the four Mentz editions of 
the Decretals. Three of these are upon vellum. 


V. There could hardly be a greater contrast in externals 
than that between the stately Mentz folio and a dingy little 
tract purchased at the same time, ‘‘ Michael Howe, the last 
and worst of the Bushrangers,’ Hobart Town [1817]; and 
yet the latter is the more interesting of the two, for, gazettes 
and fly sheets apart, it is the first book printed in Australasia. 
There is a copy in the Bodleian, beyond which none is known 
to have occurred since the publication of an article in the 
Quarterly Review for May 1820, when the Reviewer said, 
“This little book will assuredly be the ‘Reynarde the Foxe’ 
of Australian bibliomaniacs.” 

Besides the Malermi Bible the Museum has made an 
important addition to its biblical collection in the first Polish 
Roman Catholic version of the New Testament, printed at 
Cracow in 1556, in opposition to the Protestant version of 
1551. Nine copies exist in Polish libraries, but, until the 
occurrence of the present copy, none is known to have been 
offered for sale out of that country. The diction is regarded 
as a model of classical Polish. 

The most important Liturgy purchased is a vellum copy 
of the Hieronymite Missal printed by Georgius Coci at 
Zaragoza in 1511, a most beautiful book, considered by the 
printer himself as one of the finest examples of his art, and 
especially interesting as one of the first instances of music 
printing in Spain. Only three other copies are known. A 
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beautiful Venetian Breviary of 1490, on vellum, purchased at 
the Ashburnham sale, is also a valuable acquisition. 

Among miscellaneous purchases of remarkable foreign 
books, the following may be especially mentioned: Dupin,, 
Livre de boje vie, qui est appellé madevie, Chambéry, 1485, 
the third book printed at Chambéry ; Les Grandes Merveilles 
[ Paris, 1530 ?] a very curious satire on the voyagers of the time, 
apparently unknown to bibliographers; Fleur de la vraye 
poesie Frangoyse, a rare undated edition not mentioned by 
Brunet ; a beautifully printed French translation of Petrarch’s 
Trionfi, Paris, 1520; Luxembourg, Oraison de Marie de 
Cleves, 1549; Machiavelli, Il Prencipe, Roma, 1532; Aonio 
Paleario, Ad Lucenses, 1551, extremely rare; Gaspar Gomes, 
Tercera parte de la tragedia de Celestina, Toledo, 1539, also 
of the highest rarity; Caesarius Cisterciensis, Dialogi 
Miraculorum, Ulric Zell, Cologne; Copia de diversas cartas 
de algunos padres y hermanos de la compania de Jesus, 
Barcelona, 1556; Ordine della Compagnia del Salvatore, 
Brescia, 1581; Lettre Circulaire des Dames Religieuses de la 
Visitation de Chaillot sur les derniéres années du feu Roy 
d’ Angleterre, Jacques II., one of a series of letters acquired 
at the same time, printed and privately issued by the nuns 
on occasion of the deaths of members of the convent or of 
persons especially connected with it. 

The most important accession in early English literature, 
after those already mentioned, is of very great interest, being 
an unique and hitherto unknown edition of the fourth century 
of Heywood’s Epigrams, London, 1560. So late as 1891 
Heywood’s Epigrams were stated upon high authority to 
have been first published in 1562. In 1894, however, the 
Museum purchased an earlier edition, also unique as far as 
known, of the first three centuries, and this edition of the 
fourth completes the set. Two exceedingly rare editions of 
Dame Juliana Berner’s Boke of Hawkynge, Huntynge and 
Fysshynge, one undated, printed by John Waley and 
another printed by Edward Allde, 1586, were bought at the 
Ashburnham sale. In the Manipulus Curatorum, Wynkyn 
de Worde, 1502, the Museum has acquired what may not 
improbably be the first dated English edition of this 
frequently printed book. 

Four early and rare editions of works by Bunyan have 
been purchased — Pilgrim’s Progress, Edinburgh, 1680 ; 
Pharisee and Publican, 1685; Come and Welcome, second 
edition, 1686; Barren Fig Tree, fourth edition, 1695. Pur- 
chases in later English literature include a great curiosity, 
the poems of John Lamb, the half brother of Charles Lamb, 
contemptible as poetry, but extremely scarce ; the excessively 
rare “Fables” of John Hookham Frere, printed at Malta; 
and three publications connected with great English poets— 
the privately primted and anonymous remonstrance of John 
Cam Hobhouse (Lord Broughton) with the Dean and Chapter 
of Westminster on their exclusion of Byron’s monument from 
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Westminster Abbey ; Wordsworth’s pamphlet deprecating the 
construction of the Kendal and Windermere Railway, Kendal, 
1844; and “The Theological Inquirer,’ 1815, containing a 
series of reviews with full extracts of Shelley’s Queen Mab, 
then only privately printed, and a reprint of the first portion 
of his “ Refutation of Deism.” . 
Among curiosities the most important is a copy of the 
fourth edition of Governor Pownall’s book on the Adminis- 
tration of the Colonies, 1768, copiously annotated by Burke. 
A copy of Black’s Life of Tasso with MS. notes by Leigh 
Hunt has also been acquired; and one of Dr. Baron’s 
“ Tllustrations of the Enquiry respecting tuberculous diseases,” 
with notes by Edward Jenner, the discoverer of vaccination, 
made shortly before his death. With these may be mentioned 
a contemporary account of the obsequies at Lisbon of Philip 
the Second as King of Portugal, where the royal title has 
been struck out throughout by a patriotic Portuguese ; and 
a proclamation on the taking of Dominica by the British 
forces, directing among other things that Scotch names 
should be bestowed upon all the rivers in the island.

Music.—The collection of music has been enriched by the 
acquisition of 236 part-books of Motets and Madrigals, 
printed in Italy in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
many of which are of great rarity. Among them may be 
mentioned a set of five Tenor Part-Books of Masses and 
Motets, probably printed at Venice by Andreas Antiquus 
about 1520; nine sets of part-books by Grammatio Metallo ; 
the “ Magnificat” of Simon Boyleau (Milan, 1566), Motets by 
P. Zallamella (Venice, 1582), Gemignano Capilupi (Venice, 
1603), Francesco Colombini (Venice, 1626), and Guglielmo 
Lipparini (Venice, 1629). A most important purchase has 
been made of a unique copy of the “ Recerchari, Motetti, 
Canzoni, Composti per Marcantonio di Bologna,” printed by 
Bernardino of Vercelli at Venice in 1523, a work which is 
not only the earliest published collection of compositions 
for the Virginal, but is also the earliest instrumental music 
printed in modern notation. Another valuable acquisition 
is the beautifully engraved “ Libro della Chitarra Spagnola,” 
by the Academico Caliginoso, a composer whose er has 
not been ascertained.

The largest acquisition during the past year has been a further 
portion of the papers and correspondence of Admiral Viscount 
Nelson (of which a previous portion was purchased by special 
erant in the year 1895). The collection now acquired consists 
of several pressed-letter books of his autograph letters, three 
autograph diaries, log-books of H.M.S. “ Victory” and of other 
vessels, with numerous miscellaneous papers.

I.— ARRANGEMENT AND CATALOGUING. 


The series of fifteenth century German and Flemish wood- 
cuts, formed by the incorporation of the examples presented 
by Mr. William Mitchell with those previously possessed by 
the Museum, has been arranged in accordance with Schreiber’s 
catalogue in thirteen solander cases. An index has been 
prepared, showing in comparative tables the old and the new 
arrangements. 

The large collection of sketches and studies by George 
Cruikshank, bequeathed by his widow, has been sorted and 
arranged, the subjects being identified as far as possible. 

The work of preparing, specially repairing, and mounting a 
small selection of the best specimen English mezzotints has 
been taken in hand and 219 have been so treated. 

The Bulgarian, Roumanian, Servian, and modern Greek 
portraits have been arranged in a separate portfolio and the 
Turkish portraits in another. 

A collection of sketches and studies by Richard Cook, R.A., 
for his illustrations to Scott’s “ Lady of the Lake,” and a 
series of drawings of Cairo by Owen B. Carter have been 
arranged in albums. 

The new slip catalogue of the collection of English 
Mezzotints has been mounted on sheets and bound. 

A collection of framed duplicate prints has been lent toa 
local exhibition organised by Miss Ward of Squerries, and 
returned in good order. 

The preparation and transcription for press of a general 
catalogue of the collection of English Portraits has been 
continued. 

The preparation for press of a descriptive catalogue of the 
newly-formed series of early German and Flemish woodcuts 
has been commenced and nearly completed. 

The preparation and printing of a descriptive catalogue of 
the collection of English Drawings has been completed to the 
end of the first volume (Abbott-Cumberland), which will be 
published forthwith. 

The catalogue of books in the Department containing 
early German woodcuts has been revised and transcribed for 
press. 

Titles for the principal articles contained in the volumes 
for 1896 of the “Jahrbuch der kéniglich Preussischen Kunst- 
sammlungen,” “Zeitschrift fiir Bildende Kunst,” “Oud 
Holland,” “Archivio Storico dell’ Arte,” and “Gazette des 
Beaux-Arts” have been written for the index of Books of 
Reference. 
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All Books of Prints and Books of Reference recently 
acquired have been indexed and placed. 

The preparation of a catalogue of all the English Mezzotints 
contained in the Department has been continued. 

The preparation of slips for an index to the collection of 
Foreign Portraits has been continued. 

The working copy of the new printed index of artists of 
the French School has been completed by the insertion of the 
references. - . 

The second copy of the index of Italian artists has been 
corrected and completed. 

The notes of M. Haverkorn van. . Ryswyck on the drawings 
by William van de Velde, sen. and jun. have been transcribed 
for:the use of students. 

All new names have been entered, and all necessary altera- 
tions effected in the general indexes of artists. 

One hundred and twenty-seven drawings, and two thousand 
four hundred and thirty-five prints recently acquired , have 
been incorporated with the collections to which they sovanely 
belong... 

Six iousantd nine hundred and four prints, drawings, &e.; 
recently: acquired, have been impressed with the depart- 
mental stamp, and references to the Register. The work of 
impressing with a special stamp the Schreiber collection of 
playing cards, has also been in progress, and three hundred 
and eighty-seven packs, have been stamped. The work of 
impressing with a special stamp the Franks collection of book 
plates has been commenced, and eight thousand seven hundred 
and ninety-four items have been stamped. 

One hundred and ninety-five drawings and nine hundred 
and ninety-four prints have been placed on sunk mounts, and 
one hundred and thirty-six prints and photographs have 
been mounted in the ordinary manner. 

Three thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine items have 
been entered in the Register of acquisitions. 

The number of students admitted to the Print Room during 
the year ending 3lst December 1897 was 6,206. 

One hundred and ninety-nine applications were made for 
leave to photograph objects in the collection, and 1,584 photo- 
graphs were taken.

SETS AND COLLECTIONS. 


A collection of English and foreign book-plates, probably 
the most valuable and important which has ever been formed, 
and numbering approximately 45,000 English and 35,000 
foreign examples. Bequeathed by Sir A. Wollaston Franks,

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DEPARTMENT OF EGYPTIAN AND ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES. 
I.— Arrangement, Cataloguing, ete. 


Egyptian Antiquities :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Egyptian Collection has 
been continued, and a number of important objects acquired 
during the year have been incorporated and exhibited. 

Four hundred and forty-two labels have been written 
and painted, and attached to objects exhibited in the 
Galleries ; twelve stele frames, nineteen stands, four vases, 
saucers, &c., nine hundred and sixty labels, two hundred and 
thirty-three satin wood and mahogany pedestals, one base for 
a mummy case, and frames for four papyri have been made; 
three hundred and thirty-eight objects have been cleaned and 
repaired ; eight hundred and sixty-seven scarabs, figures, and 
other objects have been mounted; the re-mounting of the 
papyri in ventilating frames has been continued, eleven 
papyri have been unrolled. 

One thousand eight hundred and forty-eight objects of the 
various collections have been registered; one thousand and 
eleven scarabs have been catalogued; four hundred and 
thirty-six Coptic, Demotic, and Greek ostraka have been 
copied and collated. 

The description of the papyri for publication has been con- 
tinued, and twenty plates for the new part of “ Select Papyri” 
have been printed off. 


Assyrian Antiquities :— 


The general re-arrangement of the tablets has been con- 
tinued. The contents of the case containing the cylinders, &c. 
of the later Babylonian Empire have been re-arranged, 
classified, and labelled. 

Two hundred “case-tablets” and tablets have been repaired ; 
three hundred and eighty-nine tablets, and three historical 
cylinders have been cleaned; fifty-nine “joins” have been 
made ; sixty-two moulds from Assyrian cylinder seals have 
been made ; thirty ‘“‘case-tablets” have been opened; thirty 
objects have been mounted on stone plinths ; and the cutting 
of ventilation shafts behind the slabs in the Assyrian base- 
ment has been completed. Several thousands of boxes for 
holding tablets have been lined with cotton-wool and 
numbered, and the arrangement of the collections according to 
date of acquisition has been continued. 

Hand-lists and reference boards for several of the early 
collections have been made, and the case-book of the Baby- 
lonian Room has been continued. 

Five hundred and eighty-three tablets and fragments of 
the various Babylonian colleetions have been copied for 
purposes of publication. 
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_ Two thousand three hundred and nineteen tablets of the 
various collections have been registered; and the verification 
of the Kouyunjik Collection has been completed. 

Thirty paper impressions of inscriptions have been made. 


Students :— 


One thousand four hundred and ten visits have been made 
to the Egyptian and Assyrian Department by students and 
others ; and nine thousand three hundred and eight objects 
have been issued to them for study.

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DEPARTMENT OF GREEK AND ROMAN ANTIQUITIES. — . 
I.—Arrangement, Cataloguing, ete. 


The re-arrangement of the Ephesus Room has been con- 
tinued ; progress has been made in restoring a capital and 
column from the later temple of Artemis and in preparing 
stands, fittings and labels for the plaster moulds and store- 
casts in the basement. 


Twenty-eight sculptures have been mounted on plinths or 
repaired ; an iron dowel has been removed from the drum 
of a column of the Propylea; 170 pedestals and plinths, 
a head of Perseus, a mosaic in the Etruscan Saloon, 8 slabs 
of the Phigaleian frieze, the cast of the Hermes of Praxiteles, 
and 9 store-casts of the Parthenon frieze have been cleaned 
or repaired ; new moulds have been made from 10 slabs of the 
Phigaleian frieze, from a group in the West pediment of the 
Parthenon, from a head of Apollo in the Mausoleum Room, 
from pieces of architecture and sculpture from Ephesus, and 
from five objects in terra-cotta. 


The terra-cotta sarcophagus from Clazomene, with cover, 
has been repaired and mounted in two glass cases in the First 
Vase Room; it has also been drawn and photographed for 
publication. The collection of vases in this room has been 
partially re-arranged,the other sarcophagi from Clazomene and. 
Cameiros having been transferred to a wall-case on the West 
side of the room, and the collection of vases from Rhodes and 
Naucratis: re-arranged in the adjoining wall-cases and in 
table-case D; and the two large pithoi from Cameiros and 
Ialysos having been placed on tops of cases 'in‘ ‘the 
Terra-cotta Room. | . ae 

The collection of ornaments in gold and ivory from 
Enkomi, in Cyprus, has been arranged in the Gold Ornament. 
Room, and the collection of silver ornaments in the Vestibule;. 
table-case D in the Bronze Room. has been. re-arranged, and. 
the contents mounted on tablets; two cases in the Third 
Vase Room and two in the Fourth Vase Room have been 
re-glazed and fitted with new locks, and raised on plinths; 
a series of labels has been made for the Vase Rooms and for 
the Mosaics on the North-West Staircase, and a mahogany 
case provided for the Catalogues kept in the Vase Rooms; 
the copies of Etruscan paintings on the walls of the Vase 
Rooms have been taken down and cleaned; and the walls 
and ceilings of the Third Greco-Roman Room, Greco-Roman 
Basement, Bronze Room, and Etruscan Saloon have been 
repainted and decorated. 


Fourteen vases, 3 bronzes, and a series of objects from 
Cyprus have been cleaned and repaired ; 3 bronzes, 2 vases, 
and a series of gold ornaments have been mounted on -plinths 
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or blocks ; 288 bronzes have been catalogued; 1,001 objects 
registered ; 492 descriptive titles written and attached to 
objects ; progress has been made in numbering the collection 
of bronzes; 30 photographic negatives and 64 drawings of 
small objects have been made for the Bronze Catalogue. 

Progress has been made with the Catalogues of Vases 
(Volume I.), Sculpture (Volume II.), and Bronzes, and in 
view of the great interest now attaching to early Ionian art, 
particularly to the painted terra-cotta sarcophagus recently 
acquired from Clazomene, in Asia Minor, a special publica- 
tion has been prepared of this sarcophagus, to which have 
been added a similarly painted terra-cotta sarcophagus from 
Cameiros in Rhodes and another sculptured with figures in 
the round and in relief, from Caere in Etruria. 

The number of visits made by students to the Departmental

IV.—Marble, etc. 


1. Portrait-head, apparently of a Greek poet, crowned with 
ivy : Greek work of the third century, B.c. 


2. Black basalt head of Julius Cesar from Egypt. The 
head is about half life size and has been broken from a figure 
sculptured not entirely in the round,. but having a square 
pilaster at the back in the manner of Egyptian statues. In 
this respect and in the unusual length of the occiput this 
head resembles that of Czesar in the Barracco collection in 
Rome (Collection Barracco, pls. 75-75A). The type of face is, 
however, different in several respects. 


V.—Terra-cotta. 

1. Stamp with representation of a man stirring a cauldron 
with right hand, holding up the back of his left hand to 
shield his face from the fire, and girt round the waist like a 
slave. The cauldron is raised on rocks between which are 
burning sticks. 

2-5. Four fragmentary moulds for Aretine ware ; one, 
stamped with the name of M. Perennius, represents a female 
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figure stooping over a burning altar and apparently dropping 
incense on the fire, while opposite has stood a bearded figure, 
playing on double flutes, of whom only the head, hands and 
flutes remain ; a second fragment has on the left a dancing 
figure clapping his hands over his head, while two draped 
female figures stand side by side looking on; behind them 
and turned away to the right is a youth playing on double 
flutes, and working with his left foot the kroupeze used by 
flute players to mark time; a third fragment has two Seileni 
with a large crater between them out of which they have 
been filling their drinking cups ; the faces and hair are 
rendered with the minuteness of a gem; the fourth fragment 
has a bearded and wreathed figure seated on a chair to left, 
holding a sceptre in one hand, while with the other he points 
to a female figure in front, with her back turned towards 
him ; she wears a Phrygian cap; behind the seated figure has 
been a tree, of which only the top branches now remain. 


VI.—Pottery. 


1. White Athenian lekythos, with combat between horse- 
man and foot soldier, recalling, by the great beauty of the 
drawing, the Parthenon frieze. Both combatants are youth- 
ful, and fight with the spear. The one on horseback wears a 
petasus and short chiton girt at the waist. The other wears 
a conical helmet and protects himself with his shield. The 
horse is painted a dark red. 


Found in the neighbourhood of Athens. 


2. Similar lekythos, representing a young warrior seated at 
a stelé, to whom a youth brings a helmet and a spear. 


3. Archaic Greek black-figured amphora, representing the 
sacrifice of Polyxena at an altar beside the tumulus of 
Achilles. Polyxena is held over the altar in a horizontal 
position by three Greeks, Amphilochos, Antiphates, and 
Ajax Iliades (Oiliades), while Neoptolemos stabs her in 
the throat. Behind Neoptolemos is Diomede, and, lastly, on 
the left of the scene Nestor Pylios. The corresponding figure 
on the extreme right is Phcenix. The dress of Polyxena is 
carefully wrapped round her; she makes no struggle nor effort 
to escape her fate, but appears to be anxious above everything 
to die decently (evaxipmwe) as Euripides says in the Hecuba, 
568 fol. The occurrence on a vase of epithets which are 
familiar in literature, such as Nestor Pylios, is extremely rare. 

4, Red-figured kylix, with an Amazon in the interior, and 
groups of, warriors on the exterior; inscribed with the 
names AQENOAOTOZ KAAOZ and AEAFPOZ KAAOZ, 
probably the work of Euphronios. 

5. Fragment of a red-figured kylix, with interior design of 
an archer wearing a helmet with bull’s ears and horns, 
apparently the work of Chachrylion : remains of inscription, 
probably the artist’s name.

6. Terra-cotta bowl, with reliefs, representing Hades 
carrying off Persephone, the lower world being indicated by 
the reeds of Acheron and the Danaids with their pitchers. 
The entrance to the lower world is indicated by a stelé on 
which is inscribed the word evoe3wc, and this, perhaps, may be 
taken as conclusive evidence that the usual form of Greek 
tombstones or stele, representing a portal, was intended to 
indicate the portal of Hades. That is a subject which has 
been much discussed, with conflicting opinions.

1. Onyx cameo, with portrait of Galba. Thessaly. 
2. Paste intaglio ; head of Hermes. 


3. Paste cameo; Alexander the Great striking iit an 
enemy, probably at the battle of the Granicus. 


4. Seven fragments of very archaic porcelain (see Mon. 
dell’ Inst. xi., pl. 37, and Annali, 1882, p. 1, pls. A-G), 
supposed to be of Pheenician fabric. Found on the Esquiline 

Hill, Rome. 


III. EXCAVATIONS. 


The excavations in Cyprus, which had ceased in September 
1896 when the site of Enkomi near Salamis, was ex- 
hausted, were resumed in November of last year on a new 
site, that of Maroni, between Larnaca and Limassol, where were 
found tombs of the Mycenzean age. The results were at first 
promising, but after a short time it was deemed advisable to 
transfer operations to another site, close to a Tekké or sacred 
tomb, near the Salt Lakes of Larnaca. Here also the tombs 
proved to be of the Mycenzan age, and productive of good 
results, so far as it was possible to carry them with the funds 
then available. The excavation of this site is being continued 
in the present year. Meantime the following are among the 
most important of the objects discovered at Maroni and the 
Tekké :-—

.. Medieval Room.—The wall cases in this room have ‘been 
completed, and the contents replaced with the necessary 
Te-arrangements. One section has, however, been devoted to 
the display of a small part of the objects bequeathed by 
Sir A. Wollaston Franks, which will. remain on exhibition in 
this room for a limited time. All the specimens belonging to 
the room, which had been removed during the construction of 
the new cases, have been examined and cleaned before being 
replaced. 

~ Seven table cases have been lined with velvet. The con- 
tents have been cleaned and re-arranged in five of the cases; 
and the labels of the collection of watches have been revised 
and printed in the department. In four of the other’ table 
cases is temporarily shown a large part of the Franks 
Bequest of jewellery, including finger rings, and other objects 
of small size. Two of the cases containing the more intrinsi- 


ally valuable objects have been protected with added ‘plates 
‘of glass. 


te Glass and Ceramie Room.—The various additions to-this 
series have been ineorporated, «with labels attached. An 
important bowl of Kutahia:’ ware has been mounted on a 
separate pedestal under.a glass shade. 


‘Pre-historic Room.—The two wall cases containing the 
palzolithic implements from England and the Continent 
have been taken down, reduced to proportions more suitable 
to the nature of the contents, and made more dust-proof, the 
implements having meanwhile been placed in drawers. The 
implements and the insides of the cases have been cleaned, 
as have also seven of the wall cases containing remains of a 
later period. 


Ethnographical Gallery. —Considerable re- arrangement of 
the African section has been found necessary, to accommodate 
the objects from the Benin expedition. A large central case 
has been devoted to the carved tusks and a portion of the 
bronzes. The large collection of bronze plaques sent by 
Sir Ralph Moor, the Commissioner for the Niger Coast 
‘Protectorate, to the Foreign Office, and deposited on loan at 
the Museum, has been temporarily arranged on screens in the 
Assyrian Saloon. It is intended to include such of these 
remarkable castings as become the property of the Museum 
in a publication on the older relics from West Africa. 

A large number of East African specimens have been 
labelled, and the registration on slips of Lord Lonsdale’s 
Arctic collection has been completed. 
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A large series of specimens from the Nicobar Islands have 
been catalogued and arranged in or upon the cases. 

The large Easter Island figures under the colonnade ie 
been cleaned and the descriptive labels cut in the stone plinth, 
and the figures themselves removed away from the entrance. 

The Javanese weapons have been classified. 

The objects on the tops of the wall cases have been cleaned, 
and the following sections have been examined and cleaned, 
viz.: Hawaiian Islands, Savage Island, Torres Str aits, the 
N.W. Coast of America, and the Congo. 


American Room.—At1rangements have been made in this 
room to allow of the incorporation of a considerable series 
from Ecuador, and a portion of the Peruvian section has 
been re-arranged. | 


Gallery of Religions.—Two central cases and the specimens 
contained in them have been examined and cleaned. 


The registration of current acquisitions has been continued ; 
and 268 objects have been registered, and 90 ethnographical 
objects have been drawn and described for the Slip Catalogue. 

A slip, catalogue of the Franks collection of finger rings 
has been begun, and 1,200 specimens have been described. 
This will form the basis of the printed catalogue to be 
published by the Trustees. | 

A similar catalogue of the European pottery has been 
started, and 100 pieces have been described. 

A slip catalogue of the library of voyages and travels and 
ethnography in the department has been completed, and the 
press marking is in progress. An additional bookcase for 
this library has been received and fixed, and the necessary 
re-arrangement of the books has been made. 

A plaster cast of a carved pilaster on the main staircase 
has been withdrawn, and an original inserted in its place. 

An Indian sculpture and an alabaster tablet have been 
repaired. 

A catalogue of the works on Ceramics bequeathed to the 
depar tment by the late Sir A. Wollaston Franks, k.c.B., has 
been made; a special book-plate has been printed for them 
and inserted in each volume. 

One hundred and forty-five labels have been painted; 683 
card labels have been printed with the hand press, as well as 
494 headings to catalogue slips and 850 tickets, the latter 
being for the department of Coins and Medals. 

One hundred and eighteen stands for specimens have been 
made and 53 have been stained; eight oak blocks have been 
made and ebonized; two frames have been made for New 
Zealand specimens; 16 boards and tablets have been covered 
with paper, and 658 specimens mounted; and 18 specimens 
have been repaired. | 

During the year there have been 1,584 visitors to the 
studies of the department. 
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II.— Acquisitions. 


The most important acquisitions of the year are the 
portions of the bequest by the late Sir Augustus Wollaston 
Franks, k.c.B., which fall to this department. These, as well 
as the other antiquities passing to the museum under his will, 
are described in a following section. 


Exclusive of this important bequest, and of the additions 
to the Christy Collection, the principal acquisitions are the 
following :— 


(1.) Harly British and Prehistoric Antiquities :— 


Two flint implements found by the donor at Barton Cliff, 
Hampshire ; presented by Mr. D. Flynn. 


A flint axe head found on the beach at Goring, Sussex, 
presented by Frank P. Reid, Esy. A flint flake, worked, 
found near Swathling, Hampshire; presented by G. S. Perceval, 
Esq. 

Two hoards of bronze implements, presented by Sir A. Wol- 
laston Franks, K.c.B.; the first from Southall, Middlesex, 
includes a double bronze mould for a socket celt, contain- 
ing portions of a lead celt, palstaves, a large ring, ete.; the 
second from Gray’s Thurrock, Hssex, consists chiefly of 
socket celts and a gouge. A bronze socket celt found 
at Picton, near Hitchin, Herts; a bronze palstave with 
loop, found at Llangollen; presented by Sir A. Wollaston 
Franks, K.C.B. 


Three silver bracelets found in Ireland; and a- wooden 
model of a pottery vessel with ornament of late Celtic 
character, from the British lake-dwelling at Glastonbury ; 
presented by Arthur Bulleid, Esq., F.s.a. 


The most important acquisition in this section is the find 
of gold ornaments from the North of Ireland, exhibited before 
the Society of Antiquaries of London in January 1897, and 
published in “ Archeologia,” vol. 55, p. 391. The find consists 
entirely of objects of gold, viz., a collar with ornament of late 
Celtic character in relief, a twisted collar of solid wire and 
part of a second similar one, two neck-chains, a bowl of very 
thin metal, and a model of a boat, with oars and other 
implements. 

This important find is of exceptional interest at the British 
Museum, as the objects, which may be attributed to the 
beginning of the Christian era, belong to a class specially 
connected with Britain, and in which the Britons attained to 
greater perfection than did any of their continental kindred. 
The Museum, moreover, possesses already the most important 
collection of bronze remains of this period of culture, which 
these gold objects will supplement and enrich in a useful 
way.

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The foreign illustrations include :-— 


A slab of rock with picked design representing the head of 
an ox, probably of the Bronze age, from the north side of the 
val Fontanalba, near Bordighera; presented by Clarence 
Bicknell, Esq. 

Stone implements and flakes, from the Mbabana River, 
Swaziland ; presented by Miss Wigram. 


(2.) Anglo-Roman :— 


A bronze bust of the Emperor Hadrian found at Win- 
chester; a circular brooch enamelled and with a dolphin in 
the centre, a pair of silver brooches, and a silver spoon, all 
from the collection of Lord Hastings. : 

A remarkable hoard of pewter vessels and dishes, many 
of them elaborately ornamented with niello; one has the 
monogram XP, and another the inscription vicTRicI. Found 
together at Appleshaw, Hants. 

A pottery money-box found at Lincoln full of coins of 
Constantine the Great, Fausta, Crispus, Constantine II., and 
Constantius IT. 

A pottery cup found at Billericay, Essex, presented by 
Dr. Frank Corner; and a piece of a pillar-moulded bowl of 
blue and white marbled glass, found at Colchester, and 
presented by Henry Laver, Esq., F.s.A. : 


(3.) Anglo-Saxon and Foreign Teutonic :— 


A silver brooch with filigree work and pastes, another gilt 
and nielloed, a pair of silver buckles, a pair of strap tags, 
and a bronze brooch with zoomorphic ornament; all from 
the collection of Lord Hastings. 

Plaster cast of the base of a Saxon cross of Christian 
period, from Leek, Staffordshire ; presented by Charles 
Lynam, Esq. . 

A series of remains from barbaric graves in the neighbour- 
hood of Bergamo, consisting of bone buckles, finger rings, 
earrings, beads, etc.; among them an imitation coin in gold 
of Anastasius I. (A.D. 491-518). 


(4.) Medieval and Later :— 


(a.) British. Bronze matrix of the seal of Ada de Dartford, 
14th century. A bronze censer with heads of animals, found 
at North Elmham, Norfolk. An enamelled bronze pendant 
with a shield of arms, found at Canterbury and presented by 
Alfred J. Copeland, Esq., ¥.s.A. A prick spur of bronze once 
gilt, found at Botley House, Chesham, and presented by 
Miss Beatrice Stokes. 
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The chief acquisition in this section is the Glenlyon brooch, 
which is stated to have been in the possession of the Camp- 
bells of Glenlyon for many generations. It is of unusual size 
for a brooch, circular with a bar across the middle, and 
having two pins. The front is set with stones and pearls 
and is somewhat rudely worked; the back has the names 
of the Magias a charm. The probable date of its manu- 
facture is the 15th century ; it has been figured and described 
im Pennants “Tour in Scotland,’ vol. I. p. 104,.-and) in 
Wilson’s “ Prehistoric Annals,” pl. II. and p. 560. 


A gilt clock containing an alarum and a strike-a-light, 
probably German work of the 17th century, and a silver 
oblong plate with equation table, made by C. Bingham; 
presented by Max Rosenheim, Esq., F.s.A. 


Two models in clay for medallions in glass of Alex. Waugh, 
A.M. 1794 and Alex. Easton 1794, made by James Tassie ; 
a terra cotta medallion for a medal of Drs. J. Hunter and G. 
Fordyce by Flaxman; a bronze bust of Jeremy Bentham ; 
bronze medallion portraits by David d’Angers of Canning, 
Brunel, Sir J. Franklin, Sir J. Ross and others. 


A microscope, in its case, with which Sir David Brewster 
made his experiments till 1838 ; presented by Mrs. Brewster- 
Macpherson. 


An old rushlight stand and a tinder box; presented by 
Dr. Frank Renaud. 


A number of matrices of seals in silver, steel, &c., chiefly 
temp. Geo. III. and IV.; among them those of the Courts of 
Common Pleas and King’s Bench, of the Colonies of Honduras, 
Nova Scotia, Victoria, &c.; presented by the Lord President 
of the Council. 


(b.) Foreign.—A figure of Our Lord in Limoges champlevé 
enamel, 13th century work; presented by Max Rosenheim, 
Esq., F.S.A. A bronze lion which has formed the base of 
a candlestick, probably of the 13th century ; presented by 
Sir A. Wollaston Franks, k.c.B. Four bronze pendants 
with armorial and other devices once enamelled, of the 14th 
century. 


An object of unusual interest is the double matrix of the 
seal of Joanna, Queen of Sicily and Countess of Toulouse, 
daughter of Henry II. of England. It is of silver, and has 
on each half a figure of Joanna, in the one case as Queen, and 
in the other as Duchess of Narbonne, Countess of Toulouse 
and Marchioness of Provence, as shown by the legend. She 
married William II. of Sicily in 1177 and the Royal half of 
the seal was probably used by her during his life time. 
After his death she became in 1196 the wife of Raymond VL., 
Count of Toulouse, and died three years later. This interesting 
relic was found in the ruins of the Cistercian Abbey of 
Grandselve (Tarn et Garonne).

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Two matrices of seals, one in silver of Albert Casimir, 
‘Princeps Passariensis,” and another of a religious community 
in Switzerland. 

A silver gilt medal of Philip II. of Spain which has been 
converted into a pocket sundial, a silver and brass dial by 
J. M. Hager of Brunswick, a leather case of dentists’ 
instruments of the 16th century, and a case for a pyx of 
cuir-bouilli, of the same date; presented by Max Rosenheim, 
Ksq., F.S.A. 

An astrolabe signed by P. Danfrie, 16th century, a 
telescope with case of stamped leather, probably Dutch of 
about 1680, and two French graphometers of the 18th century ; 
presented by Baron Ferdinand Rothschild, M.v. 

A copper gilt quadrant with the arms of an abbot. German, 
17th century. 

A remarkable ivory statuette of Bacchus by Baron de 
Triqueti ; bequeathed by Mrs. Fane de Salis. 


(5.) Ceramic and Glass Collections :— 


(a.) Oriental Wares.—Three vessels of early glazed pottery 
from Babylon. 

An albarello decorated in slip and painted in blue with 
birds and flowers, probably of the 13th century ; found in 
Cyprus. A bowl engraved with a figure of a man (sgraffiato), 
14th century ; found at Enkomi, Cyprus. 

A number of portions of Persian tiles of unusual character, 
found by the donor at Kerman, Persia; presented by 
Captain P. Molesworth Sykes. 


(b.) Continental.—An interesting series of Italian quattro 
cento jugs and tiles; a jug of similar ware, presented by 
C. Fairfax Murray, Esq. A drug pot, probably of Faenza 
ware, presented by C. H. Read, Esq. 


(c.) Hnglish.—A floor tile with a coat of arms from 
Malvern, and two others of the same character from 
Salisbury. 

A large dish, blue, glazed, with the arms of Charles IL, 
perhaps made at Lambeth, from the Reynolds Collection ; 
presented by Sir A. Wollaston Franks, K.c.B. 

A hollow brick found at Great Stanmore; presented by 
Sydney V. Klein, Esq. 


(d.) Glass—A small two-handled vase of blue glass made 
in a mould, and a small bowl of opaque, pale blue glass, both 
from the Greek islands. 

A bowl of clear glass, with bosses of coloured glass, 
probably of Imperial Roman times, from Syria. 


(6.) Collection illustrating various Religions :— 
(a.) Chrostianity.— A ‘bronze hanging lamp with griffon’s 
head and the XP; said to have been found at Herculaneum ; 
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from Prince L. Murat’s collection; presented by Miss Sloane 
‘Stanley. 


(b.) Brahminism.—A stone carving with male deity holding 
a bow ; presented by Sir A. Wollaston Franks, K.c.B. 


(c.) Buddhism.—Two rectangular sculptured blocks from 
the ruins of Bairant, near Benares; presented by H. C. 
Carlyle, Esq., by desire of the late Archibald C. Carlyle, Esq. 

A Jain figure of white marble, with dedicatory inscription, 
dated Samwat, 1709=a.p. 1652; dug up at Bijapur, and 
presented by J. F. Fleet, Esq., 0.1.5. 


(d.) Taouism.—A carved and gilt wooden tablet with 
mythical figures and inscriptions from Pekin; presented by 
Sir A. Wollaston Franks, K.c.B. 


(7.) Orrental and Ethnographical :— 


A remarkable silver dish, probably of Indian work of the 
earlier centuries of the Christian era, with repoussé figure 
of the Indian Dionysos. Found in a mound at Tonk, 
Dehra Ismail Khan, Panjab. Described and figured in 
“ Archeologia,” vol. 55. Presented by M. Longworth 
Dames, Esq. 

A gilt copper vessel of unusual form, perhaps Persian of 
the 16th century ; from the collection of the late Mr. Consul 
Wrench. 

A bronze stand for a tray with elaborate engraved designs, 
bearing the titles of En Nasiri ibn Kalaun, Sultan of Egypt, 
who died in 1341. 

Portion of an ancient ivory board for the game of mancala, 
from Ceylon; presented by Sir A. Wollaston Franks, K.C.B. 

Silver box for suspension round the neck containing a ball 
of wax; from Southern India, used by the Lingaet sect. 

Various charms and pendant ornaments from China ; 
presented by Vyvyan Dent, Esq. ; 

Four libation cups of rhinoceros horn, one of them inlaid 
with jade and silver, old Chinese ; and a jacket covered with 
feathers, and said to have belonged to the famous Shogun of 
Japan, Taiko Hideyoshi; presented by Sir A. Wollaston 
Franks, K.C.B. 

A carrying basket from Assam; presented by James 
Allen, Esq. A number of arrows and a trap for animals, 
from Northern India; presented by Lady Frere. 

An important series of wooden carvings and figures from 
the Nicobar Islands; presented by Colonel R. C. Temple, 
C.I.K. 


Africa.—Two pierced stones from Lake Tanganyika ; 
presented by Alfred Sharpe, Esq., H.M. Consul, British 
Central Africa. 

A number of objects from Nyassaland; presented by Sir 
H. H, Johnston, x.c.B, A skin bag containing blacksmith’s 
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tools from British Central Africa ; presented by Major Francis 
Trollope. A Zulu girl’s dancing dress; presented by G. A. 
Champion, Esq. A carved wooden figure from West Africa ; 
a carved fetish figure of wood from the Haussa country ; 
presented by EH. EH. Blake, Esq. 

A bronze tablet from Benin, obtained by the donor, Captain 
Crawford Cockburn. Four carved ivory tusks, representing 
the several styles in which they are ornamented, life-sized 
bronze head of a girl of unusual finish, two cast figures, a 
metal circlet and a brass staff, all from Benin, and presented 
by Sir William Ingram, Bart. 

Three life-sized heads and three pendant plates with 
designs in relief, all of bronze, from Benin. 


Oceania.—A lime gourd for betel chewing and a cocoa-nut, 
from the Solomon Group; presented by Miss Sloane Stanley. 


America.—Remains from a cave-dwelling in N.W. Mexico ; 
presented by J. Gurdon Stephenson, Esq., c.e. A polished 
stone axe of unusual size from Mancera, Chile. 


III.—THE FRANKS BEQUEST. 


Sir Augustus Wollaston Franks, K.c.B., President of the 
Society of Antiquaries of London, and Keeper of this depart- 
ment from 1866 to 1896, died on 21st May 1897. By his will 
he bequeathed to the British Museum a very large number of 
objects, which may be summarized as follows :— 


1. A collection of finger-rings of all ages and countries, 
numbering about 3,300. 


2. A large number of examples of ancient, medieval, and 
more modern goldsmith’s work and jewellery. 


3. A collection of drinking vessels of various materials 
and of all ages, but chiefly medizeval and later. 


4, A collection of porcelain manufactured on the continent, 
numbering 512 specimens. 


5. A collection of Japanese ivory carvings (netsuké), about 
1,500 in number. 


6. A collection of Japanese sword guards, about 850 in 
number. 


7. A very large collection of book-plates (ex-libris), trade 
cards, tickets, ete. 


8. Books on pottery and porcelain, for the library of the 
department. 


9. In addition to the foregoing specific bequests the 
Trustees were empowered to select, from among the other 
works of art or curiosities, any that would be of value to the 
Museum. 

So extensive a series of collections obviously cannot be 
here dealt with in any detail, but it may be of use to indicate 
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the character of, or the principal objects in, the various 
sections. 


1. Finger-rings. 


This collection occupied many years in its formation and 
contains rings of all periods. The classical series is very 
rich, including fine Greek rings, several of the first importance 
of Roman times, ¢.g., those from the Treasure of Tarsus, and 
others of the same massive kind of the first half of the third 
century ; a Christian marriage ring inscribed ACCIPE DULCIS 
MULTIS ANNIS, and a fine ring with the shoulders modelled 
in the form of figures of Atys. Among the Saxon and 
Byzantine rings the most remarkable, and probably the most 
important in the whole collection, is the ring of Aithelswitha, 
Queen of the Mercians and sister of Alfred the Great. It is 
not a little remarkable that this ring will now be shown by the 
side of the ring of the father of both, Hthelwulf, which has 
been in the Museum for many years. Among the rings of 
more modern date the following are worthy of mention, viz. : 
—a series of twelve of the so-called Papal rings, the large 
devotional ring with the “ Five Wells” known as the 
“ Coventry ring,” a rich series of signet rings, including one 
of a Courtney, a number of Hebrew betrothal rings, a collec- 
tion of mourning rings extending over about two centuries, 
a large number of wedding rings with mottoes or posies and 
a long series of ancient Javanese and other Oriental rings. 


2. Goldsmith's Work and Jewellery. 


This section includes a large quantity of jewellery and 
other objects in the precious metals, many of them of classical 
times, but with the exception of the “Treasure of the Oxus,” 
the greater part is of medizeval and later times. 

The “Treasure of the Oxus” is without doubt the most 
important part of this section from the archeological point 
of view. It consists of a large number of utensils and works 
of art, chiefly in gold, which have been sent to England from 
the N.W. Frontier during a certain number of years past, 
and it includes also a similar collection formed in India by 
the late Sir Alexander Cunningham, by whom it was ceded 
to Sir Wollaston Franks. 

As works of art the most important are: a large gold 
armlet with two gryphons in full relief, their wings once set 
with pastes or stones; the remains of a dagger sheath with 
hunting scenes in low relief in Persepolitan style; two discs, 
one in gold the other in silver, with designs of a similar 
character; a gold jug, the handle terminating in a lion’s 
head; and a model of a king in his chariot, in gold. 

The principal piece of historical interest is the god signet 
of a Persian king of about 350 B.c. whose name has been 
read as Phahaspes. The Treasure contains a very large 
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number of objects, armlets, thin gold plates with figures of 
Persian warriors, as well as many smaller articles of 
adornment. 

Among the classical jewellery may be mentioned two 
shoulder ornaments of gold from the Fould collection, with 
Etruscan designs in granular work; a large series of jewellery 
earrings, etc. from Crete; two small gold bells, from the 
Treasure of Tarsus in Cilicia, with the labours of Hercules ; 
and a number of articles of Roman date found in Egypt. 

Of post-classical times the representation is fully as great. 
It includes a find of gold ornaments of the Lombard time 
from the North of Italy, a limited series of Byzantine objects, 
a number of medizeval brooches with devices and mottoes, a 
remarkable set of 15th century jewels found in the Meuse, a 
hoard of silver ornaments of Italian work found in the Castle 
of Chalcis in Eubeea; pendants and earrings in the form of 
ships of Venetian work; the gold covers of a small devotional 
book, enamelled, and of English work, temp. Henry VIII. ; 
several fine cinque-cento jewels, spoons, enamelled miniature 
portraits, ete. 


3. Drinking Vessels. 


This collection has been on loan and exhibited in the Gold 
Ornament Room for some years. It consists of more than 
150 cups and other drinking vessels formed of gold, silver, 
wood crystal and a variety of other materials. 

Among the most remarkable and important are the 
following: A hoard of silver vessels of doubtful date but of 
somewhat classical style from Van in Armenia; a series of 
Roman silver bowls, spoons, etc., some of them with Christian 
symbols, found with articles of jewellery, on the Hill of 
St. Louis, Carthage; dishes, etc. of Sassanian work, one of 
them with a figure of Sapor IT.; a Saxon silver bowl found 
in Lancashire full of coins of Canute; an Arab crystal cup of 
the 13th century in Flemish silver mount of the 14th; several 
mazer bowls, including the Rochester mazer and the mazer 
with enamelled mounts of Louis de Male, last Count of 
Fianders ; glass jug with silver mounts with the arms of the 
great Lord Burghley ; and a remarkable globe cup with a 
map of the world after Oronce Finé. 


4. Continental Porcelain. 


This collection consists of 512 specimens, representing most 
of the factories of Europe. It is especially valuable for the 
great number of marked pieces, some of them of great rarity ; 
and the colleetion is for this reason of especial value for 
the history of the various factories. The whole is now on 
loan to the Science and Art Department and is exhibited 
at the Bethnal Green Museum. A catalogue, written by 
Sir Wollaston Franks, has been printed by the Department. 
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There is at present no room at the British Museum for the 
display of the collection. 


5. Japanese Ivory Carvings. 


This large and important series has been on loan and 
exhibited at the museum for some years past, it consists of 
about 1,500 of the small carvings known as netsuké. This 
collection is of especial value for several reasons ; it includes 
examples of most, if not all, of the best known artists in this 
style of Japan, and further it gives an unusually complete 
representation of the manners and customs, the legends, folk 
lore, and ordinary occupation and dress of the Japanese, 
all on a conveniently small scale. 


6. Japanese Sword Guards. 


This collection numbers about 850 pieces. Its interest is of 
much the same character as that of the foregoing section, the 
subjects being of asimilar kind, although the warlike element 
is somewhat more prominent. In addition the various metals 
employed show the extraordinary skill of the Japanese in 
alloying and otherwise treating metals in an artistic manner. 


7. Book Plates, Trade Cards, etc. 


This very large series is in the Department of Prints and 
Drawings. 


8. Books on Pottery and Porcelain. 


This portion of the bequest comprises about 370 works on 
the subject, and forms a most useful addition to the library 
of. the Department. Several of the works are of some con- 
siderable value; but the great importance of the bequest is 
that the Department now possesses what was practically the 
working library of Sir Wollaston Franks, on a subject in 
which he took the keenest interest. 


9, Selections. 


The somewhat difficult task of selecting from among the 
very numerous collections not specifically bequeathed, was 
much simplified by the fact that Sir Wollaston Franks had, 
during his life time, already presented nearly all the objects 
that he thought worthy of being placed in the Museum 
Collections. The selection that has been made comprises a 
number of additions to the continental porcelain which Sir 
Wollaston Franks had bought since the catalogue was printed ; 
a few examples of Oriental and other wares ; afew specimens 
of glass and of Japanese lacquer; a number of enamelled 
portrait miniatures, as well as charms and other curious 
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objects. In making this selection the trustees had the 
valuable aid of one of their number, Mr. Drury Fortnum, 
whose great knowledge of works of art, and long friendship 
with Sir Wollaston Franks made his help of exceptional 
value. 


It is proposed that, for a time, at any rate, the principal 
collections of Sir Wollaston Franks shall form a separate 
exhibition in the Museum. Catalogues of some of the sections 
are in progress, and will appear from time to time. It is felt 
that the publication of such catalogues is a better recognition 
of the importance of the bequest than a permanent separation 
of the objects bequeathed from others in the museum of 
which they are in many cases the complement. 


The foregoing summary account gives an idea of the extra- 
ordinary extent and importance of the accessions to the 
Museum under the will of one of the greatest benefactors 
that it has ever known. To the devotion of a lifetime, in 
which almost every hour was given to the service of the 
Museum, Sir Wollaston Franks, by this munificent bequest, 
added to his constant benefactions up to the day of his death, 
has raised to himself a monument which wil] equal the great 
reputation he enjoyed during his life. 


IV.—CHRISTY COLLECTION. 


Six hundred and seventy-six additional slips have been 
prepared for the Registration Catalogue, with sketches of the 
objects. 


The Christy Trustees have acquired, by donation and 
purchase, the following objects, which they have transferred 
to the Trustees of the British Museum.

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DEPARTMENT OF COINS AND MEDALS. 
lL.—Hahibitions. 


Electrotypes of a representative series of English coins 
from William the Conqueror to Charles I., inclusive, have 
been mounted, and placed on exhibition in the corridor 
adjoining the Medal Room. 

1,200 Descriptive Labels have been written for the exhibition 
of English, Scottish, and Irish coins. 


Il.— Registration and Arrangement. 
1. Greek Serves :-— 


1,007 coins have been registered, and 1,498 incorporated. 

In accordance with recently published researches, rectifica- 
tions have been made in various series of the coins of Asia 
Minor, and the coins formerly given to Laodicea ad Libanum 
have been transferred to Berytus. Nine silver coins have 
been removed from Antioch in Syria and placed under their 
proper mints. 

Five coins hitherto regarded as “Uncertain” have been 
identified. 

Numerous series of coins have been examined, and selec- 
tions, where necessary, made for the Museum. Among these 
series were the second portion of the Montagu collection, 
various parcels of coins of Asia Minor and Syria, and several 
hundred tetradrachms and drachms of Alexander the Great. 

Parts of the series of Thrace and Macedon have been 
examined in answer to the queries of foreign scholars, and 
casts have been supplied to the compilers of the Berlin 
Corpus Numorum. 

The manuscript bibliography of Greek Numismatics has 
been brought up to date. 

In preparation for the Catalogues the following series have 
been arranged in chronological order, and the specimens in 
silver weighed :— 

Catalogue of Galatia, Cappadocia, etc. :—Leucas, Chalcis 
ad Libanum, Cesarea Panias, Gaba, Damascus, Canatha, 
Antiochia ad Hippum, Dium, Philadelphia, Antiochia ad 
Orontem. 

Catalogue of Lydia: — Acrasus, Aninetus, Apollonis, 
Apollonos-Hieron, Attaleia, Aureliopolis, Bagis, Blaundus, 
Briula, Caystriani, Upper and Lower Cilbiani, Clannuda, 
Daldis, Dios-Hieron, Hermocapelia, Hierocesarea, Hypepa, 
Hyrcanis, Julia Gordus, Meeonia, Magnesia ad Sipylum, 
Mastaura, Mostene, Nacrasa, Nysa, Philadelphia, Saitta, Sala 
Domitianopolis, Sardes, Silandus, Stratonicea ad Caicum, 
Tabala, and Thyatira. 

Catalogue of Curlicia, etc. :—Barata, Dalisandus, Iconium, 
Ilistra, Laranda, lLystra, Parlais, Savatra, in Lycaonia ;

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A bibliography of the numismatics of Lycaonia and Cilicia 
has been prepared. 

The work of writing tickets referring to the published 
volumes of the Catalogues has proceeded as follows :— 
Catalogue of Caria, etc., 1,763 tickets (completing the volume) ; 
Lycia, ete., 632 tickets. 

Casts have been made for the illustration of the Catalogue 
of Galatia, etce., and arranged on 38 plates. 

The collection of Forgeries (chiefly of Greek coins) has been 
expanded and rearranged in two cabinets. 


2. Roman Series :— 


208 coins recently acquired (143 from the Montagu 
Coliection) have been registered, and 157 incorporated. 

A large hoard (Treasure Trove, from Southsea, Hants), of 
about 950 specimens, dating from the time of Constantine to 
that of Julian the Apostate, has been examined, and aselection 
made for the Museum. 


3. British and Colonial Series :— 


760 coins and medals recently acquired have been registered, 
and 685 incorporated. 

The whole English series has been expanded by the 
incorporation of three new cabinets, and numerous heading- 
cards and labels have been written. 

The Irish coins from Henry VII. to George IV., formerly 
exhibited, have been restored to their places, electrotypes 
_ having been made for exhibition in their stead. 

Three English tickets, hitherto regarded as uncertain, have 
been identified. 

The following series have been examined and, where 
necessary, selections made for the Museum :—The Montagu 
Collection of English Medals; the Montagu Collection of 
English Coins (5th portion); and Treasure Trove from 
Crediton (1,885 coins from Edward VI. to Charles II.); 
Gateshead (59 coins Edward I. to Edward III., and Alexander 
III.); and Balcombe (754 coins of the same period). 


4. Medicval and Modern Series :— 


83 coins and medals, recently acquired, have been registered 
and incorporated. 

The expansion and re-arrangement of the Russian coins, in 
four cabinets, with fresh heading-cards and labels, have been 
completed. 

The medals of the various German States have been 
withdrawn from the King’s Cabinet and arranged, with 
heading-cards and labels, in two new medal cabinets. 

The collection of Bank-Notes, etc., has been arranged and 
mounted. 
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A series of drawings of coats of arms (occurring chiefly on 
uninscribed German coins) has been commenced, in order to 
facilitate identification. 


5. Orvental Series :— 


1,081 coins (from the Cunningham, and other collections, 
recently acquired) and 3 Siamese medals have been registered 
and incorporated. 

Rectifications have been made in the following series :— 
Sakas, White Huns, Sassanian, Valabhi, Mahakosala, Eastern 
Calukya. 

The whole of the various series of Northern India from the 
earliest to medizeval times have been re-arranged, and fresh 
labels and heading-cards, giving the dates of the dynasties 
and references to the latest numismatic authorities, have 
been written. 

200 tickets giving references to the catalogue of Moghul 
coins have been written and placed beneath the specimens. 

A descriptive list of Indian coins to be electrotyped for 
exhibition has been drawn up, and a list of coins of Assam 
has been prepared. 

The coins of the Kotas, who were hitherto noe only 
from an inscription, have been identified and arranged. 


6. Labelling of Cabinets :— 


Outside labels have been written specifying the contents 
of 74 cabinets. 


III.— Catalogues. 


Greek Series :— 


The Catalogues of the coins of Caria and Islands, by 
B. V. Head, and of Lycia, Pamphylia, and Pisidia, by 
G. F. Hill, have been printed and issued. 

Catalogue of the coins of Galatia, Cappadocia, etc., 
by W. Wroth. 2 half-sheets (= 16 pp.) and plates I. to XIII. 
sent to press. 


IV.—Acquisitions. 


The total number of Coins and Medals added to the 
Department during the year 1897 is 1,548, of which 42 are 
of gold or electrum, 824 of silver, 664 of bronze, and 18 of 
other metals. 

Of these, 301 have been presented or bequeathed, viz. :°3 of 
gold, 121 of silver, 167 of bronze, and 10 of billon.

REMARKABLE COINS AND MEDALS. 


1. Greek Series :—- 
(a.) Europe. 


Britannia.—F ive unpublished silver coins of the Brigantes, 
of the time of King Venutius, found near Honley in 1894. 
Among them is one of unusual interest, the inscription CART] 
upon it showing that it was struck by Queen Cartimandua, 
who is known in history as the betrayer of Caractacus. She 
rebelled against her husband Venutius in A.D. 69, and, in 
conjunction with -Vellocatus, the King’s armour-bearer, 
succeeded for a short time in ousting him from his kingdom. 
(Tacitus, Hist. III. 45.) Presented by W. Brooke, Esq. 
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Thurium in Lucania.—Bs.c. 390-350. A beautiful tetra- 
drachm with an artist’s signature EYP. in the exergue 
From the Montagu Collection. 


Gela wm Sicily.—Ovre. B.c, 412. A specimen of the rare 
gold diobol issued after the defeat of the Athenians in Sicily. 
On the obverse is the head of the Saviour Goddess, accom- 
panied by her title TQXTINOAIZ. From the Montagu 
Collection. 


Syracuse in Srcily.—An exceedingly beautiful tetradrachm 
of the latter part of the fifth century, B.c. Obverse, Head of 
Goddess with hair confined in a saccos, adorned with a stripe 
of meander and zigzag patterns. From the Montagu 
Collection. 


Abdera in Thrace.—s.c. 408-350. A very rare silver 
stater (Wt. 172°8 grs.). Obverse, Griflin recumbent; reverse, 
Herakles standing with club and bow ; Symbols, scallop-shell 
and dolphin. Jnscr. EAI THAEMAXO. From the collec- 
tion of the late Karl of Ashburnham. 


Macedonia, Philip II., B.c. 359-336.—A gold double- 
stater and an eighth of a gold stater, both very rare 
denominations. 


Macedonia, Alexander the Great.—A gold medallion from 
the famous Zésor de Tarse, discovered in 1863, belonging to 
the time of the Emperor Severus Alexander, whose extra- 
ordinary cult of Alexander the Great induced him to strike 
medals in his name. (Cf. Script. Hist. Aug., Alex. Sev. 
C. xxv. Alexandri habitu nummos plurimos figuravit et 
quidem electros aliquantos sed plurimos tamen aureos.) 
From the Montagu Collection. 


Macedonia, Alexander the Great.—A fine specimen of the 
extremely rare tetradrachm said to be of Alexander’s first 
coinage, B.C. 336-334. From the Montagu Collection. 


Macedonia.—Two very rare drachms of Philip V., and 
Perseus, the last kings of Macedon, and a specimen of the 
rare tetradrachm of the Roman Province of Macedonia, 
issued by authority of the Legatus, and inscribed with the 
Latin letters LEG. 


Macedonia. Berawa in Emathia.—A bronze coin of the 
Emperor Philippus Junior, dated EOC (= 275 of the Actian, 
and 245 of the Christian era). Obverse, Head of Alexander 
the Great; reverse, Agonistic type representing the Umpire 
of the Games (Bpa/evc) sacrificing at an altar placed in front 
of a table on which stand the prizes to be awarded to the 
victors. From the Montagu Collection. 
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Chaleidice in Macedonia.—B.c. 392-379. Tetradrachm. 
Obverse, Head of Apollo; reverse, Lyre with seven chords. 
Magistrate’s signature, EDX! OAYM . . . . . From the 
Montagu Collection. 


Lete in Macedonia.—Cire. B.c. 500. Two silver staters, of 
different styles of work, showing on the obverses a Silenus 
seizing a woman by the wrist. From the Montagu Collection. 


Orrescii in Macedonia.—Cire. B.c. 500. <A silver stater, 
of fine archaic work, representing a Centaur carrying off a 
struggling woman. From the Montagu Collection. 


4tolia.—Cire. B.c. 279-168. A silver stater with the head 
of Atolus on the obverse, and a figure of the same hero on 
the reverse, resting on his spear with one foot on a rock. 
From the Montagu Collection. 


Locrt Opuntwi.—A silver stater. Obverse, Head of Per- 
sephone; reverse, the Locrian Ajax: a coin of great interest, . 
as it bears traces of an engraver’s signature, possibly 
KIMQN, behind the head of the goddess, from which it would 
appear that the well-known Sicilian artist was employed 
by the Locrians to engrave their coin-dies. From the: 
Montagu Collection. 


Delphi.—A unique silver stater dating from the early years 
of the fifth century, B.c. Obverse, Ram’s head and dolphin ; 
reverse, Incuse square quartered, resembling a temple- 
ceiling of the “coffered” type. Wt. 186°5 grs. (Cf. Head, 
Hist. Num., p. 289.) From the Collection of the late Earl of 
Ashburnham. 


Tenea, near Corinth.—A bronze coin of Julia Domna. 
Tenea was a mere village until after the destruction of 
Corinth, when it began to assume more importance. No coins 
of Tenea were previously in the Museum. 


Gortyna im Crete.—A bronze coin of Trajan. Reverse, the 
hero Gortys. (Cf. Svoronos, Crete, p. 348.) 


Cyclades(?).—An archaic silver stater, unique and un- 
published, cire. B.c. 600. Obverse, Toad or Frog; reverse, 
Irregular incuse square. Wt. 189 grs. The attribution of 
this remarkable coin is uncertain, but there can be no doubt 
that it belongs to the class of archaic coins of which about 
760 specimens of various types were discovered in the island 
of Thera (Santorin) in 1821. The Toad is quite a new type, 
which it is at present difficult to account for. From the 
Montagu Collection.

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(b.) Asia :— 


Pontus.—Mithradates the Great (Eupator).—A rare tetra- 
drachm, of which only a very few specimens have lately been 
discovered, on which the king’s title reads BAZIAEQE 
EYTATOPOS, his name MIOPAAATOY being omitted. 
Also a tetradrachm from the Bunbury Collection bearing a 
very realistic portrait of the same king and struck in the year 
208 of the Bithynian era (= B.c. 90-89). 


Amasia in Pontus.—Two bronze coins of Sept. Severus 
and Geta with representations on the reverses of the great 
sacrificial altar of Zeus Stratios. (See Appian., Mithrid., ed. 
Steph. p. 215.) From the Bunbury Collection. 


Bithynia.—Nicomedes II., B.c. 149-95. Seven tetradrachms 
showing successive portraits of the King at different periods 
of his reign. From the Bunbury Collection. 


Cyzicus in Mysia.—An electrum stater having on the 
obverse a very bold and picturesque head of Odysseus 
wearing a conical hat wreathed with laurel. This is the 
finest of three specimens known. From the Collection of the 
late Earl of Ashburnham. 


Alexandria Troas.—A drachm dated 223 of the Seleucid 
era (= B.C. 90) bearing a full length figure of Apollo. 
_Smintheus and a magistrate’s signature AT]XIPYAOY. 


Antandrus im the Troad—A drachm with a head of 
Artemis Astyrene on the obverse and a goat on the reverse. 
From the Bunbury Collection. 


Assus vm the Troad.—An unpublished medallion of the 
reign of Marcus Aurelius. 


Asia, Roman province.—Eleven rare Cistophori of 
Adramyteum, Parium or Apamea, and Pergamum, and 41 
others of Ephesus, Sardes, and Tralles, some with names 
of Roman Proconsuls. From the Bunbury Collection. 


Alexander the Great.—Twenty-seven Asiatic silver coins, 
a few of Alexander’s own time, but chiefly belonging to the 
interesting class of coins of a commemorative character 
struck in Western Asia Minor in the early part of the 
2nd Cent. B.c. From the Montagu Collection. 


Ephesus in Ionia.—An extremely rare gold coin of which 
only one other example is known (Thomas Sale, 1844). 
Mommsen (Hist. Mon., Rom., Vol. II., p. 444) is of opinion 
that it was struck by Sulla in B.c. 84 for circulation in the 
Roman province of Asia. On the obverse is a bust of the Greek . 
Artemis and on the reverse a cultus-effigy of the Asiatic or 
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Ephesian Artemis with many breasts and outstretched arms. 
Purchased wn Cyprus. 


Ephesus in Ionia.—A rare didrachm of the reign of Nero, 
inscribed with its legal current value AIAPAXMON. From 
the Bunbury Collection. 


Erythre in Ionia.—A very rare tetradrachm, B.c. 387- 
300, with name of the eponymous magistrate, PANNOOEMIZ. 
From the Bunbury Collection. 


Erythre in Ionia.—A bronze coin of Antoninus Pius. 
Reverse, a recumbent River-god accompanied by his name 
AAEQN, which confirms the reading of Pliny (H. N., V. 29), 
«nunc est Aleon fluvius,” a reading which, on the authority 
of another coin of Erythrz with a river named A=OC, has 
been generally disputed. These coins show that there must 
have been two streams in the territory of the city, the Aleon 
and the Axus. | 


Alabanda—Antiochia in Caria.—B.c. 197-189. A rare 


tetradrachm with name XPYZOFONOZ. From _ the 
Montagu Collection. 


Cidramus in Caria.—A bronze coin of Caracalla. Reverse, 
veiled goddess in distyle temple with coiled serpent beside 
her; a new type. 


Hydisus in Caria.—A bronze coin of the 1st cent. B.C. 
Of this place, the name of which occurs in the Athenian 
Tribute Lists, only two or three coins are known. The 
present specimen is a new variety, and bears a magistrate’s 


name APAKQ[N]. 


Rhodes.—A unique gold stater circ. B.c. 200. Obverse, 
Radiate head of Helios, three-quarter face; reverse, P—O, 
rose with bud, above which, legible traces of magistrate’s 
name ATHZIAAMOXZ, and, to left, his signet, a figure of 
Artemis running, holding a torch. The name of this magis- 
trate, accompanied by the same symbol, occurs on silver 
coins, but this is the only gold coin, as yet known, struck at 
Rhodes between the age of Alexander the Great and the 
revival of commercial prosperity which followed the defeat 
of Antiochus by the Romans at Magnesia, B.c. 190. From 
the Montagu Collection. 


Lydia.—A gold stater of the highest rarity, of the time of 
King Croesus, B.c. 568-554. Obverse, foreparts of Lion and 
Bull facing one another ; reverse, double incuse square. This 
gold stater is of the Babylonic standard, and weighs 164-2 ors. 
It was probably equivalent in value to one of the electrum 
staters of the Phcenician standard issued from various mints 
on the west coast of Asia Minor during the 6th cent. B.c. 
(See Rev. Num. 1895, p. 359.) 
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Stratonicea ad Caicum, in Lydia.—An extremely rare 
Cistophorus struck in the name of King Eumenes II., of 
Pergamum in B.c. 186. From the Bunbury Collection. 


Cottieum im Phrygia.—Alliance with Ephesus. A 
medallion of Caracalla with the unusual inscription 
OMONOIA TNIPOC E®ECIOYC. Reverse, the goddess 
Kybele seated between effigy of Ephesian Artemis and 
personification of City of Cotizum. 


Synaus in Phrygia.—Bronze of Philip Senior. Reverse, the 
god Sabazios on horseback. 


LTemenothyre in Phrygia.—A large medallion of the age 
of the Antonines with a very interesting reverse type, 
Herakles striding to left with a torch in his extended right 
hand. Before him is a statue of a goddess (Pallas?) on a 
column and a running figure of Eros. Herakles appears to 
be setting fire to some temple. An imperfect specimen of 
this coin in the French Coll. is wrongly described by Mionnet 
as Herakles burning the heads of the Hydra. 


Lycia.—A silver stater of the satrap Artembares 
(5th cent. B.c.) and a lead trial-piece or pattern for a silver 
coin, of which no specimens have yet been discovered. From 
the Bunbury Collection. 


Lycva ?—Two archaic silver coins recently found in the 
island of Nisyros. Obverse, Bull’s head of decorative style; 
reverse, Incuse of Lycian style. 


Lycia.—Erbbina. Dynast of Telmessus.—Silver stater. 
Obverse, Head of Athena; reverse, ’EpBBwa in Lycian 
characters. Herakles fighting; nude but for his lion’s 
skin, which covers his head and left arm. He has a quiver 
at his left side and carries his bow and club. A rising 
ground is represented under his feet. This coin, which 
belongs to the 5th cent. B.c., bears some likeness to a bronze 
figure in the Bibliotheque Nationale (Babelon-Blanchet, Cat. 
No. 518) which is probably a copy of an original about 100 
years older than the coin. 


Gage in Lycia.—A unique drachm of the Federal type. 
The only known silver coin of the town. 


@noanda in Lycia.—A unique stater of the early part of 
the 2nd cent. B.c. Obverse, a fine head of Zeus with a 
sceptre behind ; reverse, OINOANAEWN, Eagle on thunder- 
bolt: the only known coin of the town, and additionally 
important as fixing the attribution to a neighbouring city, 
Termessus ad Hnoanda, of a number of coins which have 
hitherto been confused with those of the Pisidian city 
Termessus Major. 
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Side in Pamphylia.—Fourteen silver coins bearing counter- 
marks for the most part of well-known Cistophoric mints, ¢.9., 
Ephesus, Sardes, Tralles, Pergamum, Apamea, Synnada, etc. 
From the Bunbury Collection. 


Cremna in Pisidia.—A bronze coin of Geta. Reverse, the 
goddess Mida, a form of Kybele, seated. 


Pogla wn Pisidia.—A bronze coin of Commodus. Reverse, 
‘Zeus seated. The worship of Zeus at Pogla with the title 
Méyisrocg is recorded in an inscription published in the 
Athenische Mitth. X. 336. 


Cilicia.— Two silver staters of the Satrap Mazzeus, B.C. 
361-333, and a bronze coin of King Tarcondimotus (0b, B.c. 
31). From the Bunbury and Montagu Collections. 


Alexandria ad Issum in Crlicia.—A bronze coin having 
on the obverse a radiate head of Antiochus Epiphanes in the 
centre of a Macedonian shield. 


Mallus in Cilicia.—An interesting archaic silver stater. 
Obverse, a winged divinity running; reverse, a sacred conical 
stone (baitylion). 

Nagidus in Crilicia.—A silver stater of the 4th cent. B.c. 
Obverse, Aphrodite enthroned with Eros crowning her ; 
reverse, Dionysos standing. 


Olba in Cilicia.—A bronze coin of the High Priest of Zeus, 
who was also Toparch of Cennatis and Lalassis in the reign 
of Augustus. (See Head, Hist. Num., p. 609.) 


Cyprus.—Six 4th century coins of kings of Amathus, with 
new inscriptions in Cypriote characters, of considerable 
interest. 


Cesarea in Cappadocia.—A rare silver coin of Nerva, with 
the inscription OMON.CTPAT. (Opdv[ora] Stpar[orédwr]) 
the Greek equivalent of the Latin ‘“ Concordia exercituum.” 


Syria, Seleucid Kings.—Thirty-one beautiful tetradrachms 
specially selected by the late Sir Edw. Bunbury as bearing 
the most characteristic portraits of the several monarchs. 
From the Bunbury Collection. 


Tripolis in Phenicia.—Two rare tetradrachms of the 
2nd cent. B.c. From the Montagu Collection. 


Persia.—A gold Daric and a twelfth of a Daric, also in 
gold, the latter a coin of the greatest rarity. From the 
Montagu Collection. 


Babylow.—A tetradrachm of the Satrap Mazzeus, B.c. 331- 
328, and a gold double-daric of the Satrap Stamenes, B.c. 
327-325. (See Imhoof-Blumer, Die Miunzstatte Babylon, 
Wien, 1896.) From the Montagu Collection.

Egypt.—A-selection from a recent find of tetradrachms of 
Alexander IV., son of Alexander the Great, struck in Egypt 
shortly before B.c. 305, when Ptolemy assumed the title of 
king. ; 


Egypt.—Ptolemy 1. (Soter).—_A gold stater struck in 
Cyrenaica, B.c. 308-305, under the government of Magas; 
reverse, Alexander as youthful Zeus Ammon, in a quadriga 
drawn by elephants. From the Bunbury Collection. 


 Egypt.—Arsinoée II. Philadelphos.—A rare silver deca- 
drachm with the mint-mark QQ behind the Queen’s head. 
From the Bunbury Collection. 


Egypt.—Seven rare varieties of the bronze coins of the 
Nomes of Egypt. From the Bunbury Collection. 


Barca.—A rare tetradrachm of the 5th cent. B.c., earlier 
in style than any other specimen in the British Museum. 
From the Bunbury Collection. 


Cyrene.—Two very fine tetradrachms, one formerly in the 
Bompois Collection, and two rare didrachms, one of them 
unique. Obverse, Head of Apollo; reverse, Silphium plant and 
Palm tree, perhaps denoting the re-union of Cyrenaica with 
Libya in the time of Ptolemy Soter. From the Bunbury 
Collection.

Octavius.—An aureus of great rarity struck in B.c. 27. 
Obverse, Bust of Octavius with Capricorn beneath it; reverse, 
AEGVPT. CAPTA, Crocodile. 


Agrippa.—A rare second brass coin. Reverse, Neptune 
and Dolphin between Sun, Moon, and Stars. From the 
Montagu Collection. 


Vespasian.—A denarius of great rarity, formerly in the 
Wigan Cabinet. Obverse, Head of Sol, radiate ; reverse, the 
Emperor standing. From the Montagu Collection. 


Southsea Treasure Trove.—36 silver coins, comprising 
very rare specimens of Constantine the Great, Crispus, 
Constantine Junior, Constans, Constantius II , Magnentius, 
Constantius Gallus, and Julian the Apostate.

A selection from the Baleombe (Sussex) Treasure Trove, 
consisting of 8 gold and 271 silver coins of Edward III. and 
Richard II. of England, and of Alexander III., David II, 
and Robert II. of Scotland.

Obverse, a representation of the Annunciation, with the 
shield of France and England between the Angel Gabriel and 
the Virgin. .

From the Richardson 
Collection. 


Elizabeth.—A medal, unique in silver, of Queen Elizabeth, 
struck in 1602. Reverse, Elizabeth as Minerva trampling on 
a dragon anda snail. From the Montagu Collection. 


James I., Charles I., and Charles II.—Thirteen silver 
‘coins from the Crediton ier Trove. 


Prince Rupert.--A silver portrait-medal by the Dutch 
artist Deric van Riswick. The prince is represented nearly 
full-face. From the Montagu Collection. 


Charles IJ.—An unpublished silver medal, probably struck 
for the king towards the end of his reign, and intended 
for presentation; reverse, the Sun. From the Montagu 
Collection. 

A portrait-medal in bronze of John Inglis, physician in 
ordinary to William III. and Anne. Made in Italy in 1703. 
From the Montagu Collection. 

A silver engraved medal with portaits of Eugéne, Marl- 
borough, Overkirk, and the Prince of Orange, commemorating 
the victories of the Campaign of 1708 in the Low Countries. 
From the Montagu Collection. 


4, Medicval and Modern Series: 


An eleventh century denier of the Bishopric of Lausanne. 

Thirty-eight Bracteates of Strasburg and Toul. Presented 
by H. A. Grueber, Esq., F.8.A.

A very rare gold coin struck at the Abbey of Thorn in the 
Province of Limbourg, Belgium, by the Abbess Marguerite de 
Bréderode, A.D. 1531-1577. The coin is a close imitation of 
the English angel of the time of Henry VIII., but the reverse 
legend is MONETA NOVA AVREA THORENSIS. Pre- 
sented by the Rev. C. EH.

Provinces of Holland, struck in 1752, when, at four years of 
age, the child received the Order of the Garter from his 
grandfather George II. of England.

Six specimens in some alloy of bronze of a coinage, hitherto 
unknown, bearing the inscription Visama-siddhi, which is 
known from other sources to have been the title of 
Visnuvardhana, a king of the Eastern Calukya dynasty of 
Southern India (A.D. 663-672).

Ten coins of Baroda.

STATEMENT of PROGRESS made in the ARRANGEMENT and 
DESCRIPTION of the COLLECTIONS, and AccouNnT of 
OBJECTS added to them, in the Year 1897, 


GENERAL. 


| Visitors. 


The visitors to the Natural History Museum in 1897 
numbered 422,607, as compared with 453,956 in 1896. 
The attendance on Sundays was well maintained, nearly 
50,000 persons having in the course of the year availed 
themselves of the privilege afforded them. The average 
daily attendances for the year were:—For all open days 
(including Sundays), 1,167; for weekdays only, 1,203 
(nearly); and for Sundays, when the Museum is open only 
during part of the day, 956°5. 


Structural Works. 


Provision has been made in the Estimates for 1897-8 for 
the construction of an upper floor over the studies in the 
building for specimens preserved in spirit. The work was 
commenced inthe autumn, and the much-needed new rooms 
will be ready for the accommodation of students and other 
workers in the summer of 1898. 


Electric Light. 


Application has been made to the Lords Goniniissighters of 
the Treasury for funds for lighting the galleries and studies 
of the Museum by the electric light. 


Owen Memorial. 


The statue of Sir Richard Owen, executed by Mr. Thomas 
Brock, R.A., for the Owen Memorial Committee, has been 
formally handed over to the Trustees, and has been placed 
under the arch in the front of the Central Hall of the 
Museum, facing the statue of Darwin. 


Swiney Lectures. 


_ The subject of Dr. Traquair’s second course of Lectures on 
Geology on this foundation was, “The Geological History of 
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Invertebrate Animals.” The lectures were again delivered, 
by permission of the Lords of the Committee of Council on 
Education, in the theatre of the South Kensington Museum. 
The attendance at the twelve lectures, which were given, as 
usual, during October, averaged 127 persons per lecture. 


Marine Botanical Investigation. 


With the sanction of the Trustees, and with the aid of funds 
provided by the Government Grant Committee of the Royal 
Society, Mr. George Murray, Keeper of the Botanical Depart- 
ment, accompanied by Mr. V. H. Blackman, one of his 
Assistants, undertook a voyage across the Atlantic to Panama, 
for the purpose of obtaining during the cruise a collection of 
pelagic Algz,—organisms as yet imperfectly studied and 
almost unrepresented in any Museum. All the specimens 
secured have been retained for the Museum collections. 


Expedition to Christmas Island. 


Early in the year an advantageous offer was received from 
Dr. John Murray, F.R.S., to pay the expenses of sending 
Mr. C. W. Andrews, an Assistant in the Geological Depart- 
ment, to Christmas Island, a hitherto unexplored islet 
situated about 200 miles south of the western end of Java, 
for the purpose of making a collection of natural history 
specimens before the native fauna and flora shall have been 
displaced by species introduced by man. In the event of 
Mr. Andrews being despatched on this mission, Dr. Murray 
agreed to the first set of the collections made becoming the 
property of the Trustees. 

In view of the valuable results likely to accrue to the 
Museum from the projected expedition, the Trustees cordially 
accepted Dr. Murray’s generous offer, and Mr. Andrews 
accordingly left England on this service in May. 


International Geological Congress at St. Petersburg. | 


At the invitation of the Russian Ambassador at this Court, 
communicated through the Foreign Office, the Trustees 
appointed Mr. L. Fletcher, Keeper of the Department of 
Minerals, and Mr. F, A. Bather, Assistant in the Department 
of Geology, to act as their delegates at the International 
Geological Congress held at St. Petersburg last summer, and 
special leave of absence was accordingly given to these gentle- 
men to enable them to attend. 


Purchases. 


Among the more important acquisitions by purchase during 
the year, special mention may be made of the Whitehead 
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collection of Birds and Mammals from the Philippines ; the 
second* instalment of the Bates collection of Heteromerous 
Coleoptera (13,789 specimens); a fine stuffed Lion from 
Machako’s, British East Africa, shot by Mr. S. L. Hinde; the 
Savin collection of fossil vertebrate remains from the Norfolk 
Forest-bed series of deposits ; a series of fossil remains from 
the Oxford Clay of Fletton, selected from the collection of 
Mr. A. N. Leeds; and a fine set of specimens of American 
Paleozoic Bryozoa. The details of these and of many other 
important purchases made during the year will be found in 
the reports of the keepers of the several Departments. 


Presents. 


The number of separate presents reported as having been 
received during the year by the several Departments of the 
Museum amounted to 1622, as against 1518 in the preceding 
year. Many of these comprised a large number of specimens. 
The details of all the more important of them will he found 
in the Reports of the Keepers of Departments, but the follow- 
ing are mentioned here also as being of special interest :— 


From F. Du Cane Godman and Osbert Salvin, Esqs.— 
Further portions of their collection of the Coleoptera of 
Central America, comprising 5,468 specimens ; the first instal- 
ment of their collection of New World Lepidoptera of the 
family Danaine, comprising 486 specimens; and 2,586 
‘specimens of Heterocerous Lepidoptera of various orders from 
Central America. 


From Colonel John Biddulph.—A fine collection of birds 
from Gilgit, consisting of 3,386 skins of nearly 250 species. 


From Dr. John Anderson, F.R.Ss.—A large and valuable 
collection of Reptiles and Batrachians made by him in Egypt 
and Nubia between the years 1891 and 1895, and forming the 
basis of a large work which he is about to publish. 


From Mr. F. C. Selous.—An interesting series of South 
African Mammals, including a Springbok, and pairs each of 
Bontebok, Blesbok, Gnu and Inyala Antelopes. 


From Mr. S. L. Hinde, Resident Medical Officer at Machako’s, 
British East Africa.—An interesting and valuable series of 
Natural History specimens (chiefly Mammals, Birds, and 
Insects) collected by him in British East Africa, and including 
specimens of species hitherto unrepresented in the Museum 
collection. 

From Captain KE. O. Wathen.—The skeleton and skin of a 
Gavial (Gavialis gangeticus), from near Muttra, in the 
North-West Provinces of India. 


* The first instalment was procured in 1881. 
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From Miss A. M. R. Stevens.—A very fine specimen of the 
same reptile, from Behar. 


From the Canadian Department of Marine and Fisheries. 
A stuffed seal (Phoca grenlandica) from the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. 


From Mr. Thorpe, of St. Helena (through the Colonial 
Office).—The shell of a large Land-Tortoise (Testudo elephan- 
tina) which died at St. Helena about 20 years ago. 


_ From the Hon. Walter Rothschild.—A life-size photograph 
of a very large Tortoise (Testudo daudinit). 


From the President of the American Museum of Natural 
History, New York.—A series of 13 large photographs of 
skeletons and restorations of extinct Tertiary Mammalia.

No additional cases have been added to the illustrations of 
General Natural History, but the progress of the arrangement 
and augmentation of the educational series-in the bays around 
the hall, both zoological and botanical, has been continued 
Be the year. 
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GENERAL LIBRARY. 


The additions to the General Library during the past year 
have been :— 


By purchase’ - - - 323 volumes. 
By donation - - - 428 volumes and 83 maps. 


By transfer from other 
Departments - - 385 volumes and 1 map. 


ToTaL - - 786 volumes and 84 maps. 


All these works have been catalogued, press-marked, 
and placed on the shelves. 


The extent of this collection on the 3lst of December was 
26,235 volumes and 3,881 maps. 


The Owen collection of drawings has been arranged and 
mounted on 499 sheets, and a few of those illustrating Sir 
E. Home’s papers have been bound in one volume. 


The accessions to the Departmental Libraries have also been 
catalogued as they came in. Altogether 1,376 title-slips 
have been written, 342 re-written, and 2,450 revised. 


There are now on a rough estimate, 72,061 volumes and 
5,699 maps in the whole building (exclusive of minor 
separata). 


The printing of the Catalogue having been authorised, a 
specimen was prepared, and the first 1,000 slips were sent to 
the printers at the close of the year. 


The number of students and visitors, irrespective of the 
staff, making use of the Library during the year was 587.

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DEPARTMENT OF ZOOLOGY. 


I—Arrangement and Conservation. 


Mammalia.—The re-arrangement of the exhibited series 
has been continued, that of the lower gallery being almost 
completed, and the Chiroptera, Insectivora and Primates in 
the Upper Gallery having been provisionally arranged, and 
progress made with their labelling and description. Fresh 
specimens of all orders have been continually acquired, 
mounted, and incorporated with the series, while many of 
the older specimens have been withdrawn from exhibition. 

Of the specimens so withdrawn some have been unstuffed 
and made into skins for the study series, while others 
have been made into duplicates. The number of duplicates, 
however, proves to be much less than was anticipated, owing 
to the historic interest attaching to the great majority of the 
specimens belonging to the old collection, which makes it 
necessary that they should be preserved for reference, although 
no longer suitable for exhibition. 

In the study series the large number of specimens received 
during the year have been named and incorporated, but 
owing to the great labour involved in the proper arrangement 
and labelling of the skins and skulls, it has only been by the 
assistance given by volunteer helpers that the collection has 
been kept in a proper state of efficiency. Thanks are 
especially due to Dr. C. J. Forsyth Major, Mr.W. E. de Winton, 
and Mr. J. L. Bonhote for the assistance they have been good 
enough to render in this respect. 

A large number of specimens have been mounted for 
exhibition during the year, of which the following are most 
worthy of note :— 

A Gibbon (Hylobates hoolock); Lion (Felis leo); Tiger 
(Felis tigris); Aard Wolf (Proteles cristatus); Northern 
Wolf (Canis nubilus) ; Coati (Nasua narica) ; Panda (4#lurus 
fulgens) ; Ratel (Mellivora ratel); Zorille (Ictonyx zorilla) ; 
Solenodon (Solenodon cubanus); Desman(Myogale moschata); 
three Philippine Rodents (Phleomys pallidus, Crateromys 
schadenbergi and Rhynchomys soricoides) ; Vicuna (Lama 
vicugna); Ibex (Capra ibex); Arabian Gazelle (Gazella 
arabica) ; Nahoor (Ovis nahura) ; Chinese and Malayan Deer 
(Cervus hortulorum and moluccensis); two Roebuck 
(Capreolus caprea) ; Musk Deer (Moschus moschiferus) ; and 
three Wild Swine (Potamocherus nyase, Sus cristatus and 
Sus barbatus). 


Aves.—During the past year steady progress has been 
made with the registration and incorporation of the Seebohm, 
Hargitt, and Salvin-Godman collections and other recent 
additions. The re-arrangement of the exhibition series in 
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the Public Gallery has likewise been continued, and marked 
progress has been made, nearly one-fourth of this Gallery 
having now been completed. Competent taxidermists have 
been employed in mounting the new specimens required to 
illustrate the classification of birds, and the cases have now 
been arranged as far.as the end of the Galliformes or Game- 
birds. 


Two new groups of British Birds and their nests and eggs 
have been added during the year, viz., that of the Red- 
throated Diver (Colymbus septentrionalis), and of the Sheld- 
duck (Tadorna tadorna). Presented by G. A. St. Quintin 
and W. R. Ogilvie-Grant, Esqrs. 


Reptilia, Batrachia, and Pisces.—As in previous years, 
al] additions have been registered, named, and incorporated 
in the collection, and the good condition of the alcoholic 
specimens has been maintained by renewing the spirit and. 
replenishing the bottles where necessary. 


‘The following large specimens have been mounted for- 
exhibition in the public galleries :— 


A stuffed Gharial (Gavialis gangeticus), a skeleton of the- 
same species, a large Perch (Stereolepis gigas), and two 
Porbeagles (Lamna cornubica). 


Mollusea.—The whole series of table-cases containing the- 
collection of shells has been re-numbered, and the names of 
the families, written upon porcelain tablets, have been placed. 
above the cases. The arrangement of the study-collection, 
necessitated by the re-arrangement of the exhibited series,. 
effected in 1896, has been commenced, several important. 
families having been placed in their proper position. The: 
re-mounting in glass-topped boxes of certain portions of the: 
study-collection has been proceeded with, and all the acqui-- 
sitions during the year have been similarly mounted, excepting 
those selected for exhibition, which have been placed upon 
tablets. The whole of the spirit collection of Mollusca has 
been carefully examined and re-spirited. Some very im- 
portant collections of Mollusca, chiefly land and freshwater 
forms, from New Guinea, Flores, Lombock, New Zealand, 
Socotra and Rotuma have been worked out and described. 


Arachnida and Myriopoda.—Preparations illustrating the 
habits of spiders of the family Theraphoside from the lower 
Amazons, and of the Egyptian Sand Scorpion, have been 
placed on exhibition in the Insect Gallery. The African 
spiders of the group Mygalomorphe have been determined 
and described, and recent accessions to the order Solifuge 
have been named. The species of the genera Gasteracantha, 
Argiope, Thelcticopis, Heteropoda, Palystes and_ several 
others from the Oriental Region have been worked out in 
connection with Dr. Kukenthal’s collection of spiders.

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The scorpions of the genus Jityus have been re-examined, 
determined, and described in connection with the identifica- 
tion of the Arachnida obtained by Messrs. Austen and 
Cambridge, on the Lower Amazons. Mr. F. P. Cambridge 
has named many recent accessions of Cteniform Spiders, and 
has worked out the Central American Spiders of the families 
Theraphoside, Dipluride, Ctenizide, Filistatide, Sicarude, 
etc , contained in the Museum collection, for publication in 
the Biologia Centrali-Americana. 

The re-bottling and re-labelling of the Keyserling collection 
of Spiders has been almost completed, and over five thousand 
other specimens have been sorted, registered, and incorporated 
into the general collection. 


Insecta.—Extra space has been secured in the old Insect 
Room by the removal of the cabinets containing the collec- 
tions of dried Crustacea, Arachnida and Myriopoda to the 
new room prepared for their reception. 

The space thus left vacant has been appropriated for the 
European and Central American Coleoptera with other local 
collections, for the Banksian collection, and the series 
illustrative of economic entomology. This re-arrangement 
has given room for the much needed expansion of the collection 
of Coleoptera. 

In the Public Insect Gallery a series of Coleoptera with 
illustrations and descriptive labels has been arranged in a 
table-case, to show the characters by which this Order is 
divided into sub-orders. 

The following additions have been made to the series of 
economic groups :—Apple infested by Woolly aphis (Schizo- 
neura lanigera), and Cherry showing the life-history of a 
small moth (Lyonetia clerckella). 

Specimens in spirit showing the metamorphoses of the 
following genera have been mounted for exhibition in one of 
the wall-cases :—Melolontha, Propomacrus, Spondylis, Apis, 
Vespa and Myrmeleon. 

The mounting, identification, labelling and incorporation of 
accessions, and the re-arrangement of the study collections 
have made considerable progress :— 


1. The re-arrangement of Coleoptera of the Fasiity Eumol- 
pide has been completed, the material contained in the Baly 
and Godman-Salvin collections having been incorporated. 


2. The Coleoptera of the families Endomychide and 
Coccinellide have been re-arranged in accordance with. the 
most recently published classifications, all accessions, includ- 
ing the Gorham collection of Endomychide, having been 
added. 


3. All miscellaneous accessions tu the Heteromera have 
been examined and placed under their proper genera in the 
collection, many of the groups being also expanded = 
re-arranged. 
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4. The incorporation of the Longicorn Coleoptera of the 
Pascoe collection has progressed as far as the end of the 
group Lepturides. The addition of fresh material has 
necessitated the transference to new drawers and re-arrange- 
ment of some of the groups, including the Parandrides, 
ee ee Pterostenides and Toxotides. 


The Coleopterous genera Ceroglossus and Calosoma 
Baye been re-arranged, the species determined and the 
accessions incorporated. 


6. Fair progress has been made with the remounting and 
arrangement of the Power collection of British Coleoptera, 


which is now completed as far as the end of the genus 
Philonthus. 


7. Various miscellaneous collections of Coleoptera recently. 
acquired have been sorted into families and genera, and partly 
incorporated ; portions of the old European collection have 
also been added to the general series. 


8. The following genera belonging to the Butterflies of the 
sub-family Pierinw have been completely revised, re- 
arranged, freshly labelled where necessary, and all known 
species in the collection named up to date, viz.—Delzas,. 
Pereute, Archonias, Mylothris, Elodina, Nychitona, Hes- 
perocharis, Leodonta, Catasticta, Nathalis, Colias, Xanthidia, 
Tervas, Leucidea, Sphenogona, Pyrisitia, Gonepteryz, 
Amynthia, Dercas, Meganostoma, Teracolus, Izxias, 
Hebomoia, Ptychopteryx and Rhodocera. The whole of the 
Old World specimens from the Godman and Salvin collection 
and all other previously unincorporated accessions to these 
genera have been included in this arrangement, and cross- 
references to those in the Hewitson collection, placed above 
the. names of the various species. The genera above- 
mentioned now occupy no less than eight and a half 20-drawer 
cabinets, some of the genera being represented by nearly 
every known species. In the course of this arrangement, 
revisions of the more difficult genera have been published. 


9. Among the groups of the sub-family Vymphaline many | 
of the genera allied to Catagramma, Eunica, Pyrrhogyra, 
Kallima, and Symbrenthia; and, in the Satyrine, the 
genera @neis and Melanargia have been carefully studied 
and re-arranged : the sub-families [thomiinw and Heliconine 
have been partially re-arranged, and the New World Danaine 
of the Godman and Salvin collection, and the Amathusvine of 
the Moore collection have been incorporated with the general 
series. | 

10. The Catalogue lists of species of the families Hrycinida, 
Lycenide, and Hesperiide have been brought up to date, and 
progress has been made with the lists of Nymphalide and 
Papilionide. 
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11. The Moths of the family Sphingidew have been re- 
arranged those of the Godman and Salvin, Moore, and other 
collections being incorporated. 


12. The sub-family Nolinew of the Arctiidae, and the 
Galleriine of the Pyralide have been re-arranged. 


13. The Godman and Salvin, Moore, and other recently- 
acquired collections of Syntomide, Castniide, and Zygenide 
have been incorporated. 


14. Collections both of Butterflies and Moths from the 
Ethiopian and Oriental regions have been worked out, labelled, 
and incorporated. 


15. In the Orthoptera the Blattide, Mantide, Locustide, 
and the sub-families Titanarine and .Phymatine have been 
re-arranged. 


16. In the Neuroptera the family Libellulide was again 
expanded to permit of the incorporation of numerous 
accessions. 


17. In the Hymenoptera the critical examination and 
arrangement of the family Pompilide were completed. 


18. A collection of Orthoptera, Hymenoptera, and Hemiptera. 
Heteroptera, obtained in British Central Africa by. Sir H. 
Johnston, K.c.B., was examined and partly determined. 


19. The remainder of the Pascoe collection of the same 
Orders, including a series of types of Homoptera described by 
the late Francis Walker, has been incorporated with the 
general collection. 


~ 20. A working-list of Homoptera of the family Fulgoride 
has been prepared, and the sub-family Fulgorine expanded 
and brought up to date. 


21. In the Diptera much of the time of the Assistant in 
charge has been devoted to the British Collection, the families 
Cordyluride, Sciomyzide, Psilide, with portions of the 
Sapromyzide and Ortalide having been worked out and 
arranged; a portion of the Stratiomyide has also been 
revised and re-arranged. 


22. A critical list of the described Diptera of the sub-family 
Anthracine from Africa and Western Asia has been prepared, 
and a rough list of the remaining Diptera described from the 
same regions has been almost completed. 

Numerous labels of various kinds have been printed for the 
information of students in all Orders of Insects and have been 
placed in the drawers, or upon typical or other specimens of 
special interest, during the course of re-arrangement: so far 
as has been possible the genera and species contained in the 
various cabinets have been entered on cards inserted in metal 
clips on the outside of the drawers and cabinets. 
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Crustacea.—The cabinets containing the dried collection of 
Crustacea, Arachnida and Myriopoda have been transferred 
from the Insect-room to the new Crustacea-room. 


The collection of microscopic preparations of the Amphipoda 
collected by the “ Challenger ” expedition, which were, owing 
to the faulty manner in which they were originally preserved, 
rapidly deteriorating, have been very kindly remounted in an 
' excellent and scientific manner by Mr. C. Edmund Aikin, who 
also has made a detailed report on this collection, which will 
be preserved in the Department. 


Dr. Alcock also, Superintendent of the Indian Museum, 
Caleutta, has been good enough to examine and re-arrange the 
specimens of the genus Peneus, and the registered additions 
to the collection of Brachyura have been entered in the MS. 
Catalogues. 


Vermes.—A series of figures illustrative of the larva of 
Polycheta has been added to the show-cases. The exhibited 
series of Cestoda, Trematoda, Nematoda, Turbellaria, and 
Nemertinea has been entirely remounted, and a number of 
fresh explanatory diagrams have been prepared. 


The microscopic preparations of Rotifers and ‘“ Challenger ”’ 
Nemertines have been carefully looked over by Mr. Aikin, and 
a number of those made during the cruise of that vessel have 
been remounted. Nearly all the worms obtained during the 
year have been authoritatively determined. 


Echinoderma.—The accessions to this class have been 
determined and entered in the MS. Catalogue. A commence- 
ment has been made of the re-arrangement of the exhibition 
series ; the Holothurians have been remounted anda selection 
of drawings of living forms has been mounted and exhibited. 
The method of mounting on velvet, begun last year for Corals, 
has been adopted for Echinoderms, and one case is finished, 
and with this arrangement more numerous explanatory labels 
have been supplied. | 


Anthozoa.—The specimens of the genera Montipora and 
Anacropora, described in the third volume of the Catalogue 
of Corals, have either been set out in the Gallery, or systema- 
tically stored with the rest of the study collection. In 
addition to the case of Monivpore, four others, two of great 
interest, have been arranged ; these last illustrate (1) the 
component parts of a coral reef, as collected by Mr. Darwin 
during the voyage of the “ Beagle,” and (2) the leading forms 
of deep-sea corals; the two other cases contain the Mushroom 
Corals (Fungiide), and their allies. A collection of sea- 
anemones in spirit is now for the first time exhibited, and 
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water-colour sketches have been added to give an idea of the 
appearance of these animals during life. The collection of 
Anthozoa in spirit has been gone through, and the spirit 
renewed where necessary, and some progress has been made 
with the re-arrangement of the Alcyonaria. 


Hydrozoa, Porifera, Protozoa.—The work done during 
the year in connection with these classes has consisted chiefly 
in the arrangement of the collections exhibited both in the 
British Room and the Coral Gallery, much time having been 
devoted to the. Protozoa case. 


A manuscript list of Sponges of the group Calcarea 
Heterocceela has also been prepared. 


II.— Duplicates and Exchanges.

Ill. — Departmental Library. 


Fifty-seven separate works in sixty volumes and eight 
hundred and fifty-eight new numbers of periodicals, and parts 
of works in progress, obtained by purchase, presentation, and 
exchange have been added to the Departmental Library. One 
hundred and sixty-two volumes have been bound. The 
Library now contains 10,140 separate works, represented by 
16,75 volumes.

I—Arrangement. 


A.—VERTEBRATA. 


Fossil Mammalia (Gallery No. 1).—The Savin collection 
of Mammalia from the Forest Bed series of deposits (Pliocene), 
in the vicinity of Cromer, on the Norfolk coast, has been 
registered and examined, and a series of specimens has been 
selected and placed in the cases. The smaller exhibited 
specimens have been tableted, labelled, and arranged in the 
orders to which they belong; the larger specimens are being 
mounted by the carpenters for exhibition in the Wall-cases. 
The greater part of the unexhibited collection has been 
placed in order in the drawers under Table-case 18, and 
carefully labelled. 

Table-case 24, containing the Rodentia, Insectivora, and 
Cheiroptera, has been re-arranged to accommodate recent 
acquisitions, and numerous specimens have been tableted and 
labelled. 

A fine pair of antlers of Cervus elaphus, Linn., from a 
tufaceous deposit at Alport, Youlgreave, Bakewell, Derby- 
shire, have been mounted and placed on the top of Pier-case 
No. 16, 

Numerous photographs, drawings, and explanatory dia- 
grams have been added to the cases and placed in glazed 
frames upon the walls of this gallery. 

Loose sliding-trays have been fitted beneath the small 
Table-cases in the centre of the Gallery, to afford accom- 
modation for such Mammalian and Avian fossil remains 
as are too large for the ordinary drawers beneath the cases. 

Mammalia registered, 2,376. 


Fossil Birds (Gallery No.2; Pavilion)—The Cases in 
this Gallery have been re-arranged so as to accommodate 
additional upright Glass-cases to contain the new skeletons 
of Mpyornis, from Madagascar; that of the recent Ostrich, 
from Africa; and the skull of the great extinct bird 
Phororhacos, from South America. 

Aves registered, 71. 


Fossil Reptiles (Gallery No. 4).—A duplicate coloured cast 
of Plesiosawrus has been removed from Wall-case No. 13, 
and replaced by an actual fossil of the same genus transferred 
from Gallery No. 11. 

Table-case No. 17, containing Anomodontia, has been re- 
arranged, and the recent acquisitions have been tableted, 
labelled and incorporated. 

Reptilia registered, 224. 
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Fossil Fishes (Gallery No. 6).—The roof of Wall-case 
No. 14, has been glazed and provided with fittings to exhibit 
the large specimens of Aspidorhynchus and Leedsia, which 
have been framed. 

The labelling and tableting of the Pholidophoride, the 
Oligopleuride, and Leptolepide, in Table-cases 46, 47, and 48, 
have been completed. 

Various new diagrams have been placed in the cases adjoin- 
ing the specimens which they are designed to explain, and 
descriptive labels have been added to the several family- 
groups in Wall-cases Nos. 7 to 15. 

A slab of Carboniferous Limestone (Yoredale Series), con- 
taining numerous teeth of Elasmobranch fishes, has been 
framed and fixed upon the wall, between Wall-cases Nos. 3 
and 4. ) 

The framing of the larger specimens of fishes in the 
Wall-cases has also made progress. 

The revision of the nomenclature of the Cretaceous and 
Tertiary bony-fishes (TZeleostet) has proceeded in connection 
with the preparation of Part IV. of the Catalogue of Fossil 
Fishes. 

Fossil Fishes registered during the year, 404. 


B.—INVERTEBRATA. 


Mollusca.—Fossil Cephalopoda (Gallery No. 7.)—Addi- 
tional examples of recent Dibranchiate Cephalopods have 
been added to Wall-case No. 14, in illustration of, and for 
comparison with the fossil forms. 

The whole of the “Sowerby Collection” of Cephalopoda 
has been removed from Gallery No. 11, and has been incor- 
porated in the general collection in Gallery 7. 

Sixty-eight (Ammonites and Nautili) mounted on blocks 
have been re-labelled and arranged in the wall cages, and 
twenty-five (Ammonites, Nautili, and Belemnites) mounted 
on tablets, have been added to the Wall and Table-cases. 
The remaining specimens have also been re-labelled and 
incorporated with the collection in drawers under the Table- 
cases. 

All the specimens mounted on blocks (80 in number), in 
Wall-case No. 2, have been re-labelled in accordance with the 

ublished Catalogue, and four Nawutili have been mounted 
and labelled and placed on the slope in the same case. Two 
Turrilites and one Ancyloceras have been mounted on 
blocks and labelled and added to Wall-case No. 3. 

An Ammonite from the Lithographic stone of Bavaria, also 
four Nautili and eighteen Belemnites have been named, 
labelled, and mounted, and added to the Wall-cases 6, 13, 
and 14. 

Four-hundred and twenty-nine Devonian and four hundred 
and eighty-three Carboniferous Goniatites (with a drawing 
of the suture-line of each species represented) have been 
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mounted and arranged in Table-case No. 70. The rest of the 
Goniatites in the Collection have been named, labelled, and 
arranged in the drawers beneath the Table-cases: 

A large specimen of Ammonites [Haploceras| leptophyllus, 
from the chalk of Rottingdean, near Brighton, has been 
mounted in a_ specially-prepared glazed case, between 
Wall-cases 3 and 4; it is the largest Ammonite in the 
collection. 

A small Wall-case (No. 184), has been fitted up between 
Wall-cases 13 and 14, to contain recent illustrations in the 
upper part. Inthe lower partis placed a specimen of Nautilus 
ornatus, 2 feet in diameter, from the Inferior Oolite of Sher- 
borne, Dorset (this is the largest example of Nautilws known ; 
it weighs 182 lbs.). 

In the lower part of the small Wall-case (No. 1B) opposite 
have been placed two magnificent examples of Leptoteuthis 
gugas, from the Lithographic stone of Solenhofen, Bavaria. 

Various illustrations have been added to the Wall-cases 
during the past year. 

Cephalopoda registered during the past year, 2,660 
specimens. 


Mollusca.—Gasteropoda, Lamellibranchiata, etc. (Gallery 
No. 8).—The collections of Foreign Tertiary Mollusca are 
still being worked out. Nearly 2,000 specimens have been 
mounted, named, and arranged in the Wall-cases; chiefly 
Australian and Italian. Four hundred and twenty-two have 
been named, labelled, and arranged in drawers beneath the 
Table-cases. 

A fine series of British Pliocene Gasteropodous Mollusca 
from the Suffolk Crag (part of the Robert Bell Collection) 
are in process of arrangement on the west side of upright 
glazed-case (No. 103A), in the centre of the Gallery. 

About 1,000 specimens have been added to this series during 
the past year. 

The chief Molluscan collections registered and incorporated 
during the past year have been the following :—

Brachiopoda.—the Foreign Brachiopoda have been entirely 
re-arranged in accordance with the American edition of von 
Zittel’s “ Grundziige der Paleontologie.” The exhibited series 
contains 1,640 speciniens and 37 drawings, 141 genera only out 
of 309 known forms are represented in the cases, the remaining 
168 have yet to be selected or procured. 
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The collecticns incorporated embrace those of Dr. C. 
Callaway, Mr. S. J. Hawkins, Mr. John Gray of Hagley, 
Mr. H. Monk, Sir J. Prestwich, M. Michalet and others. The 
number registered (exclusive of the Davidson Collection) 
amounts to 2,376 specimens. These have been labelled and 
arranged. 

The Davidson Collection of Brachiopoda is approaching 
towards completion, 2,153 specimens have been registered 
during the past year, and a slip catalogue has been prepared 
ready for the printer. 

Total Brachiopoda registered in the year, 4,531. 


Bryozoa (Gallery No. 8).—The Foreign Jurassic Bryozoa 
have been named and arranged in Wall-case No. 124. 

A series of British Cretaceous Bryozoa has been arranged 
in Table-case 864. 

The whole collection of Cretaceous Bryozoa, both British 
and Foreign, has undergone re-arrangement, and a Catalogue 
of this section is now in preparation. 

During the year 1,188 Bryozoa have been registered, and 
38 specimens, to illustrate the cases, have been drawn under 
the microscope. 


Insecta and Crustacea (Gallery No. 8).—The chief specimens 
added to these classes include some Permo-Carboniferous 
species obtained from Professor Kusta of Prague, some 
Trilobites from the Devonian of Barnstaple and North Devon, 
and some Cretaceous Decapoda from the Lebanon. 

. Specimens registered, 132. 

Annelida registered, 70. 


Echinodermata.—The foreign Paleozoic Ophiuroidea, and 
Devonian Stelleroidea, have been mounted and arranged on 
the east side of upright glazed case 1034, in the centre of the 
Gallery. 

Echinoids and Asteroids registered, 856 specimens. 


Crinoidea.—A few specimens have been re-mounted and 
re-labelled as the result of fresh investigations arising out of 
the examination of additional specimens sent to the Museum 
for examination. Casts of several interesting specimens lent 
for comparison have been kept for reference.

Cystidea.—A large amount of work has been done on the 
Cystids in connection with the Worthen collection and 
various specimens submitted for examination from abroad.

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DEPARTMENT OF MINERALOGY. 


The Staff and rts Duties. 


The staff of the Mineral Department consists of the Keeper, 
three Assistants, four Attendants, and one Boy-Attendant. 
The duties are generally distributed as follows :— 

Three Assistants.—To one is assigned most of the scientitic 
and executive work relating to the collection of mineral 
species ; this includes the preliminary examination of speci- 
mens submitted for purchase or exchange, the registration 
and incorporation of those recently acquired, the determina- 
tion of the physical and geometrical characters, and the 
preparation of species-, variety-, and locality-labels. 

To a second is assigned similar work relative to the speci- 
mens of rocks. 

T,) a third is assigned the chemical analysis of both 
minerals and rocks. 

Though a mineralogist can no longer satisfactorily attempt 
both to keep abreast of scientific knowledge and to undertake 
original research in more than one of the three main branches 
of the subject (physical, petrological, and chemical), such a 
sharp limitation of the work of the assistants would be 
contrary to the interests of the Museum; hence, as far as 
possible, it is arranged that each assistant has the opportunity 
of acquiring a general knowledge of the specimens preserved 
in the Department, and of thus becoming more useful than 
he otherwise would be during the absence of his colleagues. 

Four Attendants and One Boy-Attendant.—The general 
duties of dusting the cases in the gallery, assisting the officers 
in the arrangement of specimens, Wc., are performed by the 
attendants and boy-attendant. 

Further, one of the attendants is specially employed in the 
preparation of thin sections of minerals and rocks for ex- 
amination with the microscope; a second is charged with 
the arrangement and cataloguing of the departmental library ; 
a third is specially responsible for the careful packing and 
unpacking of specimens received at the Museum for exami- 
nation, and gives assistance in the chemical laboratory. The 
- boy-attendant is charged with the sale of the departmental 
guides, attends on the superior officials as required, and does 
a large part of the simpler mechanical work, such as the 
filling of trays with clean cotton-wool. 


General. 


Descriptive catalogues of the specimens of Emplectite, 
Jamesonite and Atacamite have been in preparation and that 
of Copper Pyrites has been brought up to date. 
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The difficult problem of the Classification of Minerals has 
been under consideration. 

The “Student’s Index” and the larger Guide to the 
Minerals have been revised for the printer, and new editions 
have been issued. 

Goniometrical determinations have further been incidentally 
made on crystals of the following species :—Anglesite, 
Apatite, Augelite, Barytes, Calcite, Chessylite, Cinnabar, 
Edingtonite, Epidote, Fireblende, Linarite, -Malachite, 
Marshite, Monazite, Mohsite, Plagionite, Quartz, Sphene, 
Stephanite, Tetrahedrite, Topaz, Valentinite, Wulfenite, 
Zircon. 

Crystallographic and chemical investigations involving 
quantitative analyses have been made on specimens of 
Andorite, Sundtite and Webnerite, having for result the 
establishment of the identity of these species. 

Quantitative chemical analyses have also been made of 
Tripuhyite, a new antimonate of iron from Brazil, Plagionite 
from Arnsberg and Wolfsberg, Jamesonite from Bolivia, 
Senaite, a new Ilmenite-like mineral (containing lead) from 
Brazil, and Dolomite from the Transvaal: 122 doubtful 
minerals have been qualitatively analysed and determined ; 
specimens of doubtful minerals containing the rare element 
Germanium have also been qualitatively examined. A 
chemical and physical examination has been made of a liquid 
found in a sarcophagus at Sidon. 

The large collections of Italian and Alpine rocks brought 
together by Cavaliere G. P. Jervis have been topographically 
arranged in the drawers, and descriptive labels prepared by 
Cavaliere Jervis have been placed with the respective 
specimens. 

In connection with the slip-catalogue of the rock-sections 
83 micro-sections have beenexamined. Additional large rock 
specimens have been mounted on blocks and labelled, and the 
series has been extended to fill the two wall-cases at the 
eastern end of the Mineral Gallery. 

The fittings of the lower parts of two of the Pseudomorph 
cases have been altered, and the larger Pseudomorphs have 
been mounted on blocks, labelled, and arranged thereon. 

The re-arrangement of the mineral specimens in the drawers, 
rendered necessary by the growth of the Collection, has been 
continued. 

One hundred and seven boxes of mineral specimens have 
been received and unpacked during the year ; 86 boxes have 
been despatched. 


Departmental Library. 


To the Departmental Library have been added 125 separate 
works (in 199 volumes), 61 memoirs and pamphlets, and 28 
parts of works not yet completed. 
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Of the above, 20 volumes and 27 memoirs and pamphlets 
were acquired by presentation or transfer; all of them, 
including 984 plates, have been registered and stamped. 


Visitors. 


The number of visits recorded as made to the Department, 
for purposes of consultation or study, is 1,248; of these, 531 
were more especially for purposes of study. 


Exchanges. 


Exchanges have been arranged with the Museums of 
Aberbeen University, Calcutta, Munich, and Stockholm.

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During the past year 22,827 plants, consisting of 17,777 
flowering plants, 4,880 Archegoniate plants, 6,022 Algwe, 3,425 
Fungi, and 723 Lichens have been incorporated into the general 
Herbarium. 


In the progress of the work the officers of the Department 
have been occupied as follows :— 


Mr. E. G. Baker has been engaged in incorporating with the 
general Herbarium Polypetalw from the Cape, collected by 
R. Schlechter, and from Australia, New Zealand, Thibet and 
Brazil by F. M. Bailey, T. Kirk, Capt. Cordeaux and H. Muir 
respectively. A portion of the collection made by Drége at 
the Cape has also been added. In conjunction with Mr. 
Britten, two pieces of work have been concluded during the 
year. The first was a revision of the Leguminose, gathered 
by Houstoun in Central America about the year 1730; and 
the second a comparison with types of the Cape species of 
Crassula contained in the Herbarium. The results in each 
case have been published. The Mascarene species of Jndigo- 
fera, and the American species of Kosteletzkya have also 
received attention. These revisions have only been rendered 
possible, thanks to the kind loan of specimens by Prof. 
Perceval Wright, of Dublin; Prof. Bureau, of Paris; and Mr. 
J. N. Rose, of the National’ Museum, Washington. The 
British Polypetale received during the year have been 
incorporated, and the Polypetalw collected by Mrs. E. Lort 
Phillips in Somaliland have been identified, and several new 
species described. ) 


Mr. Britten’s work in the general Herbarium has been 
chiefly connected with the Rubiacew, some tribes of which 
have been entirely re-arranged; additions have been made to 
most of the Monopetalous orders, and a number of plants from 
various collectors have been incorporated with the Herbarium. 
His principal work, however, has been in connection with 
the older Herbarium, such as the Sloane collection, the plants 
of Houstoun, Philip Miller, Walter, and others, and the earlier 
portions of the Banksian Herbarium. He has also exercised a 
general supervision over the Departmental Library and its 
Catalogue, and has formed one of the Committee appointed 
to prepare the Library Catalogue for the whole Museum. 
He has helped Mr. Hiern in the work of. preparing for 
publication the Catalogue of the Welwitsch Herbarium, and 
has generally rendered assistance to others engaged in 
botanical research. 

During the past year Mr. Rendle has devoted much time to 
the revision and re-arrangement of the tribes Panicew and 
Andropogonee of the order Graminew, necessitated by the 
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preparation of volume II. of the catalogue of Welwitsch’s 
Angolan plants. Many new species have been described 
belonging to genera of those tribes, and are now ready for 
publication. He has also prepared for publication the 
material collected by Welwitsch belonging to the orders 
Hemodoracee, Iridacee, Amaryllidece and Taccacew. He 
has worked out the Monocotyledons, and the apetalous and 
some gamopetalous Dicotyledons of the collections made by 
Mrs. EK. Lort Phillips in Somaliland, prepared a list and pub- 
lished the new genera and species; and has also worked out a 
small collection of plants from the Philippine Islands, collected 
by Mr. John Whitehead. He has given some time to the order 
Palmec, re-arranging one of the Palm Cases in the public 
gallery, and also revising the genus Plectocomia. He has also 
commenced the re-arrangement of the Orchids in accordance 
with Dr. Kranzlin’s monograph of the order now in course of 
appearance. The plants of the following collections have been 
selected, laid out and incorporated with the Herbarium. Europe 
(Dorfler) ; Flora Polonica (Woloszezak); Persia (Bornmiiller) ; 
Indian grasses (C. B. Clarke); Borneo (Creagh); Tropical 
Africa (Bates, Zenker, Scott Elliot); South Africa 
(Schlechter, Medley Woods); Mexico (Pringle); Costa Rica 
(Durand and Pittier). Schomburgk’s Orchid drawings and 
part of the collection of Salisbury’s MS. and drawings, have 
been arranged. 


Mr. Gepp has continued to study critically the mosses 
collected in the British West Indies, and in connection with 
this work has revised the Dicranacee, Bartramiacee, and 
other orders. He has given much time to the separation, 
revision, and preparation for publication of the West African 
Mosses of the Welwitsch Herbarium. A further large portion, 
amounting to 3,000 specimens, of the Hepatics of the Stephani 
Herbarium, has been laid out and incorporated in the collec- 
tion. And other additions amounting to 1,900 Mosses and 
700 Lichens, and derived from various sources, such as the 
Herbaria of Shuttleworth, Wilson and Bloxam, and collec- 
tions from Australia, Tasmania, New Zealand and Tropical 
Africa, have similarly been incorporated in the general 
collection. 


Having received special leave of absence fromthe Trustees, 
Messrs. Murray and Blackman accepted the invitation of a 
sub-committee of the Government Grant Committee, to report 
on the phyto-plankton of the Atlantic, especially the region 
removed from coastal waters. They were absent on a voyage 
to the West Indies for this purpose, from 16th June to 
7th August. In addition to determining the results of this 
voyage they have named large collections made by Capt. 
Milner, Capt. Rudge, and Capt. Tindall. Not only has fresh 
light been thrown on many obscure organisms by this work, 


but a large collection of them (including many new forms) 
has been obtained. 
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Mr. Blackman has, during the past year, been engaged in 
finishing the arrangement of the collection of drawings of 
British Fungi presented to the Museum by Mr. Wheeler. He 
has also determined and placed in the collection a number of 
rare microscopic Fungi, in part new to Britain, collected in 
the west of Scotland, and presented to the Museum by 
Mr. Boyd. The cases descriptive of Monocotyledons and 
Dicotyledons in the Index Museum are, under his direction, 
progressing towards completion, both by the addition of new 
specimens and the description of those already in position. 
The drawings exhibited in these cases representing the 
histological features of the chief organs of Dicotyledons and 
Monocotyledons have been considerably increased in number. 
In this work he has had the assistance of Mr. Lloyd Williams, 
Mr. Horrell, and Miss Mitchell. 

In the public gallery the exhibition of British Fungi has 
been almost completed. Two cases have been added to the 
illustrations of adaptations of plant structures, the one 
dealing with fruit and seed dispersal, the other with parasitic 
flowering plants. A magnificent specimen of Cycas revoluta, 
presented by Horace Mann, Ksq., Chapelton, Jamaica, has 
been placed in the gallery. 

A collection of plants, 433 in number, made in Somaliland 
by Mrs. E. Lort Phiilips and presented by her, has proved to 
be of singular interest and novelty. Papers by the officers of 
the department describing the collection have already been 
published. 

Throughout the year Capt. W. Haultain Milner has 
collected phyto-plankton from mid Atlantic with great zeal, 
and has presented a large number of gatherings to the 
Museum.

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VI.—GENERAL PROGRESS AT THE MUSEUM, BLOOMSBURY. 


The number of visitors to the Museum in the year 1898 
is the highest on record since the year 1883, amounting to a 
total of 612,275, as against 586,437 in 1897. The visitors on 
Sunday afternoons numbered 41,858, as against 37,594 in 
SOM 


The total number of visits of students to the Reading Room 
during the year was 190,886, a slight increase on that of the 
previous year, which was 188,628. The daily average was 
627, as against 624 in 1897. 


The average numbers of persons in the room, counted at 
certain hours in the afternoon, were :—

The number of volumes, &c. supplied to readers in the 
year was 1,397,145 as against 1,419,159 in 1897. 


There has been a marked increase in the total number of 
visits of students to the several Departments other than the 
Reading Room, amounting to 48,214 as against 40,976 in 1897. 
This increase is partly to be attributed to the extension of 
Students’ Rooms. 


The new building commenced last year for the accommoda- 
tion of the bookbinders has been completed, and the book- 
binding staff has been transferred thither. The basement 
rooms of the Museum which have thus been vacated are being 
fitted for storage of newspapers. 


Among the most important acquisitions of the year may 
be noticed a further series of Egyptian antiquities and a 
large number of Babylonian inscribed tablets of a remote 
age. Among the additions to the Department of Greek and 
Roman Antiquities are a golden diadem of Greek workman- 
ship of the third century B.c., and other objects from the 
Tyszkiewicz collection. To the Library have been added 
three works printed by Caxton, viz.: the “ Parvus et magnus 
Chato,” the “ De curia Sapientiae,” and the “ Tribulacyon ” 
and 10 rare books printed by Wynkyn de Worde. And 4 
most important donation to the Museum is the remarkable 
series of bronze castings from Benin, presented by the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and now incorporated 
with the Ethnographical collections. 
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Gifts of Museum publications, including reproductions of 
prints and drawings by old masters, and electrotypes of British 
historical medals, have been made to Free Public Libraries, 
Local Museums, and Art Schools throughout the United 
Kingdom.

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VIIL.—PROGRESS made in the ARRANGEMENT AND CATA- 
LOGUING OF COLLECTIONS, AND ADDITIONS MADE TO 
THEM, in the Year 1898 (Bloomsbury). 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTED BOOKS. 


-T. Arrangement.—The works added to the collection during 

the past year have, as far as possible, been placed on the 
shelves of the Library according to the system of classifica- 
tion adopted in the Museum. 


The press-marks, indicating their respective localities, have 
been marked on the inside and affixed to the back of each 
volume ; also on the title-slips. 


The total number of these press-marks amounts to 
70,242; in addition to which, 34,603 press-marks have been 
altered, in consequence of changes and _ re-arrangements 
carried out in the Library; 39,902 labels have been affixed 
to books and volumes of newspapers, and 87,537 obliterated 
labels have been renewed. 


The process of attaching third-marks to the books in the 
New Library, with the view of accelerating their delivery 
to readers, has been continued; 21,393 books have been 
thus marked during the year, and the corresponding altera- 
tfons, amounting to 67,184, have been carried out in the 
General and Hand Catalogues; 1,507 volumes of country 
newspapers have also keen numbered, and for London and 
country newspapers 3,932 index-slips have been written. 


The number of stamps impressed upon articles received 
has been 417,412. 

3,156 Presses of books and newspapers have been dusted in 
the course of the year. 


II. Catalogues. — (a) Cataloguing. — 42,246 titles have 
been written (the term “title” applying equally to a main 
title and to a cross-reference). Of these, 26,608 were written 
for the General Catalogue, 2,150 for the Map Catalogue, and 
13,488 for the Music Catalogue. 


(b) Printing.—30,454 titles and 651 index-titles for the 
General Catalogue, 1,567 titles for the Map Catalogue, and 
11,800 titles for the Music Catalogue have been prepared for 
printing during the year, and 31,149 title-slips and 665 
index-slips for the General Catalogue, 2,600 title-slips for the 
Map Catalogue, and 11,800 title-slips for the Music Catalogue 
have been printed off. 


- Progress has also been made in printing the whole Cata- 
logue in alphabetical sequence from the beginning. The 


136, B 
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articles ‘Germany ” and the greater part of “ Bible” have 
been printed, and the preparation of the remaining headings 
“ KEneland,”’ with which is now incorporated “ Great Britain ” 
and “ Great Britain and Ireland,” “ France,” and “ Liturgies ” 
is well advanced. 


Thirty-seven manuscript volumes have been prepared and 
sent to press during the year, and two printed parts, repre- 
senting ten manuscript volumes, have been delivered by the 
printer. Eleven of the volumes issued in 1881, the first year 
of printing, have been reprinted, and the heading “ Periodical 
Publications” is also being revised and reprinted. 


(c) Incorporation.—(1) General Catalogue.—29,782 title- 
slips and 644 index-slips have been incorporated into each 
of the three copies of this Catalogue. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary, in order to maintain, as far as possible, 
the alphabetical arrangement, to remove and re-insert 30,966 
title-slips in each copy, and to add to each copy 546 new 
leaves ; while, in the preparation of the manuscript volumes 
for printing, it has been necessary to remove and re-insert 
22,670 title-slips in one copy only. 

The system of fortnightly incorporation, introduced in 
1889, has been carried out with perfect regularity during the 
past year. 


(2) Hand Catalogues.—The number of new entries made in 
the Hand Catalogue of ‘“ Academies” was 346; in that of 
“ Periodical Publications,” 539; in that of Maps and Charts, 
2,071; in that of Music, 3,130; and in the Hand Catalogues 
of London and of Country Newspapers, 1,250 and 2,682 
respectively. 


(a) Map Catalogue.—2,150 titles have been written for the 
Map Catalogue, and 2,563 title-slips have been incorporated 
into each of the three copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 3,643 title-slips 
in each copy and to add to each copy 37 new leaves. 


(¢) Music Catalogue.—13,488 titles have been written for 
the Music Catalogue, and 4,158 title-slips have been incorpo- 
rated into each of the two copies of it. This incorporation 
has rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 6,670 title- 
slips in each copy and to add to each copy 56 new leaves. 


(f) Shelf Catalogue—For this Catalogue, in which the 
title-slips, mounted on cartridge paper, are arranged in order 
of press-inarks, about 25,460 have been so mounted, and about 
134,150 have been incorporated into the boxes. 


(g) Catalogues of Books of Reference in the Reading Room. 
—The additions and alterations in each of the three inter- 
leaved copies of the Catalogue of Books of Reference in the 
Reading Room, which are requisite in order to record the 
changes in this collection by the addition of new works, and 
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the exchange of old for new editions, have been made. The 
number of additions to each copy has been 21 


The collection of books in the galleries of the Reading 
Room has continued to receive additions by the incorporation 
of new works of interest and.importance, and the substitution 
of new for older editions. The number of additions to each 
of the two interleaved copies of the Catalogue of this collec- 
tion has been 113. 


Ill. Binding.—The number of volumes and sets of 
pamphlets sent to be bound in the course of the year has been 
14,061, including 3,951 volumes of newspapers. In conse- 
quence of the frequent adoption of the plan of binding two 
or more volumes in one, the number of volumes returned 
has been 9,156; in addition to which 136 pamphlets have been 
separately bound and 84 volumes have been repaired at the 
binder’s. 

Besides this, the following binding work has been done 
in the Library itself :—4,739 volumes have been repaired ; 
34 broadsides, &c., have been inserted in guard-books and 
3,402 volumes of reports, time-tables, parts of periodicals, &e., 
have been formed, in a light style of binding. 


The following maps, charts, &c., have also been bound or 
mounted during the year :—28 atlases, 3 volumes of the 
Ordnance Survey of Towns and 43 volumes of the 25-inch 
Ordnance Survey have been bound; 136 sheets of the 
l-inch Ordnance Survey of England, 131 sheets of the l-inch 
Ordnance Survey of Scotland, 34 sheets of the 1l-inch Geo- 
logical Survey of England, 24 sheets of the 4-inch Geological 
Survey of Canada, 71 sheets of the English Admiralty 
Charts, 31 sheets of the Austrian Staff Map and 879 general 
maps have been mounted on linen and 136 maps, Wc., 
mounted on cards. 


IV. Reading Room Service——The number of volumes 
returned to the General Library from use in the Reading 
Boom has been 830,541 ; to the Royal Library, 24,165; to the 
Grenville Library, 1,258; to the Map Room, 3,442; to the 
presses in which books are kept from day to day for the use 
of readers, 534,187; and to the Oriental Department, 3,552 ; 
making a total amount of 1,397,145 volumes supplied to 
readers during the year. The number of readers during the 
year has been 190,886, giving an average of over 627 
daily, the room having been open on 304 days, and an 
average of over seven volumes daily for each reader, not 
reckoning those taken from the shelves of the Reading Room 
by the readers themselves. 

Newspaper Room.—The number of readers during the 
year has been 17,570, giving a daily average of over 57. The 
number of volumes replaced after use was 52,167, giving a 
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daily average of very nearly three volumes to each reader, 
not reckoning those, chiefly volumes of Parliamentary Papers, 
taken from the shelves of the Newspaper Reading Room by 
the readers themselves. 


Map Room.—298 visitors have been admitted to the Map 
Room for the purpose of special geographical research. 


V. Additions.—(a) 26,525 volumes and pamphlets (includ- 
ing 60 atlases, &e., and 1,414 books of music) have been added 
to the Library in the course of the year, of which 5,233 were 
presented. 12,317 received in pursuance of the laws of 
English copyright, 699 by colonial copyright, 423 by inter- 
national exchange and 7,853 acquired by purchase. 


(b) 66,282 parts of volumes {or separate numbers of 
periodical publications and of works in progress) have also 
been added, of which 2,619 were presented, 37,506 received 
in pursuance of the laws of English copyright, 77 by 
colonial copyright, 258 by international exchange and 
25,822 acquired by purchase. 


(c) 1,085 maps, in 12,952 sheets, have been added to the 
collection in the course of the year, of which 471 maps, in 
594 sheets, were presented; 503 maps, in 11,984 sheets, received 
under the provision of the laws of English copyright, 3 
by colonial copyright and 108 maps, in 371 sheets, acquired 
by purchase. 


(d) 4,619 pieces of music, each complete in itself, have 
been acquired by copyright during the year. 


(e) The number of newspapers published in the United 
Kingdom, received under the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act during the past year, has been 3,437, comprising 
222,674 single numbers; 1,251 of these newspapers were 
published in London and its suburbs; 1,682 in other parts 
of England and Wales and in the Channel Islands; 292 in 
Scotland and 212 in Ireland; 3 volumes of an old news- 
paper have been purchased; 202 sets, containing 50,757 
numbers of foreign and colonial newspapers, have been pre- 
sented ; 78 sets, containing 12 volumes and 14,685 numbers 
of current foreign and colonial newspapers, have been pur- 
chased ; and 12 sets, containing 1,260 numbers, have been 
received by colonial copyright. 


(f) The number of distinct works comprised in the 26,525 
volumes and pamphlets, the 66,282 parts of volumes, the 
1,085 maps and the 4,619 pieces of music already mentioned, 
amounts, as nearly as can be ascertained, to 30,323. Of 
these, 4,930 were presented, 18,186 acquired by English 
copyright, 688 by colonial copyright, 340 by international 
exchange and 6,179 by purchase. 
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(g) 11,809 articles have been received in the Department 
not included in the foregoing paragraphs, comprising 
broadsides, Parliamentary Papers and other miscellaneous 
items. The addition of this number to those already given 
produces a total of 114,050 articles received in the Depart- 
ment in the course of the year. 


Acquisitions of Special Interest.—The most remarkable 
incident in a year of important acquisitions has been the 
purchase of three Caxtons, a circumstance probably un- 
precedented. With “The Doctrinal of Sapience,” bought at 
the first Ashburnham sale in 1897, the Library has obtained 
in these two years as many Caxtons as had been acquired 
from 1851 to 1896. Two of the acquisitions of 1598 have 
come to light in the Library, until recently inaccessible, of 
Maurice Johnson, of Spalding, an eminent antiquary of the 
18th century, the disappearance of whose collection, known to 
have included several Caxtons, had long been a subject of 
regret to bibliographers. It proved to contain seven, of five 
of which the Museum already possessed copies. The two 
acquired for the nation are :— 

Parvus et magnus Chato, third edition. 

De curia Sapientiae, 
both printed about 1481. Of each of these works only two 
copies are known, apart from those now in the Museum. 

The third acquisition of a Caxton made during the year is 
the “ Proffytes of Tribulacyon,” purchased at the sale of the 
third portion of the library of the Earl of Ashburnham. This 
is the second of three tracts printed by Caxton in 1490, and 
generally, although without the authority of Caxton himself, 
described as “‘ A Booke of Divers Ghostly Matters ”—a portion, 
therefore, of a collection, but complete in itself. Five other 
copies are enumerated by Mr. Blades. 


Along with the Caxtons purchased from Mr. Johnson’s 
representatives were also bought ten books of the utmost 
rarity printed by Wynkyn de Worde. These are :—

From the same source were obtained two very rare 
examples of the early Antwerp press :—

Next to the Caxtons andWynkyn de Wordesare to be named 
two books privately printed at Naples in 1487 and 1488; the 
proceedings against Antonello Petrucci and others for par- 
ticipation in the conspiracy of the Barons against Ferdinand, 
King of Naples, in 1486; and the inquisition into the 
conspiracy itself. These, perhaps the first instances of the 
authorised publication of judicial proceedings, appear to have 
been circulated among the courts of Europe in vindication of 
Ferdinand’s action against the conspirators. Few books of 
equal historical interest are so rare. Three copies of the 
first and two of the second part, including those now 
acquired, are known to be in existence, but no Library except 
the Museum possesses both. The second part was reprinted 
soon after the first publication, but two copies only of the 
reprint can be traced. 

The acquisitions of the year further comprise several 
highly interesting Bibles and Liturgies. Among the former 
may be mentioned :—The exceedingly rare edition of Tyndale’s 
New Testament, printed by Richard Jugge in 1548; two 
fragments of undescribed editions of the New Testament ; 
the Polish Bible of 1575, of which only four copies were 
known to Estreicher : the Bohemian Bible of 1529. Among 
remarkable Liturgies the first place is due to the splendid 
Missale ad Consuetudinem insignis Ecclesiae Sarum, printed 
by Wolfgang Hopyl, Paris, 1504, with many ornamental 
initials and other illustrations. 

The acquisition of Geoftrey Tory’s Book of Hours, Paris, 
1527, is of even greater importance to the Museum, which, 
having previously possessed only two really fine examples of 
this famous typographical artist, has now obtained one of 
his most celebrated productions, enthusiastically praised in 
Dibdin’s Bibliographical Decameron. These purchases were 
made at the second Ashburnham sale, and two other 
Liturgies of less esthetic but greater historical interest were 
secured at the third-—a copy on vellum of the 1535 edition 
of the first Reformed Primer commonly known as Marshall’s 
Primer, and the first edition of “The Forme of Prayer 
and Ministration of the Sacraments used in the English 
Church at Geneva, approved and received by the Churche of 
Scotland,” Edinburgh, 1565, commonly called John Knox’s 
Liturgy. On the same occasion was purchased a beautiful 
edition of the Epistles and Gospels used in the Liturgy ; 
T. Gaultier, 1551. A very beautiful Book of Hours, Paris, 
about 1508, has also been acquired. 

The department of early Spanish literature, so greatly 
enriched of late years, has received further important acces- 
sions in Valera, Coronica de Espatia, Seville, 1482, the first 
historical work printed in Spain ; Ximenez de Prexano, 
Confutatorium Errorum contra Claves Ecclesiz, 1486, 
the first book printed at Toledo: Boteler, La Scala, de 
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Paradis, Barcelona, 1495 ; Juan de Lucena, Tratado de la vida 
beata, Burgos, 1502 ; Guido de Colonna, La Coronica Troyana, 
Seville, 1519, a most beautiful book; and the third edition 
of the Celestina, 1501. The first edition of this famous 
play is lost, and only one copy of the second is known to 
exist. 

Among the acquisitions of celebrated foreign books in all 
departments of literature may be enumerated the fine and 
extremely rare Virgil printed by Georgius Coci at Saragossa 
in 1512, the first complete edition printed in Spain ; “ Horo- 
logium Devotionis,” and “ Tractatus de Spiritualibus Ascen- 
sionibus,” by Gerardus de Zutphania, bound in one volume, 
and both printed by Ulric Zell at Cologne, about 1490 ; 
Die XXIV. Alden of die gulden Troyn, by Otto von Passau, 
Cologne, 1492, full of curious woodcuts ; St. Thomas Aquinas, 
Commentary on Boethius, Guillaume Le Roy; Lyons; Dictes 
et autorités des saiges philosophes, Lyons; Augustine, De 
conflictu vitiorum et virtutum, Keysere and Stoll, Paris, 
about 1477; Le Coustoumier de Poictou, Poitiers, 1508 ; 
Mirabilia Romae, first edition, Treviso, 1475; Savonarola, 
Triumphus Crucis de Veritate Fidei [Florence, 1492}, printed 
on vellum; Rabelais, Oeuvres, Antwerp, 1573; five ancient 
Polish law-books, remarkable as the most ancient printed 
in that language; the Prolusiones of Octavius Ferrarius, 
Chemnitz, 1664, the first book printed at Chemnitz; Voer- 
thusius, Phoenicis sive consecrationis Augustae liber unus, 
Antwerp, [1562], a parallel between Charles V. and 
Charlemagne, printed on vellum, with a dedication to the 
Elector of Cologne stamped in gold upon the binding; a 
remarkable and undescribed Italian-German vocabulary, 
Venice, 1495; and ‘ Réeglement de la Confrérie de l’adoration 
perpetuelle du S. Sacrement,” 1771, the first book printed at 
Montreal. 

The acquisitions in early English and Scotch literature 
would have made the year memorable, even without the 
Johnson purchase. The delectus of sentences from Terence 
with interlinear Eng)ish translation, printed with Machlinia’s 
types about 1485, and bought at the third Ashburnham sale, 
is one of the rarest of old English books, and renowned as a 
typographical curiosity. The first edition of Richard Stony- 
hurst’s translation of the first four books of the Aeneid 
[Leyden, 1582], acquired on the same occasion, is even more 
rare, no other copy being known but that in the Britwell 
Library. It is further remarkable as an attempt at a line by 
line translation in the metre of the original, and for the 
preposterous character of its diction. Other noteworthy 
acquisitions are, Rhodes, The Booke of Nurture for Men Ser- 
vauntes and Children, 1565: William Roy, Read me frinde 
and be not wroth, second edition, Wesel, 1546: The Court of 
Civill Courtesie, out of the Italian [of Ortensio Lando], 
1591: Translation of the States of Holland’s Manifesto, 
1571: An English version of the Imitation, probably printed 
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at Paris about 1585: “The Character of the Beaste,” and 
“The Difference of the Churches,’ by John Smyth, the 
‘“Se-Baptist,” printed in Holland about 1609, two of the 
rarest and most singular specimens of Puritan divinity 
printed abroad: Darcie, ‘A Monumentall Pyramid,” an elegy 
on the death of Lodovick, Duke of Richmond, 1624: ‘The 
Historie of Friar Rushe,’ 1620: Erondell, “The French 
Garden,” 1605: “The Batchelor’s Banquet, 1651”: “ Orders 
taken and enacted for orphans and their portions,” 1580; and 
“Certaine articles concerning the statute lately made for 
the relief of the poor,” 1599; two books of which no other 
copies are known to exist. 

The acquisitions of early Scotch books, besides “John 
Knox’s Liturgy,” 1565, include five of extraordinary rarity : the 
first Scotch edition of Calvin’s Catechism, Edinburgh, 1564: 
George Hay, Confutation of the Abbot of Crossraguel, 1563: 
Sir David Lindsay, Dialogue between Experience and a 
Courtier, London, 1566: The Flytting betwixt Montgomerie 
and Polwart, Edinburgh, 1629, an amazingly copious vocabu- 
lary of abusive terms in Lowland Scotch: A proclamation of 
James Douglas, Earl of Morton, Regent of Scotland, May 31, 
1575, “ Anent the universall course of the new markit 
money,” in Lowland Scotch. 


Among more recent productions of English literature 
acquired for the Museum is one of the highest interest, 
the Poems of Arthur Henry Hallam. printed to accompany 
Tennyson’s own poems, but suppressed and apparently 
inaccessible to the editors of Hallam’s literary remains, since 
it includes many pieces not to be found there. The acquisi- 
tion has also been made of the first American edition of 
Tennyson, 1846; of Sheridan’s presentation copy of his 
“Monody on Garrick” to Boswell and of a copy of the 
privately printed edition of T. L. Peacock’s “Paper Money 
Lyrics,” 1837, which have not been completely reproduced in 
his collected works. 


‘Thee principal collections obtained by purchase have been 
one of 146 broadsides of the 16th and 17th centuries, and one 
of tracts relating to the case of Governor Darling. 


Among curiosities may be especially mentioned a presenta- 
tion copy, with autograph, of Voltaire’s “ Réfutation d’un 
écrit anonime contre la mémoire de feu M. Joseph Saurin,” 
1758, a remarkable tract whose existence as a separate 
publication seems to have been unknown. Harris’ Life of 
Cromwell, 1772, with MS. notes by W. Squire, the fabricator 
of the forged documents relating to Cromwell which imposed 
upon Carlyle ; testimonials given to Robert Louis Stevenson 
on his candidature for the professorship of modern history at 
the University of Edinburgh and the late General Gordon’s 
memorandum on the Treaties of Berlin and San Stefano, 
privately printed, 1880.

The largest acquisition during the past year has been the first 
portion of the Buckler collection of Topographical drawings 
made early in the present century, and illustrating ecclesiastical 
and secular architecture throughout England and Wales. 
The portion now purchased consists of about five thousand 
pencil-drawings interleaved in twenty-one large folio volumes. 
The majority of the drawings are by John Chessell Buckler, 
the remainder by his father, John Buckler, and by his son, 
Charles Alban Buckler.

DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS. 


I.— ARRANGEMENT AND CATALOGUING. 


The first volume (Abbott-Cumberland) of a descriptive 
catalogue of the collection of English drawings has been 
published. 

A complete series of the etchings by Rembrandt and all the 
authentic original drawings by him possessed by the Depart- 
ment, together with about five hundred etchings by artists 
of various schools contemporary with Rembrandt, have been 
prepared and arranged for exhibition in the public gallery. 
A guide to the exhibition has been sent to press. 

The collection of drawings by John Flaxman, R.A., has been 
rearranged, the subjects being identified as far as possible. 

A portion of the collection of sketches and studies by 
George Cruikshank, bequeathed by his widow, has been 
arranged in three albums. The entire collection will fill 
about twenty. 

The collection of miscellaneous sketches and studies by 
R. Cook, R.A., and the series of views of Cairo by C. Laver 
have been arranged in albums. 

The collection of prints relating to Marat, presented by M. 
Chévremont, has been arranged in a separate portfolio. 

The collection of portraits of the Bonaparte family has been 
rearranged in two portfolios. 

The entire collection of foreign print-sale catalogues has 
been arranged in chronological order, and labelled. 

The work of preparing, specially repairing, and mounting a 
small selection of the best specimen English mezzotints has 
been in progress, and two hundred and seven have been so 
treated. 

The series of reproductions of drawings by the old masters 
has been transferred from the gallery of the students’ reom 
to the standard cases in the exhibition room, the space it 
occupied being required for the collection of original draw- 
ings, which is being greatly extended by the incorporation of 
the Malcolm collection. 

Collections of framed duplicate engravings have been lent 
to the governors of Harrow school and the committee of the 
Free Library at Newport, Mon. 

The preparation and transcription for press of a catalogue 
of the collection of English Portraits has been continued. 

The preparation of a catalogue of the collection of Playing 
Cards bequeathed by a “Charlotte Schreiber has been 
commenced, 
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The preparation of a catalogue of the German and Flemish 
woodcuts of the fifteenth century has been continued. De- 
scriptions of the block-books and fragments of block-books 
preserved in this Department, and of the grotesque alphabet 
closely allied to them in style, have been inserted. A fuller 
account of this alphabet has also been written, comparing it in 
detail with the similar alphabet at Basle and with the copies 
engraved by the “ Master with the Banderoles,” to accompany 
a facsimile of the British Museum alphabet which is shortly 
to be published by the Trustees. The book-illustrations, 
treated as a separate section of the 15th century woodcuts, 
have also been described, and an introductory essay has been 
written for the section of prints in the “ manieére criblée.” 

The catalogue of drawings by Albrecht Direr has been 
revised and completed by the addition of those belonging to 
the Malcolm collection. 

The preparation and transcription for press of a descriptive 
catalogue of the collection of English Drawings has _ been 
continued down to the name Gilpin. 

Titles for the principal articles contained in the volumes 
for 1898 of the “Jahrbuch der Koniglich Preussischen Kunst- 
sammlungen,” “Zeitschrift fiir Bildende Kunst,” and 
“Gazette des Beaux-Arts” have been written for the index 
of Books of Reference. 

All Books of Prints and Books of Reference recently 
acquired have been indexed and placed. 

The preparation of a catalogue of the Franks collection of 
Book-plates has been commenced, and twenty thousand and 
fifty-seven titles havesbeen written. 

The preparation of a catalogue of all the English Mezzotints 
- contained in the Department has been continued. 

The preparation of slips for an index to the collection of 
Foreign Portraits has been continued. 

The second copy of the index to the collection of English 
Portraits has been revised and completed. 

The indexes to the collections of English and foreign print- 
sale catalogues have been completed. 

All new names have been entered, and all necessary altera- 
tions effected, in the general indexes of artists. 

The drawings by the several masters of the English school 
included in the first volume of the printed catalogue have 
been numbered in accordance therewith. 

HKighty-seven drawings and one thousand five hundred and 
ninety-two prints, recently acquired, have been incorporated 
with the collections to which they severally belong. 

Hight thousand two hundred and sixty-one prints, draw- 
ings, &e., recently acquired, have been impressed with the 
departmental stamp, and references to the Register. 

The work of impressing with a special stamp the Schreiber 
collection of playing cards has been completed, six hundred 
and ninety-one packs and sheets having been stamped. The 
work of impressing with a special stamp the Franks collection 
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of book-plates has also been continued, and twenty-five 
thousand eight hundred and forty-eight have been stamped. 
The Delany collection of plants and flowers cut in paper 
mosaic has been marked throughout in a similar manner. 

Two hundred and sixty-four drawings and three hundred 
and forty-five prints have been mounted on sunk boards, 
and one hundred and one prints have been mounted in the 
ordinary manner. 

Two thousand nine hundred and forty-seven items have 
been entered in the Register of Acquisitions. 

The number of students admitted to the Print Room during 
the year ending 3lst December 1898 was 6,156. 

Two hundred and thirty-three applications were made for 
leave to photograph objects in the collection, and 1,500 photo- 
graphs were taken.

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DEPARTMENT OF EGYPTIAN AND ASSYRIAN ANTIQUITIES. 
I.— Arrangement, Cataloguing, ete. 


Keyptian Antiquities :— 


The mummies and coffins, and the greater part of the 
funereal furniture belonging to them, have been arranged 
chronologically in the First and Second Egyptian Rooms. 
The general re-arrangement of the Egyptian Collection has 
been continued, and a number of important objects acquired 
during the year have been incorporated and exhibited. 

Three hundred and eighty-one labels have been written 
and painted, and attached to objects exhibited in the 
Galleries ; eleven frames for papyri, three boxes for mummies, 
ten cases for stele, forty-one oak shelves for mummies, one 
board for a skeleton, four hundred and ninety-five plinths and 
pedestals, and three hundred and fifty ebonized labels have 
been made ; two hundred and sixty-one figures, bronzes, &c., 
have been mounted; sixty scarabs have been mounted ; two 
hundred and fifty-eight objects have been cleaned or repaired ; 
three stands have been made for vases; the remounting of 
the papyri in ventilating frames has been continued; and a 
sounding-board has been fixed in the lecture-room. 

Hight hundred and sixty-eight objects of the various 
collections have been registered; one hundred and forty- 
seven ostraka have been copied; five hundred and twenty 
have been catalogued, and sixty-eight have been translated 
or revised. 

The description of the papyri for publication has been con- 
tinued, and sixteen plates and ten sheets of letterpress for 
the new part of the “ Select Papyri” have been printed off. 

A “Guide” to the Firs’ and Second Egyptian Rooms has 
been prepared and issued. 


Assyrian Antiquities :— 


The general re-arrangement of the tablets has been con- 
tinued. 

Three hundred and five tablets have been cleaned; one 
hundred and eighty-four have been repaired ; eleven “ seal- 
cylinders” have been cleaned; forty-eight moulds have been 
made from seal-cylinders; a number of “case-tablets” have 
been opened and repaired; the numbering of the boxed 
tablets has been brought up to 26,470; some thousands of 
boxes for tablets have been lined with wool, and the arrange- 
ment of the collections according to the date of acquisition 
has been continued ; and one hundred and twenty-one “TINS.” 
have been made. . 

Hand-lists and working labels for some of the earl 
collections have been made, and the case-books for the Baby- 
lonian objects have been continued. 
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Five hundred and eighty-six tablets and fragments of 
the various Babylonian collections have been copied for 
purposes of publication. 

Two thousand five hundred and twenty tablets of the 
various collections have been registered; and seventeen 
hundred and fifty-eight have been verified with the registers 
and found correct. 

Parts iii.—vi. of “Cuneiform Texts from Babylonian 
Tablets, &c., in the British Museum” have been issued; and 
thirty sheets of the “Catalogue of the Cuneiform Tablets in 
the Kouyunjik Collection ” have been printed off. 

A number of paper impressions of inscriptions have been 
made. 


Students :— 


1,960 visits have been made to the Department by students 
and others; and 4,378 objects have been issued to them for 
study.

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DEPARTMENT OF GREEK AND ROMAN ANTIQUITIES. 


I.— Arrangement, Cataloguing, ete. 


In the Ephesus Room a capital, part of shaft and architrave 
of the great Temple of Diana have been restored: in the 
Archaic Room a capital and part of the shaft of the older 
Temple of Diana at Ephesus restored, and moulded ; 3 cases in 
the Ephesus Room and 2 in the adjoining Ante-Room altered 
and lined with cloth for smaller sculptures or fragments. In 
the Graeco-Roman Basement, a model of an Etruscan tomb 
has been erected, and another nearly completed ; the large 
Halicarnassos mosaic has been taken up from the floor, the 
end, on which is represented Aphrodité rising from the sea, 
being mounted on a plinth against the wall. Two statuettes of 
Aphrodite, casts of the Athené Parthenos and of the charioteer 
from Delphi have been repaired; a mosaic on the North- 
West staircase refaced; 2 pedestals and 2 plinths altered, a 
turn-table removed from a statue, and the modern restora- 
tions from a marble console; 5 pedestals of variegated 
marble have been placed in the Galleries ; 2 heads of Apollo, 
1 head of Artemis, a key-stone, and casts of the charioteer 
from Delphi and of a Lapith’s head have been mounted on 
plinths, 14 sculptures fixed on iron corbels, and 2 slate 
shelves, 6 brackets, and 25 pedestals and plinths prepared for 
sculptures; 46 pedestals and plinths, 2 statuettes, and 6 
mosaics have been cleaned. 

Moulds and store-casts have been made of heads of Eros 
and Cleopatra, 2 heads of Apollo, and lion of the Nereid monu- 
ment; store-casts of the Parthenon sculptures and of a lion 
of the Mausoleum remoulded and repaired. The re-arrange- 
ment and cataloguing of the moulds and store-casts has been 
completed, new labels and numbers attached, and a new store- 
case erected in the masons’ workshop. 

Cases 81-87 and 108-115 in the Etruscan Saloon have been 
re-arranged ; progress has been made in the numbering of 
the collection of bronzes and in the preparation of labels; 
4 drawings of Etruscan tombs have been framed, a gold crown, 
gold ornaments from Cyprus, 14 gems and rings, 6 bronzes and 
2 vases mounted, the collections of arrow-heads and locks and 
keys in Case C of the Bronze Room mounted on tablets; 11 
vases, 6 bronzes, 2 terra-cotta figures, 2 silver objects, and a 
series of antiquities from Cyprus cleaned and repaired; 76 
bronzes catalogued ; 731 objects registered, and 405 descrip- 
tive titles written and attached to objects. 

The facsimiles of wall paintings in the First and Second 
Vase Rooms have been repaired, re-fixed, and labelled. 

A publication of “Terracotta Sarcophagi” has been 
issued ; progress has been made with the Catalogue of Vases 
(Volume I.) ; Volume JI. of the Catalogue of Sculpture set 
up in type: the Catalogue of Bronzes nearly completed, 
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sheets B—S having been printed off; a Handbook to the 
Department and a work on the Excavations in Cyprus under 
the Turner Bequest have been advanced. 

The number of visits made by students to the Departmental 
Library for purposes of research during the year is 663.

III.—Marble. 


1. Head of a youth, bound with a narrow diadem, the hair 
parted in the middle, falling in a mass of curls on the temples, 
and gathered into a thick roll behind, resembling in these 
respects and in the type of face a marble head in Munich 
(Furtwaengler, Meisterwerke, p. 115) which has been called 
Tacchos, from its general likeness to the head of that divine | 
youth on the well-known marble relief from Eleusis, now in 
Athens. A similar rendering of the hair and a resemblance in 
the type of face occur in two marble statues of Demeter, the 
one at Cherchel and the other in Berlin (Kekulé von Stra- 
donitz, Winckelmannsfestprogr. 1897). The newly-acquired 
head was found in Rome, and is a Graeco-Roman copy, 
probably from an original by an Athenian sculptor shortly 
after the time of Pheidias. The manner in which the front 
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part of the hair is separated from the back part is suggestive 
of a follower of the sculptor Calamis. The rendering of the 
eyelids and eyebrows, and of the hair on the brow and temples, 
seems to indicate an original in bronze. 

2. Head of a Roman, of the Republican period, bald, beard- 
less, the lips compressed, the general aspect indicating a man 
of advanced years and of some distinction. Found in Rome. 

3. Figure of Aphrodité, a copy of the type of the Cnidian 
Aphrodite by Praxiteles, as seen on the coins of Cnidus and 
in a number of marble copies, among which the one in the 
Vatican is accepted as the best. The present example is in 
many points poor, but the torso retains something of the 
style of Praxiteles, while the rendering of the hair seems 
fairly true to the original, as is also the drapery, held out by 
the left hand and falling over a vase on the ground. The 
face has been heavily worked over in modern times. 

4, Figure of Aphrodite, after the Venus dei Medici. 


3-4, Found in Athens vn 1811, acquired there by 
the late Lord Broughton (John Cam Hobhouse) 
and sent home by Lord Byron. 


1V.— Bronze. 


1. Mirror with stand, Greek workmanship of the end of 
the fifth century B.c.; the stand is in the form of a figure of 
Aphrodité on a plinth borne by two Pegasi; she is draped, 
and holds a dove in her right hand. On each side of her 
head is a winged Eros. The date is about 450 B.c., and the 
place where this bronze had been made was probably Corinth, 
from the association of Aphrodité with Pegasus on the coins 
of that city. It is uncertain whether the plinth supported 
by the Pegasi is to be taken as a suggestion of a chariot, in 
which the goddess is standing, or whether the Pegasus is not 
here merely a symbol of. the goddess, duplicated as on the 
helmet of Athene. The Museum already possessed an archaic 
bronze statuette of Cybelé standing on a similar plinth sup- 
ported by two lions. [Bulletin de Corr. Hellén , 1898, pl. 1.] 

2. Bull of the Apis type, with saddlecloth, winged scara- 
baeus, and a hawk incised on the back, uraeus and solar dise 
on the head, and necklace. On the plinth is inscribed in 
archaic letters TOINTANEPIMANEZTAZEZOOVAHS 
zw Tlavere (.¢., Ba-en-ptah ?) w avéorace Swxtdnce. From a 
Greek site in the Delta of Egypt: formerly in the possession 
of Dr. Mead. 

3. Archaic fibula of the Boeotian geometrical type, with 
crescent-shaped vertical bow, six spikes round the head, and 
spreading foot ; on either side are incised designs; on one, 
a rosette in the centre, and figures of women, ducks, fishes, 
&e.; on the other, a ship with lantern at the masthead 
(compare Ann. dell’ Inst. 1880, pl. I., figs. 1-5, and Helbig, 
Homer. Epos, 2nd edn. p. 46). Onit are a steersman steering 
with his foot and a man tying a rope to the forecastle, 
[Catalogue of Bronzes, p. 372.] Greece, 
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4. Archaic fibula of similar form and style; on one side is 
represented the combat of Heracles with the Hydra, which 
has six heads; the crab of Hera is about to seize his right 
foot, and Iolaos is assisting him; on tne right isa horse with 
ornamental saddle-cloth. On the other side are figures of 
five warriors, a one-horse chariot, with a woman standing at 
the horses’ heads, and a hon devouring a man or animal. In 
the centre of each side is a large rosette, and in the field 
are birds and fishes. The subject of Heracles and the Hydra 
is unique as a mythological scene at this period; it is there- 
fore the oldest known instance of this particular subject in 
Greek art, the next being the poros pediment found on the 
Acropolis of Athens (Ephem. Archaeol. 1884, pl. 7). [Cata- 
logue of Bronzes, p. 374.] Greece. 

5. Dise engraved with a dedicatory inscription by Exoidas(?) 
to the Dioscuri in two lines of verse, in the Dorie dialect and 
alphabet of the Ionian islands (sixth century B.C.) : Eyootea(c) 
pw avéOnxe Atdce Kovpow meyadoro xaXxeov «) vikace KepaddXavac 
peyabiuovg. (Compare Hom. Hymn. in Diose. 33,8, and Iliad, 
ii. 631). Published in Tyszkiewicz Coll., pl. 27, and Revue 
Archéol. xviii. (1891), pl. 18, p. 45. Cephallonia (7). 

6 Archaic head, apparently Etruscan under Greek influence, 
with elaborately-curled hair; cast solid. Compare early 
coins of Tarentum. Tyszkiewicz Coll. pl. 13° Sale Cat., 
Nor FLO! Shiruria. 

7. Etruscan mirror, about 200 B.c., with engraved design 
of a youth and girl playing at duodecim scripta (back- 
gammon); above the girl is inscribed DEVINCAM TED (“I 
shall beat you”); above the youth, OPEINOD (“I think 
Soy /lyszkiewicz Coll. pl. 28.; Sale Cat., No. “131. 
Praeneste. 

8 Winged goddess kneeling; archaic Greek work, very 
minute,and refined. Tyszkiewicz Coll., Sale Cat., No. 125. 
Civita Lavinia (Lanuvium).

9. Statuette of Heracles, wreathed, with club and lion’s 
skin. Gaza. 

10. Statuette of Athené looking down at a small serpent 
held upon her breast by her right hand; the left arm falls by 
her side, the hand open outwards as if it had held a phiale. She 
stands resting on the right leg, the left foot thrown back. The 
body is bent forward and the head and chest thrown back. 
The aegis has no Gorgoneion, but has a border of snakes, and 
does not descend below the girdle, which also is formed of 
snakes. ‘The chiton is open down the right side as in the 
copies of the Athené Parthenos. The action of this figure 
answers to that of Hygieia, and as her attitude, resting on 
the right foot with the left thrown well back, corresponds to 
the marks of the feet on the pedestal of a bronze statue of 
Athene Hygieia beside the Propylaea at Athens it seems 
certain that we have here a copy of that statue, which was 
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of bronze and the work of an Athenian sculptor named 
Pyrrhus, as the inscription on the Athenian pedestal testifies. 
According to Plutarch (Pericles 13) that statue was erected 
in the time of Pericles, with which date the style of the 
bronze statuette may be said to agree. Hitherto the nearest 
copy of the bronze statue by Pyrrhus that has been identified 
is a relief on a candelabrum in the Vatican (Visconti, Mus. 
Pio Clement., IV., pl. 6), but there the Athené holds out in 
front of her breast a dish feeding a huge serpent which coils 
round the body of the goddess. But that conception seems 
less in keeping with the age of Pericles than the new 
statuette.

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DEPARTMENT OF BRITISH AND MEDIZVAL ANTIQUITIES AND 
ETHNOGRAPHY. 


I.—Arrangement. 


Prehistoric Saloon.—The wall cases containing the re- 
mains from the drift gravels of England and France have 
been taken down and reconstructed in a form better suited 
to the display of these collections. The specimens have been 
re-arranged and labelled. A map of the river basins of 
England has been framed and exhibited, with indications of 
the sites of the principal discoveries of cave dwellings and 
drift remains. 


Anglo-Roman Room.—The whole of the wall cases and 
the objects displayed in them have been cleaned, the cases 
having been distempered, and a number of labels written for 
the objects. Four sections of table cases have been lined 
with velvet, and the contents re-arranged or re-mounted. 
The contents of the drawers have been examined and a new 
list of the contents made. The statuette of Atys has been 
cleaned and re-labelled. The pedestal of the bust of Hadrian, 
and those of the other objects of the same group, have been 
replaced by. plinths of white marble and the whole cleaned 
and re-labelled. 


Medieval Room.—The articles of ancient and more modern 
jewellery, including the finger rings from the Franks 
Bequest, have been withdrawn until space can be found for 
their proper exhibition. The cases in which they were tem- 
porarily shown have been filled with seals and other objects 
belonging to the room, and new labels have been prepared 
for many of these, as well as for many other specimens in 
this room. Ten ebonised stands have been made for astro- 
labes, as well as thirty-six pedestals. 


Anglo-Saxon Room.—The whole of the wall cases and the 
objects displayed in them have been cleaned ; and, the cases 
having been distempered, the collection has been re-arranged 
and a number of new labels written for the objects. Two 
sections of table cases have been lined with velvet, the 
specimens re-arranged in them and many labels written. 


Asiatic Saloon.—The whole of the collection of Chinese 
and Japanese porcelain has been cleaned. The ancient 
Japanese pottery from dolmens has been removed into the 
new wall cases and re-arranged. 


Gallery of Religions.—The wall cases and their contents 
have been cleaned ; two stone specimens have been mounted 
on plinths, and a number of accessions, chiefly from Ceylon, 
have been incorporated, 
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Ethnographical Gallery.—The tops of the wall cases and’ 
the specimens upon them have been twice cleaned. A portion 
of the New Zealand and the Tahitian sections, as well as the 
Oriental arms in table cases, have been re-arranged. 

The arrangement of the table cases in the gallery has been 
changed to provide more floor space, and running numbers 
have been painted on them. The African section has been 
entirely re-arranged, a great many objects being withdrawn 
from the exhibition cases for want of room. The large series 
of bronze plaques from Benin has been removed from the 
Assyrian basement and placed in the middle of the African 
section. 

_ Six table cases and one central case have been lined with 
velvet, the objects re-arranged, and many new labels written. 


American Room.—The wall cases and the specimens in 
them have been cleaned and in part re-arranged. 

The registration of current acquisitions has been continued, 
and 851 objects have been registered, while 79 ethnographical 
specimens have been drawn and described for the slip cata- 
logue. The slip catalogue of the Franks Collection of finger 
rings has been continued, and will form the basis of the 
printed catalogue to be published by the Trustees. A similar 
catalogue of the English pottery has been commenced, and 
864 specimens have been described; and the collection of 
Pilgrims’ signs has been catalogued in the same manner. 

A publication to be issued by the Trustees early in 1899 
has been prepared on the objects obtained by the recent 
expedition to Benin, which have been given to the Museum 
by Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, and on other objects from the same locality which 
have been given or sold to the Museum by private individuals. 

A large collection made by the late Hugh Nevill, Esq., of 
antiquities from Ceylon has been classified with expert 
assistance, and a considerable portion arranged in the 
exhibition cases. 

A new series of Guides to the various sections of the 
Department has been commenced, and those to the Ethno- 
graphical, Ceramic, Anglo-Roman, and Anglo-Saxon rooms 
have been completed in manuscript. 

The cataloguing and press-marking of the Departmental 
library of works on antiquities, &c., have been completed. 

A collection of 251 pieces of Pacific bark-cloth has been 
mounted; and step-fittings for the bronzes from Benin, as well 
as a case for storing African specimens, have been made; 352 
miscellaneous objects have been mounted on boards, and 
there have been prepared 4 frames, 202 stands, 120 blocks 
and pedestals, 16 shelves, and 73 mahogany mounting boards. 

Seven hundred and sixty-five impressions have been taken 
from wood-blocks in the Department, and 204 labels have 
been painted. On the hand-press 180 headings for slips and 
1,650 labels have been printed, 
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During the year there have been 1,693 visitors to the 
studies of this Department. 

The collection bequeathed by the late Baron Ferdinand 
Rothschild was only received in 1899, and will be described in 
the Report for the present year.

lL.—LHahibitions. 


Electrotypes of English coins from the Commonwealth to 
the present time, and of the whole series of Scottish and Irish 
coins, have been mounted and placed on exhibition in the 
corridor adjoining the Medal Room. 

A list of coins illustrating biblical history has been drawn 
up with a view to exhibition in electrotype. 


Il.— Registration and Arrangement. 
1. Greek Serves :— 


709 coins have been registered, and 422 incorporated. 

6 coins hitherto regarded as ‘‘ Uncertain” have been 
identified. 

Numerous series of coins have been examined, and selections, 
where necessary, made for the Museum. Among these were 
two parcels of coins from Thrace, one large series of Greek 
Imperial coins from Smyrna, two series of Cilician coins, 
three series from Persia, Mesopotamia, and Characene, and one 
series from Syria and Palestine. 

The manuscript bibliography of Greek Numismatics has 
been brought up to date. 

In preparation for the catalogues the following series have 
been arranged in chronological order, and the specimens in 
silver weighed : —

2. Roman Series :— 


183 coins recently acquired have been registered, and 343 
incorporated. 
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The series of Roman Imperial bronze coins has been trans- 
ferred and re-arranged, with fresh heading-cards and labels, 
in nine cabinets. 

Two large hoards of Roman Imperial coins have been 
examined, one consisting of silver pieces, the other of aurei 
from Southern India; detailed lists of the hoards have been 
drawn up, and specimens, where required, selected for the 
Museum. 

The sale catalogue of a well-known collection of contor- 
niates has been examined, and a selection made of specimens 
desirable for the Museum. 


3. British and Colonial Series :— 


106 coins and medals recently acquired have been registered, 
and 375 incorporated. 

In accordance with recent investigations and the evidence 
of recent finds, the following series have been re-classified : 
croats and half-groats and farthings of Edward III.; Irish 
coins of Henry VI., Henry VIII., and Elizabeth; coins of 
Edward I. and II.; and gold and silver of Henry IV., V., 
and VI. | 

Outside labels have been written for the series of Henry 
IV., V., VI., and Edward IV. 

A hoard of shillings (Edward VI. to Charles II.) from 
North Petherwin, Devonshire, has been examined and 
reported on to H.M. Treasury. 

In preparation for the Guide to the Exhibition of British 
and Colonial Coins in the corridor adjoining the Medal Room, 
upwards of 830 coins have been weighed, and 48 plates of 
casts have been prepared and mounted for the purpose of 
Ulustration. 


4, Medieval and Modern Series :— 


236 coins and medals recently acquired have been registered 
and incorporated. 

Chronological lists of the Popes and of the Doges of Venice 
who issued coins have been drawn up and mounted for 
reference. 

A series of sketches of the coats of arms occurring on 
German coins has been made to facilitate identification. 


5. Oriental Series :— 


104 coins recently acquired have been registered and 
incorporated. 

In accordance with the most recent researches, rectifications 
(with fresh labels and heading-cards) have been made in the 
following Indian series :—Early punch-marked coins, Guild 
tokens, coins of Almora, Aparanta, Arjunayana, Audumbara, 
Ayodhya, Baran (?), Erakina, Janapada, Kada, Kosambi, 
Kuninda, Mathura, Paneala, Puri and Ganjam, Taxila, Tripuri, 
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Ujjain, Vatasvaka, Yaudheya, Satraps of Surastra and Malwa 
(Western Ksatrapas), Greeco-Indian kings, and local imita- 
tions of Moghul coins. 

A series of coins, hitherto unidentified, has been attri- 
buted to Srutavarman of Sravasti; and the inscriptions on 
a number of ancient Indian coins have been deciphered. 

454 tickets have been written, giving references to the 
Catalogue of Arabic Glass Coin-weights, and 387 giving 
references to the Catalogue of Oriental Coins, vol. ix. , 

10 collections of Indian coins have been examined, and 
selections made where possible for the British Museum ; 
among these were a collection of coins of Cutch, 260 coins 
of Satraps of Surastra and Malwa, and collections of new 
coins from N.W. India, of Arabic and Indian coins from the 
Swat valley, of miscellaneous Indian coins, and of Siamese 
porcelain gamblers’ tickets. | 

A selection of coins of Kashmir has been made in illus- 
tration of the weight-systems in use in ancient and medieval 
times. 


6. Labelling of Cabinets :—

of 29 cabinets.

The total number of Coins and Medals added to the 
Department during the year 1898 is 1,578, of which 47 are 
of gold or electrum, 541 of silver, 876 of bronze, and 114 of 
other metals. 

Of these, 558 have been presented—viz.: 28 of gold, 246 of 
silver, 186 of bronze, and 98 of billon, &e.

REMARKABLE COINS AND MEDALS, 


1. Greek Serves :—- 
(a.) Europe :— 


Tarentum.—A specimen, in remarkably fine condition, of 
the extremely rare gold stater, struck circ. B.c. 340, with the 
reverse-type the infant Taras making supplication to his 
father Poseidon. This type is supposed by Mr. Arthur 
Evans (Horsemen of Tarentwm, 1889, p. 67) to refer to the 
appeal made by the Tarentines in B.c. 344 to their Lace- 
demonian fatherland (symbolized by the Laconian Poseidon 
of Cape Taenarum) for aid against the Messapians and 
Lucanians. Both reverse and obverse (a veiled head of 
Demeter) are in the most finished style of the art of the 
period. 
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Macedonia.—35 tetradrachms and 56 drachms and smaller 
denominations of the coinage of Alexander the Great. 


Perrhebi in Thessaly.—A trihemiobol (B.c. 480-400) of an 
unpublished type. Obverse, Thessalian leading his horse ; 
reverse, Athena standing. 


Phere in Thessaly._-A bronze coin of the tyrant Teisi- 
phonus, B.c. 357-352, who usurped the tyranny after the 
assassination of Alexander of Phere. Obverse, Forepart of 
bull; reverse, TEIZIDONOY, Forepart of horse (ep. Revue 
Numismatique, 1853, pl. xiv. 10). 


Locri.—-A tritetartemorion or }# obol. Obverse, Head of 
Apollo; reverse, NO Grapes. Struck after the battle of 
Cheronea, B.c. 338. This is the first specimen in silver 
which has come to light. 


Eubea.—An archaic electrum twelfth of a stater of the 
Kuboic standard. Obverse, Bull’s head, the type of the town 
of Eretria. This remarkable and perhaps unique coin (ep. 
Revue Num. 1864, pl. vii. 10) by its weight, type, style, 
fabric, and place of discovery contributes to prove that an 
electrum currency was in use in that island in the earliest 
times. 


Athens. —A drachm of the EYBOYAIAHZ—AFAGO- 
KAHZ series, B.c. 186-147, of which only tetradrachms were 
previously known. 


Patre.—A bronze colonial coin of the reign of Claudius. 
Presented by Sir John Evans, K.C.B., D.C.L. 


Crete.—Four very rare tetradrachms with Athenian types 
struck circ. B.c. 200 at Gortyna, Hierapytna, Polyrhenium, 
and Priansus. 


(b.) Asia Minor, &e. :-— 


Aemilium (?).—A bronze coin of the first century B.C. attri- 
buted (Zeitschrift fur Numismatik, xx. 271) to this hitherto 
unknown town in Pontus. 


Neoclaudiopolis in Paphlagonia.—An unpublished bronze 
coin of Antoninus Pius. everse, Athena standing. 


Bithynia (?)—An unpublished bronze coin of Domitian, 
probably struck about the time of his Dacian triumph, a.D. 91. 
Reverse, ZEBA(orw) AOQMITIANQ AEAOV(\cupévn) 
rETIKH. Personification of Getia ( = Dacia) as a kneeling 
captive. 


Alexandria Troas.—A rare bronze coin of Caracalla. 
Reverse, Man standing beside a column on which is a statue 
of Apollo Smintheus. 
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Temnusin Acolis.—A rare silver coin of the fourth century 
B.C. Obverse, Head of Apollo; reverse, T A Two-handled 
vase. Presented by Alfred J. Lawson, Esq. 


Colophon in Ionia.—A rare bronze coin of Domitian with 
reverse inscription, KAAPIC (for KAAPIOC), accompanying 
the seated figure of Apollo. 


Ephesus.—Seven silver staters of the fourth century B.c. 
bearing names of Ephesian Prytaneis, which are all new to 
the Museum and in part unpublished. 


Ephesus.—A cistophorus of the Pretor, C. Fannius, with 
the name APATOC in the exergue. The latter name may 
serve to explain the letters APAT (in monogram) on con- 
temporary cistophori of Ephesus and Pergamum. 


Ephesus.—A bronze coin of Valerian. Reverse, Artemis 
seated on a mountain, pouring a libation. A type not known 
to occur elsewhere. 


Nysa wi Lydia.— A bronze coin of Otacilia Severa with 
new name of Grammateus, FP. AYP. TATIANOY 
ANTIOXOY. 


Saitta am Lydia.—A bronze coin of Elagabalus with 
reverse, Asklepios. Of the existence of this town, probably 
situated in the valley of the Jlgi-chai (Hyllus), a tributary 
of the Hermus, the coins are at present the sole record. 


Aezami in Phrygia.—An unpublished “ dedication medal- 
lion,” in bronze, of M. Aurelius, inscribed EYPYKAHC TH 
FEPOYCIA AIZAN. Type, two Corybantes, face to face, 


each armed with shield, spear, and short sword or dagger. 


Laodicea in Phrygia.—A bronze coin of Imperial times. 
Obverse, bust of Zeus with inscription, ZEYC ACEIC. The 
epithet here applied to the Laodicean Zeus is supposed 
(Ramsay, Cities and Bishoprics, 1., p. 33) to be equivalent 
to tioroc. 


Lycia.—A unique silver stater bearing the name of the 
dynast Khiriga (circ. B.c. 410} in Lycian characters. 
Obverse, Head of Athena; reverse, Athena seated. 


Amblada in Pisidia.—A rare bronze coin of Valerian. 
Reverse, AMMBAAAEQN AAKEAAI. Trophy. 


Prostanna in Pisidia.—A bronze coin of Severus Alexan- 
der. Reverse, WPOCTANNEQN OEMIC. Three athletes 
drawing lots from an agonistic urn at the Games called Ogudece 
(cp. Revue Numismatique, 1869, p. 39). 


Claudiopolis Ninica in Cilicia —-Bronze coins of Maxi- 


minus, inscribed COL NINICA AV and COL NINI CLA. 
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Coins of this class were formerly assigned to Nineveh, 
but have now been recognised by Waddington and Ramsay 
as belonging to the Cilician colonia Claudiopolis. 


Olba im Crilicia.—A bronze coin (apparently of the time 
of Augustus) of which only one other specimen is known 
(Zeitschrift fur Numismatik, xii. 369). Obverse, Sacred 
throne of Zeus; reverse, OABEQN, Thunderbolt. 


Tarsus.—A very rare silver stater of the fifth century B.C. 
Types, satrap on horseback and armed hoplite kneeling. 


Tarsus.—A bronze coin of the time of Hadrian. Obverse, 
Head of Herakles; reverse, Perseus standing, holding a small 
cultus-statue of Apollo Avkoxrévoe with a wolf in each hand. 
Symbol in field, lion and bull. Magistrate’s name BOHOOY, 
possibly a descendant of the Tarsian poet of that name, who 
lived in the time of Augustus (Strabo, xiv. 674). 


Tarsus.—A bronze coin of Elagabalus. Reverse, KOINOC 
TWN TPIWN ETFAPXEIWN. The Common Games of the 


three provinces, Cilicia, Isauria, and Lycaonia. 


Asia Minor.—A cistophorus of Hadrian, struck for currency 
in Asia Minor. Reverse, COS III. Temple. Presented by 
Sir Hermann Weber, M.D. 


Asia Minor (?).—An interesting bronze coin. Obverse, 
ANTQNIA FYNH, Bust of Antonia; Reverse, OYTATPI 
XEBALTOY LE (year 5). Julia, daughter of Augustus, 
holding figure of Victory (Zeit. f. Num. xx. p. 119). Pre- 
sented by HE. J. Seltmann, Esq. 


Arabia.—A unique and unpublished didrachm of Obo- 
das I., King of Arabia Nabatheea, B.c. 97-85, with the busts of 
king and queen on the obverse. Presented by Barclay V. 
Head, Esq., D.C... 


Parthia.—A collection of the small bronze coins of the 
Parthian kings, including many interesting types and 
varieties. 


Bactria.—A unique tetradrachm of Antimachus with the 
portrait and type (Herakles seated) of his predecessor 
Kuthydemus. 


Ethiopia.—A bronze coin of one of the kings of Axum 
reading, apparently, OEOY MAO OA. Presented by Lord 
Grantley, F.S.A. 


Carthage.—A large gold piece of six drachms (350 grains) 
struck at Carthage circ. B.c. 241-218, Extremely rare.

Twenty Roman aurei from Augustus to Vespasian, being a 
portion of a large hoard lately found at Pudukota, South 
India.

STATEMENT of ProGress made in the ARRANGEMENT and 
DESCRIPTION of the COLLECTIONS, and Account of 
OBJECTS added to them, in the Year 1898. 


GENERAL PROGRESS. 
Visitors. 


The total number of visitors to the Natural History 
Museum in 1898 was 419,004, as compared with 422,607 in 
1897. It will be observed that the slight falling off shown 
in these figures has taken place in the week day visitors, the 
Sunday attendance for the year (50,432) being a little in 
excess of that for 1897. The average daily attendance for all 
open days during the year was 1,151; for week-days only, 
1,181; and for Sundays, when the Museum is open only in 
the afternoons, 970. 


New Whale Room. 


The new Whale Room was opened to the public on Whit- 
Monday, 30th May, 1898, and has been much appreciated by 
visitors. Since it is almost impracticable to preserve the 
skins of the larger whales, owing to the oil with which they 
are saturated, the exhibition of these animals has been effected 
by means of models, casts, and skeletons. Half-models have 
thus been constructed round the skeletons of the Sperm 
Whale, the Common Rorqual, Rudolphi’s Rorqual, and the 
Southern Right Whale. 


Photogr.tphie Studro. 


A photographie studio has been erected in the rear of the 
Museum. 


Electric Light. - 


Renewed application has been made to the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury for funds for lighting the galleries 
and studies of the Museum by the electric light, and a sum 
of 2,000/. has been provided in Class I. of the estimates for 
1899-1900 for the introduction of the light into the work- 
rooms and studies. The installation will be carried out by 
the Department of Works.

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Swiney Lectures. 


Dr. Traquair gave his third course of 12 lectures on the 
Swiney Foundation during October, his subject on this occasion 
being “The Paleontology of Great Britain.” The lectures 
were again delivered, by permission of the Lords of the 
Committee of Council on Education, in the theatre of the 
South Kensington Museum, and were attended by an average 
of 132 persons per lecture, as compared with 127 in the 
preceding year. 

Dr. Traquair has been appointed Lecturer on this foundation 
for a further term of two years. 


Christmas Island Expedition. 


Mr. C. W. Andrews left England on his expedition to 
Christmas Island on May 4th, 1897, and reached Batavia on 
June 7th. There, owing to the non-arrival of Mr. G. Clunies 
Ross’s yawl, a delay of some weeks occurred, and it was not 
till July 22nd that he sailed for Christmas Island, where he 
arrived on the morning of July 29th. 

Collecting was at once begun and carried on in conjunction 
with the exploration of the island, which was traversed in 
many directions. The examination of its structure led to the 
following conclusions :— 

(1.) The island is a raised atoll, the highest point of which 

is now between 1,100 and 1,200 feet. 

(2.) This height has been attained by several distinct 
elevations. During the intervals between these the 
sea has cut back the shores into cliffs, while a fringing 
reef formed round the island, growing out on the 
débris which was heaped up round the coast. 

(3.) The longest interval of rest seems to have been that 
during which the first inland cliff was formed, 
it being highest and most persistent round the 
coast. (This cliff may perhaps be the result of more 
than one elevation.) 

(4.) The base upon which the atoll islands rested is mainly 
of hard white limestone of Miocene age, with many 
foraminifera and few traces of corals. This limestone 
itself rests ona base formed by alternations of basalt, 
tuffs and foraminiferal limestone. 

It is only in a few places that the internal structure is 
visible, since for the most part it is concealed by more recent 
limestones that have accumulated before and during its 
elevation. A large number of specimens illustrating the 
geological structure of the island were collected. 

The island is covered from sea to sea by dense forest. 
This in most places consists of large trees interspersed with 
undergrowth and often covered with ferns, &c., but near the 
edge of the sea cliff, and in many places in the interior, 
there is a thick and almost impenetrable jungle consisting 
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largely of Pandanus. The denseness of the forest, the 
presence of the inland cliff and reefs, and the necessity of 
carrying water everywhere, rendered it difficult to explore 
the island thoroughly, but, before leaving, the whole of the 
northern, western, and eastern parts had been examined, 
and the island had been crossed from north to south in 
several places, so that it is now fairly well known. 

The fauna, as must be expected in a small oceanic island, 
is not very rich. 

The Mammals include two species of rats, a shrew, 
a large fruit-eating bat, and a small insectivorous bat. 
The rats, unfortunately, are extremely numerous, espe- 
cially the reddish-brown species, which swarms every- 
where. This animal is an expert climber, and can run up 
trees like a squirrel. The other species, which is nearly 
black, is essentially a burrowing animal and lives in small 
colonies in the higher ground. The shrew and the insec- 
tivorous bat are common everywhere. The large fruit bats 
are a great nuisance in the settlement, devouring what little 
ripe fruit escapes the rats. Occasionally they 1 may be seen 
in great numbers hanging on a dead tree, but they do not 
keep to the same place 1 many days at a time. 

The total number of mammal skins and skeletons obtained 
was 98. 


Birds.—There are seven species of land birds peculiar 
to the island, and also a number of sea birds which 
remain the whole year. In addition to these there are 
many birds of passage which only stay a few days and 
then disappear. Of the land birds the most notable kinds 
are a large fruit pigeon (Carpophaga), a hawk, and an owl. 
Of the sea birds the frigate birds and gannets are the most 
numerous. They nest in the high trees near the coast, and 
form the chief food supply of the inhabitants. The birds of 
passage include Whimbrell, Plovers, Sandpipers, Swifts, 
Wagtails, &c. 166 Bird-skins and a few specimens in spirit 
were obtained. 


The Reptiles are few in number. There are four or five 
species of small lizards and one snake (Typhlops). About 50 
specimens were collected. 


Insects are rather abundant. Butterflies are not numerous ; 
at least one new species was obtained. There are some fine 
hawk-moths. Beetles, particularly wood-boring forms, are 
common. The other groups are fairly represented. Swarms 
of dragon-flies always appeared after a N. or N.E. wind; 
they are probably blown across from Java. 

The collections include :—Hymenoptera, 85; Diptera, 232 ; 
Lepidoptera, 357; Neuroptera, 40; Orthoptera, 113; Coleop- 
tera, 453; Rhynchota, 139. Total, 1,419. 

Many of these will, no doubt, be found to be duplicates 
when the collection is mounted and worked out. 
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Of the other Invertebrates the Crustaceans are the most 
interesting. There are several species of land crabs, including 
the Robber crab (Birgus latro), which is common every- 
where. 


One remarkable circumstance is the occurrence of earth 
worms which were found many miles from the settlement, so 
that they cannot have been introduced by man. 


There are several species of land shells. 


Of the marine invertebrata only small collections were 
made. 


Ptants.—The extension of leave rendered it possible to 
obtain flowers of almost all the trees and plants. Mr. 
Ridley’s observation that the so-called teak is not really 
Tectona was confirmed. The tree is really Berrya almo- 
nilla, and the timber seems nearly as good as teak. Ferns 
are numerous, and in the wet season fungi are to be seen 
everywhere. 


Mosses and lichens are not common, and only one fresh- 
water Alga was obtained. 


Mr. Andrews received news of the extension of his leave 
on December 29th, 1897, and expected to get away from the 
island about the end of February, but the boat did not call 
as arranged, owing partly to bad weather, and it was not till 
the 7th of May that Mr. Ross’s schooner touched at the 
island on its way from Batavia to the Cocos-Keeling Islands. 
At these islands a further delay of about four weeks 
occurred, and Mr. Andrews left on June 12th, reaching 
Batavia on June 27th, after a voyage of 15 days. He left 
Batavia by the Messageries Maritimes steamer on July 5th 
and reached Marseilles on July 3lst. He returned to duty 
at the Museum on August 3rd, 1898. 


The results of the expedition will be embodied in a 
Monograph on Christmas Island, which, it is expected, will 
be issued in the ensuing summer. 


Deep-Sea Investigation. 


Mr. George Murray, Keeper of the Department of Botany, 
and Dr. J. W. Gregory and Mr. V. H. Blackman, Assistants, 
were absent from official duty at the Museum from the 15th 
to the 26th November, engaged in a deep-sea tow-netting 
expedition in the North Atlantic with the purpose of investi- 
gating the intermediate depths of the ocean, special leave 
of absence having been granted them to enable them to 
carry out this object. They obtained a large series of 
organisms, which, after they have been worked out by 
experts, will he deposited permanently in the Museum, 
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Expedition to Socotra. 


Special leave of absence has also been granted to Mr. W. 
R. Ogilvie Grant, an Assistant in the Zoological Department, 
to enable him to make an expedition to the island of Socotra, 
with the object of collecting specimens of Natural History 
for the Museum; the funds for the expedition being partly 
provided by the Royal Society and the Royal Geographical 
Society. 

Arrangements having been kindly sanctioned by the 
Viceroy of India for the conveyance of Mr. Grant and his 
party from Aden to Socotra and back by the Royal Indian 
Marine Guard Ship, Mr. Grant left England on the 28th 
October. Mr. Grant is accompanied on his expedition by 
Dr. H. O. Forbes, Director of the Liverpool Museum. 


Malaria Inquiry. 


In connection with the investigation of Malaria and similar 
diseases by a joint Committee appointed by the Colonial 
Office and the Royal Society, and in view of the probable 
connection between malaria and mosquitoes and other 
dipterous insects which bite men and animals, a pamphlet of 
Instructions for Collecting Mosquitoes has been printed, and 
the cordial co-operation of the Colonial Office, Foreign Office, 
India Office, the Missionary Societies, the Royal Niger Com- 
pany, and other bodies has been obtained in the distribution 
of these pamphlets to scientific and other officials in the 
British Colonies and Protectorates and to the consular 
officers in the tropics. 

In this way it is hoped that large collections of these 
insects will be obtained, with a view to their determination 
and classification at the Museum, when it is hoped that it 
will be found possible to distinguish those species in which 
the malaria parasite is found. 


Purchases. 


Important acquisitions by purchase have been made during 
the year, among which special mention may be made of the 
Norman collection of Marine Invertebrates and Land and 
Freshwater Shells (first instalment, consisting of over 26,000 
specimens) ; a complete skeleton of an aboriginal Tasmanian, 
a race now extinct; a specimen of the rare molluse Pleuroto- 
maria beyrichit from Japan, the only living specimen yet 
discovered; an entire specimen of the rare elasmobranch 
fish, Squatina alifera, from the lithographic stone of 
Nusplingen ; a valuable and unique collection of fossil insect 
remains formed by the late Rev. P. B. Brodie (4,700 speci- 
mens); the Piper collection of fossils from all the strata of 
the Ledbury Tunnel (1,806 specimens) ; and a selection from 
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the late Rev. T. T. Lewis’s collection of Old Red Sandstone 
Fishes, &c., of historic interest as having been specially 
studied and referred to by Sir Roderick Murchison. 


Presents. 


The number of separate presents reported as having been 
received during the year by the several Departments of the 
Museum was 1,610, as compared with 1,622 in the preceding 
year. Many of these comprised a large number of individual 
specimens. The details of all the more important of them 
will he found in the Reports of the Keepers of Departments, 
but the following are mentioned here also as being of special 
interest :— 


From F. Du Cane Godman and Osbert Salvin, Esqs.— 
Additional valuable series of Lepidoptera, including 1,180 
specimens of moths of various families from Central America ; 
749 specimens of New World Butterflies, of the sub-family 
Ithomtine ; and 2,284 specimens of Butterflies, of various 
families, chiefly from the New World. 


From Sir John Murray, K.c.B., F.R.S.—The valuable collec- 
tion of specimens illustrating the Natural History of Christ- 
mas Island made by Mr. C. W. Andrews during the expedi- 
tion undertaken by him at Sir John Murray’s expense (see 
special report on the expedition given above). 


From Prince Roland Bonaparte.—An interesting series of 
anthropological photographs. 

From Dr. W. T. Blanford, F.R.S.—A collection of Indian 
Birds, numbering nearly 2,000 specimens, and supplementing 
in an important manner the Hume and Godwin-Austen 
collections. 


From Mr. R. M. Hawker.—A valuable collection of Mammals 
and Birds from Western Somaliland, containing types of new 
species and many specimens new to the collection. 


From Mr. J. H. Ponsonby.—A large and important collection 
of Marine Shells from South Africa, comprising about 3,000 
specimens, including many types. 

From the Royal Society and Dr. C. I. Forsyth-Major.—A 
valuable series of specimens selected for the Museum from 
the collections made by Dr. Forsyth-Major during his expedi- 
tion to Madagascar in the years 1894-96 under the auspices 
of the Royal Society, comprising 860 specimens of recent and 
fossil Mammals, Birds, Reptiles, and Invertebrates. 


From Mrs. James.—Six hundred and seventy-eight egos 
of Chilian Birds, collected by the late Mr. H. Berkeley 
James.

The additions to the General Library during the past year

I.—Arrangement and Conservation. 


Mammalia :—The work of re-arrangement of the Lower 
Gallery of Mammalia as well as that of the exhibited scries 
ot the Primates, Chiroptera, and Insectivora in the Upper 
Gallery of Mammalia is now practically completed, so far as 
present materials admit. A very important section forming 
part of the exhibited series in this upper gallery is shown 
in the cases devoted to Anthropology ; and the work of 
arrangement of skulls, skeletons, models, photographs, and 
figures has made good progress. The specimens of Mammals 
exhibited in the British Saloon have been re-arranged, and 
in instances where it has been found necessary, old and faded 
exhibits have been replaced by fresh examples. 

A most important addition to the exhibition galleries has 
been made by opening the new room erected for the Cetacea. 
Many of the specimens have been transferred from the old 
to the new whale-room, and fresh examples have been added. 
In many cases where specimens had become deteriorated oy 
time or faded by the action of light, these have been reno- 
vated and repainted. It is believed that in no other museum 
in the world can there be seen models to the natural size of 
the great whales such as are now shown to the public. 

In the study series the work of labelling, registering, and 
incorporating specimens has been continued; but, owing to 
modern methods of collecting, which result in the acquisition 
of a far greater number of specimens than formerly, the work 
entailed could not possibly be executed by the present per- 
manent staff were it not for the aid of volunteer workers. 
Thanks are, therefore, due to Mr. W. E. de Winton, Dr. C. J. 
Forsyth Major, and Mr. G. E. H. Barrett-Hamilton for the 
kind and valuable assistance they continue to give to the 
Department. 

Of the specimens mounted during the year for exhibition 
the following are most worthy of note :— 

Primates :—Cercopithecus albigularis ; C. ethiops ; Maca- 
cusinwus ; Ateles variegatus ; A. geoffroyi; Lemur mungoz 5x 
and Galago crassicaudata. Insectivora:—Sorex minutus 
and two 8S. araneus; Solenodon cubanus, with skeleton; 
and Rhynchocyon petersi. Carnivora :—Paradozurus muss- 
chenbreckt ; Nandinia binotata; Genetta pardina; G. 
_ tigrina; Cynogale bennettr; Hemigale hardwickei ; Ursus 
malayanus ; Putorvusermineus; and Lutra vulgaris. Ungu- 
lata :—Ovis ammon; Gazella picticaudata; Strepsiceros 
wmberbis; Cervus sika; C. axis; OC. dama; Cervulus 
muntjac ; Bos nanus. Mounted heads of the following 
animals have been placed on exhibition:—Cobus defassa ; 
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Capreolus capreolus, Pantholops hodgsoni, and Bubalis 
boselaphus. Rodentia :—Mus sylvaticus ; Aplodontia major ; 
Lagothria humboldti; Hystria cristata; and Dolichotis 
patachonica. Cetacea:—Half models have been made and 
affixed to the skeletons of the following specimens: Sperm 
Whale (Physeter macrocephalus), Biscay Right Whale 
(Balena biscayensis), Beluga or White Whale (Delphrn- 
apterus leucas), Northern Rorqual (Balenoptera borealis), 
and Common Rorqual (B. musculus). 


Aves.—One of the most valuable of the donations to the 
Bird department during the year 1898 was that made by 
Dr. W. T. Blanford, F.R.S. 1,344 specimens have been 
selected from his collection, which contained a series of birds 
from Quetta obtained by the late Sir Oliver B. St. John, as well 
as a set of the specimens obtained by Dr. Blanford himself in 
Sind and Central India. These collections, especially those 
from the last-named locality, were very valuable as supple- 
menting the great Hume collection already presented to the 
Trustees by Mr. Allan Hume, C.B. 

Mr. R. McD. Hawker, during his recent expedition to 
Somaliland, took with him a collector on purpose to pre- 
serve specimens of Mammalia and Birds for the Museum. 
His donation of 160 birds was a most interesting addition to 
the Museum series, and contained the types of four new 
species, and nine species not previously represented in the 
Museum Collection. 

The Collection of Birds bequeathed by the late Mr. Henry 
Seebohm in 1896 has now been registered, and the specimens 
incorporated in the bird-cabinets. The Seebohm Collection 
consisted of 13,460 specimens, with 139 types, and 39 species 
new to the collection of the British Museum. ‘This donation 
is one of the most important ever received by the Trustees 
of the Museum. For several years past Mr. Seebohm had 
given portions of his collection of birds to the Museum to 
assist the preparation of the “Catalogue,” and the whole of 
his magnificent collection of eggs had also been presented by 
him to the Museum. 

The series bequeathed by him, however, contained the 
results of his expeditions to Siberia and various countries in 
Europe, the Swinhoe collection of Chinese birds, the Pryer 
collection of Japanese birds, Doerries’ collections from the 
Amoor, besides others from India, Borneo, and various 
portions of the globe. 

A further instalment of the Salvin-Godman collection, 
amounting to 3,408 specimens, has been received and 
registered, and the registration and incorporation of the 
Har eitt collection of Woodpeckers has been completed. 

The lamented death of Mr. Osbert Salvin, F.R. S., has de- 
prived the Museum of one of its most valued workers, as his 
unrivalled knowledge of the South American Avifauna 
rendered his aid in the determination of species simply 
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inestimable. Mr. F. D. Godman, F.R.S., the co-author with 
Mr. Salvin, of the great work, the “Biologia Centrali- 
Americana,” has, since the death of the latter gentleman, 
given much of his time to the registration of the collections 
of birds presented by him to the Museum, and it may be 
confidently asserted that in the next Annual Report the 
completion of this huge task will be announced. 

It must be noted that as these additional donations of 
specimens are incorporated in the bird-cabinets, the entire 
collection is revised and set in order, the specimens arranged 
in glass-topped boxes and labelled, so that the collection 
should be made of complete use for the purpose of reference. 

During the past year great progress has been made with 
the re-arrangement of the collections of eggs and skeletons. 
The former work has been entrusted to Mr. Eugene Oates, 
an accomplished oologist, who has had an experience of thirty 
years’ field-work in Burma, and is well known as the editor 
of the second edition of Mr. Allan Hume’s “ Nests and Eggs 
of Indian Birds.” Mr. Oates is now engaged in re-arranging 
and cataloguing the collection of Birds’ eggs in the Museum, 
and during the year 1898 no less than 15,000 specimens have 
been dealt with. 

Similar satisfactory progress has been made with the 
re-arrangement and determination of the collection of Bird- 
skeletons. During the past year the whole of the specimens 
of Penguins, Petrels, Pelecans and Cormorants, as well as 
the Ducks, have been examined by Mr. W. P. Pycraft, care- 
fully identified by him, and arranged in boxes. A number 
of doubtfully identified or imperfect skeletons have been 
eliminated from the collection, while many beautifully 
prepared specimens have been added to the series. 

The re-arrangement of the specimens in the Public Gallery 
has made great progress, and neavly one-half of this gallery 
is now completed. The most competent of taxidermists 
have been employed, and every effort has been made to 
render the specimens exhibited in the public gallery as true 
to nature as can be achieved by the art of the birdstuffer.. 
The mounting of the specimens has been mainly executed 
by Mr. J. Cullingford, of Durham, and Mr. G. Pickhardt, of 
London. 

Simultaneously with this reorganisation of the exhibition 
series in the Bird Gallery, all badly mounted and unsuitable 
specimens have been removed, and have either been trans- 
ferred to the duplicates, or, when of historical value, carefully 
unmounted and incorporated j in the study series. 

The groups illustrating the nesting habits of British birds 
are now so nearly complete that additions to this series can 
be expected to take place only at rare intervals. During 
1898 the nests of the Grey-Lag Goose (Anser oon) and the 
common Partridge (Perdia perdix) have been added, as well 
as a beautiful pair of birds of the Glaucous Gull (Larus 
glaucus) with their nestlings, procured on Waigats Island

by Mr. Henry Pearson, and presented by him to the 
Museum. 

The actual number of specimens registered during the past 
year has been thirty-thousand one hundred and forty-four. 
All these have been incorporated, and the recent acquisitions 
have been neatly labelled. Much assistance in the latter 
work has been voluntarily given by Miss Dorothy Bate and 
Mr. Robert Reid. 


Reptilia, Batrachia, and Pisces.—As in previous years, 
all additions have been named, registered, and incorporated 
in the collection, and the good condition of the spirit 
collection has been maintained by replenishing the bottles 
and renewing the alcohol where necessary. Two large fishes, 
a Perch (Hpinephelus tauvina), and a Shark (Kchinorhinus 
spinosus), have been stuffed for exhibition in the gallery, 
and numerous skeletons of fishes have been prepared. 

The Assistant in charge of the collections has devoted much 
of his time to the study and re-arrangement of the African 
Freshwater Fishes. Besides working out large and highly 
important collections from Lake Tanganyika and the Congo, 
he has prepared revisions of the great families Cichlide and 
Mormyride. He has, in addition, published the concluding 
part of a work on European Frogs, and numerous papers 
dealing with Reptiles, Batrachians, and Fishes, preserved in - 
the Museum. Dr. J. Anderson’s great work on the Reptiles 
and Batrachians of Egypt, published 1898,is also based on 
material in the National Collection, his valuable gift having 
been reported in 1897. . 


Mollusea.—The re-arrangement and the re-mounting in 
olass-topped boxes of the study-collection has been proceeded 
with, and the acquisitions, exceeding 30,000 specimens, have 
been registered, mounted where necessary, and incorporated. 

Many written labels of genera and sub-genera have been 
replaced by printed ones, and numerous specimens in the 
exhibited series have been retabletted. 

A considerable number of. species in the general collection 
have been eritically examined, and their nomenclature 
determined. Also some important series of specimens from 

Yentral and South Africa, the Bay of Bengal, Arabian Sea, 
Curacoa, and other localities have been worked out and 
described. 


Crustacea.—Five new cabinets of improved construction 
have been made, and the dried collection of the Oxyrhyncha 
have been arranged in them. 

Mr. C. Edmund Aikin has been kind enough to continue 
his examination of . the microscopic preparations of the 
Macrura, Schizopoda, and Isopoda formed by the <“ Chal- 
lenger” Expedition, and has brought them into an excellent 
state of repair. 
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Mr. P. W. Bassett Smith, Staff-Surgeon, R.N., has made a 
revision of the parasitic Copepoda, and has in hand a list of 
the species represented in the National Collection. 

Nearly all the specimens of Crustacea obtained during the 

ear have been determined, but in consequence of the crowded 
state of the cases inthe spirit building it has not been possible 
to incorporate them all. 

Various mountings of Crustacea under representations of 
their natural conditions have been prepared. 


Arachnida.—The Spiders and Myriopoda of the Papuan 
and Solomon Islands and of the neighbouring islands of 
Polynesia, have been worked out in connection with the 
preparation and publication of reports upon the collections 
made in Funafuti and Rotuma by Prof. W. J. Sollas and 
Mr. J. Stanley Gardiner, and in New Britain and the Solomon 
Islands by Dr. Arthur Willey. 

A manuscript catalogue of the Spiders of tropical Africa 
and Madagascar has been prepared, and the spiders of the 
African portion of the Ethiopian Region have been sorted, 
rebottled, and identified, and reports have been drawn up 
upon the species in the Museum collection from Cape Colony, 
Natal, the Transvaal, Rhodesia, Nyasaland, British East 
Africa and West Africa. 

The Indian Spiders of the genus Pecilotheria, the Aus- 
tralian Scorpions of the genus Urodacus, and the Neotropical 
Scorpions of the genera Broteas, Centrurus, and Vejovis have 
been identified. 

The spiders of the genus Lathrodectus have been deter- 
mined by Mr. F. Cambridge. 

The re-bottling of the Keyserling collection of spiders has 
been completed. 


Insecta.—To illustrate certain phenomena connected with 
the geographical distribution of insects, three large maps 
with insects upon them have been placed in the Insect 
Gallery. The genera represented are Carabus, Julodis, and 
Stigmodera. 

Some large photographs and some additional specimens 
have been placed on exhibition, illustrating the economy of 
Termites, or White Ants, and a model of Willow with galls 
formed by a saw-fly, Nematus gallicola, has been added to 
the economic series. 

Specimens have been prepared, together with drawings and 
explanations, to illustrate the classification of the Neuroptera, 
and a portion of these exhibited. 

The whole of the Entomological Library has been re- 
arranged, press-marked, and a rough catalogue prepared for 
the use of the assistants. 

A manuscript index has been prepared of the genera of 
moths in the collection. 

The remainder of the Merlin collection of Grecian insects 
has been incorporated with the general collection, 
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On account of the large number of donations of insects 
received unmounted, it has been necessary to employ outside 
help in pinning and labelling the specimens, and in this way 
4,850 insects have been mounted and labelled, ready for the 
collection. 

The collection of beetles of the family Melolonthide has 
been entirely re-arranged and transferred from the old 
cabinet to new drawers uniform with those containing 
the rest of the collection, and the accessions belonging to 
this family have at the same time been added. The 
Dynastide have also been transferred to interchangeable 
drawers, and in large part re-arranged, together with the 
unincorporated additions ; and the earlier part of the col- 
lection of Rutelidze has been transferred, expanded, and 
re-arranged. 

Portions of the collection of Heteromerous Coleoptera 
have been re-arranged and additions included. 

The Longicornia from the Sandwich Islands, and the 
Phytophaga from the West Indies, presented by the Ex- 
ploration Committees of the Royal Society and British 
Association have been added to the collection of Coleoptera. 

The incorporation of the lLongicornia of the Pascoe 
collection has been proceeded with as far as the group 
Callichromine, and in order to make room for the expan- 
sion the species of several genera have been re-arranged. 

The beetles of the family Cassididz have been nearly all 
removed from the accession drawers and incorporated with 
the general collection, and the species of the genus Aspido- 
morpha have been re-arranged and revised. 

The Longicornia from East Africa, collected and presented 
by Mr. C. 8. Betton, have been named and incorporated, and 
the new genera and species described. 

Collections of beetles from Costa Rica, presented by 
M. Pittier di Fabrega, and from the Amazons, collected 
by Mr. Trail, have been named and incorporated, and 
numerous smaller collections have been added to the general 
coliection. 

The following genera of Butterflies of the sub-family 
Pierine have been completely revised, re-arranged, re- 
labelled where necessary, and all known species in the 
collection named, viz.: Callidryas, Parwra, Rhabdodryas, 
Phebis, Aphrissa, Catopsilia, Kricogonia, Leptophobia, 
Pieris, Catophaga, Prioneris, Glutophrissa, Appras, Dap- 
tonura, Phrissura, Belenois, Tatochila, Phulia, Synchloé, 
Pontia, Mesapia, Baltva, Metaporia, Ganoris, Pinacopteryz, 
Huphina, Udaina, Herpenia, Nepheronia, Leuceronia, 
Eronia, Huchloé, Zegris, Hroessa, Leptosia, Pseudopieris, 
Moschoneura, Dismorphia, and Acmepteron. The whole of 
the Old World specimens from the Godman and Salvin 
collection, and all other previously unincorporated accessions 
to these genera, have been included in this arrangement; all 
types have been specially labelled as well as certain specimens 
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which have been found to agree with original types, and 
cross-references to specimens in the Hewitson collection 
have been placed above the names of the various species. 
The genera above mentioned now occupy nearly nine 
20-drawer cabinets, some of the genera being represented 
by nearly every known species. In the course of this 
arrangement revisions of the more difficult genera have been 
prepared for publication. 

In the sub-family Satyrine, the butterflies of the genus 
Erebia have been re-arranged by Mr. H. J. Elwes, F.R.s., who 
kindly volunteered his services for this work, the genera 
Pararge, Amecera, Cenonympha, Epinephele, and Strabena, 
have also been expanded and re-arranged, and spaces left for 
the species not in the Museum collection. The /thomine of 
the Olyras, Tithorea, Melinea, Methona, and Aeria groups 
have been expanded and re-arranged, and the Godman and 
Salvin Collection incorporated with the Museum series. 

The expansion and partial re-arrangement of the genus 
Papilio has been commenced and fair progress made. In 
the course of re-arrangement all specimens belonging to the 
groups concerned have been incorporated. 


The Moths belonging to the families Syntomide, Satur- 
niade, Ceratocampide, Brahrazeidee, Bombycide, and Dre- 
panidze have been re-arranged, and the specimens in the 
Godman-Salvin and Moore Collections, and other accessions, 
have been incorporated, as well as those of the above collec- 
tions belonging to the families Arctiade, Agaristide, Lyman- 
triade. Hypside, Lasiocampide, Limacodide, Megalopygide, 
Dalceride, Cossidie, Sesiade, and Hepialidee. 

Collections of Moths have been worked out and incor- 
porated from Tibet, Sikkim, Nilgiri Hills, Ceylon, the 
Malayan sub-region, and South Africa. 

The following groups of Orthoptera have been thoroughly 
revised, and, as far as necessary, re-arranged :—Gryllide, 
Stenopelmatide, Rhaphidophoride, Hetrodide, Ephippi- 
geride, Callimenide, Decticide, Phasgonuride, Sagide, 
‘I'ympanophoride, and part of the Conocephalide. 

Several of the families of Homoptera have been revised 
and in part re-arranged, and the Neuropterous families, Gom- 
phide and Aischnide, have been arranged in new cabinets. 

Accessions of Orthoptera, Neuroptera, Hymenoptera, and 
Hemiptera have been sorted, and, as far as possible, incorpo- 
rated, and the manuscript catalogues of these orders have 
been kept up to date. 

The exotic Diptera of the families Trypetida and Ortalidz 
have been partly revised, and a number of species belonging 
to various genera have been determined or re-determined. 

The British Scatomyzide have been worked out in the 
light of the recent memoir on this family by Th. Becker, and 
with the aid of a considerable amount of new material 
collected and presented by Lieut,-Col, Yerbury. 
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Various accessions belonging to a number of families of 
Diptera have been worked out and incorporated, many 
species already in the collection have been determined, 
remounted and labelled, and various genera have been 
expanded. 

A slip catalogue of the described African species of the 
genera Tabanus and Pangonia has been prepared and notes 
have been made on the literature of the Culicide. 


Vermes.—The whole of the spirit collection has been 
carefully gone over and the spirit renewed. Owing to the 
kind assistance of Mr. A. E. Shipley, who has determined the 
Gephyrea of the Andrews collection, and of Dr. Daniel 
Rosa, who has determined various Oligochzeta, most of the 
Vermes obtained during the year have been named and 
incorporated. 


Echinoderma.—The exhibited collections of Asteroidea 
and Ophuroidea have been re-arranged, and fresh explana- 
tory labels have been prepared. The dried study collection 
of Asteroidea has been completely re-arranged. 


Anthozoa.—The exhibition series of Astrzeid corals has 
been mounted afresh, and various explanatory labels have 
been added. A fine example of a large mass of Pavia has 
been mounted. A photograph of a coral-reef in the New 
Hebrides has been enlarged and made into a picture suitable 
for the galleries. A fine specimen of Gorgonella umbella 
has been mounted in a separate frame. 


Tunicata, Brachiopoda, and Porifera.—The entire collec- 
tions of Brachiopoda and Tunicata, consisting of dried speci- 
mens and specimens in spirit, have been arranged, and 
manuscript catalogues of both have been prepared. The 
exhibited series of Brachiopoda, Hydrozoa, and Sponges have 
been re-arranged, many specimens have been re-labelled, and 
new examples added. A commencement has also been made 
in the arrangement of the general collection of Monaxon 
Sponges.

A.—VERTEBRATA. 


Fossil Mammalia (Galleries 1 and 2).—The Lemuroidea in 
Table-case 1 have been revised, re-arranged, and re-labelled. 

The skull of Hlephas ganesa has been entirely remounted 
on a permanent stand, with the tusks in their natural posi- 
tion, and placed in the centre of Gallery 1. 

The skull of a whale (Balena), from the supra-Pampean 
Deposits of Argentina, has been mounted and exhibited near 
Wall-case 28. 

In Wall-case 15 the remains of Cervide have been to a 
great extent remounted and re-arranged in order to accom- 
modate the ‘Savin Collection” of Deer remains from the 
Norfolk Forest Bed. 

Special labels have been prepared for several cases in the 
Gallery, and a large number of additional specimens have 
been distributed in the various groups throughout the 
collection. 

Number of Mammalia registered, 429. 


Aves (Gallery 2).—A mounted skeleton of Diaphorapteryx 
Hawkinsi, an extinct rail from the Chatham Islands, has 
been placed in Wall-case 25. 

Photographs of a complete skeleton of Megalapteryx 

tenuipes, and of a fossil ostrich egg from Northern China, 
have been framed and exhibited. 
- A coloured reproduction of the type-specimen of Arche- 
opteryx Svemensi (the original of which is preserved in the 
Berlin Museum), has been placed in Table-case 13.

Reptilia and Amphibia (Galleries 3, 4, and 5).—Table- 
cases 1-8 (Ornithosauria, Ichthyopterygia, and Sauro- 
pterygia) have been re-arranged, and the specimens in the 
drawers beneath the table-cases have all been provided with 
special labels. Many specimens have been mounted with a 
diagram and label descriptive of their structure. 

The specimens of Anomodont reptiles in drawers beneath 
Table-cases 17 and 18 have been arranged and labelled, and 
a number of printed labels have been added to the Wall- 
cases. 

In Wall-case No. 7 the remains of a large terrestrial 
dinosaur (Avalonia Sanfordi, Seeley) from the Rhetic Beds 
of Wedmore Hill, Somersetshire, are exhibited. 
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The Ichthyosauria in frames, occupying Wall-case 14, have 
been removed and are undergoing entire re-arrangement in 
order to accommodate a large newly-acquired specimen from 
Stockton, Warwickshire. 

Number of fossil Reptilia registered, 75. 


Pisces (Galiery 6).—Numerous Mesozoic ganoid fishes have 
been framed and mounted and placed in the Wall-cases on 
the east side of this Gallery. 

A new and very perfect specimen of Squatina acantho- 
derma, Fraas (figured in Geol. Mag., July 1898, pl. x, pp. 
289-291), from the lithographic stone of Nusplingen, Wiir- 
temberg, has been framed and glazed and placed on the west 
wall of Gallery between Wall-cases 3 and 4. 

The revision of the Teleostean fishes in the collection, in 
preparation for Part IV. of the Catalogue of Fossil Fishes, 
has been continued. 

The Table-cases 49-51, containing the Physostomous 
Teleosteans of the families Hlopide, Clupeide, Scopelide, 
&e., have been re-arranged in accordance with the forth- 
coming Catalogue. 

All the specimens acquired during the past year have been 
incorporated with the collection.

B.—INVERTEBRATA. 


Mollusca.—Cephalopodu (Gallery 7).—Eight Belemni- 
tellw ;°- 17 Cretaceous and Jurassic Belemnites ; 44 Tertiary 
and Secondary Nautili ; 5 Scaphites and Heteroceras ; 23 
Mesozoic Ammonites; 11 Carboniferous Goniatites and 
Bactrites; and 30 Carboniferous and Silurian Nautiloids 
have been named, mounted, and incorporated with the 
exhibited series in the Table and Wall-cases ; and 129 others 
have been named and incorporated in the general collection 
in drawers beneath the Table-cases.

A series of Carboniferous Goniatites has been received, 
and descriptions of the new forms prepared.

Mollusca.—Gasteropodaand Lamellibranchiata (Gallery 8). 
—The arrangement of the Foreign Tertiary Mollusca is 
being continued. Rather more than nine hundred Austra- 
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lian Tertiary Mollusca have been mounted, named, and 
arranged in Wall-case 2 ; a few have been placed in drawers 
beneath the Table-cases. 

The mounting, naming, and arranging of the “ Robert Bell 
Collection” of English Crag Gasteropoda is now completed ; 
printed labels have been prepared and are attached to each 
tablet. The Collection occupies the west side of upright glazed 
case No. 1034 in the centre of Gallery 8. 

The Lamellibranchs of the same collection are now being 
sorted and named, and will be proceeded with in a similar 
manner. 

The “ Slatter Collection” of British Jurassic Mollusca has 
been registered and incorporated in its proper order. 

A small collection of Gault fossils from Okeford Fitzpaine 
has been mounted and arranged temporarily in a small 
Table-case in centre of Gallery 8. 

Bishop Mitchinson’s collection of Pleistocene shells from 
Barbados has been registered and incorporated ; also a 
small collection of Tertiary shells from Galveston, Texas, 
ES: 

A collection of Spanish Tertiary shells obtained by Prof. 
Vilanovas has also been registered and incorporated. 

Some Inferior Oolite Mollusca obtained from Mr. H. Monk, 
Yeovil, Somerset, have been registered. 

Gasteropoda and Lamellibranchiata registered, 4,412. 


Brachiopoda (Galleries 8 and 11).—Only a few additions 
have been made to the exhibited series of Foreign Brachio- 
poda in Wall-case 10-11. 

A large series of British and Foreign Brachiopoda from the 
“John Edward Lee Collection” has been cleaned, arranged, 
and labelled; numerous other collections have also been 
registered and put in order. 

The “Davidson Collection” is still in course of arrange- 
ment; anda slip catalogue of the types and figured specimens 
is being prepared as the work advances.

Bryozoa (Gallery 8).—A large amount of fresh material 
in illustration of this group has been added to the collection, 
especially to that of the Cretaceous Bryozoa, 

The sorting, cleaning, and examining of specimens under 
the microscope has occupied much time and careful study. 
Numerous microscopic slides have been. prepared and mounted, 
and careful drawings have been executed and placed on 
exhibition beside each species in the Table-case. 

Most of the mounted slides of Bryozoa have been sorted 
and arranged in slide-boxes, and the larger specimens 
arranged in drawers in glass-topped boxes under the Table- 
cases. 

Number of specimens registered during the year, 4,198, 
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Insecta and Crustacea (Gallery 8). — There has been 
obtained a beautiful series of microscopic preparations of 
specimens and appendages of Hurypterus Fischeri from the 
Upper Silurian rocks of the Island of Oesel in the Baltic, 
prepared and mounted upon glass, free from the matrix, by 
Dr. Gerhard Holm, of Stockholm. 

A series of Trilobites, from the Silurian, Ordovician, and 
Canibrian of Bohemia, part of the ‘“ Barrande Collection,” 
has been obtained from Dr. A. Fritsch and added to the 
collection. 

Insect-remains from the Jurassic rocks, Alderton Hill, 
Binton, &c., part of the Slatter Collection, have been incor- 
porated in the collection. 

The Brodie Collection of Fossil Insects, numbering 4,719 
specimens, and comprising Eocene, Purbeck, Stonesfield, 
Lias, and Carboniferous examples, has been assorted and 
temporarily arranged in a cabinet in Gallery 9.

DEPARTMENT OF MINERALOGY. 


The Staff and its Duties. 


The staff of the Mineral Department consists of the Keeper, 
three Assistants, four Attendants, and one Boy-Attendant. 
The duties are distributed as follows :— 

Three Assistants.—To two are assigned most of the scientific 
aud executive work relating to the collection of mineral 
species ; this includes the preliminary examination of speci- 
mens submitted for purchase or exchange, the registration 
and incorporation of those recently acquired, the determina- 
tion of the physical and geometrical characters, and the 
preparation of species-, variety- and locality-Jabels. 

To the third is assigned similar work relative to the speci- 
mens of rocks, and also the chemical analysis of both 
minerals and rocks. 

Though a mineralogist can no longer satisfactorily attempt 
both to keep abreast of scientific knowledge and to undertake 
original research in more than one of the three main branches 
of the subject (physical, petrological, and chemical), such a 
sharp limitation of the work of the assistants would be 
contrary to the interests of the Museum; hence, as far as 
possible, it is arranged that each assistant has the opportunity 
of acquiring a general knowledge of the specimens preserved 
in the Department, and of thus becoming more useful than 
he otherwise would be during the absence of his colleagues. 

Four Attendants and One Boy-Attendant.—The general 
duties of dusting the cases in the gallery, assisting the officers 
in the arrangement of specimens, &c., are performed by the 
attendants and boy-attendant. 

Further, one of the attendants is specially employed in the 
preparation of thin sections of minerals and rocks for ex- 
amination with the microscope; a second is charged with 
the arrangement and cataloguing of the departmental library; 
a third is specially responsible for the careful unpacking and 
repacking of specimens received at the Museum for exami- 
nation, and gives assistance in the chemical laboratory. The 
boy-attendant is charged with the sale of the departmental 
guides, attends on the superior officials as required, and does 
a large part of the simpler mechanical work, such as the 
filling of trays with clean cotton-wool. 


General. 


The systematic investigation and description of the 
Mineral Collections have been continued during the past 
year. 
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In this connection a crystallographic and chemical research 
has been made on minerals from Bolivia, containing ihe rare 
element Germanium, and has established the specific identity 
of the so-called “ Crystalised Brongniardite” with “Stan- 
niferous Argyrodite.” 

A similar research has been made on the sulph-antimonites 
of lead belonging to the Plagionite-Semseyite group of 
minerals. In another Mineralogical Division, the species 
Atacamite, Laurionite, Fiedlerite, Cromfordite, Cryolite, 
Chiolite, Thomsenolite, Pachnolite, and Ralstonite, have been 
under investigation ; for two of them, namely, Atacamite and 
Laurionite, the optic axial angles and the principal indices of 
refraction have been determined for the first time; these 
optical constants have likewise been determined for the 
bromo- and iodo-analogues of Laurionite, which have been 
lately artificially produced by Baron A. de Schulten, of 
Helsingfors, and of which specimens have been presented by 
him to the Museum. 

A crystallographic and chemical examination has been 
made of various iodides of silver and copper from the Broken 
Hill Mines, New South Wales; one of them (Miersite) has 
been shown to be a new species of silver iodide. 

Optical examinations have also been made of specimens of 
Thomsonite and Stilbite in connection with a critical investi- 
gation of the mineral termed “ Spherostilbite.” 


Crystals of the following species have been incidentally 
measured :—Anglesite, Augelite, Barytes, Binnite, Blende, 
Boulangerite, Calcite, Cassiterite, Cerussite, Copper Pyrites, 
Diaphorite, Freieslebenite, Galena, Jodyrite, Jamesonite, 
Jordanite, Leadhillite, Manganocalcite, Miargyrite, Ompha- 
cite, Pyromorphite, Riebeckite, Sartorite, Stephanite, Stib- 
nite, Topaz, Wulfenite, Xenotime, and others. 


Crystals in some ancient lead slags from the Mendips, 
collected by Mr. Spencer during his vacation, have been 
examined and determined. 

A chemical investigation has been made of various titano- 
niobates of the rare earths, recently discovered in Swaziland. 

Quantitative chemical analyses have been made of the 
above-mentioned Stanniferous Argyrodite, and also of 
Miargyrite from Bolivia, a Euxenite-like mineral from 
Swaziland, a Fiedlerite-like mineral from Laurium in Greece, 
Semseyite from Wolfsberg in the Harz, Limestone from 
Campbell Island, Basalt from Franklin Island, and two 
Basalts from Cockburn Island. Further, 106 doubtful 
minerals have been qualitatively analysed, and many specific 
gravity determinations have been made. 


Petrographical examinations have been made of the rock- 
specimens collected during the Antarctic Expedition (1839- 
43) of Sir James Clark Ross, and also of trachytic rocks from 
Abyssinia, which contain the mineral Riebeckite. Various 
sets of rocks from Swaziland and Madeira have also been 
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examined and named. In connection with this petrographical 
work, 110 micro-sections of rocks have been examined and 
entered in the slip-catalogue. 

The ‘Introduction to the Study of Rocks” has been 
revised, and a new edition has been issued. 

Two hundred and thirty-five thin sections of rocks and 
minerals have been prepared and mounted for examination 
with the microscope. 

The various schemes of classification of Minerals have been 
under critical consideration. 

The fittings of many of the glazed ends of the table-cases 
have been re-distempered ; this has involved inuch displace- 
“ment and re-arrangement of the larger specimens. 

Much work has been done on the insides of the table-cases 
by the carpenter to render them more dust-proof. 

Assistance has been given in the revision of the proofs of 
the Catalogue of the Museum Library. 

One hundred and fifteen boxes of mineral specimens have 
been received, unpacked, and examined; 75 boxes have been 
packed and despatched. 


Departmental Library. 


To the Departmental Library have been added continuations 
of 35 periodicals (in 548 parts), 31 volumes of separate works, 
and 61 pamphlets and parts of works; of these 32 pamphlets 
and 11 periodicals (in 141 parts) were acquired by presentation 
or transfer. 

All of them, including 380 plates, have been registered 
and stamped. | 


Visitors and Students. 


The number of visits recorded as made to the Department 
for purposes of consultation or study is 1,173. 

The Gallery is no longer reserved on particular days of the 
week for the exclusive use of Students; further, the study- 
series are in the public gallery and directly accessible to the 
public, and are so arranged as to render al! reference to the 
staff unnecessary: it has thus become difficult to distinguish 
“Students ” of minerals from ordinary “ Visitors,” and stress 
can be no longer laid on the distinction.

DEPARTMENT OF BOTANY. 


During the past year 28,340 plants, consisting of 12,315 
flowering plants, 471 vascular cryptogams, 2,297 Muscinez, 
5,656 Algze, 6,876 Fungi, and 725 Licheus have been mounted 
and incorporated into the Herbarium. 


In the progress of the work the officers of the Department 
and others have been occupied as follows :— 


Mr. Baker’s work in the general Herbarium has been chiefly 
connected with Indian Leguminose ; additions have also been 
made to other portions of the Polypetale, and these include 
plants from South Africa collected by Dr. Wilms and R. 
Schlechter; from Arctic Regions by Col. Feilden; West 
Tropical Africa by Zenker; and Mexico by C. Pringle. 
The revision of the Herbarium collection of Cape species 
of Crassula, by means of comparison with available types 
(mentioned in last year’s report), has been continued. Dr. 
Schonland, of the Albany Museum, Grahamstown, visited 
England during the year, bringing with him his extensive 
collection of these plants. In conjunction with this gentle- 
man a paper was published describing 26 novelties. Some 
time was spent identifying Gamopetale collected by Mrs. E. 
Lort Philips in Somaliland, several new species were 
described, and will shortly be published A portion of the 
Polypetale collected by Dr. Rand in Rhodesia has been 
determined ; also the greater part of the Polypetale 
collected by Mr. C. W. Andrews on Christmas Island. 

Mr. Britten has incorporated in the general Herbarium 
various collections of Monopetale, and has in part revised 
the orders Rubiacew and Asclepiadacew. He has, however, 
principally been occupied in identifying the drawings of 
Australian plants prepared under the direction of Sir Joseph 
Banks with the specimens in the Herbarium, and in critically 
naming these; and in identifying and writing up a portion of 
the Sloane Herbarium as well asthe types in the Banksian 
Herbarium on which the descriptions of Miller, J. E. Smith, 
Aiton, Brown, and others are based. In doing this much im- 
portant information relating to the history of the Museum 
collections has accrued, some of which has been published in 
the papers of which a list is appended. Mr. Britten has 
also exercised a general supervision over the departmental 
library. 

Dr. Rendle has been mainly occupied with the preparation 
of the Catalogue of Dr. Welwitsch’s Angolan Monocotyledons. 
In connexion therewith he has worked through the greater 
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part of these plants, has revised previous work, has elaborated 
Orders hitherto untouched, and described a large number of 
new species. Except fora few genera of grasses, the Monocoty- 
ledons are now ready for publication. ‘his has necessitated 
considerable revision of the material from Tropical and South 
Africa and elsewhere contained in the Herbarium. The Mono- 
cotyledons, Gymnosperms, and Apetalous Dicotyledons of 
various collections have been sclected and laid out for incor- 
poration; and Dr. Rand’s collection from Rhodesia and Mr. 
Andrews’ from Christmas Island have been worked out in 
part. A considerable number of cultivated Orchids and other 
plants have been obtained by correspondence and prepared 
for incorporation ; several new species have been described. 
In conjunction with Mr. Schlechter (of Berlin) the genus 
Lachenala has been revised. ; 

Commencing work in April, Mr. Moore has been employed 
in incorporating into the Herbarium a large number of Com- 
posite. European and North Asiatic species were first dealt 
with, and with them were taken the Compositze of the Auers- 
wald Herbarium. North African and Oriental collections 
foJowed; and then those composed of Indian and Central 
Asiatic specimens. Work is now proceeding on the Malayan 
and East Asiatic collections, to be followed by those con- 
taining Australian, African, and American species. <A con- 
siderable number of species and two or three genera new 
to the Herbarium have, by these means, been made avail- 
able for examination, and Mr. Moore has taken advantage 
of the opportunity offered by the laying in of these plants to 
name anumber of specimens which, in the absence of authentic 
material, could not be satisfactorily determined before. 
Among genera which have been largely added to may be 
cited Anthemis, Achillea, Serratula, Cirsium, Centaurea, 
Scorzonera, and Hieracium. The last-named has been re- 
arranged in accordance with Fries’s “ Epicrisis Generis 
Hieraciorum’” and Nyman’s “ Conspectus Flore Europez.” 

Mr. Hiern, in addition to his work at the Welwitsch Cata- 
logue, has incorporated African plants belonging to many 
natural orders of Dicotyledons. 

Mr. Gepp has been occupied chiefly with the preparation 
of the account of the Mosses in the Catalogue of Welwitsch’s 
African Plants, in connection with which he has found it 
necessary to make a careful re-examination of the Mosses of 
Welwitsch’s Herbarium, and a wide comparison of them with 
the moss-floras (so far as they have been ascertained) of the 
various territories of West Africa, and to revise several 
genera included in the natural orders, Bartramiacea, 
Bryacee, Fissidentacew, Hypopterygiacen, Crypheacce, 
Neckeracew, Hookeriacee, Fabroniacee, Leskeacee, Hyp- 
macece. The number of Mosses, Hepatics, and Lichens, 
selected from the Herbaria of Shuttleworth, Wilson, and 
Stephani, and from numerous smaller collections, that haye 
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been laid out, mounted, and incorporated in the general 
collection, amounts to about 3,000 specimens. 

Mr. Blackman has been engaged during the past year in 
superintending the collections of Fungi, and has paid special 
attention to the genera Geaster and Lycoperdon. He has 
also completed his work on the Couccospheeracee from the 
Plankton collections obtained during the expedition of 
Mr. Murray and himself to the West Indies. He has also 
been engaged in arranging and directing the work of 
Mr. Horrell in the botanical part of the Index Museum, 
and under his superintendence the Dicotyledons have been 
almost finished, and great progress has been made with the 
Monocotyledons. The series of large diagrams, the work of 
Miss M. O. Mitchell, which are exhibited in the Index 
Museum, has also been continued under his direction. 

The Keeper of the Department and Miss Frances G. 
Whitting have completed a study of the Peridiniacee of 
the Atlantic from collections received from Captain W. 
Haultain Milner and others. 

Messrs. Murray and Blackman were absent on special leave 
from 15th to 26th November, engaged in deep-sea tow-netting 
in the North Atlantic, with the special object of exploring 
the intermediate depths of the ocean. They have obtained 
a large series of organisms, which, after they have been 
worked out by experts, will be deposited permanently in the 
Museum.

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VII. GENERAL PROGRESS AT THE MUSEUM, BLOOMSBURY.- 


The number of visitors to the Museum in the year 1899 
amounts to a total of 663,724, a considerable advance upon 
the number recorded in the previous year, when it was 612,275, 
which was then the highest since the year 1883. 

On the other hand, there has been a slight decrease in the 
number of visits of students to the Reading Room, viz., 188,554, 
as against 190,886 in 1898. The daily average was 624. 

The.average numbers of persons in the room, counted at 
certain hours in the afternoon, were :—

The number of volumes, &c. supplied to readers in the 
year was 1,306,078 as against 1,397,145 in 1898. 

There has again been an increase in the total number of 
visits of students to the several Departments other than the 
Reading Room, amounting to 49,422 as against 48,214 in 1898. 
A large falling off of students drawing from the sculptures 
is more than compensated for by an increased attendance in 
the Newspaper Room and in the Departments of Manuscripts,~ 
and Oriental Printed Books and Manuscripts. 

The King’s Library has been cleaned and re-painted, and 
its decorations have been renovated. 

The most important addition to the collections during the 
past year is that of the Rothschild Bequest. Baron Ferdinand 
Rothschild, m.p., a Trustee of the British Museum, who died 
in December 1898, bequeathed to the British Museum the 
works of art contained in a particular room in his house at 
Waddesdon, in Buckinghamshire, on condition that the col- 
lection should be exhibited, apart from the other collections 
of the Museum, in a room to be called the ‘‘ Waddesdon 
Bequest Room.” Accordingly, the room hitherto occupied 
by the Roman Antiquities found in Britain has been appro- 
priated, and has been entirely refitted for the exhibition of 
the Waddesdon Collection. The room will be forthwith 
opened to the public. The principal objects in the collection 
are described below in the report of the Keeper of the British 
and Medizval Antiquities. 

In addition to these works of art, Baron Ferdinand also 
bequeathed a number of Illuminated Manuscripts, free, how- 
ever from any condition forbidding their incorporation into 
the Museum collections. Among them are specimens of the 
highest excellence, ranking with some of the best already in 
the Department of Manuscripts. 
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‘ At the sale of the Marlborough-Gems the ‘Trustees acquired 

four cameos of Roman workmauship,-one of ‘them being the 
great sardonyx bearing two imperial heads confronted, which 
have been identified as portraits of Julian the Apostate'and 
his wife Helena, in the character of the deities Ammon and 
Tsis. A double cameo of historical interest, as, having heen a 
gift from the Emperor Charles V. to Pope Clement VII. was 
‘also-obtained fromthe same sotrce ; and to these have been 
‘added a beautifully mounted onyx camed bearing the head 
‘of Lucius Verus, and a fine’ portrait cameo, ‘both of the 
Renaissance period, the gift of Mr. Charles Butler. 
. Tothe Department of Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquities 
have been added a further series of early antiquities from 
_Kgypt, including objects of the oe -dynastic period, and a 
large collection of cuneiform tablets of a remote age from 
Lower Babylonia. Among the acquisitions of the Department 
,of Greek.and Roman Antiquities. may be noticed the Greek 
“vases obtained at the sale of the Forman Collection, ‘including 
a remarkable red-figured lebes of the finest style ; and the 
Department-of Prints and-Drawings has-been enriched: by the 
‘bequest of .a-volume~of. sketches-and studies by Sir Edward 
Burne-Jones; and by the: gift of a. collection -of etchings by 
Colonel Robert Goff. | 

A most.valuable addition to the Departinént of! Manuscripts 
is the correspondence, papers, and historical and legal.collec- 
tions of the first three Earls of Hardwicke.: The whole will 
form upwards of nine hundred volumes,'a large ‘portion 
‘consisting of political correspondence of special importance 
for the years 1740-1790. Included also is the correspondence 
‘of Robert Keith, Ambassador to Vienna and St. Petersburg 
‘in 1758-1762, and of his son, Sir Robert. urray Keith, 
Ambassador to Denmark and Vienna in 1771-1791. ~ 

Gifts of Museum publications, including reproductions of 
prints and drawings by old masters, and electrotypes of British 
historical medals, have been made to’ Free Public Libraries, 
Local Museums, and Art Schools throughout the. United

SCRIPTION OF THE COLLECTIONS, AND ACCOUNT OF 
OBJECTS ADDED TO THEM in the Year 1899 
(Bloomsbury). 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTED BOOKS. . 


I. Avrangement.—The works added to the collection during 
the past year have, as far as possible, been placed on the 
shelves of the Library according to the system of classifica- 
tion adopted in the Museum. 

The press-marks, indicating their respective localities, have 
been marked on the inside and affixed to the back of each 
volume ; also on the titles. 

The total number of these press-marks amounts to 
69,081; in addition to which, 23,570 press-marks have been 
altered, in consequence of changes and _ re-arrangements 
carried out in the Library; 46,524 labels have been affixed 
to books and volumes of newspapers, and 78,245 obliterated 
labels have been renewed. 

The process of attaching third-marks to the books in the 
New Library, with the view of accelerating their delivery 
to readers, has been continued; 12,218 books have been 
thus marked during the year, and the corresponding altera- 
tions, amounting to 56,191, have been carried out in the 
General and Hand Catalogues; 2,553 volumes of country 
newspapers have also keen numbered, and 4,363 index-slips 
-have been written for London and country newspapers. 

The number of stamps impressed upon articles received 
has been 342,144. 

3,654 presses of books and newspapers have been dusted in 
the course of the year. 


II. Catalogues. — (a) Cataloguing. — 46,929 titles have 
been written (the term “title” applying equally to a main 
title and to a cross-reference). Of these, 33,677 were written 
for the General Catalogue, 1,635 for the Map Catalogue, and 
11,617 for the Music Catalogue. 


(b) Printeng.—31,819 titles and 163 index-slips for the 
General Catalogue 1,857 titles for the Map Catalogue and 
5,286 titles for the Music Catalogue have been prepared for 
printing during the year, and 31,133 title-slips and 341 
index-slips for the General Catalogue, 1,857 title-slips for the 
Map Catalogue, and 5,286 title-slips for the Music Catalogue 
have been printed off. 


- The printing of the entire Catalogue, which was begun in 
1881, is now almost completed ; there now remains unprinted 
only a portion of the heading “England.” The headings 
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“France,” “ Liturgies,” the remainder of “ Bible” and a part 
of the heading ‘‘ England.” have been printed during the past 
year. } 

Progress has been made during the year in the preparation 
of a Supplement to the General Catalogue which will contain 
the titles of all books which were added to the Library 
during the years 1882-1899, inclusive, but were not incorpo- 
rated in the Catalogue during the process of printing. 


Thirty manuscript volumes have been prepared and sent 
to press during the year, and 10 printed parts, representing 
51 manuscript volumes, have been delivered by the printer. 
The revision and reprinting of the heading “ Periodical 
Publications,” which was begun in 1898, was almost completed 
at the end of the year. : ie 

(c) Incorporation.—(1) General Catalogue.—29,606 . title- 
slips and 348 index-slips have been incorporated into each 
of the three copies of this Catalogue. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary, in order to maintain, as far as possible, 
the alphabetical arrangement, to remove and re-insert 44,633 
title-slips in each eopy and to add to each copy 598 new 
leaves ; while, in the preparation of the manuscript volumes 
for printing, it has been necessary to remove and re-insert 
16,991 title-slips in one copy only. 

The system of fortnightly imcorporation, introduced in 
1889, has been carried out with perfect regularity during the 
past year. 


(2) Hand Catalogues.—The number of new entries made in 
the Hand Catalogue of ‘‘ Academies” was 263; in that of 
“ Periodical Publications,” 633; in that of “ Maps and Charts,” 
1,154; and in the Hand Catalogues of London and of country 
Newspapers, 1,563 and 2,800 respectively. 

(d) Map Catalogue.—1,635 titles have been written for the 
Map Catalogue and 1,070 title-slips have been incorporated 
into each of three copies of it. This incorporation has 
rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 1,907 title-slips 
in each copy and to add to each copy 21 new leaves. : 


(ec) Music Catalogue.—i1,617 titles have been written for 
the Music Catalogue, and 18,173 title-slips have been incorpo- 
rated into each of two copies of it. This incorporation 
has rendered it necessary to remove and re-insert 25,821 title- 
slips in each copy and to add to each copy 114 new leaves. 


(f) Shelf Catalogue.—For this Catalogue, in which the 
title-slips, mounted on cartridge paper, are arranged in order 
of press-inarks, 25,820 have been so mounted and 130,000 
have been incorporated into the boxes. 


(g) Catalogues of Books of Reference in the Reading Room. 
—The additions and alterations in each of the three inter- 
leaved copies of the Catalogue of Books of Reference in-the 
Reading Room, which are requisite in order to record the 
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changes in this collection by the addition of new works, and 
the exchange of old for new editions, have been made ; they 
number 31 in each copy. 


Additions have also been made to the collection of books 
in the Galleries of the Reading Room by the incorporation of 
new works of interest and importance, and by the substitution 
of new for older editions. The number of such additions to 
each of the two interleaved copies of the Catalogue of this 
collection is 78. 


Ill. Binding.—The number of volumes and _ sets of 
pamphlets sent to be bound in the course of the year. was 
15,038, including 3,974 volumes of newspapers. In conse- 
quence of the frequent adoption of the plan of binding two 
or more volumes in one, the number of volumes returned 
was 10,048; in addition to which 207 pamphlets have been 
separately bound and 57 volumes have been repaired at the. 
binder’s. 

Besides this, the following binding work has been done 
in the Library itself :—4,178 volumes have been repaired ; 
355- broadsides, &c. have been inserted in guard-books and 
4,682 volumes of reports, time-tables, parts of periodicals, &c., 
have been formed, in a light style of binding. 


The following maps, charts, &c., have also been bound or 
mounted during the year :—20 atlases.and 77 volumes. of the 
25-inch Ordnance Survey have been bound; 178 sheets of 
the 1-inch Ordnance Survey, 183 sheets of Admiralty Charts, 
and 628 general maps have been mounted on linen and 291 
maps mounted on cards. . 


During the past year the arrangement and binding of the 
collections of works relating to the French Reyolution 
preserved in the Library, have. been completed, and a 
synopsis of the contents of the 3,420 volumes in which the- 
48,579 pamphlets and sets of periodicals have been bound, 
has been issued under the title of “List of the contents of 
the three collections of books, pamphlets and journals in the: 
British Museum, relating to the French Revolution.” 


IV, Reading Room Service—The number of volumes 
returned to the General Library from use in the Reading 
Room was 758,663; to the Royal Library, 23,401; to the 
Grenville Library, 1,122; to the Map Room, 3,805; to the 
presses in which books are kept from day to day for the use 
of readers, 512,408; to the Oriental Department, 2,911; and 
to the presses in that Department where books are kept. 
from day to day, 3,768 ; making a total amount of 1,306,078 
volumes supplied to readers during the year. The number 
of readers during the year was 188,554, giving an average 
of over 624 daily, the room having been open on 302 days, 
and an average of almost seven volumes daily for each 
reader, not reckoning those taken from the shelves of the 
Reading Room by the readers themselves. 
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Newspaper Room.—The number of readers during the 
year has been 19,090, giving a daily average of over 63, the 
room having been open on 302 days. The number of volumes 
replaced after use was 48,691, giving a daily average of two 
and a half volumes to each reader, not reckoning those, 
chiefly Parliamentary Papers, taken from the shelves of the 
Newspaper Reading Room by the readers themselves. 


Map Room.—394 visitors have been admitted to the Map 
Room for the purpose of special geographical research. 


V. Additions.—(a) 27,670 volumes and pamphlets (includ- 
ing 75 atlases, &c. and 1,254 books of music) have been added 
to the Library in the course of the year, of which 5,183 were 
presented, 12,345 received in pursuance of the laws of 
English copyright, 569 by colonial copyright, 478 by inter- 
national exchange and 9,095 acquired by purchase. 


(b) 64,971 parts of volumes (or separate numbers of 
periodical publications and of works in progress) have also 
been added to the Library, of which 2,900 were presented, 
36,773 received in pursuance of the laws of English copyright, 
290 by colonial copyright, 360 by international exchange and 
24,648 acquired by purchase. 


(c) 1,189 maps, in 8,039 sheets, have been added to the 
collection in the course of the year, of which 510, in 645 
sheets, were presented; 438 maps, in 6,661 sheets, received 
ander the provision of the laws of English copyright, 14 
-maps, in 17 sheets, by colonial copyright, and 227 maps, in 
' 716 sheets, acquired by purchase. | 


(d) 4,808 pieces of music, each complete in itself, have 
. been acquired by copyright during the year. 


(e) The number of newspapers published in the United 
Kingdom, received under the provisions of the Copy- 
right Act during the past year, has been 3,483, comprising 
223,941 single numbers; 1,271 of these newspapers were 
published in London and its suburbs; 1,692 in other parts 
.of England and Wales and in the Channel Islands; 298 in 
Scotland and 222 in Ireland ; 3 sets, containing 1,129 numbers 
have been received by colonial copyright ; 209 sets, containing 
32,061 numbers of foreign and colonial newspapers, have 
been presented and 76 sets, containing 12 volumes and 
14,610 numbers of current foreign and colonial newspapers 
have been purchased. 


(f) The number of distinct works comprised in the 27,670 
volumes and pamphlets, the 64,971 parts of volumes, the 
1,189 maps and the 4,808 pieces of music already mentioned, 
amounts, as nearly as can be ascertained, to 31,195. Of 
these, 5,216 were presented, 17,626 acquired by English 
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copyright, 567 by colonial copyright, 348 by international 
exchange and 7,438 by purchase. 


(g) 2,796 articles have been received in the Department 
not included in the foregoing paragraphs, comprising 
Broadsides, Parliamentary Papers and other miscellaneous 
items. The addition of this number to those already given 
produces a total of 105,205 articles received in the Depart- 
ment in the course of the year. 


Acquisitions of Special Interest.—A considerable number 
of Incunabula have been added to the Library during the 
year 1899. 

The most important and interesting of these are :— 

An edition of the Works of Lactantius, printed at Rome in 
1470 by Sweynheyn and Pannartz, the initiators of printing 
in Italy. 

Aeneas Sylvius (Pope Pius II.) “De duobus amantibus,” 
one of the 20 books printed at the Sorbonne, the first printing 
press established in France, between the years 1470 and 
1472. 

“ Prognosticum Ioannis de Lubec Almani super Antichristi 
Aduentu Tudeorumque Messiae,” printed at Padua about the 
year 1474, 

The only separate edition of the Vulgate New Testament 
printed during the fifteenth century. This edition, which is 
accompanied by Haymo “de Christianarum rerum memoria,” 
has been wrongly ascribed to a printer at Louvain; it was in 
fact printed by Conrad of Paderborn, probably at Padua in 
1473 or 1474. 

Twenty-five sermons of St. John Chrysostom, printed by 

B. Azzoguidi at Bologna in 1475, a fine copy in an early 
binding. 
_ “De Regimine Sanitatis,” a medical work by Benedictus 
de Nursia, printed at Rome in 1475 by the first native Italian 
printer, Joannes Philippus de Lignamine. This is probably the 
earliest book with a titlepage printed in Italy. 

A Latin Bible, printed by Nicholas Gotz at Cologne about 
1476. One of the four editions of the Bible issued by this 
printer. 

Paulus Ricius “Super Logicam Pauli Veneti,” printed in 
the Monastery of San Giacomo di Ripoli at Florence about 
the year 1483. A work of great rarety, especially interesting 
from the fact that the type in which it is printed is found 
in no other known book. 

A very rare edition of the “ Sachsenspiegel ” in Low Saxon, 
printed by Joachim Westphal at Stendal in 1488. 

“ Propositiones Aristotelis,” printed by Ugo Rugerius at 
Bologna, 1488. | 

The first edition of the “ Aquila volante” of Leonardo 
Bruni Aretino, printed by Ayolfus de Cantono « at 
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Naples in 1492. With a remarkably fine frontispiece and 
border. 

Houppllande ‘De immortalitate animae,’ the earliest 
known impression of the famous Paris printer, Philippe 
Pigouchet, completed on the 28th May 1491. 

“Vite di sancti padri,” printed about the year 1493, one of 
the very few illustrated books printed in Venice in the 
fifteenth century which was not already in the Library. 

An edition of the “ Liber faceti” of Sebastian Brant, 
printed by Johann Bergmann at Basel, with a woodcut 
dated 1496. 

The Heredia copy of the “ Regiment de la Cosa publica of 


F. Ximenez in the Catalan language, printed at Valencia in 
1499, 


Of later books the most interesting purchases have 
been. —— 

Highty-three Italian “ Prognostica” covering the years 
1501-1540; a collection such as very rarely comes into the 
book market. 

An octavo edition of Luther’s version of the Pentateuch, 
issued simultaneously with the folio edition which was 
printed by Melchior Lotter in 1523. This octavo edition is 
the first book printed by Hans Luft, to whom Luther after- 
wards entrusted the printing of all his biblical translations.

Grecia,” printed in 1524, probably at Toledo or Salamanca. 
A very rare Spanish romance of which only two other copies 
are known to exist. 

A contemporary account of the marriage of Philip II. and 
Queen Mary, entitled ‘Hen nieuu tiidinghe, hoe dat die 
Prince van Spaengien triumphelick aengecomen is in 
Enghelandt, mistgeders die bruyloft te Winchestre gehouden,” 
1554. The bookis without imprint, but was probably printed 
by Stephen Mierdman, a Low Country printer who settled in 
London.

Inquisitionis 
reprobantur,” printed by A. Bladus, Rome, 1557. Although 
earlier lists of condemned books were issued by the University 
of Louvain and other bodies, this is the first Index Librorum 
prohibitorum officially issued by the Roman Inquisition.

Several early editions of works of Lessing and Goethe, the 
most. interesting of which is.“ Die Fischerin,” an opera by 
Goethe, published in 1782, which contains the first impression 
of the “Erlkénig.” Of this work two other copies only are 
known. 


Two books interesting on account of the MS. notes 
contained in them have been purchased during the year :—

The acquisitions during the past year have been of unusual 
interest and importance. 

First of all in bulk and value come the MSS. purchased 
from the Earlof Hardwicke, consisting of the Correspondence, 
Papers and Legal and Historical Collections of the first three 
Earls of Hardwicke, now arranged in nine hundred and thirty 
volumes, viz., four hundred and sixty-five of correspondence 
and four hundred and sixty-five of papers, Xe. 

The correspondence between members of the family occu- 
pies fifty-seven volumes and includes many confidential 
expressions of opinion upon political topics. The political 
correspondence proper, in one hundred and seventy-eight 
volumes, is especially ample for the period 1740-1790. It 
includes not only the correspondence of the first Earl of 
Hardwicke, Lord Chancellor (1737-1756), whose intimate 
relations with the Pelhams are well-known, and his sons 
Lord Royston (afterwards second Earl), the Hon. Charles 
Yorke (Solicitor and Attorney-General, and for three days 
Lord Chancellor), and Sir Joseph Yorke (Lord Dover, British 
Minister at the Hague), with the principal ministers of State, 
but also an extensive series of the correspondence of Robert 
Keith, successively secretary under the Earl of Stair, com- 
manding the forces in the Low Countries in 1742-1743, and 
under the Earl of Sandwich, Plenipotentiary at Aix-la- 
Chapelle, and afterwards himself Ambassador to Vienna, 
1748-1758, and to St. Petersburg, 1758-1762, and of his son, 
Sir Robert Murray Keith, Ambassador to Denmark, 1771- 
1772, and to Vienna, 1772-1791. The Hardwicke Papers thus 
form the counterpart to the Neweastle papers (presented by 
the Earl of Chichester in 1886), which contain the other side 
of the correspondence between the Pelhams and the Yorkes. 
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The general and local correspondence fills one hundred and 
seventeen volumes. It includes, in the time of the first Lord 
Hardwicke’s tenure of the great seal, much correspondence 
about ecclesiastical patronage, the appointment of sheriffs and. 
justices of the peace, &c. The Irish correspondence, under 
the Lord Lieutenancy of the third Earl, 1801—1806, fills 
eighty-seven volumes, and relates, among other matters, to 
Emmet’s rebellion in 1803. Correspondence relating to post 
office business occupies twenty-six volumes. 


Of the papers, &c., fifty-five volumes are historical collec- 
tions, including important original State papers of the 16th 
and 17th centuries, an autograph Latin letter book of Roger 
Ascham, Secretary to Queen Mary, &c. Sixty-six volumes 
are filled by political papers, including Lord Chancellor 
Hardwicke’s autograph drafts for King’s speeches, his secret 
political memoranda and notes taken at the Cabinet, many 
original Orders in Council, and extensive parliamentary, 
Scottish, colonial and diplomatic collections. 


The legal collections, in two hundred and ninety-three 
volumes, include ninety volumes of law reports, many of 
which are of the 15th-17th centuries, many legal treatises, 
the Lord Chancellor’s judicial note books, and bulky collec- 
tions of opinions, briefs and appeal cases of the Lord 
Chancellor and the Hon. Charles Yorke, together with a 
number of original warrants to the Lord Chancellor and law 
officers of the Crown. 


A series of twenty volumes relates to the family estates 
in Cambridgeshire, Gloucestershire, Hertfordshire, &c., and 
another of thirty-one volumes deals with personal and 
miscellaneous matters. There are also eight boxes of deeds... 


Another large acquisition has been the second portion 
of the Buckler Collection of Topographical Drawings, made 
early in the present century and illustrating ecclesiastical 
and secular architecture throughout England and Wales. 
The portion now purchased consists, like the first portion, 
of about five thousand pencil drawings, interleaved in 
twenty-one large folio volumes. The majority of the draw- 
ings are by John Chessell Buckler, the remainder by his 
father John Buckler, and by his son Charles Alban Buckler. 


A notable addition to the artistic treasures of the Depart- 
ment is that of the sixteen MSS. bequeathed by Baron 
Ferdinand Rothschild, M.P., hereafter briefly described :

I.—ARRANGEMENT AND CATALOGUING. 


A set of autotype facsimiles of the grotesque woodcut 
alphabet of 1464, with introductory text by Mr. Campbell 
Dodgson, Assistant in the Department, has been published 
by the Trustees. 

An exhibition of drawings and etchings by Rembrandt, 
and etchings by other masters contemporary with him, 
arranged in the wall and standard cases in the gallery, was 
opened on March 7, and a guide to it has been issued. 

The collection of prints by and after Gravelot has been 
sorted and arranged. 

‘The collection of books of drawings preserved in the 
Keeper’s study has been partially re-arranged. 

The collection of drawings by John Henderson, sen., has 
been arranged in an album. 

The recently acquired collection of sketches by Sir George 
Hayter for his pictures of the coronation and marriage of 
Queen Victoria has been arranged in two albums. 

One hundred and seven 15th and 16th century prints not 
strictly connected with ex-libris have been removed from 
the Franks collection of Bookplates and placed, in accordance 
with the terms of the will, at the disposal of Mr. C. H. Read. 
Mr. Read has returned them to the Trustees, and given 
permission for them to be incorporated with the general 
collections of the Department. 

The work of preparing, specially repairing, and mounting a 
small selection of specimen English Mezzotints has been in. 
progress, and one hundred and sixty have been so treated. | 

The preparation of a catalogue of the Schreiber collection 
of Playing Cards has been continued, and soaps as far as 
the packs are concerned. 

Additions have been made to the catalogue of fetr8 and 
Flemish woodcuts of the 15th century, and an introductory 
essay has been partly written. 

The MS. catalogue of the collection of Colour Prints has 
been revised and extended. 

The preparation of a descriptive catalogue of the collection 
of English Drawings has been continued, and carried down. 
to the name Howitt. 

Titles for the principal articles in Vols. I-XX. of 
“Repertorium fir Kunstwissenschaft” and the volumes 
for 1897 of “Oud Holland” and “L’Archivio Storico” have 
been written for the index of Books of Reference. 

All Books of Prints and Books of Reference recently 
acquired have been indexed and placed on the shelves. The 
labels on a large number of Books of Reference have been 
renewed. 2 
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The preparation of a catalogue of the Franks collection 
of Bookplates has been continued, and fifteen thousand four 
hundred and sixty-six titles have been written. The work 
of re-arranging the collection and eliminating duplicates has 
been commenced, and ten thousand nine hundred and nineteen 
items have been removed from the albums for this purpose. 

The preparation of a catalogue of all the English Mezzotints 
contained in the Department has been continued. 

The preparation of slips for a general index to the collection 
of Foreign Portraits has been continued. 

All additions to the collections of English and foreign 
print-sale catalogues have been entered in the indexes. 

All new names have been entered, and all necessary 
alterations effected, in the general indexes of artists. 

All additions recently made to the collection of English 
Mezzotints have been entered in the special catalogue. 

The transcription for press of the catalogues of English 
Portraits and Drawings has been continued. 

Forty drawings and one thousand three hundred and 
thirty-eight prints recently acquired have been incorporated 
with the collections to which they severally belong. 

Five thousand seven hundred and eighty-six prints, draw- 
ings, &e., recently acquired, have been impressed with the 
departmental stamp and references to the Register. 

The work of impressing with a special stamp the Franks 
collection of Book-plates has been continued, and fourteen 
thousand six hundred and one have been stamped. 

One hundred and seventy-three drawings and one hundred 
and fifteen prints have been mounted on sunk boards, and 
six hundred and forty-two prints have been mounted in the 
ordinary manner. 

Three thousand eight hundred and ninety-one items have 
been entered in the Register of Acquisitions. 

The number of students admitted to the Print Room during 
the year ending 3lst December 1899 was 6,120. 

Two hundred and seventy-five applications were made for 
leave to photograph objects in the collection, and 1,798 photo- 
graphs were taken.

l.— Arrangement, Cataloguing, ete. 
Egyptian Antiquities :— 


The general re-arrangement of the Egyptian Collection has 
been. continued, and a number of important objects acquired 
during the year have been incorporated and exhibited. 

Five hundred and seventy labels have been written and 
painted, and attached to objects exhibited in the Galleries ; 
the plaster casts in the First Egyptian Rooms have been 
repaired and refixed; a number of Egyptian coffins have 
been re-arranged in the new wall-case in the First Egyptian 
Room. Four hundred and fifty-five figures, stelae, &c. have 
been mounted; two stelae-frames, two hundred and sixty- 
eight stone and wood plinths and three hundred and twelve 
ebonized labels have been made; three and fifty scarabs 
have been mounted ; fourteen bronze figures, &c. have been 
cleaned and repaired; eighty wooden stands for vases have 
been made; two hundred and eighty-one objects of the 
various collections have been repaired ; twelve paper impres- 
sions have been supplied to students ; and five hundred and 
forty numbers have been printed and attached to objects, &e. 

Five hundred and ninety-seven objects of the various. 
collections have been registered; four hundred and eleven 
ostraka have been copied; two thousand five hundred and 
twenty-two ostraka have been verified ; and. the registration 
of catalogue-numbers have been continued. 

A volume of “ Facsimiles cf the Papyri of Hunefer, Anhai, 

Kerasher, and Netchemet, with Supplementary Text from the 
Papyrus of Nu, Transcripts into Hieroglyphics, Translations, 
&e.” has been issued. 


Assyrian Antiquities :— 


The general re-arrangement of the collections in the Baby- 
lonian Room has been continued; four hundred and two 
stele, bricks, figures, &c. have been mounted on stone and 
alabaster plinths; one hundred figures have been mounted 
on wooden plinths; three hundred and sixty-nine tablets 
have been cleaned and two hundred and twelve have been 
re-joined and repaired ; eighty-nine plaster impressions of 
seal-cylinders have been made; eight thousand boxes for 
holding tablets have been lined with cotton-wool; and the 
arrangement of the collections up to the date of acquisition 
has been continued (last number, 47,710); thirteen plaster 
casts have been made; new fittings have been made for six 
cases ; and the glass in the Nimrud Gallery has been removed, 
cleaned, and replaced, and the slabs ventilated. 

An Index to the paper “squeezes” and an Index to the 
volumes of “ Cuneiform Texts” have been made.

L—Arrangement, Cataloguing, ete. 


The re-arrangement of the Graeco-Roman Basement and 
of the Mausoleum annex has been completed. In the former 
a second model of an Etruscan tomb has been finished, and 
two plans of tombs remounted; anew pair of gates and a 
barrier have been put up; a mosaic table has been removed 
from a marble column, the large Halicarnassos mosaic 
repaired and repolished, its circular end mounted against the 
end wall, a frieze repaired, two reliefs anda tablet with masks 
mounted on the wall. The bull’s head capital from Cyprus 
has been transferred from the Graeco-Roman Basement to 
the Ephesus Room, restored,: and mounted on a new plinth, 
and a figure of Athena from Cyrené has also been placed 
in the Ephesus Room; the lacunaria from the Theseion have 
been mounted in the Elgin Room, slabs 40 and 42 of the 
south frieze of the Parthenon transposed and remounted, and 
a fragment from the north-west corner moved to slab 9 on the 
west side. 

A new model of the Acropolis of Athens has been provided 
and placed in the Elgin Room, and the model of the Parthenon 
has been cleaned and repaired and placed on a table in the 
centre; the “ Spinario” has been mounted on a marble 
pedestal, with turn-table, and the Strangford shield on a 
marble stand with brass pivot; a group from the. chariot- 
frieze of the Mausoleum has been remoulded, restored in 
plaster, and mounted on the wall of the room, a reclining . 
figure, a fragment of a stele, and seven heads mounted 
on plinths, and two plinths repaired and altered. The 
restorations have been removed from the plinth of the 
Westmacott athlete, two pedestals altered, and plaster 
borders made for five mosaics ; 15 plinths have been cleaned : 
17 stone plinths, four marble pedestals, one marble riser, 
eight slate shelves, and 31 iron brackets have been prepared 
for sculptures. . 

Moulds and store-casts have been made of an Ionic base 
in the Elgin Room, anda candelabrum in the Hall of 
Inscriptions; also of parts of the Nereid monument, the 
Parthenon frieze, and the Niké of the Parthenon pediment. 

In the First Vase Room, wall-cases 33 and 34 have been 
re-lined, and the vases re-mounted and re-arranged, two new 
cases have been placed on the east side of the room, and 
fitted up to receive the antiquities excavated at Enkomi, in 
Cyprus ; those from Amathus and Curium, in Cyprus, have 
been partly incorporated in the general collections. In the 
Etruscan Saloon, cases 19-25 have been altered and re-fitted ; 
the wall-cases on either side of the Medal Room door have 
been re-arranged; and a series of terracottas from Civita 
Lavinia, in cases 26-35, has been repaired and mounted. 
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Three cases in the Elgin Room and two in the Phigaleian 
Room have been altered and lined with cloth, and in the 
Elgin Room the engraving of the Acropolis re-mounted ; 
a series of gems has been mounted on blocks; and a series 
of wooden labels prepared for the Elgin Room, the Etruscan 
Saloon, the Terracotta, Bronze, and Vase Rooms. 

Two terracottas, 12 glass and porcelain objects, 45 vases, 
and a series of fragments of pottery from Cyprus and 
Naucratis have been cleaned and repaired ; 1,356 terracottas 
have been catalogued ; 544 objects registered ; 504 descriptive 
titles written, and 544 printed, and attached to objects ; 650 
objects from Cyprus have been drawn for publication, and 
34 drawings made for the new Departmental Guide; and 
progress has been made with the numbering of the Bronzes. 

A Catalogue of the Bronzes and a Guide to the Depart- 
ment have been published; progress has been made with 
the Catalogues of Vases (Volume I.), Sculpture (Volume II.), 
and Terracottas, also in preparing and printing a second 
edition of the Guide to the Parthenon Sculptures, and a work 
on the Excavations in Cyprus under the Turner Bequest. 

The number of visits made by students to the Departmental 
Library for purposes of research is 450.

The Emperor (on the right) wears 
a wreath of ilex and acorns, and on his brow is a ram’s horn; 
the wreath, characteristic of the Dodonean Zeus, and the horn, 
representative of Zeus Ammon, indicate that the Emperor is 
here figured as Zeus, or rather his Egyptian counterpart, 
Ammon. The Empress wears a similar wreath, twined with 
ears of wheat, and other emblems of Demeter and Persephone. 
She also wears a sphendoné, which is more appropriate to 
Hera, while her dress in front is fastened in a peculiar knot 
known as the nodus Isiacus, a fashion usually seen in the 
classical type of Isis. These Imperial personages may there- 
fore be regarded as here represented in the character of the 
two deities, Ammon and Isis. At one time they were 
described as Didius Julianus and Manlia Seantilla; a more 
recent identification, supported by Bernoulli (Romische 
Ikonographie, 11, pt. 3, p. 249) is Julian the Apostate and his 
wife Helena, whose busts, confronted and with the attributes 
of Isis and Serapis, appear on coins struck by them at 
Alexandria. The relief is kept flat so as to make as much 
use as possible of the two layers of sard and onyx. This 
grand gem, one of the five largest cameos in existence, was 
acquired by the Duke of Marlborough from a Marquis de

Fuentes, by whom it had been put in its present mount, with 
the following ineription at the back: “ingens anaglyphicum 
opus olim Sannesiorum ducum nune vero pretio acquisitum 
in Fontesiano cimelio asservatum.”

The face displays much pathos, and the style is in 
keeping with what we are told of a statue of the wounded 
Diitrephes by. Cresilas (Pliny, Hist. Nat. xxxiv. 74; Pau- 
sanias, i. 23, 3), and of a wounded Amazon by the same 
sculptor. To this Cresilas the original of the Pericles head 
is now attributed ; he also made a statue of a winner in the 
foot-race at Olympia, and it is conceivable that this head 
may be copied from a statue of an armed runner (hoplito- 
dromos) from his hands, though none such is actually known.

At the stern of the ship is a nude man stepping on board 
and bidding farewell to a woman who holds a wreath. Journ. 
Hellen. Stud. xix. pl.8, p.198. Thebes. 

3. Black-figured kyathos on tall stem, of Attic-Ionic fabric, 
with frieze representing a 7pdeorc, or laying-out of a corpse ; 
it lies on a bier, with aman and two women bending over it. 
On either side is a row of mourners, on one side, women beating 
their breasts; on the other, men beating their foreheads. The 
subject forms a link between the Dipylon vases and the 
Athenian prothesis-amphorae and sepulchral plaques ; the vase 
may be dated about the beginning of the sixth century B.C.

4. Black-figured amphora of the middle of the sixth century 
B.c. On the obverse is Achilles dragging the body of Hector 
after his chariot, driven by his charioteer, besides whom is 
inscribed the name KOMI.OZ KéyilSjoc. Beside the chariot 
is a winged goddess, perhaps meant for Até; part of the 
letter A is visible. In the background is the tomb of Patro- 
clos, a white mound on which is a black snake ; above it hovers 
the shade of the hero, in the form of a diminutive warrior. 
Odysseus precedes the chariot, one of the horses of which is — 
named OA..POZ, da[id|pdc. Onthe reverse is a procession of 
five Amazons on horseback.

5. A similar black-figured amphora, with traces of Ionic 
and Chalcidian influence. On the obverse is Achilles lying in 
wait for Troilos behind a fountain of unusual form, consisting 
of a fluted shaft on a small plinth, with white abacus; water 
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‘flows into a basin from a spout on one side. Polyxenastands 
by with her pitcher, and beyond her is Troilos on horseback, 
leading up a second horse. The scene differs from the con- 
ventional type in that Achilles kneels on the left side of the 
fountain instead of the right. On the reverse is a combat of 
two warriors, with a woman on either side; the type is that 
of the combat of Achilles and Memnon in the presence of 
Thetis and Eos. Sale Catalogue, No. 308. 

6. Red-figured hydria of fine archaic style, of the school of 
Kuthymides. On it is represented a later moment of the 
‘scene depicted on the last vase. Troilos and Polyxena are in 
flight after the discovery of Achilles’ ambush. The former 
gallops away. urging on his horse with a goad, while the 
latter has left her pitcher broken on the ground with the 
water pouring out of it.

7. Red-figured lebes of the finest style. The subject, 
which forms a frieze round the vase, is a combat of Amazons 
with Attic heroes. It falls into three groups. In the first, 
Andromache is about to be slain by Theseus, who is attended 
by Peirithoos and Phorbas; on the right, Hippolyté and two 
other mounted Amazons ride up. In the second, an Amazon 
thrusts with her spear at a Greek who brandishes a scimitar ; 
behind him Acamas advances, and on the other side is an 
Amazon running. In the third group, Melaneus falls 
wounded by an Amazon; on the right is Sthenelos. Most of 
the figures are inscribed by name; they present many 
interesting details of armour and costume, especially the 
Amazons, who are attired and armed in Oriental fashion. 

This vase was found at Girgenti in 1830, and was formerly 
in the possession of Samuel Rogers. It is mentioned by 
Waagen (Treasures of -Art in England, 11, p. 81), and was 
drawn by George Scharf for Gerhard’s Auserlesene Vasen- 
bilder, where it is published (iv. pls. 329, 330). In some of 
the groups the composition is strikingly effective, and has 
probably been derived from a great fresco of the early 5th 
cent. B.c. But the drawing is in most cases over-refined and 
occasionally weak, while the proportions of the male figures 
are sometimes quite incorrect. Yet the effect of the vase 
altogether is one of singular charm. Sale Catalogue, No. 357.

III.—Eacavations. 


The excavations in Cyprus undertaken in December 1897, 
on a Mycenaean site near the Tekké on the Larnaca Salt 
Lake were resumed in April 1898 for a few weeks, but the 
results were very small and dg not call for particular notice. 
In March 1899 excavations were again taken in hand, this 
time at Kouklia, the site of Old Paphos, where evidences had 
been found of older tombs than had been discovered in previous 
excavations in that locality. It was, however, proved that the 


8). Fr 
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majority of the tombs had: been extensively plundered, and it 
was found necessary to. transfer operations to. another site, 
near Klaudia in the Larnaca district, also of the Mycenaean’ 
period. Here, the chief results were:obtained from one tomb 
which was intact, and contained the following objects : 

(1.) A diadem of ‘thin gold, with designs beaten up from 
several moulds. and repeated, representing a goat, a negro’s 
face, a small bull, a lion’s head, and floral patter ns. 


(2.) A haematite -eylinder with an imitation Assyrian 
design, a draped woman with hands raised in presence of a 
male figure, a monkey, porcupines, ibexes, hares, and birds, a 
euilloche border, a‘sun within a-crescent, and two ankhs. 

(3.) A steatite cylinder with winged female figure between 
a gryphon and an ibex. 

(4.) A cylinder of speculum metal with cast design, palm- 
tree and other patterns. 

(5.) A steatite amulet.

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DEPARTMENT OF BRITISH AND MEDIZVAL ANTIQUITIES AND 
ETHNOGRAPHY. 


I.—Arrangement. 


Prehistoric Section.—An iron gallery has been constructed 
above the existing wall-cases all round the room, and its 
north side fitted with the wall-cases from the Roman Room; 
in these it is intended to exhibit certain of the less popular 
series of the prehistoric remains, in order to restrict the 
contents of the Central Saloon to historical objects. 

The contents of the drawers below the table-cases have 
been examined and indexed. 

The collection of late Celtic remains has been re-labelled 
throughout. 

In order to make room for the Rothschild Bequest, the 
table-cases containing antiquities of Roman Britain have 
been removed into the Central Saloon, and a selection of the 
objects originally exhibited in the Anglo-Roman Room has 
been temporarily arranged in the two pier-cases at the head 
of the staircase. 


Anglo-Roman Room.—The antiquities and exhibition cases 
have been removed from this room in order to accommodate 
the Rothschild Bequest, which will be exhibited early next 
year. Want of space for exhibition has involved the removal 
of the bulk of this collection to a room in the basement, 
where it will remain till the compression of the prehistoric 
collections has provided a saloon for Romano-British 
remains. The labelling of the pottery collection has been 
completed. 


Anglo-Saxon Room.—A few alterations have been made in 
the arrangement of the antiquities in the table-cases with a 
view to indicating the geographical distribution of the 
various types. <A series of objects from burials at Sleaford, 
Lincolnshire, have been mounted and exhibited to illustrate 
the typical contents of a grave of the pagan period. The 
labelling of the collection has been practically completed, and 
the contents of the drawers below the table-cases have been 
examined and indexed. 


Medieval Room.—The collection of ivory carvings has 
been re-labelled and re-arranged, many of the specimens 
having been remounted. The remounting, labelling and 
arrangement of British seals have been completed, and a 
considerable portion of the foreign specimens treated in the 
same way. Fragments of chain mail, English and foreign, 
have been arranged and labelled in a frame which has been 
affixed to the wall. The collections of counters, chess and 
draughtsmen, as well as a number of Battersea and Liverpool 
enamels have been re-arranged and labelled. A new list of 
the contents of the drawers below the table-cases has been 
prepared: a number of electrotypes and gutta-percha 
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impressions have been classified; and labels prepared and 
affixed to several of the portraits on the walls. 


Gold Ornament Room.—The majority of the exhibited 
specimens of medieval and Anglo-Saxon jewellery have been 
re-labelled ; a large number of rings have been re-mounted, 
and some arranged. Outside the room structural alterations 
have been made, and the whole passage thrown open, the 
added portion being fitted with desk-cases for the exhibition 
of the Franks Bequest. 


Glass and Ceramic Room.—The collection of quattro- 
cento majolica has been labelled and arranged in a separate 
standard case in the middle of the room, and a corresponding 
case has been filled with specimens of Mediterranean ware. 


Asiatic Saloon.—The old wall cases in the south wing 
have been cleared and removed ; cases of improved type have 
been erected, and the fittings for one half of the new cases 
completed, while a portion of the contents has been replaced. 
The wall-cases in the north wing of the Saloon have been 
cleared, and new cases are in course of construction. 


Gallery of Religions.—Four stands have been covered 
with velvet for the exhibition of Early Christian silver finds 
and other antiquities; and the collection of rings has been 
similarly mounted in a table case. Progress has been made 
with a slip catalogue of the collection, and numerous labels 
have been written for the same. 


Ethnographical Gallery.—The Chinese and Japanese 
armour has been removed to a standard case, received from 
the Egyptian Department and altered to suit the collection. 
This has admitted of a re-arrangement of the oriental 
armour and the Javanese collections. The following sections 
have been transferred and re-arranged :—Borneo, Asiatic 
Islands, Australia, New Guinea, and Madagascar; while the 
collections from the following localities have undergone a 
fresh arrangement :—The Pacific, including Hervey Group, 
Tonga and Samoa, Fiji, New Hebrides, Admiralty Islands, 
New Britain, New Caledonia, Solomon Islands, New Zealand 
and Micronesia, Tibet, the Nicobar Islands, India and Ceylon, 
South America, the North-west coast, North American 
Indian, North Africa, and Abyssinia. A life-sized figure of 
an Angdémi Naga man has been added to the Indian Collection ; 
and similar figures of a South Australian man and North 
Australian woman and child have been placed in their 
respective sections. The collection of bronzes from Benin 
City has been catalogued by means of permanent photographs, 
and the other specimens from the same place exhibited. Two 
more table-cases have been lined with velvet for the exhibi- 
tion of oriental arms and other objects ; and the rest of the 
table-cases in the Gallery lined with green paper. A standard 
case has been refitted and placed in position, containing a 
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collection of North American Indian dresses. Five frames 
have been filled with personal ornaments from New Guinea, 
Asiatic Islands, Africa, and Matty Island, and placed upon 
screens; while a number of African shields have been 
mounted and placed above the wall-cases. <A collection of 
African pottery and musical instruments from various 
localities have been placed on exhibition. 

The work of arrangement has been greatly hampered. by 
the increasingly crowded state of every section of the 
Department. This difficulty has been made greater by the 
intrusion of the Roman antiquities into. the Prehistoric 
Section, in consequence of the occupation of the Roman 
Room by the Waddesdon Bequest. It is to be hoped that 
additional space may be found or created in the near future. 

The registration of current acquisitions has been continued, 
and 561 objects have been registered, while 86 ethnographical 
specimens have been drawn and described for the. slip 
catalogue. The slip-catalogue of the Franks Collection of 
finger-rings has been continued, and will form the basis of 
the printed catalogue to be published by the Trustees. A 
similar catalogue of English pottery has been continued, and 
1,304 pieces have been described during this year. 

The Trustees have issued the publication on the objects 

obtained by the recent expedition to Benin, which have been 
given to the Museum by Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, and on other objects from the 
same locality which have been otherwise given or sold to the 
Museum. 
.. A large number of pamphlets connected with pottery and 
porcelain have been arranged and bound in volumes, to which 
an index has been affixed. . About 350 large labels indicating 
the principal contents. of the. exhibition cases have. been 
prepared, printed, and mounted throughout the Department. 
Other labels to the numberof. 441 have been painted, and a 
great number. written, especially for the Ethnographical 
section. 

Twelve hundred wooden tablets for labels. and specimens 
have been prepared ; and 429 objects and 561 miscellaneous 
photographs have been mounted. On the hand-press 50 
book-plates and 335 headings to slips have heen printed, as 
well as a number of labels. 

During the year there have been 1,610 visitors. to the 
studies of this Department. 


Il.—Acquisitions. 

The most important accession is the collection of works of 
art bequeathed by Baron Ferdinand Rothschild, noticed in 
the following section. 

(1.) Harly British and Prehistoric Antiquities :— 

A stone mould for the manufacture of bronze spear-heads, 

found at Wallingford, Berks. 
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A collection of primitive stone implements, with chisel and 
bevelled edges, and two moulds of similar stone, one being 
for the manufacture of metal finger-rings; from Negri 
Sembilan, near Malacca, in the Malay Peninsula. 

Two pottery vases, one of red ware with painted herring- 
bone design in yellow, from Kamoula, ae Thebes, the 
other glazed black, from Naqada, Upper E egypt; given by 
Percy E. Newberry, Ksq. 

Four finely ihn implements and an armlet, all of chert, 
from Hau (Diospolis Parva), Upper Egypt; given by the 
Heypt Exploration Fund. 

Specimens of primitive vessels of soapstone, unfinished 
bowls of the same material turned on the lathe and broken, 
with the chucks or portions cut out by the wheel, illustrating 
the process of manufacture; found chiefly on the Riffelalp, 
Zermatt, Switzerland. 


(2.) Anglo-Roman :— 


A remarkable tessellated floor of the Roman period, 
discovered in a field at Thruxton, Hants, in the year 1823, 
and published in the Salisbury volume of the Archeological 
Institute, 1849. About two-thirds of the original square is 
preserved, with elaborate designs in several colours, but 
the special feature is the inscription along the top of the 
pavement, which reads 

QVINTVS NATALIVS NATALINVS =T BODENI 
the continuation at the foot having been destroyed. This 
is the only known instance in Britain of a Roman floor 
with such an inscription, and is. therefore an important 
monument of the Roman dominion; given by the Committee 
of St. John’s Hospital, Winchester. 

A massive sepulchral slab of stone, with inscribed. panel to 
the memory of Lucius Sempronius Flavinius, a soldier of the 
Ninth Legion, who died at the age of 30, after seven years 
of military service. This monument has been published in 
Corp. Inscr. Lat., p. 52, No. 184, also in the Archeological 
Journal, Vol. XVI1.; and was found, in 1830, opposite ane 
. City Gaol, Lincoln. 

An ivory statuette of el interest, representing a 
Roman gladiator in armour, with sword and shield, on the 
latter being a scene from a gladiatorial combat ; found at 
Lexden, Colchester, in 1884, and given by Pelham R. 
Papillon, Esq. 

A selection of objects from the collection of the late 
Rev. 8. M. Mayhew, F.s.A4., including a figure of a cock in 
bronze, the surface with ‘champlevé enamel in pale green 
and white, and traces of red on the comb; found close to 
the Royal Exchange, London, and figured and described in 
the Journal of the British Archeological Association, 
Vol. XLI. Bracelets of glass and jet, glass beads, and a 
cold ring; found in various parts of the City of London. 
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A vase of imitation Samian ware, with slip decoration, and 
a piece of mosaic, both found at Canterbury ; and a Roman 
tile from the Fleet River, London. 

A bronze handle, once tinned, belonging to a piece of 
furniture, and found on the site of a Roman building at. 
Little Addington, Thrapstone, Northants; given by Thomas 
Walters, Esq. 

Fragment of a rough brown pottery urn, with a Greek 
inscription scratched on the outside; found in dredging the 
Thames at Amerden, near Taplow, and given by C. H. 
Read, Esq. 


(3.) Anglo-Saxon and Forevgn Teutonic :— 


A saucer-shaped brooch of gilt bronze, with incised design ;. 
obtained in Winchester, and given by O. M. Dalton, Esq. 

A silver-gilt enamelled mount, probably for the sheath 
of a knife or dagger, with figures of monsters; obtained in 
Winchester, and given by Reginald A. Smith, Esq. 

Two richly ornamented bronze brooches of the circular 
Continental type, set with glass pastes, the ground being 
covered with gold filigree work ; one is said to be from Kent. 


(4.) Medieval and Later :— 


(a.) Britesh—The bronze matrix of the seal of the 
Hundred of Edmonton, Middlesex, for labourers’ passes 
under the Statute of Cambridge, 1388; given by W. J. 
Letts, Esq. 

The copper matrix of the seal of the Archdeacon of 
Colchester, dating from the 17th century. 

A massive gold signet ring of the end of the 16th century, 
engraved with the arms of Bury, of Linwood Grange, Lin- 
colnshire, and of Bath; found at Ashwell, Rutland. 

A gold ring, set with an emerald in a conical bezel, with a 
French inscription on the hoop, English work of about 1400 ; 
found at a tavern in Green Lanes, Hornsey, Middlesex. 

An alabaster carving representing St. Barbara at a window, 
with standing figures on both sides; originally coloured in 
red and black, and dating from the 15th century. 

A gold snuff box covered with Japanese lacquer, presented 
personally to Mrs. Sarah Siddons, on her retirement from the 
stage, by King George IV.; given by Colonel W. Siddons 
Young. 


(b.) Foreign.—Four acquisitions from the sale of the 
famous Marlborough collection of gems :— 

The onyx cameo of Lucius Verus. This gem is of 
Renaissance work, and its setting was one of the most 
beautiful in the collection, and is equally remarkable for 
the perfect condition in which it has been preserved, It 
was originally in the Bessborough Collection (Lot. 478). 
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A fine portrait cameo, executed with considerable vigour, 
of a male head, said to be from the hand of Alessandro 
Cesati (I] Greco). It is in an elegant gold mount, enamelled 
with flowers, probably added in the 17th century (Lot 5388). 

Both the above were given by Charles Butler, Esq. 

A double cameo, with busts of Hercules and Omphale ; 
probably portraits of contemporary personages in these 
characters. The setting is enamelled, ornamented with 
seroll-work in relief, and enriched with diamonds and 
rubies. This gem has the historical interest of having 
been a gift to the Pope Clement VII. from the Emperor 
Charles V., and is said to have been afterwards given by 
the Pope to the Piccolomini of Siena. Both the cameos and 
the setting are of the Renaissance period (Lot 309). 

A nicolo intaglio, with a mount in the form of a ring, 
representing the Dioscuri, and according to the Greek 
inscription upon it was dedicated by Ammonios. Originally 
in the Bessborough Collection (Lot 256). 

A fine silver-gilt jointed spoon, in its original leather case ; 
richly ornamented with a floral design in green and black 
enamel, with a devotional inscription on the stem: Flemish 
work of the end of the 15th century. A bronze statuette of 
a queen of the 15th century, probably German; and a 
German sepulchral tablet of bronze, to Peter Scholtz and 
his wife Elisabeth Bornschleglin, cast by Balthasar Lichten- 
felser, at Bamberg, 1594. All given by Max Rosenheim, 
Esq., F.S.A, 

The bronze matrix of the seal of Jehan Salle, Escuier ; 
French, 14th century. 

An “osmund,” or pointed bar of iron, as imported into this 
country from Sweden in the middle ages; found at West 
Blatchington, near Brighton, and figured and described in 
the Proceedings of the Society of Antiquaries, Vol. XVII. ; 
given by J. T. Micklethwaite, Esq., F.8.A. 

A gilt-bronze mount of a powder-horn, with open-work 
design: French work of the 16th century; given by 
H. J. Pfungst, Hsq., F.8.A. 

A gunner’s level, of brass, for sighting artillery, made by 
Jost Miller, at Strasburg, 1609; figured and described in 
Scott’s The British Army, Vol. II., page 248. 


-(5.) Ceramic and Glass Collections :— 


(a.) Orvental Wares.—A porcelain bowl of celadon ware 
with crackled glaze, the outside ornamented in relief, with a 
conventional floral design. Its undamaged condition renders 
it a rare specimen, as the pieces generally found are wasters 
from the long extinct factory at Sawan-Kalok, Siam; given 
by F. H. liyle, Esq.

III.—THE RotTHScHILD BEQUEST. 


Baron Ferdinand Rothschild was elected a Trustee of the 
Museum in 1896, and was well known as an ardent collector 
of works of art. He died in December 1898, and by his will 
bequeathed tothe British Museum the contents of a particular 
room in his house, on condition that the collection should be 
exhibited in a room apart, to be called the ‘ Waddesdon 
Bequest Room.” The importance of the bequest was con- 
sidered sufficient to justify this exceptional treatment, and it 
was resolved by the Trustees to adapt the Anglo-Roman 
Room for the reception of Baron Ferdinand’s collection. As 
the Roman antiquities of Britain had to be entirely removed 
and temporarily re-arranged, partly in a room in the base- 
ment, partly in an adjacent gallery already crowded enough 
with collections of very different periods, a great deal of 
work was imposed on the staff, with the incidental result 
that many of the series of earlier remains from Britain have 
been much confused, owing to want of adequate space. 
Until more room is provided, this undesirable condition of 
things cannot be effectually remedied. 


A small handbook, giving a detailed list of all the objects 
comprised in the bequest, with fifteen plates of some of the 
specimens, has been printed and is ready for issue. 


The collection, with the exception of four objects, consists 
of works of art of medieval and later times, while a number 
of illuminated manuscripts were also bequeathed to the 
Museum, but without conditions. These last are therefore 
preserved in the Manuscript Department. 


The four objects above referred to are bronze medallions 
with heads in high relief, which have formed the handles of 
a funeral litter. Two have beautifully modelled heads of a 
Bacchante, the others Isis and Serapis. These interesting 
specimens were found in a tomb near Aimisos, the modern 
Samsun, in the province of Trebizond; they are of Greek 
work, probably dating from the 3rd century B.c. 


The only other bronzes are two fine door-knockers of the 
italian Renaissance, one with a figure of Neptune, the other 
with a well-modelled head of Medusa. 


Among the arms are several pieces of the highest quality. 
The most important is the fine shield of iron damascened in 
a style of extraordinary minuteness by Giorgio Ghisi of 
Mantua, whose signature, with the date 1554, appears upon 
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it. This beautiful object, which came from the palace of 
Prince Demidov at San Donato, is as remarkable for its state 
of preservation as for the exquisite finish of its details. 
Among the other arms and armour are a fine damascened 
morion of the same country and of about the same date as 
the shield ; four arquebuses of French and German work of 
the 16th and 17th centuries, two of them richly chased with 
designs in relief and gilt ; two unusually good Italian swords, 
one with a chased iron hilt damascened in gold, the other of 
silver ornamented with niello, and dating from about the year 
1500. An object of similar work to the shield and helmet is 
a small cabinet with drawers, the fronts of which are of steel 
richly damascened and chased with scrolls. 


The enamels include one piece only of the early champlevé 
work of Limoges, the rest, thirty-five pieces in all, being of 
later painted enamel. The earlier piece is a fine reliquary, 
decorated with scenes from the martyrdom of St. Valérie, 
one of the patron saints of Limoges, and with a number of 
ornamental motives on the back and ends. This specimen 
probably dates from the end of the 13th century. The 
principal pieces among the later enamels are :—A portrait of 
Catherine of Lorraine, Duchesse de Montpensier, signed by 
Leonard Limousin ; four large dishes, two of them by Martial 
Courtois, a third, of exceptional brilliancy of colour, by 
Susanne Court, and the fourth from the hand of Jean 
Courtois ; three caskets, one from the Bernal Collection, by 
an unknown artist who signs I.P., the second delicately 
painted in grey monochrome by one of the Penicaud family, 
the third by Susanne Court, from whose hand also is a fine 
ewer; a large panel composed of fifteen plaques, a copy of 
the “ Quos ego,” of Mare Antonio, probably by Jean Peni- 
caud II.; a panel painted in an unusual style with a portrait 
of Diana of Poitiers by Francois Limousin, and a small 
portrait bust of a young man signed by Leonard Limousin. 


The glass comprises seven pieces only ; among them is an 
Arab mosque lamp of the 14th century, a fine standing cup 
and cover of clear glass, and another smaller cup of opaque 
blue glass, both Venetian of the 15th century; a third 
Venetian cup is interesting from the shape being that of a 
German mazer bowl, while it bears the date 1518 above two 
coats of arms, evidently those of German families. The 
most important example is, however, the Arab glass goblet 
from the Palmer Morewood family, in a French mount of 
silver-gilt of about the same date as the glass itself, viz., the 
14th century. The small series of majolica, nine pieces in 
all, is of the later decorative kind of which so much was 
produced at Urbino in the second half of the 16th century. 
They include a handsome cistern from the Fountaine collec- 
tion, a pair of two-handled vases made by Orazio Fontana, 
formerly at Strawberry Hill, and two pairs of pilgrim-bottles 
from the Fountaine and Gavet collections.

The most attractive portions of the bequest are the cups of 
gold, rock-crystal, or other hard stone, and the personal 
ornaments. The former are twenty-one in number, and 
while all are of very high quality, one piece at least can 
scarcely be surpassed for the beauty of its work or. the 
perfect state of preservation in which in which it has come 
down. This is an antique vase of chalcedony, cut in cameo 
with vine branches and grapes, and mounted in gold in the 
richest style of the Italian Renaissance. This vase, with 
four others in the collection, was formerly the property of 
the Duke of Devonshire. Of the rest, one is of bloodstone, 
richly mounted as an ewer, another of lapis lazuli, the third 
of jasper, and the fourth of a curious variety of agate 
mounted with great taste. A different kind of interest is 
attached to one of the rock-crystal vases which bears the 
name “' Akbar” in Arabic characters, and it may be fairly be 
assumed that it was once in the possession of the great 
Sultan of that name. 

Another object which is in some respects of a similar 
character is a gold shrine or reliquary containing a thorn 
from the Crown of Thorns, a highly ornamental example of 
late Gothic work from Spain, made probably about 1560. 

The jewels and personal ornaments number fifty-three, 
including several small jewelled ornaments which might or 
might not have been worn on the person. The most im- 
portant, both as a work of art and from its historical interest, 
is the Lyte jewel; a gold locket, enamelled and set with 
diamonds, containing a miniature portrait of King James J. 
by Nicholas Hilliard. This beautiful object was given by 
James I. to Thomas Lyte, who had made for the King a 
royal pedigree, reaching as far back as Brut. The jewel was 
eventually sold after passing by will through various hands, ’ 
and came into the possession of the Duke of Hamilton; after 
the sale of the Hamilton Palace collection, Baron Ferdinand 
Rothschild secured it. | 

Another beautifully enamelled locket contains a miniature 
portrait of Sir Bevil Grenville, signed by David de Grange, 
the locket itself being French work; while a third jewel of 
Italian work, a badge for a hat, is said to have been the 
property of Don John of Austria. The greater part are of 
German workmanship, and they give a good idea of the 
luxury of the merchant princes of Southern Germany in the 
sixteenth century. 

The silver plate comprises about sixty examples of silver 
vases and cups, nearly all domestic, and principally of the 
latter half of the sixteenth century, and of German origin. 
‘The greater part were no doubt intended rather as decora- 
tions for the dining-room than for actual daily use. The 
earliest in date is probably a vase and cover of chalcedony 
in silver-gilt mounts, of late Gothic work, doubtless German, 
of about 1480. Somewhat later are two silver covers from 
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church books, with elaborate tracery and figures in relief, 
from a religious house dedicated to St. Stephen in Bamberg. 
The most striking objects are three large silver salvers with 
ewers, one pair of fine design being of Flemish work of about 
1580; the others, of which one bears the arms of Prince 
Maurice of Nassau, are German, and a little later. One of 
the remarkable features of the collection is a set of twelve 
embossed tazzas with elaborate subjects after engravers of 
the late sixteenth century. They appear to have been made 
at Augsburg by a Frankfort silversmith, Peter Holbein. 
Another series of a very picturesque character are the 
standing cups in the forms of men or animals, such as deer, 
bears, unicorn, &c., a fancy much in vogue in Germany in the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. 


Among the wood carvings are several executed on a scale 
of microscopic minuteness, portrait medallions as well as 
miscellaneous busts and statuettes. Of the first class one 
piece, elaborately carved with religious subjects, dated from 
the fourteenth century, and may well be of English work. 
The others are much later, one being dated 1511, and to 
about that time the rest probably belong. One is in the 
form of a miniature altar, a second represents a taber- 
nacle enriched with the most intricate Gothic tracery, while 
the others are chiefly beads which were worn pendent from 
the girdle or from a rosary. The medallion portraits include 
those of Francis I. of France; Sybilla, Duchess of Cleves ; 
Margaret of Austria, Regent of the Netherlands; and John 
of Leyden, the leader of the Anabaptists. As works of art, 
the most remarkable are two busts in walnut wood, repre- 
senting a man‘ and woman in the prime of life, dating from 
the first quarter of the sixteenth century, and probably of 
South German work. These fine portraits were said to repre- 
sent Charles the Bold and his wife Margaret of York, but 
the costume as well as the style of the work indicate a period 
at least fifty years later than the death of Charles. Two 
other pieces are worthy of particular mention, viz., a graceful 
statuette of Omphale, and a group representing the contest 
of Hercules and Antzus, one being as remarkable for the 
soft feminine grace as the other for its vigorous masculine 
force; both are of Flemish work. 


Among the miscellaneous objects are many of considerable 
interest and beauty, c.g., a fine silver spoon for incense, with 
rock crystal handle, of the fifteenth century, from the Abbey 
of St. Servatius at Maestricht, several spoons of hard stones, 
mounted in gold, enamelled and jewelled; wedding knives 
with enamelled gold handles, one bearing the arms of Baldwin 
de Bordes and Maria Commelin, married in 1608 ; five caskets 
of various materials,a table clock of the sixteenth century, 
a curious hunting calendar of the seventeenth century, and a 
fine amber tankard elaborately carved in relief.

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DEPARTMENT OF COINS AND MEDALS. 
L—Hahibitions. 


The selection of gold Roman coins of the Western Empire 
from Julius Cesar to Eugenius (B.c. 49-A.D. 394) exhibited 
in electrotype has been remounted and removed from. the, 
the Etrusean Saloon to the corridor of the Medal Room. 


Il.— Registration and Arrangement. 
1. Greek Series :— 


707 coins have been registered, and 782 incorporated. 

9 coins hitherto regarded as ‘“‘ Uncertain” have been 
identified. 

Rectifications have been made in the serjes of the Abbaeti 
and of Characene, and a coin formerly attributed to Arnae in 
Macedon has been removed to Neretum in Calabria. 

Numerous series of coins have been examined, and selections, 
where necessary, made for the Museum. Among these were 
a series of Cilician coins; the Reichardt collection of coins 
of Palestine; a collection of coins of Parthia and Persis; 
series sent by the Science and Art Department and by the 
Cape Town Museum; 7 series of coins from Asia Minor 
(including one obtained by Mr. W. R. Paton, while travelling 
with the aid of funds supplied by the Hellenic Society). 

The manuscript bibliography of Greek Numismatics has 
been brought up to date. 

The work of writing tickets giving references to the 
published catalogues has been continued for the Catalogues 
of Lycia, etc. (657 tickets, concluding the volume), and of 
Galatia, etc. (159 tickets). 

In preparation for the catalogues the following work His 
been done :— 

Catalogue of Lydia :—A map of the district has been 
traced, and a list of all the magistrates’ names and titles on 
Lydian coins in the Museum has been drawn up. 

Catalogue of Cilicia, etc.:—The coins of Mopsus, Nagidus, 
Philadelphia, Seleucia, Selinus, Soli, Syedra, Tarsus, Titiopolis, 
Zephyrium, Elacussa—Sebaste, and the kings Tarcondimotus 
and Philopator have been arranged in chronological order, 
and the specimens in silver weighed. A map of the district 
has been drawn and sent to press; and casts illustrating the 
volume have been made and arranged on plates for photo- 
eraphing. 

Catalogue of Parthia, etc——The whole series of Parthia, 
Persis, and Characene has been re-arr anged, and 310 specimens 
in silver have been weighed.

REMARKABLE COINS AND MEDALS. 


1. Greek Series :—- te 
(a.) Europe :— 


Pisae in Etrurva.—An extremely rare silver double stater. 
Obverse, Sepia or squid with amphora-shaped body, flowing 
tentacles and lateral flaps formed like helmets; beneath, 
mark of value XX; reverse, plain, Wt. 350 grs. This coin, of 
which only two other specimens are known (both found at 
Pisa) is attributed on account of its type, the Sepia (Gk. 
_revfic) to that town, the original name of which was Teuta. 
(See Garrucci, Monete d'Italia, p. 49.) 


Mesma in Bruttit.—A very rare and beautiful bronze coin 
of the middle of the fourth century B.c. Obverse, Head of 
the Fountain Nymph, Medma, with an inverted vase behind 
and a crescent in front; reverse, a young River-god, nude, 
- seated on a rock covered with a leopard’s skin, and holding 
in his right hand a crab above a hound who sits at his feet. 
Cf. tetradrachms of Segesta where a River-god is also repre- 
sented as a hunter accompanied by hounds. The Crab is the 
River crab (Telphusa fluviatilis). It recurs as a principal 
type on later coins of the Bruttians. The town of Mesma 
was a few miles N. of the Straits of Messina. It was 
destroyed by Dionysius in B.c. 388, and refounded by the 
Locrians in B.c. 366. The coin is somewhat later than this 
date. ‘sig 
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Zancle an Srceily.—An archaic silver stater of Aeginetic 
weight dating from the middle of the sixth century B.¢. 
Obverse, DANKL - Dolphin within a sickle-shaped harbour ; 
reverse, the same type repeated, incuse. This coi was 
found with ‘five. others of the same class in 1895.,on. the 
Catania, Road near Messina, Previously .no Sicilian coins 
.were..known with the obverse type repeated in an incuse 
form on the reverse, this fashion being peculiar to the cities 
of S. Italy. It is important as evidence of intimate com- 
mercial relations between the Sicilian city of Zancle and the 
towns, belonging to the monetary convention of Magna 
Graecia. ue

Obverse, Free horse; reverse, EX I POZIAHIO Vine in an 


incuse square. 


_ Imbros.—A small bronze coin of the third century B.c. 
Reverse; Ithyphallic figure of Hermes Imbramos, a Pelasgic 
_divinity of reproduction. (See Herod. II. 51 and. Steph. 
Byz. s.v. Imbros.) “Ts wari 


Crannon im Thessaly.—A fourth century bronze coin. 
Reverse, a large Hydria on a Car with a Crow in front.’ See 
Antigonus Carystius (Hist. Mirab. 15), who says that the 
device of Crannon was two crows seated on a car, and that, 
in time of drought, it was the custom there to drive about a 
chariot of this description whilst petitioning Zeus for rain. 


Rhizus in Thessaly.—A unique bronze coin of fine style. 
Obverse, Head of Artemis; reverse, PIZTOY[ZAIQIN 
between the rays of a star. No coins of Rhizus were 
previously known. Scylax (p. 24) places Rhizus on the outer 
shore of the Pagasaean Gulf. Its inhabitants were trans- 
ferred to Demetrias when that city was founded. 


Eretria in Euboea.—Two rare fifth. century drachms. 
Obverse, Cow ; reverse, Sepia. One specimen. has the letter 
A (?) under the Cow, and the other, E on the body of the 
Sepia. The first of these may therefore belong to Dicaea, a 
colony of Eretria. 


Pagac in Megaris—Commodus. Reverse, Temple between 
two trees on one of which sits an owl. This is a new type 
not mentioned in Gardner and Imhoof’s Numismatic Com- 
mentary on Pausanias. 


Aegium in Achaea.—Marcus Aurelius. Three remarkable 
types (1) Archaic temple of Hileithuia mentioned by Pausanias 
(VII. 23, 5) with two long torches standing before it. (ii) 
Seated statue of Asklepios with serpent twined round altar 
before it (Cf. Pausanias VII. 23,7). (111) Two identical figures 
of Tyche side by side. The duplication of. the figure is 
unexplained. = 
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Corvnth.—-Antoninus Pius. Reverse, View of the harbour 
of Cenchreae, on the mole in front of which stands a colossal 
statue of Isis Pharia, in place of the Poseidon which, on 
other coins, occupies the same position. 


_. Corrnth.—Marcus Aurelius. Reverse, Rock Fountain, the 
upper part sculptured into the form of Skylla; in front, a 
basin to catch the water. Not described by Pausanias 


among the many fountains which adorned the city. (Paus. 
LA 8) | 


Corinth.—Marcus Aurelius. Reverse, the Isthmus of 
Corinth personified as a Genius holding two rudders symbo- 
lizing the two harbours on either side of the isthmus. 


Argos.—Plautilla. Reverse, the infant Opheltes slain by 
the serpent. | 


Aptera in Crete.—A very fine silver stater of the fourth 
century B.c. Obverse, Head of Artemis of Aptera wearing 
sphendone ; reverse, Armed warrior standing before a tree 
to which he raises his hand ‘in adoration. The warrior. is 
probably the local hero, Apteros or Pteras, the founder of the 
city. The inscription is MTOAIOIKOX, which is, perhaps, 


equivalent to woXewe oikiorne. 


Sybrata vm Crete.—A drachm of the period B.c. 330-280, 
weighing 68 grains. Obverse, Head of young Dionysos 
crowned with ivy; reverse, Ibex’ head and spear. 


(b.) Asia :— 


Asia Minor.—A gold stater of Antigonus rex Asiae. This 
coin (the second and the only good specimen known) was 
struck by Antigonus, the father of Demetrius Poliorcetes, 
who assumed the title BaowAsbe in B.C. 306. The figure of 
Nike on the reverse of this coin holds an acrostolium in 
allusion to the great naval victory gained by the fleet of 
Antigonus over that of Ptolemy off Cyprus in B.c. 306. 


Attaeain Mysia.—-Trajan. Reverse ETTI ANO. CEKOYN. 
Draped Zeus. The late M. Waddington (Fastes, p. 167) 
assigned this coin to P. Metilius Secundus, Proconsul of Asia 
under Trajan. 


Lampsacus in Mysia.—A very remarkable second century 
tetradrachm having on the obverse an expressive head of 
Priapus, the chief divinity of Lampsacus, bearded and bound 
with ivy, and doubtless copied from. some famous statue of 
Priapus at Lampsacus. On the reverse is Apollo Kitharoedos 
in long robes, and carrying lyre and plectrum. Beneath the 
type is the name of a magistrate who must have belonged to 
a family of considerable importance for the names of both 
his father and grandfather are added, AHMHTPIOY TOY 
AHMHTPIOY TOY MIKAAOY. 
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Hamaxitus in Troas.—A rare bronze coin of the fourth 
century B.c. Reverse, Apollo Smintheus. This coin corrects. 
Historia Numorwum, p. 452, where the figure is described as. 
Athena Ilias. 


Mytilene vw Lesbos.—A bronze coin of Imperial times with 
the head of a bearded hero on the obverse, and a figure of 
Zeus Boulaios on the reverse. 


Philadelphia and Daldis in Lydia.—Caracalla. An 
alliance coin struck under the Archonship of Pollianus. 
Reverse, Agonistic prize urn on a table. 


Sardes im Lydia.—An autonomous coin struck after B.c. 133, 
with the Magistrate’s name TTOAEMAIOZ KEPAZEQ2. 
Also an Imperial coin of Julia Domna, reverse, €TTl. F. KA 
MIOPOY APX. A. (Gaius Claudius Mithras, Ist Archon) 
Agonistic prize urn of the Games called “ Chrysanthina.” 


Ephesus and Tralles in Lydia.—Marcus Aurelius. Re- 
verse, Artemis Ephesia and Zeus Nikephoros. There were 
no alliance coins of Ephesus and Tralles previously in the 
Museum Collection. 


Tralles in Lydva.—Antoninus Pius. Two coins, one with 
Selene in car drawn by two bulls, and the other with Demeter 
and Kore sacrificing before an altar. 


Acmonia in Phrygia.—Caracalla. Reverse, Emperor on 
horseback approaching a mountain surmounted by two female 
figures, and with a River-god at its base. (Cf. Imhoof, 
Mon. gr., p. 392.) 


Amorium im Phrygia.—Caracalla. Reverse, Goddess 
seated before altar and looking back at seated child (infant 
Zeus ?),: 


Docimeum in Phrygia.—Caracalla. Reverse, City-goddess 
standing beside a conical mountain, probably the hill which 
contained the famous marble quarries known as Docimean or 


Synnadean. (Cf. Zeit. f. Num. VI., p. 18.) 


Hierapolis in Phrygia.—Imperial times :— 

(i.) Zeus Troios. Reverse, the god Lairbenos ; 

(ii.) Bust of lLairbenos. Reverse, the mother-goddess 
Kybele feeding serpent, with Telesphoros behind 
her throne ; 

(iii.) Lairbenos on horseback. 


Laodicea in Phrygia.—A Cistophorus bearing the name of 
P LENTVLVS P. F..1MP. PP. Lentulus was Proconsul of 
Cilicia, B.c. 56-53. The coin also bears a local magistrate’s 
name HPO®ANTOC HPO®ANTOY not included in 
Pinder’s work Ueber die Cistophoren. . 
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Laodicea in Phrygia.—A bronze coin struck by T. Clodius 
Marcellus, Proconsul of Asia A.D. 70-73, and another having 
on the reverse Zeus Aseis with his goat beside him, and 
holding an infant in his arms. 


Lycva.—A rare silver stater of the native dynast Taththi- 
vaibi, with the type of a shield with a winged lion as a 
device. Also an obo] giving the name of a dynast Aryandes 
in Lycian characters (Aruva(n)tiyiisi), and a fine stater with 
a conventional portrait of the dynast Ddanavala; reverse, 
Head of Athena countermarked with the Lycian triskeles. 


Lycva.—An unpublished obol of a Satrap Datames(?) with 


his name in Lycian characters Ddintimi; reverse, Head of 
Apollo. 


Lycia.—Time of Claudius. A rare bronze coin; reverse, 
Statue of the Artemis of Myra in her temple. 


Colbasa in Pisidia.—A bronze coin of Antoninus Pius. 
. Reverse, the god Mén. The coins of this town are of great 
rarity. 


Timbrias wn Pisidia.—Julia Domna. Reverse, River-god 
accompanied by his name EYPYMEAQN. 


Side in Pamphylia.—An Imperial coin commemorating 
the celebration of three festivals, the Oecumenical, the 
Pythian, and the Mystic Games. 


Laranda in Lycaonia.—A bronze coin of Otacilia Severa. 
. Reverse, Tyche with river-god swimming at her feet. 


Mallus in Cilicia.—A silver stater of the fifth century B.c. 
Obverse, Winged male figure carrying an astral symbol ; 
reverse, Swan. The swan is a symbol of Astarte-Aphrodite, 
and at the same time may contain an allusion to the marshy 
character of the country round Mallus. 


Mallus in Cilicia.—A unique silver stater of the fourth 
century B.c. Obverse, Seated Athena; reverse, Nike kneeling 
and inscribing her name NIKH. An entirely new type. 


Nagidus in Cirlicia.—aA fifth century stater. . Obverse, 
Aphrodite seated to front, with Eros behind her ; reverse, 
Dionysos, nude, standing to front resting on thyrsos and 
holding kantharos. 


Tarsus in Cilicia.—Three rare satrapal silver staters. 
(i.) Obverse, TEPZIKON, Head of bearded Ares, helmeted ; 
reverse, HLK (= Cilicia) in Aramaic characters, Head of 
Herakles nearly facing in lion’s skin. (ii.) Pharnabazus 
(B.c. 378-872). Obverse, Head of Arethusa to front, copied 
‘from coins of Syracuse; reverse, PRNBAZU HLK (= Phar- 
‘nabazus of Cilicia) in Aramaic letters, Head of Ares. 
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(iii.) Mazaeus (B.C. 362-328), Baal of Tarsus enthroned, 
holding vine-branch ; reverse, Lion devouring Stag, and name 
of the satrap Mazaeus in Aramaic characters. 


Tarsus in Cilicia.—A rare bronze coin of Gordian III, 
with a somewhat elaborate representation of the wreath 
worn by the High Priests of the worship of the Augusti, 
decorated with small busts of the Emperors. 


Cilicia.—A Jarge and varied series of interesting bronze 
coins of Cilician towns, among which is one of Mopsus with, 
on the reverse, a mule carrying emblems of the local god 
Dionysos KadXixuptoc, and one of Olba bearing the name of 
the High Priest Ajax, time of Tiberius. 


Cyprus.—A very rare drachm of Evyagoras I, B.c. 410-374. 
Obverse, E.u.va. in Cypriote characters, Herakles seated ; 
reverse, Pa.si.le.o.se. (=Baotléwc) Goat recumbent. 


Caesarea in Cappadocia.—Gordian IIT. Reverse, Agalma 
of Mount Argaeus on an altar inscribed MHTPOTT. KAIC.EN. 
The letters EN stand for évreiyiov, proving that Caesarea was 
a walled city in Gordian’s reign. 


Hieropolis (Bambyce) 1m Syria. An extremely interesting 
and very rare silver stater, Obverse, a seated figure of Baal, 
and the name of Alexander the Great in Aramaic characters ; 
reverse, the Syrian goddess Atergatis riding on a lion, and 
an Aramaic legend in the field. (See Num. Chron., 1878, 
p. 103.) 


Syria, Regal.—Demetrius II, second reign, B.c. 130-125. 
A fine specimen of the very rare tetradrachm, struck at 
Tarsus by Demetrius after his ten years captivity among the 
Parthians. His portrait on the obverse is bearded, and is 
intentionally assimilated to that of the bearded Dionysos. 
(Cf. the title OEOL). The reverse type is a representation 
of the pyramidal structure known as the pyre of Sandan, the 
Assyrian Herakles, which was burnt at the annual festival 
of the god of Tarsus. Sandan was identified by the Greeks 
with Sardanapalus. The god is seen sculptured on the face 
of the pyramid standing on the back of a horned leonine 


monster. 


Syria, Regal. — Cleopatra Thea and Antiochus VIII. 
(Grypus). A very rare tetradrachm bearing two fine portraits 
of the Queen and her son, struck at Tarsus during the 
minority of the young king (Bc. 125-121). The reverse 
shows the same pyramidal monument as the preceding coin. 


Tyre im Phoenicia.—Gordian [1f. Reverse, Agalmata, 
side by side, of the ‘‘ Ambrosial Rocks,” flanked by star and 
crescent (sun and moon), between a tree and a thymiaterion. 
In the exergue, AMBPOCIE TIAITPE. (Cf. Hist. Num., 
p- 676). ari 
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Neapolis in Samaria.—Philip Junior. A Colonial: coin. 
Reverse, Eagle, with expanded wings, supporting an agalma 
of Mount Gerizim, with: its two summits surmounted 
apes sey by a temple and an altar. (Cf. Hist. Num., 
p. 678). say 


Judaea.—Herod Philip IJ, Bc. 4—a.p. 34. Reverse, 
ETT! OIAITTTTOY TETPAPXOY KTIZ. ‘Temple and date 
AA (= year 34). The title Krisrnc on this coin is quite new. 
- It may refer to Philip as the Founder of Caesarea Philippi. 


Nabathaea.~A silver drachm, probably of Obodas II, with, 
on the reverse, jugate heads of his son and daughter (?) 
‘Aretas IV and Hulda. . (Cf. Annuaire de Numismatique, 
1873, Pi. L, 8). 


Egypt.—Ptolemy I, Soter. A unique and very beautiful 
silver stater. Obverse, Head of Alexander the Great with 
Ammon’s horn, and covered with Elephant’s skin; reverse, 
“MTOAEMAIOY,; Fighting Athena.- This remarkable coin 
must have been struck by Ptolemy after the death of 
- Alexander IV, B.c. 311, and before his adoption of the title 
BaowAsvbc in B.C. 306. It was probably issued in Cyprus, though 
in style it differs from all the rest of the Cyprian mintage of 
Alexander which belongs to the period before B.c. 311. 


2. Roman Series :— 


A double aureus of Diocletian struck at Rome about a.p. 
300. Obverse, Bust. of the Emperor wearing radiate crown ; 
_reverse, PERPETVA FELICITAS AVGG. _ Victory presen- 
ting a globe to the Emperor in the character of Jupiter, who 
rests his foot on the back of a seated Armenian captive. 

This fine coin, which commemorates the conquest of 
Armenia by Diocletian, is unpublished. 


3. British and Colonial Series :-— 


‘A penny and a half-penny of Eadgar, a.p. 957-975. The 
half-penny is a unique example of that denomination in 
Eadgar’s reign and is of very peculiar type; obverse, small 
cross pattée surrounded by the King’s name, and reverse, floral 
device enclosing the letters WA and below, the moneyer’s name 
HILDVLF. This type only occurs on two earlier coins, one 
‘of Eadward the Elder and the other of Anlaf of Northumbria, 
‘both struck at York, to which mint the unique coin of 
Eadgar may also be assigned. 

_ The penny is- also interesting as it has for reverse type a 
mitre-shaped object, and the moneyer’s name OSPALD 
(Oswald), which also occurs on coins of the same type of 
- Eadwig, A.D. 955-959... As the type is ecclesiastical York was 
- probably the place of mintage of this unique penny. . 
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Three pennies of Aethelred II, (a.D. 976-1016) struck 
respectively at Barnstaple, Leicester, and Harwich. 

A penny of Henry I, (A.D. 1100-1135) struck at Stamford. 
Reverse, Tressure of four sides “fleured” and enclosing a 
star; four trefoils in the field. Around ASCHETIL [ON] 
STANFO. From the Montagu Collection. 

A gold noble of Henry VI, (a.p. 1422-1461) of his first, or 
annulet, issue. The half and quarter nobles of this issue are 
known, but this is the first specimen of the noble which has 
been met with. It is interesting as contributing to show 
that the annulet coinage, which had begun under Henry V, 
was continued into the reign of his successor. 

An unpublished Rose-noble of Edward IV, (4.p. 1461-83) 
with mint mark star on obverse and crown on reverse. 

Four groats of Richard III, (4.D. 1483-1485) struck for 
Ireland, of the “Full-face” and “Three Crowns” types, 
From the Montagu Collection. 

A half-sovereign of James I, (A.D. 1605-25) with mint 
mark, crescent. From the Montagu Collection. 

A silver medal commemorating the marriage of William IV, 
Prince of Orange, with the Princess Anne, daughter of 
George Il. From the Montagu Collection. 


4, Mediaeval and Modern Series :-— 


A bronze medal of Jacopo Antonio Palavicino(?) by the 
Italian artist P. P. Romano A.p. 1540-1580, Obverse, Bust of 
Palavicino (?); reverse, Pegasus trampling upon Discord, with 
a view of a city inthe background. A fine and unpublished 
example of Romano’s work. 


5. Oriental Series :— 


Two silver coins of flat Sassanian fabric bearing the name 
of Napki Malka, and belonging either to the Hina dynasty 
or to some Persian dynasty ruling in the N. of the Panjab in 
the 6th century A.D. 

A gold coin of Skanda-gupta, a.D. 452-480, of the heavy 
standard (suvarna) with a more perfect inscription than any 
other known. 

Two gold coins struck by Prithivideva of Mahakosala. 

Five rupees of the Moghul Emperor Jahangir, one of Shah 
Jahan, and five of Muhammad Shah, all of mints or dates not. 
previously represented in the collection. 

Three Persian coins of Tahmasp I, Muhammad Khudabanda,, 
and Aka Muhammad Khan. 

Five gold coins of Achi. 

A gold Rama-tanka, the largest known specimen weighing 
1,449 ors. These pieces are issued as votive offerings in 
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Indian temples. The designs upon them refer to the story of 
Rama as told in the great Sanskrit epic of the Ramayana. 
On this specimen are depicted Rama and his wife Sita, 
attended by Hanuman the Monkey-god and his followers. 
Two dollars struck by the late Khalifa at Omdurman. 
Four imitation spears in iron, used as money by the Nagas 
of the hills between Assam and Burma. 
Forty-five silver Chinese Provincial coins.

GENERAL PROGRESS. 
Visitors. 


The total number of visitors to the Natural History 
Museum in 1899 was 422,290, as compared with 419,004 in 
1898. The increase in Sunday attendances is again to be 
noted, 55,718 persons having visited the Museum on Sunday 
afternoons as against 50,432 last year. 

The average daily attendance for all open days during the 
year was 1,163; for week-days only, 1,182; and for Sundays, 
when the Museum is open only in the afternoons, 1,051.

Electric Light. 


Progress has been made with the installation of the electric 
light in the Museum. 


Swiney Lectures. 


Dr. Traquair’s fourth consecutive annual course of twelve 
lectures on Geology, on the Swiney Foundation, was delivered 
by him in the month of October, the subject being “The 
Pleistocene Mammalia.” On this occasion, owing to the 
inability of the Science and Art Department to spare the 
lecture theatre at the South Kensington Museum for 
the purpose, the lectures were delivered, by permission of 
the Lords of the Committee of Council on Education, in the 
lecture theatre at the Jermyn Street Museum. The average 
attendance for the course was 99 persons per lecture, as 
compared with 132 for that in the preceding year, held at 
South Kensington, 
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Huxley Memorial Statue. 


The Memorial Statue of the late Professor Huxley has 
been.completed by Mr. Onslow. Ford, the sculptor, and has 
been accepted by the Trustees to be placed in the Hallo 
the Museum. 


Malaria Inquiry. 


As a result of an Official Circular Note issued by the 
Colonial Office and the Foreign Office on the subject of the 
investigation of Malaria, referred to in the last report, 
numerous collections of Mosquitoes have been received from 
tropical. countries throughout the world, and are being 
worked out. 

Mr. E. E. Austen, Assistant in charge of the collection of 
Dipterous Insects, was granted three months’ special leave of 
absence, to enable him to accept an offer by the Liverpool 
School of Tropical Diseases to send him out as naturalist to 
a scientific expedition to Sierra Leone, organised by the 
School, under the leadership of Major Ronald Ross, for the 
purpose of investigating the supposed connection between 
Mosquitoes and Malaria. On his return to duty, Mr. Austen 
drew up a report on the results of the expedition, from which 
it would appear that certain species of Anopheles (a family 
of Mosquitoes) have been proved to be the carriers of the 
Malaria parasite in West Africa, as well as in India and 
Italy. During the progress of his work in Sierra Leone, 
Mr. Austen was able also to make a considerable general 
collection of zoological specimens, chiefly insects. 

Mr. Austen’s report will be printed as a separate publica- 
tion, for circulation among the various Institutions and 
Colonial Governments interested in the subject. 


Survey of the Nile. 


The Trustees have agreed to co-operate with the Egyptian 
Government in a scheme for the survey of the Nile, organized 
by Dr. John Anderson, F.R.S., with the object of determining 
the species of fishes inhabiting the waters of that river. The 
fishes obtained will be sent to the British Museum to be 
worked out by Mr. Boulénger, on the understanding that a 
complete set is to be retained for the Museum. 


Exploration of Lake Tanganyika. 


-. Funds have been obtained from private sources to send out 
a scientific expedition, under the conduct of Mr. J. E. 8. Moore, 
to. Lake Tanganyika, to collect specimens of the aquatic 
fauna and flora, and to study the geological history of this 
part of Africa. The specimens obtained are to be placed at 
the disposal of the Trustees. 
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Expedition to Sokotra. 


The Expedition to Sokotra referred to in last year’s 
report, in which the British Museum and Liverpool Museum 
co-operated, met with considerable success, as the following 
report will show. 


Mr. W. R. Ogilvie-Grant, Assistant in the Zoological 
Department, and Dr. H. O. Forbes, Director of the Liverpool 
Museums, arrived at Aden on 17th November 1898. 


Mr. Grant’s share of the expenses was partly covered by 
the sum of 150/. received from the Government Grant Com- 
mittee of the Royal Society. Funds were also supplied by 
the British Association and the Royal Geographical Society, 
Dr. Forbes having undertaken to prepare a map of Sokotra 
for the latter body. 


Owing to some trouble having arisen with the Sultan of 
Sokotra it was feared at first that the Government of India 
would not allow the expedition to visit the island, but thanks 
to the kind help of General Creagh, the Governor of Aden, 
after three weeks delay, permission was eventually obtained. 
During this period of uncertainty short collecting trips were 
made to Shaik Othman, Lahej, and other places near Aden, and 
a considerable number of valuable specimens were obtained, 
including a living pair of the Arabian Baboon, which were 
safely transmitted to the Zoological Gardens of London. 


On 3rd December, accompanied by an interpreter and seven 
men, mostly Somalis, the expedition left Aden in the Royal 
Indian Marine Guard Ship “ Elphinstone,” which the Govern- 
ment of India had kindly placed at the disposal of Mr. Grant 
and his party, and arrived on the third day at Abd-el-Kuri, 
an island lying to the west of Sokotra, the zoology of which 
was practically unknown. 


Three days were spent on this almost barren spot, where 
a small colony of Arabs drag out a miserable existence. 
The researches of the party were fairly rewarded, for though 
there were no mammalia, except a few sheep and goats, a 
goodly collection was made of other groups of animals, and 
among the novelties discovered were a fine species of sparrow, 
a wagtail, a starling, several lizards, and a number of land 
shells. One of the hills, attaining an elevation of nearly 
2,000 feet, is fairly covered with bush and plants of various 
kinds, and it was there that most of the interesting specimens 
were obtained. 


On 7th December the “ Elphinstone” reached Sokotra, and 
after some delay, all the baggage was safely landed at Hadibu, 
the capital of the island, situated on the north coast. The first 
camp was made on the plain close to the Kerenigi river about 
a mile to the south of the town, and a fine collection of the 
low ground fauna was soon got together. The most notable 
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captures were examples of a new species of Cormorant (Phala- 
crocoraxz nigrogularis), the peculiar little warbler (Cisticola 
hesitata), two new species of lizard, and a very handsome new 
butterfly (Charawes velox). After remaining for ten days on 
the plains, the party moved two days march further east to 
Dahamis, on the lower slope of the Haggier range, but there 
the work of collecting was greatly impeded by severe attacks 
of fever, which prostrated everyone in the camp, especially 
the Somali servants. Perhaps the most interesting capture 
made at this place was a lizard belonging to a new genus 
(Parachalcides). After spending a few days at Kamahanu, a 
spot still further east, where the party were again tormented 
with fever, the camp was moved to Jena-agahan, at an eleva- 
tion of about 1,200 feet. From this point the surrounding 
mountains were thoroughly worked and expeditions made to 
the Gerrieh plain to procure specimens of the Wild Ass, which 
roams about the thin bush covert in large numbers; several 
of these fine animals were shot and preserved, but it was 
found impossible to bring home living examples. The prin- 
cipal novelties obtained at Jena-agahan were a Scops Owl 
and several interesting reptiles, besides some fine species of 
butterflies. 


On 16th January the camp was struck, and a two days’ 
march made to Homhil at the east end of the island. While 
passing through the Dimichiro valley a new species of goat- 
sucker was obtained. The camp at Homhil was situated ona 
grass covered plain, at an elevation of about 1,500 feet, and 
surrounded by limestone hills. It -was one of the most 
delightful spots in Sokotra, its only drawback being the 
spear-grass, which grew everywhere, and forcing its way into 
clothes and blankets, proved a constant source of irritation. 
All the members of the party being once more in good health, 
collecting went on briskly, and all sorts of new species were 
added to the collection, besides nests and eggs of a new finch 
(Fringillaria insularis), and some huge Centipedes and 
Tarantulas. 


On 27th January the camp was struck, and after two long 
marches westward under a very powerful sun, the expedition 
arrived at Elhé, a small village on the east of the Hadibu 

lain. The air there was very relaxing after that of Homhil, 
but the Adda Valley, close by, proved an attractive hunting 
ground, where many good specimens of birds and butterflies 
were collected. 


Having obtained a fresh supply of stores from the depot at 
Hadibu, the expedition left Elhé on the 3lst January for 
Adho Dimellus, a high pass in the heart of the Haggier 
range, at an elevation of 3,500 feet. 


The long steep valley leading to this pass, strewn with 
boulders and overhung with bush, made the journey a difficult 
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one, and it was only after great trouble that the camel-men 
could be induced to transport the baggage to the top, but 
after two days rough climbing everything arrived safely. 


The last camp was situated on a little grass covered 
plateau, close to a tiny stream amongst the highest peaks of 
the range, and amid truly magnificent scenery. The weather 
was beautiful until the 13th February, when a heavy rain 
storm was experienced, which lasted for fifty-four hours, but 
fortunately none of the collections suffered, though deep 
trenches had to be dug round the tents to carry off the water. 
The more remarkable of the captures at Adho Dimellus were 
a fine new species of finch (Fringillaria socotrana) which was 
only met with about the highest granite peaks, and aseries of 
the rare butterfly (Papilio bennett). 


The party returned to Hadibu on the 18th February to 
await the arrival of the “ Elphinstone,” which did not, however, 
appear until the 21st instant. 


Abd-el-kuri was revisited on the return journey to augment 
the collections previously made there, but the heat on this 
barren island was so intense that collecting was hardly 
possible. Aden was reached on the 29th February, and all 
the collections having been repacked the party Jeft in the 
ss. “ Goorkha,” arriving in London on the 14th of March. 


The general results of the expedition are as follows :— 


I.—The zoological collection contains forty-six mammals, 
representing eight species ; five hundred and sixty-two birds, 
sixty-two species, eight of which are new; three hundred 
and forty-three reptiles, twenty-three species, one genus, and 
eight species new; fifty-three fish, twenty species; three 
thousand two hundred and eighty shells, thirty-seven species 
(mostly land), eight new; and about two thousand five hun- 
dred insects of various orders. Most of these have now been 
examined and reported on and include the following new 
species :— 

Scorpions 4, Spiders 4, Millepedes 2, Beetles 12, Orthoptera6, 
Butterflies 3, Moths 14, Hemiptera 10. (Cf. Bull. Liverpool 
Museum, Vol. II., Nos. 1 & 2 (1899) }. 


The Neuroptera, Hymenoptera, Diptera, and Microlepi- 
doptera are still under examination. 


IJ. The entire botanical collections from Abd-el-kuri and 
Sokotra, including numbers of dried specimens, bulbs, seeds, 
and living trees and plants, have been placed in the hands of 
Prof. Bayley Balfour. Many forms of remarkable interest 
are reported to be in thriving condition. 


III. Specimens of the rocks, &ec., from various parts of 
Abd-el-ku1i and Sokotra. A report on these by Dr. J. W. 
Gregory will be found in the Geological Magazine, N.S. Decade 
IV., Vol. VI., pp. 529-533, December 1899. 
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A full report on the Expedition with many coloured plates 
and illustrations will shortly be published, the Committee of 
the Liverpool Museum generously bearing the entire cost. 


Exploration of West Indian Islands by Dr. Gregory. 


Special leave of absence for a fortnight, in addition to his 
usual vacation, was granted to Dr. J. W. Gregory, Assistant 
in the Geolcgical Department, to enable him, whilst spending 
his holiday in Antigua, to visit and explore the neighbouring 
small island of Anguilla, and study its extinct fauna. This 
island, though once a flourishing British Colony, has now 
been abandoned by whites, and the only regular communica- 
tion with it is by a monthly sloop. Being unable to use this 
boat within the time at his disposal, Dr. Gregory chartered a 
small sloop at Antigua, whence he sailed on the 21st April. 
On the way to Anguilla he called at Barbuda to examine 
‘some caves there, in the hope of finding in them some remains 
of Amblyrhiza (a fossil rodent). The floor of the caves 
is a solid stalagmite, so that an exhaustive search was 
impossible. He obtained, however, the jaws, teeth, vertebre, 
and limb-bones of a new mammal which Dr. Forsyth Major 
has identified as most nearly allied to a South American 
species of Oryzomys. The age of the Barbuda limestones is 
' uneertain, but he collected a series of fossils which should 
definitely settle that question. He also obtained a collection 
of botanical and zoological specimens. 

After a rough and slow passage from Barbuda, Dr. Gregory 
reached Crocus Bay, his landing-place on Anguilla, on the 
25th April, and immediately began inquiries about former 
phosphate working in the island. His hopes of finding 
remains of Amblyrhiza were small, as the locality from 
which the specimens came was uncertain. The genus had 
been founded by Cope on some fragments of bone and teeth 
which were obtained hy accident from material shipped to 
Philadelphia from the West Indies more than 30 years ago. 
Cope makes four contradictory statements as to the locality 
whence the material came. He says, in different places, that 
it came from the Virgin Islands, from a Danish island, and 
from Anguilla, and the only precise locality he gives is 
Simpson’s Bay. But Anguilla is not one of the Virgin 
Islands; it has never been Danish; and Simpson’s Bay is 
not on it, but on the Dutch part of St. Martin’s. 

There are many caves on Anguilla, and Dr. Gregory’s first 
three days on the island-were occupied in digging in caves at 
Cartouche Bay, Shoal Bay, and Flat Cap Point, but he could 
find no trace of bones. But on the south-west shore of the 
island he found a thin vein of red sandstone from the surface 
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of which projected a large rodent molar. By blasting away 
some 20 tons of the overlying limestone he was able to follow 
the vein, and found that it occurred along a fissure. In 
pockets in the red rock occurs a bone breccia, containing the 
bones and teeth of Amblyrhiza. The bones are fragile and 
the rock hard, so that it was impossible to separate the 
bones in the field: the whole of the bone-bed was, therefore, 
quarried out and brought to London. 


In the intervals of this work, and while searching for 
suitable localities, Dr. Gregory determined the general suc- 
cession of the Anguilla rocks, and made a collection of fossils, 
including over 150 echinids, 160 corals, and over 600 molluses. 
The fauna is of considerable interest, and was previously 
unrepresented in the Museum. 


From Anguilla Dr. Gregory returned on the sloop to 
St. Kitts. That island is voleanic, but contains a small bed 
of limestone which has been determined as Miocene. He 
obtained from it one well-preserved echinid (Lchinanthus 
rosaceus), which shows that it is really Pleistocene. He 
reached Antigua a day later, which concluded his fortnight’s 
special leave. 


A list of the collections made by Dr. Gregory is appended, 
including those made on Antigua and Dominica during his 
ordinary vacation. The collection from Antigua will enable 
the speeimens in the Nugent Collection (made between 1810 
and 1830) to be assigned to their respective horizons.

Purchases. 


Among the more important acquisitions by purchase made 
during the year, special mention may be made of an in- 
teresting series of Zoological specimens from the Galapagos 
Islands, collected by the Webster-Harris Expedition ; a first 
selection from the zoological collection made by the late 
Mr. J. Whitehead in the island of Hainan; the collection of 
mammals and birds made by Mr. A. Blayney Percival in 
Southern Arabia; the skeleton of a gigantic land-reptile 
from the Oxford Clay, near Peterborough ; 1,313 specimens 
of fossils selected from the collection obtained by Mr. W. Jex 
from the Tertiary deposits of Patagonia, including remains 
of Nesodon, Ground-Sloths, Cetaceans, and other Mammals, 
birds, fishes, Gc. ; the collection made by the late Professor 
Schmitz of 7,703 microscopic slides exhibiting the fruits 
and other systematic characters of the Floridee; the Jame- 
son Herbarium of 1800 specimens of British Mosses; and a 
large fragment of the Meteoric Iron found in Choctaw 
County, U.S.A., remarkable for the large enclosures of the 
meteoric mineral Schreibersite, a phosphide of iron and 
nickel. 


Presents. 


The number of separate presents reported as having been 
received during the year by the several Departments of the 
Museum was 1,533, as compared with 1,610 in the preceding 
year.

British Museum (Natural History),

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I—Arrangement and Conservation. 


Mammalia.—The exhibited series of Mammals, the com- 
pletion of whose general arrangement was noted in the 
previous Report, has been further improved throughout by 
the acquisition and mounting of suitable specimens. In the 
Anthropological series large numbers of photographs and 
models have been obtained and mounted to illustrate the 
physical features of the different races of Man, and similarly in 
the new Cetacean Gallery additional models have been prepared 
to show the external characters of the Whales and Dolphins. 

In the Upper Gallery of Mammalia the bats have been 
removed from the wall case in which they were previously 
placed, and are now being rearranged in a separate case in 
the centre of the Gallery, where, owing to the better light and 
their position nearer to the eye, it is hoped that they will be 
better seen than formerly. Many are being mounted in 
spirit, as their delicate membranes commonly become distorted 
on drying. 

In the study series the work of Jabelling, registering, and 
incorporating specimens has been eontinued, and by the help 
_of the new material many of the smaller groups have been 
more accurately arranged and the new species described. 

The Department is again indebted for assistance in dealing 
with the mass of accessions to volunteer helpers, of whom 
Dr. C. I. Forsyth Major. Mr. W. E. de Winton, and Mr. G. E. H. 
Barrett-Hamilton should be especially mentioned. 

Of the specimens mounted for exhibition during the year 
the following are most worthy of note :— 

Primates :— Rhinopithecus roxellane ; Papio anubis ; 
Papiothoth. Carnivora :—Felis serval ; Felis togoénsis; the 
Greyhound “Fullerton”; Canis lupus laniger; Canis 
mesomelas; Canis adustus; Canis griseus; Phoca vitu- 
lina. Ungulata—LHquus hemionus; Giraffa camelopar- 
dalis (head and neck); Ovis dalli; Capra nubiana; Cobus 
senganus ; Cobus cob ; Elaphurus davidianus ; Cer vussika 
mantchuricus ; Xenelaphus bisulcus; Rangifer tarandus 
terre-nove. Rodentia:—Huchoreutes naso. Edentata :— 
Cholepus hofimanni (8-¢). Cetacea (models) :—Tursiops 
tursio; Globicephala melena; Monodon Mmonoceros. 
Examples of the marine Crustacea and Mollusca which 
form the food of Whales have also been mounted for 
exhibition. 


Aves.—During the past year the registration and incorpo- 
ration of the Salvin-Godman collection and recent accessions 
have been completed. 
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The preliminary re-arrangement of the exhibition series 
throughout the whole Gallery has been completed, and more 
than half the cases are now filled by new and beautifully 
mounted specimens, The old specimens when of historic 
value have been unmounted and the remainder placed 
among the duplicates. 

The mounting of the new specimens has mainly been 
executed by Mr. Cullingford, of Durham. 

Three new groups of British birds, with their nests, have 
been added during the year, viz. :—The Rock-dove (Columba 
livia), presented by Capt. S. G. Reid, G. A. St. Quintin, and 
W.R. Ogilvie-Grant, Esqrs. The Lesser-spotted Woodpecker 
(Dendrocopus minor), presented by A. M. Blake, Esq., ¢.B. 
Leach’s Fork-tailed Petrel (Oceanodroma leucorrhoa), pre- 
sented by Hugh G. Barclay, Esq. 

Rapid progress continues to be made with the re-arrange- 
ment of the collections of eggs and skeletons. 

Up to December 1899 twenty-eight thousand specimens of 
egos had been catalogued by Mr. Eugene Oates, and nearly 
the whole collection labelled and made available for reference, 
including the accessions since the late Mr. Seebohm made the 
preliminary arrangement. 

The re-arrangement and determination of the collection of 
bird skeletons continues to make satisfactory progress. Mr. 
W. P. Pycraft has carefully determined those of the Grebes, 
Divers, Struthious birds, Tiamous, and a large number of speci- 
mens, both adults and embryos, have been added to the series. 

The actual number of specimens registered during the past 
year is 5,626 (exclusive of the Godman-Salvin Collection). 
All of these have been incorporated, and the recent acquisi- 
tions neatly labelled. 

Much assistance in the latter work has been voluntarily 
given by Mr. Robert Reid. 


Reptilia, Batrachia, and Pisces.—In addition to the usual 
work connected with the maintenance and increase of the 
collections, a special effort has been made towards the 
improvement of the series of Fish-skeletons, which was 
totally insufficient for study, about 200 skeletons having. 
been prepared, representing nearly as many genera. 

Want of space in the spirit-building for the accommodation 
of the collection is beginning to be very seriously felt, the 
cases devoted to certain groups being so crowded as to admit 
of no further additions. 

The Assistant in charge of the collection has continued to 
devote some of his time to the study of the African Fresh- 
water Fishes, and it is in that department that the most 
remarkable additions have been made during the year. On 
the recommendation of Dr. J. Anderson, supported by eminent 
men of science in this country, the Egyptian Government 
have started a survey of the Fish-fauna of the Nile, the 
results of which will be worked out in the Museum; where: a 
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set. of the specimens collected will be deposited. A large 
number of Fishes have already been sent from the Lower 
Nile by Mr. Loat, the naturalist entrusted with the collection 
by the Egyptian Government, but the selection of specimens 
for the Museum will not be made until the completion of the 
survey. Numerous and important additions from the Congo 
Basin have again been. received, principally through the 
Government of the Congo Free State. 


Tunicata.—A new case containing a series of specimens in 
spirit has been set up in the Shell Gallery. 


Mollusca.—The re-mounting in glass-topped boxes of the 
study-collection has made further progress, and the replacing 
of written by printed labels has been continued. 

A selection of the acquisitions during the year has been. 
mounted upon tablets and exhibited in the table-cases, the 
rest being placed in glazed boxes in the drawers beneath. 

The following collections have been worked out and 
described. Specimens from Christmas Island, collected by 
Mr. Andrews; from N.W. Persia, collected by Mr. R. T. 
Ginther; from Sokotra, collected by Messrs. Forbes and 
Grant; from South China, by Captain Wingate; from the 
Bay of Bengal and the Arabian Sea, obtained by the 
“Investigator”; and Sir H. H. Johnston’s shells from British 
Central Africa. Smaller series of specimens from South 
Africa and Somali-land have also been described, and a large 
collection of shells sent by Dr. Jayakar from Muscat has 
been named. 


Arachnida.—A start has been made in setting up a fresh 
series of Arachnida in the Public Gallery. 

Some specimens of Trilobites and Kurypterida have been 
transferred from the Geological Department for the purpose, 
and considerable progress has been made in arranging them 
and writing appropriate descriptive labels. 

Many of the Central and South American Spiders in the 
collection have been named by Mr. F. O. Pickard Cambridge. 
Mr. H. R. Hogg has determined many of the Australian 
Spiders, and duplicate specimens of Stylocellus, Pettalus, 
and Cryptostemma were sent to Dr. Hanson for examination 
and determination and were safely returned.

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A descriptive report upon the Arachnida from Tropical 
West Africa, contained in the British Museum, has been 
completed, and much progress made towards finishing a 
report upon the extensive collection of Spiders made by 
Dr. Sarasin in Celebes. 

All the British Indian Arachnida referable to the orders 
Scorpiones, Uropygi, Amblypygi, Solifugze, Mygalomorphe, 
and all the large species of Spiders belonging to the families 
Argiopide, Hreside, Psechride, Lycoside, Pisauride, 
Sparasside, Ctenide, and Hersiliide have been worked out. 


Insecta.—Progress has been made in the arrangements of 
the Insect Gallery. 

The usual numerous inquiries respecting injurious insects 
received during the year from at home and the colonies have, 
so far as possible, been answered, and a small illustrated 
pamphlet, entitled “ Instructions for Collecting Insects,” has 
been prepared for the use of inquirers, and published. ° 

All fresh books and additional volumes of periodicals 
added to the Entomological Library have been marked and 
placed upon the shelves, and the Manuscript Catalogue has 
been brought up to date. 

A large number of unmounted specimens, chiefly received 
by presentation, have been mounted and labelled, but it 
has not been possible to keep pace with the accumulation 
of such accessions, considerable numbers still remaining 
unattended to. 

Descriptive reports upon the insects of various orders con- 
tained in the collections made by Mr. Andrews in Christmas 
Island and by Messrs. F. V. McConnell and J. J. Quelch on 
Mount Roraima have been prepared, and will be published 
shortly. 

Collections of Coleoptera made by Mr. Ogilvie-Grant and 
Dr. Forbes in Socotra and Mr. C. V. A. Peel in Somaliland 
have been worked out, and descriptive papers are in course 
of publication. 

A revision and re-arrangement of the collection of Cicin- 
delid Coleoptera upon the system of Dr. Walther Horn, by | 
whom the specimens were examined and to a considerable 
extent named, has been partly accomplished. 

The entire collection of Rutelidz has now been re-arranged 
and in the main named. 

The incorporation with the General Collection of the 
Longicorn Coleoptera in the Pascoe Collection has been 
continued, the whole of the Cerambycidze and some of the 
earlier groups of the Lamiide being now transferred. 

Good progress has been made with the arrangement of the 
British Coleoptera, which is now completed as far as the 
Longicornia. 

Considerable progress has been made in the study and 
preliminary arrangement and revision of the Butterflies of 
the family Lycenide. The expansion of the genus Papilio 
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and of overcrowded genera of Satyridz has been continued, 
and the Ithomiinz have now been all removed from the old 
cabinet to those with interchangeable drawers. In the sub- 
family Nymphaline, the specimens of Argynnis have been 
re-arranged by Mr. H. J. Elwes, F.R.S., who again kindly 
volunteered his services, and the expansion and partial re- 
arrangement of the Dione, Colenis, Vanessa, Huripus, 
Symphedra, and Herona groups undertaken. 

Of the collection of Moths, the families Cymatophoride, 
Notodontidz, Lasiocampide, Chrysopolomide, Endromide, 
Megalopygide, Limacodide, Ratardide, Argyrotypide, Dal- 
ceridz, and Arbelide, and a portion of the Arctiade have 
been arranged. 

Collections of Butterflies from Muscat, Nyasaland, and 
British East Africa, a large collection of Moths from Sikkim, 
those collected by Mr. Ogilvie-Grant and Dr. Forbes in 
Socotra, and numerous smaller collections of Lepidoptera 
have been worked out, described, and incorporated. 

The re-arrangement of the Myrmeleonide in new cabinets 
has been commenced, and a collection of Odonata from 
Panama has been worked out and described. 

In the collection of Orthoptera the remaining families of 
the great group of Phasgonuridz have been revised and, so 
far as necessary, re-arranged, the Locustide alone now 
remaining of this order to be arranged, a work which cannot 
be profitably commenced until a considerable number of new 
cabinets are available. 

The arrangement of the collection of British Hemiptera 
Heteroptera has been completed; and the transference and 
revision of the General Collection has been commenced, and 
considerable progress made. 

In the collection of Diptera most attention has been given 
to the Mosquitoes, of which valuable additions have been 
made, including the collection made by the Assistant in 
charge in Sierra Leone during the Expedition for ‘the 
Investigation of Malaria. Much correspondence respecting 
Mosquitoes has also occupied attention. 

A model of the Tsetse Fly has been executed and exhibited, 
and a similar one of a Mosquito (Culex) commenced. 

The collection of British Diptera has made further 
progress. 


Crustacea.—Further additions have been made. to the 
series of specimens exhibited under natural conditions. A 
beginning has been made with a series of preparations and 
drawings to illustrate the Morphology of the Crustacea 
and another to exhibit the systematic characters of the 
Entomostraca. . 

An Index has been prepared to the Manuscript Catalogue 
‘of the Brachyura so as to make it more generally useful. 

Owing to the non-delivery of new cabinets during the year 
it has not been possible to continue the re-arrangement of 
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the dried collection, and the stagnation in the incorporation 
of the always-increasing spirit collection owing to the con- 
‘gested state of the cabinets is a serious interference to 
work. é 
Most of the specimens obtained during the year have bee 
determined. 


Vermes.—Most of the Land Planarians obtained have been 
determined by Prof. Graff, and Dr. von Linstow has kindly 
given assistance with the Nematodes. 

A few additions, including a Dog’s heart infested with 
Filaria immitis, have been made to the exhibited series, 
and the collection generally is in good order. 


Echinoderma.—tThe exhibited collection of Echinoidea has 
been arranged, and fresh explanatory labels prepared, anda 
new series of specimens illustrating the Morphology of this 
group has been commenced. 

The task of incorporating dried specimens has. been facili- 
tated by the addition of a cupboard. for the reception of 
exceptionally large forms, of which there are many in the 
collection. 


Anthozoa.— The re-arrangement consequent upon the 
change in the uses of the Coral Gallery has not yet been 
completed, as the new cases required have not been delivered. 
An addition to the exhibition area has been obtained by 
opening up a closed gallery of communication very suitable 
for large blocks of coral. 

_ A dried collection of large specimens of Alcyonaria has 
been thoroughly cleaned. | 


Porifera.—tThe chief work of the year has been the com- 
pletion of a manuscript Catalogue of the spirit collection of 
Sponges, the labelling and conservation of the specimens at 
the same time receiving attention. 

A eollection of Sponges, comprising fifty-six specimens, 
brought by Mr. C. W. Andrews from Christmas Island, has 
been worked out and described. 

The magnificent collection of Hexactinellid Sponges from 
Japan has now been mounted and exhibited in the Hexacti- 
nellid case, which has been entirely re-arranged, the old 
specimens being re-mounted. A small collection of Calea- 
reous Sponges has also been exhibited in the Coral 


Gallery.

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DEPARTMENT OF GEOLOGY. 
I.—Arrangement. 


A.—VERTEBRATA. 


Fossil Mammalia (Galleries 1 and 2).—In a new Table-case 
under the window in the first recess of Gallery 1, on the 
south side, are arranged a few fossil Primates, Lemuroidea 
and Insectivora, mostly very rare, lately obtained from 
Madagascar. 

Table-case 1 has been re-arranged and is now wholly 
devoted to the remains of primitive man, together with 
flint- and bone-implements, &c., from caves, Ossiferous- 
breccias, and Quaternary deposits. 

The ‘Prestwich Collection” of palzolithic implements 
from plateau-gravels and river-valley deposits of France and 
England, with some additions from Africa, India, &c., has 
been arranged, mounted, and labelled in a specially prepared 
cabinet with glass-topped drawers open to the public. 

Wall-case 2.—Some masses of Newer Tertiary Ossiferous 
conglomerate from Olivola in the Carrara Mountains, obtained 
by Dr. C. I. Forsyth-Major, have been worked out and added 
to the series in this case. 

Wall-case 3.—The Carnivora in this case have been partly 
re-arranged. 

Wall-case 22.—A fine skull of Cetotheriwm from Patagonia 
has been added to the Cetacea in this case. 

-Table-case 16.—The Rodentia (formerly arranged in Table- 
case 24) have been transferred to Case 16 and are now under. 
arrangement. 

Table-cases 23 and 24.—The teeth of Mastodon, and the 
series illustrating the development of the molar teeth in the 
Proboscidea, occupying these cases, are now under arrange- 
- ment. 

Two new pier-cases have been erected on the north side of: 
Gallery 1. . 


Aves (Gallery 2).—The Bird-remains in Table-case 13, have 
been entirely re-arranged and re-labelled, and those in Table-. 
case 13a partly re-arranged to permit of the exhibition of 
fossil carinate birds from Madagascar. 

The skull of a new fossil bird from the London Clay, 
Prophaeton Shrubsolei, Andrews, is exhibited in Table- 
case 13. 

The eggs of Apyornis have been placed in the same case 
with the mounted skeleton of Zpyornis Hildebrandt. 
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Reptilia and Amphibia (Galleries 3, 4, 5).—A new Wall- 
case, 24 feet in length, has been fixed on the east side of 
Gallery 3, to accommodate the Pterosauria and Crocodilia. 

The large reproduction of Plesiosaurus Cramptoni, from 
the Lias of Whitby, has been removed from the wall of 
Gallery 3, and placed in the centre of the other Plesiosauria 
on the south wall of Gallery 4. 

The re-arrangement of the large Ichthyosauria on the 
south wall of Gallery 4 has been completed, and that of the 
Plesiosauria commenced. 

Wall-case 6.—The Iguanodon-remains in this case have 
been partly re-arranged. 

New labels have been prepared and added to the Crocodilia 
Wall-cases 1 and 2, and to the large specimens of Ichthyo- 
sauria on the south wall. 


Ichnites or Fossil Foot-prints (Gallery 11).—The footprints 
of Reptiles and Amphibia from the Trias, &c., Wall-cases 8, 9, 
10, have been added to considerably and re-arranged, and the 
smaller slabs have been mounted in frames. 

Fossil Fishes (Gallery 6).—A large number of fossil fishes 
from the Egerton and Enniskillen Collections, &¢c., have been 
framed and mounted for exhibition in the wall-cases along 
the eastern side of this Gallery. 


B.—INVERTEBRATA. 


Mollusca.—Cephalopoda (Gallery 7).—Wall-case XIITa. 
Several examples of the shells of the recent Nautilus, and 
one of the animal in spirits have been arranged in this case 
with explanatory labels and figures. 

During the year 402 Cephalopoda have been registered ; 
some of these have been mounted and arranged in the exhi- 
bition-cases, the rest have been labelled and arranged in the 
drawers beneath the table-cases in the Gallery. 

A further portion of the Sowerby Collection has been 
re-mounted, and the figured specimens, wherever practicable, 
have been placed in glass-topped boxes for their better 
preservation. 

The Cretaceous Belemnites have been re-examined and 
their nomenclature revised. 

The Cretaceous and Liassic Ammonites have also undergone 
revision. 

The Jurassic Cephalopoda lately received from Africa have 
been examined and are being described.

Research. 


The systematic investigation and description of the 
Mineral Collections have been continued during the past 

ear. 

In this connection, in the Sulpharsenite and Sulphanti- 
monite Class, a crystallographic and chemical research has 
been made on Binnite and Tetrahedrite, the result of which 
has been to establish the specific identity of Binnite and 
Tennantite, and to provide for the whole Fahlerz group of 
minerals a new general chemical formula explanatory of the 
way.in which iron and zine enter into the composition of 
these minerals. This investigation has involved the measure- 
ment of many crystals of: Binnite and .Tetrahedrite, the 
careful picking out under the microscope of absolutely pure 
material for analysis, and the determination of the specific 
gravity and the quantitative chemical analysis of the material 
so selected. | : 

In the Haloid Division, the species Laurionite, Calomel, 
and Fluor have been more especially under investigation. 
Many crystals have been goniometrically determined, exactly 
orientated sections have been ground and optically examined, 
and a new species of the division, Paralaurionite, an oxy- 
chloride of lead, has been recognised and described. In order 
to expedite investigation of this character, additional fittings 
have been devised for the conversion of one of the instru- 
ments into a three-circle goniometer; the accuracy and 
efficiency ,of the adjustments of this new instrument have 
been thoroughly tested. 

A collection of mineral specimens, brought from Bolivia by 
Sir Martin Conway and presented by him to the Trustees, 
has been examined and determined, and a detailed report 
prepared. Complex twinned crystals of the very rarely 
crystallised mineral Stannite found in this collection have 
been investigated, and two quantitative chemical analyses 
have been made, the result of which has been to establish 
more firmly the formula already hesitatingly accepted for 
that mineral. 

A chemical and crystallographic investigation has been 
made of Florencite, a new hydrated phosphate of alumina 
and cerium earths discovered by Dr. Hussak in Brazil. The 
mineral has been shown to be isomorphous with another 
species, the recently described Hamlinite, the barium and 
strontium of the latter being replaced in Florencite by 
cerium earths. 

Crystals of the following species have been incidentally 
measured :—Albite, Anatase, Andorite, Anglesite, Anorthite, 
Argyrodite, Augelite, Augite, Axinite, Barytes, Blende, 
Brookite, Calcite, Cassiterite, Churchite, Columbite, Copper 
Pyrites, Dolomite, Epidote, Heulandite, Idocrase, Ilvaite, Iron 
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Pyrites, Jamesonite, Leonite, Melilite, Mimetite, Mispickel, 
Orthoclase, Pyrargyrite, Pyromorphite, Quartz, Raspite, 
Sartorite, Stolzite, Sulphur, Thomsonite, Topaz, Tourmaline, 
Valentinite, Wolfsbergite. 

_Petrographical examinations have been made of rock- 
collections from Abyssinia, Persia, and the Little Island of 
Trinidad, S. Atlantic. Sections of rocks from Christmas 
Island and from Mount Kenya have also been microscopically 
examined and named. In connection with this petrogra- 
phical work, 176 thin sections of rocks have been prepared, 
microscopically examined, and entered in the slip-catalogue. 

In the Chemical Laboratory, quantitative analyses have 
been made of the above-mentioned Binnite from the Binnen- 
thal (two analyses); Tetrahedrite from Fresney d’Oisans; 
Tetrahedrite from Horhausen ; Tetrahedrite from Wolfach, 
Baden; Valentinite from Bolivia; Florencite from Brazil 
(two analyses); Stannite from Bolivia (two analyses) ; Copper 
Pyrites from Cornwall. | ; 

A fragment of a mass of meteoric iron brought by Dr. 
Moreno from Patagonia, and a meteoric mineral, Tenite, 
extracted from the Youndegin meteoric iron, have been 
examined, quantitively analysed, and described; the exami- 
nation and analysis of some meteoric stones which fell at 
Mount Zomba in British Central Africa on 25th January 
1899 have been in progress. 

Further, forty-nine doubtful minerals have been qualitatively 
analysed, and many specific gravity determinations have 
been made. In connection with this analytical work, various 
reagents have been purified by crystallisation and distil- 
lation. 


Arrangement, 


Re-arrangements have been made in the wall-case contain- 
ing “Ornamental Stones” to admit of the exhibition of a 
series of polished slabs of marbles from the ruins of ancient 
Rome. The fittings of many of the glazed ends of the table- 
cases have been re-distempered, and work by the carpenter 
on the insides of the table-cases, to render them dust-proof, 
has been continued: this has involved much temporary dis- 
placement and much re-arrangement of the specimens. A 
long column of Basalt from the Rhenish quarries has 
been mounted for exhibition in the Gallery. 


Miscellaneous. 


The Student’s Index to the Collection of Minerals has 
been revised, and a new edition has been issued. Assist- 
ance has been given in the revision of the proofs of the 
Catalogue of the Museum Library. 104 boxes of mineral 
specimens have been received, unpacked, and examined : 86 
boxes have been packed and despatched. 
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Departmental Library. 


To the Departmental Library have been added continua- 
tions of 35 periodicals (in 625 parts), 53 volumes of separate 
works, 84 pamphlets and parts of works, and 32 sheets of 
maps: of these 59 pamphlets and 22 sheets of maps, 11 
periodicals, and one separate work, were acquired by presen- 
tation or transfer. 

All of them, including 1,159 plates, have been registered 
and stamped. 


Students. 


The number of visits recorded as made to the Department 
for the purposes of consultation or study is 1,264. 

The Gallery is no longer reserved on particular days of the 
week for the exclusive use of Students; further, study-series 
have been arranged in the public gallery where they are 
directly accessible to the public, and have been so labelled 
as to render all reference to the staff unnecessary: it has 
thus become difficult to distinguish “Students” of minerals 
from ordinary “ Visitors,” and stress can be no longer laid 
on the distinction.

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DEPARTMENT OF Botany. 


During the past year 20,800 plants, consisting of 13,800 
flowering plants, 468 vascular cryptogams, 295 Mosses, 1,222 
Hepatics, 126 Lichens, 1,440 Algae, and 3,449 Fungi, have 
been mounted and incorporated into the Herbarium. 


In the progress of the work the officers of the Department 
and others have been occupied as follows :— 


Mr. Baker has incorporated in the general Herbarium 
various collections of Polypetale, and additions have prin- 
cipally been made to Olacinez, Celastrinexz, and the genus 
Saxifraga. The African species of the genus Combretum 
have been re-arranged in accordance with Dr. Engler’s 
monograph, and the North American species of Tephrosia 
have been revised. An examination was made of certain 
of the types in the genus Malvaviscus and the results 
published. The identification of the Polypetale collected 
by Dr. Rand in Rhodesia, mentioned in last year’s Report, 
was concluded, and the Gamopetale collected by Mr. C. 
W. Andrews on ‘Christmas Island determined. The British 
Polypetalee received during the year have been incorporated. 
During the last three months. a considerable time was 
spent in superintending the arrangement of a fresh series 
of specimens of British plants for exhibition, and in 
supervising the preparation of diagrams for the same. The 
re-arrangement had been carried as far as Composite at the 
end of the year. In this work he has received much voluntary 
assistance from Miss J. Ross. 

Mr. Britten has mainly been occupied in continuing the 
preparation of the manusciipt to accompany the plates of 
Australian plants prepared under the direction of Sir Joseph 
Banks, and in process of publication by the Trustees. This 
has incidentally involved much investigation of the older 
collections which formed part of the Banksian Herbarium, in 
the course of which considerable light has been thrown on 
the history of plants, the types of which exist only in the 
Museum collections, among them the plants of Walter, Sloane, 
Aiton, Houstoun, Phillip Miller, and other early authorities. 
He has also rendered help to Mr. Hiern in the preparation of 
the Welwitsch catalogue, and has exercised a general super- 
vision over the preparation of the Library catalogue as well 
as over the collection of drawings and engravings of plants. 

Dr. Rendle has completed and prepared for press his 
enumeration of Dr. Welwitsch’s Angolan Monocotyledons, 
which has been published as Vol. II, Part 1; it includes 
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descriptions of 115 species new to science. He has also com- 
pleted the account of Mr. Andrews’ Christmas Island plants 
as regards the Apetalous group of Dicotyledons, the 
Monocotyledons and Gymnosperms, and has described 
several new species; has worked out Mr. Schlechter’s 
collection of South African grasses, including description of 
new species, also a small collection of fruits, &c., from the 
Caroline Islands by Mr. F. W. Christian, and, in part, Dr. 
Rand’s Rhodesian collections, with description of a few 
novelties. He has also completed his revision of the genus 
Najas, and arranged the species according to his monograph, 
and has revised and re-arranged the genus Xyris, working 
specially at the earlier species, and those from Australia and 
North America; the results with descriptions of novelties 
have been published in the Journal of Botany. Some time 
has been devoted to an enumeration of the Chinese grasses at 
Kew and the British Museum, and in connection therewith 
the Asiatic material in the herbarium of a number of genera, 
chiefly of Andropogonez has been worked up and arranged. 
Several South African genera of Graminez and Cyperaceze 
have been revised and re-arranged in accordance with recently 
published parts of the Flora Capensis. Some work has been 
done on the Orchids, a number of cultivated specimens 
having been obtained by correspondence and incorporated ; 
several novelties have been described from Queensland 
(Mr. Sparkes) and South Africa (Dr. Rand). In conjunction 
with Mr. W. West anew British fresh water Alga has been 
described. The Monocotyledons, Gymnosperms, and Apetalous 
Dicotyledons of various collections have been selected, laid 
out and incorporated. Saturday afternoon demonstrations 
have been given to members of the North London Natural 
History Society, the Sutton Guild, and to students of the 
Birkbeck Institution. 


During the year Mr. Moore has been busily occupied in 
incorporating Composite into the Herbarium. In the course 
of this work the Australian, New Zealand, and the North, 
Tropical, and South African bundles have been disposed of, 
and the American, so far as concerns the tribes Vernoniacee, 
Eupatoriaceee, Asteroidez, and Inuloidew. The remaining 
tribes are now in hand, and will soon be finished, thus 
bringing the collections, so far as Composite are concerned, 
thoroughly up to date. The labour involved has been con- 
siderable, as it has necessitated the examination and laying 
out of the contents of large private herbaria presented to or 
purchased by the Trustees. The chief of these are Auers- 
wald’s, Hance’s, Miers’, and Shuttleworth’s, the two last 
especially rich in American species, and above all, in species 
native to temperate South America, regions hitherto not well 
represented at the Museum. The result has been the addition 
of several genera and a large number of new and rare species 
to the Herbarium. 
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Mr. Gepp has been employed in preparing for publication 
the Mosses for the Catalogue of Welwitsch’s African Plants, 
and in pursuance of this work he has found it necessary to 
make a wide revision of other African collections, for 
example, Dusén’s Musci Africani in Camerunia collecti, 
Breutel’s Musci Capenses, and Rehmann’s Musci Austro- 
Africani. He has re-cast and re-written the account of 
Welwitsch’s Hepatics; has determined the names of the 
Vascular Cryptogams and Muscineze gathered in Christmas 
Island by Mr. Andrews, and has supplied assistance in the 
preparation of a Botanic Glossary for publication. He has 
laid out and incorporated in the general collection a further 
portion of Stephani’s Hepatics, and has revised several genera 
of the Hypnacez, Leskeacez, Neckeracez, Hookeriacez, &c. 


Mr, Blackman’s work has been chiefly of two kinds, that in 
connection with the conservation of the collections of Fungi 
and lichens, and that in connection with the Public 
Gallery. In the former, among other work may be men- 
tioned the working out with Miss Smith of the collection of 
Fungi and Lichens made by Mr. Andrews in Christmas Island. 
In the Public Gallery cases have been arranged, with the 
assistance of Mr. Horrell, to exhibit in a manner that is of 
interest both to students and to the general public, some of the 
more striking and important adaptations te be met with in 
plants. The first case deals chiefly with the peculiar modifi- 
cations of form and structure exhibited by xerophytic or 
dry-country plants. In a second case, which is nearly 
completed, the peculiar characters of water plants, salt-marsh 
plants, alpine and arctic plants have been displayed in a 
similar manner. Also with his co-operation Mr. Horrell has 
begun an exhibition case dealing with the Vascular 
Cryptogams, both recent and fossil, from a systematic point 
of view. 

The most notable addition to the collection by presentation 
during the year was the moss herbarium of the late Charles 
Lyell, Esq., of Kinnordy, containing 1,120 specimens pre- 
sented by Sir Leonard Lyell, Bart. 

Of the additions by purchase, the collection of 7,703 slides 
of Marine Algae, mostly Floridez made by the late Prof. 
Schmitz, of Greifswald, and the herbarium of 3,121 British 
Mosses of the Rev. H. G. Jameson were the most important.
